THOUGH  it  is  not  ufual  to  write  the 
hiftory  of  a  living  prince,  the  great  dif- 
tance  v/hich,  in  the  prefent  inftance,  per- 
mits the  hiflorian  to  fpeak  with  freedom,  will 
ferve  as  an  excufe  for  the  infringement  of  fo  j  uft 
a  rule,  in  the  eyes  of  tho'e  who  may  read  the 
following  iheets  without  prejudice.  The  writer 
has  adhered  to  the  ftriiteft  impartiality,  in  relat- 
ing the  exploits  of  the  mofl  famous  conqueror 
India  has  beheld  fince  the  time  of  Thamas  Kouli 
Khan  j  a  prince  very  much  fuperior  to  that 
ufurper,  as  well  for  the  extent  of  his  genius  as 
for  the  propriety  of  his  condufi,  which  far  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  other  Indian  fovereigns. 

It  will  be  eafily  perceived  that  the  Author 
has  neither  endeavoured  to  flatter  nor  to  calum- 
niate. If  the  Englifti  fhould  find  that  they  are 
not  fpared,  it  will  not  be  in  their  power  to  re- 
proach him  with  having  invented  any  untruth  : 
and  there  are  very  many  individuals  of  that 
nation,  who  know  that  he  could  fpeak  much 
more  efFeclually  to  the  difadvantage  of  the  Eng- 

lilh 
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lifti  adminiftration  in  India,  if  he  thought  it  ne- 
ceflary  to  reveal  fuch  particulars  as  he  himfelf 
has  feen. 

Whether  the  tyranny  which  thefe  men  have 
€xercifed  in  India  be  a  crime  of  their  nation,  or 
purely  their  own,  is  of  no  importance  to  the 
Author  in  his  capacity  as  an  Hiftorian,  nnce 
he  has  not  made  ar,y  reflections  on  the  fubje6l 
in  the  enfuing  pages. 

The  Generals  Cocte,  Smith,  and  Goddard, 
are  fpoken  of  with  the  juftice  they  deferve  ; 
which  circumftance  ought  to  be  of  v/eight  to 
vindicate  his  impartiality  from  the  reproaches 
that  interefted  and  prejudiced  readers  will  doubt- 
lefs  be  ready  to  make. 

If  any  of  his  recitals  fiiould  be  contrary  to 
the  idbas  of  certain  perfons  acquainted  with  the 
fame  events,  he  begs  they  will  pleafe  to  make  a 
diftindion  between  the  favSls  he  himfelf  has  been 
witnefs  to,  and  thofe  he  could  only  learn  from  the 
information  of  others. 

The  perfons  cited  in  the  courfe  of  the  hiftory, 
and  who  may  be  now  in  Europe,  are  appealed 
to  with  confidence  to  aflert  the  truth  of  v/hat 
is  here  attributed  to  them.  "^Vlth  regard  to 
other  fafts,  it  is  requefted  that  they  will  believe 
this  narration  in  preference  to  what  may  have 
been  written  to  them  by  men  who  have  not  been 
2  ^» 
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in  the  fame  confidential  fituatlon  as  the  Author, 
and  have  likewife  reafons  for  difguifmg  the  truth, 
that  can  have  no  influence  upon  him. 

The  true  dignity  and  importance  of  hiftory  is 
placed  in  truth.  It  has  not  therefore  been  in 
his  power  to  fpare  fuch  of  his  countrymen  as 
have  behaved  unv/orthily  ;  but,  out  of  confide- 
ration  for  their  refpe6lable  families,  he  has  been 
careful  to  omit  mentioning  their  names  ;  which 
is  the  only  tendernefs  he  has  indulged  himfelf  hu 
The  following  work  is  not  flri^tly  confined  to 
the  aftlons  of  Ayder  Ali  Khan  ;  but  is  likewife 
intended  to  give  an  accurate  idea  of  the  revo- 
lutions that  have  taken  place  in  India,  previous 
to  the  aggrandizement  of  that  great  prince  : 
for  the  purpofe  of  fatisfying  the  reader  on  this 
head,  it  is  thought  proper  to  prefix  an  Hiftorical 
Introduftion,  that  will  render  him  acquainted 
■with  the  genius  and  charadler  of  the  perfonages 
fpoken  of. 

The  account  of  particular  circumflances  re- 
lating to  the  Life  of  Ayder  Ali  Khan,  that  fol- 
lows the  Introduction,  gives  an  idea  of  his  per- 
fon,  confidered  as  a  man,  a  general,  and  afol- 
dier.  The  Author  hopes  that  it  will  ^erve  to 
make  the  private  charadler  of  the  Nabob  better 
known  than  thofe  of  mofl  European  fovercigns. 
A  perfed  acquaintance  with  the  men  that  fur- 
round 
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round  a  king,  will  often  give  the  moft  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  his  own  manners  and  incli- 
nations. With  this  intention,  the  portraits  of 
fome  of  the  relations  as  well  as  of  the  intimate 
friends  of  Ayder  are  given. 

There  has  not  yet  appeared  any  work  that 
explains  the  principles  of  government  of  the 
princes  now  reigning  in  Indoftan  :  it  is  therefore 
hoped  that  the  Public  will  receive  with  plea- 
fure  the  detail  here  given  of  the  eftablifhments, 
laws,  cuftoms,  and  forms  of  government  that 
prevail  in  Ayder's  dominions.  The  Englifh 
have  lately  publifhed  the  laws  and  cuftoms  of 
the  Hindoos  :  but  Indoftan  has  been  fo  long  go- 
verned by  Mahometan  princes,  that  this  code 
of  the  ancient  Hindoo  lav/s  inftrudls  us  in  the 
prefent  government  of  India,  nearly  as  much  ?.s 
the  laws  of  the  ancient  Druids  are  capable  of 
explaining  the  adminiftration  and  government  of 
the  prefent  French  nation. 

It  is  thought  proper  to  give  a  map,  on  which 
all  the  operations  of  Ayder  may  be  followed.  It 
was  not  poflible  to  do  this  on  any  of  the  charts 
hitherto  publifhed,  as  there  is  not  one  among 
them  that  gives  a  plan  of  Indoflan  fufficiently 
juft  to  be  of  any  fervice  to  a  traveller. 

One  of  the  greateft  difficulties  that  attend  the 
conflrucfti&n  of  maps  of  India,  arifes  from  the 

different 
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diffbrent  names  that  are  given  to  provinces  and 
towns,  in  the  difierent  languages  fpoken  in  In- 
dia. Three-fourths  of  the  names  given  by  the 
ancient  inhabitants  of  the  place,  are  not  knov^'n 
even  on  the  fpot.  This  arifcs  from  the  cuflom 
of  the  Moors  or  Mogols,  who  have  changed  the 
greater  part  of  tlie  names,  and  it  is  the  Mogol 
names  that  are  commonly  ufed.  In  the  map 
annexed  to  thefe  Memoirs,  the  names  mofi  ia 
ufe  are  adopted  j  and  the  differences  between 
this  and  other  maps  are  founded  on  local  know- 
ledge and  good  obfervations. 

The  Author  can  with  juftice  indulge  the  hope 
that  thefe  Memoirs  will  not  be  confounded  with 
thofe  rhapfodies  that  have  appeared  within  the 
laft  three  or  four  years,  under  the  title  of  EJfais 
fur  la  He,  and  Jbreges  de  VHiJioire  d'Hyder  AU^ 
which  were  evidently  fabricated  by  people  who 
have  not  only  been  totally  unacquainted  with 
Ayder,  but  even  entirely  without  any  memoirs, 
except  thofe  tales  that  have  occafionally  appeared 
in  tlie  public  papers.  From  thefe  materials,  co- 
pied with  fervility,  they  have  formed  compofi- 
tions  which  they  have  had  the  afilirance  to  offer 
as  original  to  the  Public,  under  a  variety  of  pom- 
pous titles.  It  was  from  a  view  of  thefe  inaccu- 
rate and  fiditious  compilations,  that  the  Author 
was  induced  to  write  the  Hiftory  he  now  prcients

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to  the  world.  As  an  eye-witnefs  of  part  of  his 
conquefls,  and  of  the  glory  that  furrounds  him^ 
he  thought  it  a  kind  of  duty  incumbent  on  hiin 
to  make  this  fovereign  known,  at  an  inftant  in 
which  he  has  become  fo  interefting  to  Europe,  and 
to  France  in  particular. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  the  orthography  of 
this  work  differs  much  from  that  of  the  public 
papers,  which  always  write  Hyder,  inftead  of  Ay- 
der,  his  true  name.  We  have  the  authority  of 
M.  Buffi  for  this  mode  of  fpelling,  as  may  be 
feen  by  confulting  the  Memoirs  of  that  gentle- 
man, who  refided  many  years  at  Ayder  Abad, 
and  could  not  be  deceived  in  the  name  j  any  more 
than  others  who  have  been  in  Ayder's  army 
where  the  anfwer  to  ^«/  vlve  f  or,  If^jo  are  you 
for?  is  always,  Ayder  Ali  Khan^  Nabob  Bahadcr. 
The  true  reafon  of  this  is,  that  all  our  news- 
writei'S  copy  from  the  Englifh  papers,  who  write 
Hy,  which  in  their  language  is  pronounced  like 
the  French  Jy.  The  Englifh,  in  writing  a  fo- 
reign proper  name,  ufe  fuch  a  combination  of 
letters  as  gives  the  original  found  to  an  Englifh 
reader.  And  fince  writing  is  the  picture  of  fpeech, 
or  the  art  of  fpeaking  to  the  eyes,  why  fliould  not 
our  tranflators  follow  their  example  ? 
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INTRODUCTION. 

E  F  O  R  E  we  enter  upon  the  Hlflory 
of  Ayder  Ali  Khan,  it  is  neceflary  to 
give  an  account  of  part  of  thofe  revolu- 
tions, which  the  invafion  of  India  by  Nadir 
Sha,  l<ing  ofPerfia,  commonly  called  Thamas 
Kouli  Khan,  occafioned  in  tliat  extenfive  em- 
pire ;  and  more  efpecially  in  thofe  provinces 
that  were  the  theatre  of  the  various  fcenes  wc 
are  about  to  relate. 

Nadir  Sha,  previous  to  his  quitting  Delhi 

'for  the  purpofe  of  returning  to  his.  own  ftates. 

Vol.  I.  B  concluded 
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concluded  a  treaty  with  Mehemet  Sha,  cm' 
peror  of  the  Mogols,  in  which  it  was  ordained 
that  the  charge  of  Grand  Vifir,  and  all  the  Su- 
bafhips  or  viceroyalties  *,  then  nine  in  num- 
ber, fhould  be  hereditary  in  the  families  at  that 
time  in  pofle/Tion  of  them.  This  article  was 
doubtlefs  a  frroke  of  politics  in  the  Perfian 
conqueror,  to  divide  the  force  of  an  empire, 
wiiofe  firength  v/as  fufficiently  exhibited  in  the 
army  of  i,20o,cco  men  affembled  to  oppofe 
him  ;  and  which,  under  an  emperor  of  another 
difpofition,  might  revenge  the  infult  fuftained 
by  Mehemet  Sha.  But  it  is  likewife  to  be 
prefamed,  that  he  had  previoufly  fettled  this 
■Jjoint^  and  in  putting  it  in  execution,  he  onfy 
forwarded  the  ambitious  views  of  Nizam  El 
Moulouc,  Grand  Vifir  and  Suba  of  Dccari, 
who,  in  revenge  for  an  affront  put  upon  him 
by  Mehemet  Sha,  had  invited  the  king  of  Per- 
fia  into  the  empire,  and  bad  been  the  means  of 

«  The  title,  power,  and  prerogatives  of  a  Suba  cannot 
Ibe  better  defined  than  by  tranflnting  the  word  into  the 
terms  Vicar-general  of  the  Empire.  For  this  charge  be- 
itows  a  lupremacy  over  the  kings  and  vaflais  of  the  em-, 
pire,  which  the  Suba  exercifes  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  emperor  himfelf.  Similar  to  this  would  be  the  pow- 
er of  a  vicar-general  of  the  empire  in  Italy,  if  this  dig- 
nity were  at  prelVnt  pof-cfled  of  activity  and  energy.

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preferving  him  from  the  probable  efFedls  of  fo 
rafh  an  undertaking. 

The  Subalhip  of  Decan,  then  in  pofleffion 
of  Nizam  El  Moulouc,  conftituted  at  leaft  a 
third  part  of  the  Mogol  empire.  All  the  coun- 
try that  extends  from  the  gulf  of  Cambaya  to 
Bengal,  formed  part  of  this  Subafhip,  whofe 
chief  cities  v/ere  Aurengabade  and  Aydera- 
bade  ;  and  it  extended  to  all  the  coaits  of  the 
hither  peninfula,  from  Cambaya  to  the  gulf  of 
Bengal. 

This  vaft  government  was  divided  into  many 
others.  Among  thefe  were  many  kingdoms 
governed  by  their  own  kings  and  particular 
laws,  being  no  more  than  tributaries  to  the 
empire  ;  except  that  they  were  obliged  to  fur- 
nilh  a  certain  number  of  troops  to  the  army  of 
the  Suba,  which  the  kings  themfelves  very  of- 
ten efteemed  it  an  honour  to  lead  in  perfon. 
The  principal  of  thefe  kingdoms  were  thofe 
of  the-Marattas,  of  Canara,  and  ofMaylTour. 

Many  of  thefe  kingdoms  and  ftates  were 
fcarcely  in  fubjedion ;  and  among  them  Canara, 
a  country  difficult  of  accefs  trom  its  numerous 
forefts  and  mountains.  The  Marattas  were 
no  other  wife  fubjcvfled,  than  by  means  of  the 
treaty  with  the  Suba,  refpeding  the  payment 
of  the  Chotay,  or  fifth  part  of  the  revenue  of  De- 
B  a  can.* 
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can,  which  the  emperor  Aurengzebe  had  grant- 
ed them  ;  and  the  great  population  of  their 
country  furnifiied  them  with  numerous  and 
powerful  armies,  efpecially  of  cavalry,  whofe 
incurfions  were  not  eafily  checked  :  And  lallly 
there  were  ftates,  which,  tho'  comprized  in 
the  Subafhip  of  Decan,  were  not  yet  fubje<3:ed. 
Such  were  the  fmall  kingdom  of  Calicut,  or  of 
the  Samorins,  and  the  other  ftates  of  the  black 
princes  on  the  coafl  of  Malabar  ;  into  which 
the  armies  of  the  Mogols  v/ere  unable  to  pene- 
trate, by  reafon  of  the  narrow  and  difficult  en- 
trances through  forefts  and  mountains. 

Befides  the  kingdoms  and  other  tributary- 
countries,  the  Subafhip  of  Decan  comprehend- 
ed feveral  governments,  of  greater  or  lefs  mag- 
nitude, which  were  not  hereditary,  but  in  the 
gift  of  the  Suba  ;  whofe  nomination,  however, 
required  to  be  confirmed  by  the  emperor. 

When  the  Subafhips  became  hereditary,  the 
Subas  pretended  to  the  right  of  irrevocably  no- 
minating thofe  governors,  which  the  Europeans 
call  Nabobs,  without  the  neceffity  of  any  con- 
iirmation  from  the  court  of  Dchli. 

The  Nabobfliip  of  Arcot  *  held  thefirft  rank 

among 

-   ;.  *  This  Hiftorj'  of  the  Nabobfliip  of  Arcot  is  veiy 

'^liffeifciU  from  that  given  by  the  Editor  of  the  Memoirs 

,  afcribcd 
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among  all  thofe  governments  comprized  in  tlie 
Subafliip  of  Decan,  as  well  for  its  extent  as  for 
its  riches  and  population.  For  it  contains  all 
the  country,  knov/n  by  the  name  of  Coroman- 
del,  that  lies  between  the  mountains  and  the 
fca  coaft,  from  Cape  Comorin  to  Kifna,  a  river 
which,  after  running  over  a  courfe  of  more  than 
five  hundred  leagues,  all  v/ithin  the  Subafiiip  of 
Decan,  falls  into  the  Tea  near  Mazulipatnam, 

afcribed  to  general  Lnwrer.ce.  It  is  neceffary,  in  tba* 
work,  to  dillingui(h  the  reports  of  the  Author  him.'eh' 
Iruni  the  account  of  the  expeditions  of  geatral  Law-. 
rence.  The  latter  is  generally  true,  excepting  that  the 
French  forces  are  magnified  in  number,  andtheEng- 
iiili  diminilhed;  fo  as  frequently  to  produce:  contradic- 
tions. As  to  the  Editor  of  thofe  Memoirs,  it  will  be 
lufficient  to  form  a  judgment  of  him,  if  we  recollec't 
that  he  affirms,  thar,  previous  to  the  time  ir»  which  M. 
Biifli  followed  Mouzaferzing,  the  Europeans  were  ig- 
norant of  what  pafled  at  the  court  of  thj  Indian  princes, 
their  neareft  neighbours.  He  affirms  iikewife,  in  hi^ 
introdudion,  that  his  work  is  dehgn.ed  to  exhibit  or 
make  known  the  rights  of  Mehemet  Ali  Khan.  With 
this  intention,  he  is  careful  to  avoid  every  thing  that  can 
ferve  to  render  him  odious,  as  well  as  his  father  Ana- 
verdi  Khan.  To  fiiew,  from  an  inconteftable  faft,  that 
this  Editor  was  not  in  polTeffion  of  accurate  informa- 
tion, we  reed  only  cbferve,  that  he  gives  Nizam  El 
?vIoulouc  no  more  than  four  fons,  though  he  left  fix. 
The  two  that  are  omitted  by  him  are  Itill  living.  The 
cne  is  named  Bazaietzing,  and  the  other  MirsMogo^- 
B   2  This 
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This  government,  though  held  only  at  the  plea- 
fure  of  the  Suba,  had  been  very  long  in  pofTeffion 
of  the  fame  family,  a  branch  of  the  Seyds,  or  de- 
fcendants  of  Mahomet,  by  Ali  his  coufin  and 
Fatima  his  daughter.  The  princes  of  this  il- 
luftrious  family  v/cre  adored  by  their  fubjects, 
for  having  rendered  the  country  rich  and  popu- 
lous by  the  mildnefs  and  moderation  of  their 
government. 

Several  lords  of  the  fame  family,  as  the  Na- 
bobs *  of  Veilour,  Vandevachi,  &c.  poflefTed 
fmall  trades  of  country,  which  they  had  re- 
ceived en  appanage  f  ;  but  they  acknowledged 
the  Nr^bob  of  Arcot  as  their  fuperior,  and  the 
chief  of  their  family.  This  Nabobfhip  of 
Arcot  comprehended  alfo  feveral  lefs  ftates,  as 
tiiat  of  the  Raja  of  Tanjaor,  of  the  Naies  of 
Aiadura,  and  of  Mazara,  &c.  who  v/ere  tribu- 
taries, and  obliged  to  furnilh  a  quota  of  troops 
to  the  Nabob's  army. 

In  the  year  1740,  the  Marattas  made  an 
incurfion  into  the  Subafhip  of  Decan,  in  the 
abfence  of  Nizam  Ki  Ivloulouc,    Grand  Vifir

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;itiJ  Suba  ;  ami,  Spreading  like  a  torrent,  they 
arrived  at  the  country  of  Arcot,  under  the  con- 
due?!:  of  Ragogi  their  general. 

The  Nabob  of  Arcot  *  having  collefled  his 
forces,  which  were  by  no  means  equal  to  thofe 
of  the  Marattas,  marched  againft  them,  and  loft 
both  the  vidtory  and  his  life. 

This  unfortunate  Nabob  left  an  only  fon  f , 
who  fucceeded  him  in  his  government.  The  reft 
of  his  family  fought  an  afylum  at  Pondicherry, 
where  the  Sieur  Dumas,  then  governor,  received 
and  promifed  to  protedl  them,  in  return  for  the 
repeated  advantages  the  French  had  received 
from  the  Nabobs  of  Arcot,  fmce  their  firft 
eflablifhment  in  India. 

Ragogi  laid  fiege  to  Pondicherry,  whofe 
fortifications  were  in  a  very  indifferent  flate. 
He  demanded  the  governor  to  deliver  up  to 
him  the  family  of  the  Nabob,  and  to  pay  him 
tribute.  The  fpirited  anfwer  of  the  governor 
is  well  known.  He  replied,  that  the  dominions 
of  the  King  of  France  had  always  been  the  afy- 
lum of  unfortunate  Princes ;  and  that  the  French 
had  no  other  tribute  to  give  than  hulkts  and

■\   Sabder  Ali  Khan, 
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tails.  A  piece  of  gallantry  made  to  the  mif" 
trefs  of  the  Maratta  general,  contributed,  toge- 
ther with  the  adlivity  of  the  belleged,  to  induce 
Ragogi  to  raife  the  fiege. 

The  fame  general,  in  the  following  year, 
befieged  Trichnapoli,  a  ftrong  place  on  the 
river  Caveri.  It  furreridered  for  want  of  pro- 
vifion ;  and  Chanda  Saeb,  the  Nabob  of  the 
country,  became  prifoner,  and  was  carried  to 
Sattara.  Nizam  £1  Moulouc,  being  informed 
of  the  irruption  of  the  Marattas  and  the  death 
of  the  Nabob  of  Arcot,  who  was  aflaffinated,. 
nominated  Anaverdi  Khan,  one  of  his  beft  ge- 
nerals, a  man  of  addrefs  and  of  confummate- 
knowledge  in  politics  and  the  fcience  of  go- 
vernment, regent  and  adminiltrator  of  the  go- 
vernment of  Arcot,  during  the  minority  of  the 
young  prince,  Seyd  Mehemet  Khan,  grandfon 
of  Daouft  All  Khan.  Anaverdi  Khan,  who  then 
(in  1742)  commanded  the  forces  of  the  Suba 
cf  Decan  to  the  northward  of  Mafulipatnam, 
very  foon  arrived  at  Arcot.  On  the  other 
fide,  Nizam  EI  Moulouc  advancing  by  forced 
marches  to  the  relief  of  his  dominions,  Ra- 
gogi abandoned  the  country  of  Arcot,  and  re- 
tired into  the  country  of  the  Marattas. 

Anaverdi 
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Anaverdi  Khan  reflored  tranquillity  and  good 
order  to  the  country  entrufted  to  his  charge, 
and  made  his  government  beloved  both  by  the 
people  and  the  army.  He  feemed  at  firft  to 
be  exceedingly  attached  to  the  young  prince, 
and  was  very  attentive  to  the  care  of  his  edu- 
cation. But  this  inudious  politician,  whofe 
defires  tended  foiely  to  the  acquifition  of  his 
pupil's  territories,  was  careful  to  infpire  the 
young  prince  with  a  degree  of  haughtinefs  and 
avidity  capable  of  rendering  him  odious,  at  the 
fame  time  that  he  v/as  himfelf  courting  every 
day  more  and  more  the  affection  of  the  people 
and  the  army. 

When  the  young  prince  became  of  an  age 
proper  to  marry,  he  advifed  him  to  efpoufe  the 
daughter  of  the  Nabob  of  Veilour,  one  of  his 
fiear  relations.  This  Nabob  having  accepted 
the  alliance  with  joy,  propofed  to  give  fuperb 
entertainments  on  the  occafion  of  the  mar- 
riage, according  to  the  ordinary  cuftom  of  the 
Indians,  who  are  much  attached  to  pomp  and 
ceremony  in  circumftances  of  this  nature. 

During  the  time  of  the  preparation  for  the 

nuptials,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1744,  A 

naverdi  Khan  infpired  the  young  prince,  who 

had  the  higheft  coniidence  in  his  tutor,  with  the 

']  abfurd 
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abfurd  idea  of  profiting  by  the  tumult  of  the  oc- 
cafion,  to  get  pofl'elTion  of  Veilour,  and  rob  his 
future  father-in-law  of  the  fortrefs,  which 
was  the  flrongeft  in  all  the  country,  and  con- 
tained, as  it  was  faid,  a  great  mafs  of  trea- 
fure.  The  young  Nabob,  whofe  heart  was 
already  corrupted,  approved  highly  of  this  ad- 
vice, and  refolved  to  put  it  in  execution.  He 
repaired  to  Veilour,  where  it  was  concerted 
that  Anaverdi  Khan  fhould  caufe  foldiers  to 
come  as  fimple  fpeiliators,  who,  joining  at  once 
with  the  prince's  retinue  and  thofe  who  accom- 
panied Anaverdi  Khan,  fhould  put  the  garnfon 
of  V^eilour  to  the  fword,  and  take  poffeflion  of 
the  place,  according  to  the  orders  of  the  young 
prince.  But  the  perfidious  tutor,  who  had  de- 
vifed  this  confpiracy  with  no  other  intention 
than  that  of  betraying  his  pupil  into  dellruc- 
tion,  fent  but  a  fmall  number  of  foldiers  ;  and 
caufed  the  Nabob  of  Veilour  to  be  advifed  fe- 
cretly  of  the  defign  of  his  nephew,  the  evening 
before  he  had  appointed  to  come  himfelf  to  the 
place.  His  hope  was,  that  the  Nabob,  en- 
raged at  the  perfidy  of  his  future  fon-in-law, 
would  put  him  to  death.  In  this,  however, 
he  was  difappointed  ;  for  the  Nabob  contented 
himfelf  with  reproaching  the  ygung  man  pub- 
licly 
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licly  with  his  crime ;  and  caufed  him  to 
leave  the  place  immediately,  with  all  his  fol- 
lowers. 

The  event  of  this  contrivance  having  turned 
out  contrary  to  the  expectations  of  Anaverdi 
Khan,  he  foon  after  formed  another  plot,  which 
fucceeded  in  accomplifliing  the  deftrudion  of 
the  young  Nabob. 

Nizam  El  Moulouc  being  defirous  of  pof- 
feffing  an  army,  which,  though  compofed  of 
different  Indian  nations  become  effeminate  by 
a  long  peace,  fhould  neverthelefs  be  fit  for  the 
pur.pofes  of  war,  had  with  that  intention  in- 
vited into  his  dominions  a  great  number  of 
Patanes,  or  inhabitants  of  Candahar,  the  re- 
mains of  thofe  Agwans  who  had  conquered 
Perfia,  and  whom  Nadir  Sha,  after  having 
chaced  them  out  of  that  fertile  kingdom,  had 
•^urfued  even  to  their  own  mountains.  He  had 
even  beftowed  among  the  chiefs  of  them  Na- 
bobfhips,  or  iiefs  of  the  empire  ;  whence  arofe 
the  Patane  Nabobs  of  Carpet,  Canour,  and  Sa- 
jiour,  —  a  numerous  corps  of  thefe  Patanes, 
who  compofed  part  of  the  Nabob  of  Arcot's 
.army,  and  to  whom,  at  that  time,  confidera- 
ble  fums  were  due  for  pay.  Thefe  people 
are  courageous ;  but  ferocious,  cruel,  and  per- 

fidiouSj 
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ndious,  when  they  believe  themfelves  ill- 
treated.  AnaverJi  Khan  aflembled  thefe  Pa- 
tanes  at  Arcot,  under  the  pretence  of  caufing 
them  to  pafs  m  review  before  their  prince  ; 
and,  by  his  fecret  agents,  excited  them  to  de- 
mand the  arrears  of  pay  due  to  them.  He 
did  not  fail  to  advife  the  young  Nabob,  that 
the  method  to  enforce  relpedt  from  his  troops, 
was  to  threaten  them  with  the  chaftifem.ent 
due  to  their  infolence.  The  prince,  who  was 
but  too  much  inclined  to  fpeak  with  haughti- 
nefs  and  contempt,  treated  them  in  the  feverefl 
manner.  A  revolt  was  the  confequence  ;  and, 
in  their  fury,  they  did  not  fpare  even  the  Na- 
bob himfelf,  but  put  him  to  the  fv/ord.  This 
event  happened  early  in  the  year  1745. 

Anaverdi  Khan,  arrived  at  the  height  of  his 
defires,  afFecred  to  be  opprefTed  with  the  utmofV 
tkfpair  and  for  row.  He  continued  for  fome 
time'to  deplore  the  lofs  of  his  pupil ;  but  at 
length  becoming  gradually  more  moderate, 
and  the  Patanes  appearing  to  be  concerned  for 
the  cfFedts  of  their  ferocity,  he  perfuaded  them 
that  he  would  refer  the  affiur  to  the  decifion 
ef  Nizam.  But  in  the  mean  time  he  fecrctly 
afiembled  the  chiefs  of  all  the  other  corps  of 
the  army,  and  reprefented  to  them,  that,  fince 

th» 
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the  Grand  Vifir  would  confound  them  all  with 
the  criminals,  there  was  but  one  way  of  juf- 
tifying  themfelves,  namely,  to  extirpate  the 
Patanes.  The  infolent  ferocity  of  thofe  fol- 
-diers  had  rendered  them  odious  to  all  the  other 
Indians  ;  and  the  advice  of  Anaverdi  Khan 
was  therefore  univerfally  approved  of.  The 
effect  of  their  deliberation  was  kept  a  pro- 
found fecret ;  and  they  feized  an  opportunity 
fo  favourable  to  their  purpofe,  that  all  the 
Patanes,  to  the  number  of  3000,  were  maf- 
facred,  the  women  and  children  only  being 
•fpared  *. 

Anaverdi  Khan,  having  at  length  finifhed 
this  horrible  carnage,  wrote  to  Nizam  El 
Moidouc  the  hiilory  of  the  cataflrophe  of  the 

young 

•  As  thefe  anecdotes  are  differently  related  elfe- 
wheie,  it  may  happen  that  many,  who  think  them- 
felves intimately  acquainted  with  the  hiftory  of  India, 
may  demand,  How  the  Writer  of  thefe  Memoirs  could 
acquire  bis  knowledge  of  them?  To  anticipate  this 
tjueftion,  it  is  anfwered,  that  they  cannot  but  know 
tliat  the  court  and  army  of  Aydcr  are  filled  with  the 
relations  and  fervants  of  the  ancient  family  of  the  Na- 
bobs of  Arcot.  Such  are  Razalaeb,  the  Nabob  of 
Vandevachi,  the  fon-in-law  and  nephew  of  the  Nabob 
of  Veilour;  Affinfaeb,  an  old  man  of  great  merit,  for- 
merly grand-treafiirer  of  the  Nabobs  of  Arcot,  and 

exercilins 
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young  Nabob  of  Arcot,  and  the  punifhment 
he  had  caufed  to  be  inflidted  on  the  Patanes ; 
arranging  the  whole  account  to  his  own  ad- 
vantage. The  Grand  Vifir,  Suba  of  Decan, 
concluded  that  he  could  not  do  better  than  to 
beftow  the  Nabobftip  on  Anaverdi  Khan  j  as 
the  family  of  the  ancient  Nabobs  was  extindl, 
and  Chanda  Saeb,  who  by  right  of  his  wife 
might  pretend  to  it,  was  prifoner  among  the 
Marattas. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1745,  Anaverdi  Khan 
was  eftablifhed  Nabob  of  Arcot,  but  did  not 
fucceed  in  procuring  the  fame  refpedl  for  his 
government  as  had  attended  his  regency.  He 
had  feveral  children.  MafFous  Khan,  his  eldeft 
fon,  was  defigned  for  his  fucceflbr  ;  but  his 
predilection  was  in  favour  of  a  fon  whom  the 

exercifing  the  fame  office  under  Ayder  All  Khan.  In 
the  fame  army  are  likewife  Baoiul  Khan  and  Savay 
Khan,  brothers,  and  chiefs  of  the  Patanes,  ftrongly 
attached  to  the  French  j  and,  by  reafon  of  their  yovuh, 
i'pared  in  the  maflacre  caufed  by  Anaverdi  Khan. 
The  Author  of  tliis  work  being  defirous  of  informing 
himfelf  in  the  hiftory  of  India,  cultivated  the  friend- 
ship of  all  thefe  perfons  ;  who  took  a  pleafure  in  rela- 
ting the  hillory  of  the  misfortunes  of  tlieir  family, 
their  nation,  and  their  ancient  raafters.  It  is  from 
them  that  he  has  learned  the  fafls  he  relates  in  this 
place, 

law 
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law  excluded  from  the  fucceffion,  as  being 
born  out  of  the  houfe,  and  by  a  Bayadere, 
or  woman  reputed  common. — He  gave  Trich- 
napoli,  a  ftrong  place  on  the  Caveri,  with  a 
confiderable  territory,  to  this  fon,  who  was 
named  Mehemet  Ali  Khan. 

Anaverdi  Khan  w'as  in  quiet  poflefiion  cf 
the  fruit  of  his  crimes,  when  Providence  raifcd 
lip  an  avenger  of  the  family  of  the  Nabobs 
of  Arcot.  This  man  was  the  famous  Du- 
pleix,  whom  the  French  King  and  Eaft  India 
Company,  in  1746,  called  from  the  empioy- 
ment  of  director  and  commandant  of  Chaa- 
denagor,  and  appointed  governor  of  Pondi- 
cherry. 

This  great  man,  after  having  acquired  much 
glory  by  his  brave  defence  of  Pondicherry 
againft  Admiral  Bofcawen,  whom  he  forced 
to  raife  the  fiege,  received  the  news  of  the 
peace  between  France  and  England  in  the 
year  1747.  In  this  jundure  he  thought  it  ne- 
ceflary,  for  the  honour  and  advantage  cf  his 
nation,  to  punifh  Anaverdi  Khan  for  the  af- 
fiftance  he  had  afforded  the  Englifh  during 
the  fiege,  by  furnifhing  them  with  troops  011 
that  occafion  :  being  likewife  well  afTured,  that 
this  new  family  would  always  onpofe  the  in- 

terefts 
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terefts  of  the  French,  who  had  fhewn  fo  ftrong 
an  attachment  to  the  family  of  Seyd.  His 
firft  ftep  was  to  procure  an  antagonift  to  Ana- 
verdi  Khan,  by  his  negociations  with  the  Ma- 
rattas  ;  who  were  by  that  means  induced  to 
fet  at  liberty  Chanda  Saeb,  Nabob  of  Trich- 
napoli,  who  had  efpoufed  the  fifter  of  the  lall 
Nabob  of  Arcot,  and  whofe  wife  and  fon  had 
taken  refuge  at  Pondicherry. 

Chanda  Saeb  being  thus  reftored  to  his  li- 
berty, repaired  immediately  to  the  court  cf 
Nazerzing,  who  fucceeded  his  father  Nizam 
El  Moulouc  in  the  Subafhip  of  Decan  in  174/8. 
It  was  in  vain  that  he  folicited  this  young 
.prince  to  re-eftablifh  him  in  the  Nabobfhip  of 
Arcot,  as  the  inheritance  of  his  wife,  or  at  leaft 
in  his  town  and  fortrefs  of  Trichnapoli":  the  in- 
trigues and  the  money  of  Anaverdi  Khan  pre- 
vented his  fuccefs  v/ith  the  Suba.  But  he  was 
more  fortunate  in  his  application  to  Idadmoudi 
Khan,  king  of  the  little  ftate  of  Adonis,  and 
nephew  of  Nazerzing.  This  young  prince, 
the  Ton  of  an  elder  brother  of  the  Suba,  had 
been  defigned  by  Nizam  El  Moulouc  as  his 
fucceflbr  j  but  that  Vifir  perceiving  himfelf  at 
the  point  of  death,   and  his   grandfon   very 

young. 
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voun«,  nominated  and  caufed  his  (on  Nazer- 
zing  to  be  acknowledged  his  facceiTor. 

Chanda  Saeb  perfuaded  the  young  prince  of 
Adonis,  that  it  was  proper  for  him  to  requeft 
the  Nabobfliip  of  Arcot  of  his  uncle ;  the  extent 
and  value  of  this  lafr  being  much  more  con- 
iiderable  than  the  territory  of  Adonis.     The 
nephew  confequcntly  made  his  requefr,  which 
met  wii-h  a  rcfufal  from  his  uncle,   whofe  jea- 
loufy  made  him  averi'e  to  a  Hep  that  tended  to 
increafe  the  pov/er  of  his  nephev/.     Idadmoudj 
Khan,  urged  on  by  Chanda  Saeb  and  M.  Du- 
plcix,   raifed  an  army  of   60, coo  men,  with 
which,  accompanied  by  Chanda  Saeb,  he  arriv- 
ed in  the  country  of  Arcot  in  July  1749,  where 
he  was  joined  by  the  French,  to  the  number  of 
600  men  and  2,000  Seapoys,  commanded  by 
the   Comte  D'Autcuil.     This  army  marched 
againiT:  Anaverdi  Khan,  v/ho  had  affembled  all 
his  force,  and  encamped  near  Ambour.     After 
having  repulfjd  his  antagonifts  for  two  iliccef-. 
five  days,  his  entrenchments  were  forced  by  the 
French  on  the  third  j  and  he  lofl  the  victory 
and  his  life  at  the  age  of  eighty-tv/o  years.  His 
two  fons,  A'laftbus  Khan  and  Mehemet  Ali 
Khan,  were  prefent  at  this  battle.     The  firf^ 
was  made  prifoner,  and  the  other ^ed  to  the  for-* 
VsL.  I.  C  trcfs 
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trefs  of  Trichnapoli.  '  Every  other  part  of  the 
country  acknowledged  the  grandfon  of  Nizam 
El  Moulouc,  as  Nabob  of  Arcot, 

Nazerzing,  jealous  of  the  acceffion  of  power 
that  Idadmoudi  Khan  had  acquired,  contrary 
to  his  orders  affembled  his  army,  and  marched 
into  the  country  of  Arcotagainft  him,  Chanda 
Saeb,  and  the  French  who  had  alTillcd  him  in 
his  undertaking.  And  in  the  month  of  Febru- 
ary 1750,  he  arrived  within  fix  leagues  ofPon- 
dicherry,  with  an  innumerable  army. 

The  ancient  minifters  and  courtiers  of  Ni- 
zam El  Moulouc,  fhocked  to  behold  this  diflen- 
tion,  attempted  to  reconcile  the  uncle  and  the 
nephew.  They  concerted  among  themfelves,, 
that  the  nephew  fhould  repair  to  his  uncle's 
camp,  and  make  his  fubmilfion ;  and  that  the 
uncle  fhould  invefl  him  with  the  authority  of 
Nabob  of  Arcot.  Idadmoudi  Khan,  on  the  af- 
furances  of  the  lords  who  had  offered  them- 
felves as  mediators,  repaired  to  the  camp  of 
Nazerzing  ;  who,  inftead  of  giving  him  the 
appointment  of  Nabob,  caufed  him  to  be  ar- 
refted. 

This  treachery  of  the  Suba  of  Decan  occa- 
fioned  a  general  difguft  in  his  whole  army.  Ths 
lords  coiifpired  his  defl:ruclior,andcorrefponded 

with 
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with  the  governor  Dupleix,  who  caufed  the 
French  army,  conlifting  of  800  French  and 
4,000  Seapoys,  under  M.  de  la  Touche,  to  march 
againft  the  army  of  Nazerzing,  confining  of 
more  than  300,000  fighting  men.  But  this 
handful  of  French,  aided  by  the  confpirators, 
were  fufficient  to  decide  the  fate  of  fo  powerful 
a  prince,  who  was  flain  on  his  elephant  by  the 
Patane  Nabob  of  Carpet,  one  of  the  confpira- 
tors. His  nephew  Idadmoudi  Khan  fucceeded 
to  his  government,  as  Suba,  in  the  month  of 
December,  in  the  fame  year. 

It  is  at  this  asra  that  the  hiftory  of  Ayder 
Ali  Khan  commences  in  thefe  Memoirs.  He 
was  then  at  the  head  of  a  fmall  quota  of  troops 
in  Nazerzing's  army,  being  about  twenty- 
two  years  old.  It  would  be  difficult  to  trace 
his  actions  from  a  more  remote  period  ;  be- 
caufe,  being  born  a  private  individual,  no 
perfon  has  taken  the  pains  to  collect  the  fafts 
that  relate  to  his  infancy.  They  were  far  from 
beholding  the  avenger  of  India,  in  the  foldier 
of  Nazerzing;  or  the  fcourge  of  the  Englifh, 
in  the  army  that  then  fought  againft  the  French. 

Idadmoudi  Khan,  who  affumed  the  name  of 

Mouza  Ferzing,  exprefled  his  gratitude  to  M. 

Dupleix  and  all  the  French,  and  gave  the  Na- 

C  2  bobfhip 
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bobfhip  of  Arcot  to  Chanda  Saeb.  In  his  re- 
turn to  Ayder  Abad,  his  capital,  he  was  ac- 
companied by  M.  de  Bufli,  at  the  head  of  a 
body  of  French  troops  j  but  he  was  not  fortu- 
nate enough  to  arrive  at  tlie  end  of  his  voyage, 
the  Patanes  having  flain  him  in  a  fedition. 
At  the  beginning  of  1751,  his  uncle  Salaber- 
zing,  brother  of  Nazerzing,  fucceeded  him, 
and  had  the  fame  afFe6tion  for  the  French  as 
his  nephew.  Mr.  Lally  having  recalled  M. 
Bufli,  in  1758,  from  the  court  and  army  of 
Salaberzing,  this  prince,  whofe  difpofition  was 
good,  though  his  abilities  were  not  great,  was 
aflaflinated  by  his  brother  Nizam  Ali  Khan, 
who  is  at  prefent  Suba  of  Decan,  and  will 
frequently  be  mentioned  in  the  courfe  of  the 
following  Hif!:ory. 

The  Englifli  having  always  fupported  the 
family  of  Anaverdi  Khan,  preferred  Mehemet 
Ali  Khan  to  his  eldeft  brother  j  and  caufed  hitn 
to  be  acknowledged  Nabob  of  Arcot  in  the 
treaty  of  Fontainebleau,  after  having  aflifted 
him  to  impoverifh  all  the  princes  of  the  an- 
cient family  of  the  Nabobs  of  Arcot.  Chanda 
Saeb  had  the  misfortune  to  fall  into  the  hands 
of  the  Englilh,  who  were  cruel  enough  to  de- 
liver him  to  Menagi,  general  of  the  troops  at 
3  -  Tanjaor, 
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Tanjaor,  who  caufed  him  to  be  beheaded  in 
the  month  of  June  1752.  This  crime,  though 
vet  unievenged,  will  not  pafs  unpunifhed  j  for 
Ayder  Ali  has  promifed  the  dominions  of 
the  Raja  of  Tanjaor  to  Raza  Saeb,  fon  of 
Chanda  Saeb, 

This  fuccinfl  account  of  the  revolutions  in 
India,  is  fufficient  to  ferve  as  an  introduction 
to  the  Hiflory  of  Ayder  Ali  Khan.

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AYDER     ALI     KHAN. 

AYDER  AH   Khan,  whofe  precife  age 
is  not  known,  ought  to  be  about  fifty- 
four  or  fifty-fix  years  of  age,  if  we  may  de- 
pend on  thofe  who  have  known  him  from  his 
infancy.     He  is  about  five  feet  fix  inches  high, 
and  very  lufty,  though  .  ailive,   and  capable  of 
■  bearing  fatigue  as  well  on  foot  as  on  horfe- 
back.     His   complexion  is  very  brown,  as  is 
that  of  all  Indians  who  expofe  themfclves   to 
the  air  and  the  fun.   His  features  are  coarfe,  his 
nofe  fmall  '.£nd  turned  up,  his  lower  lip  rather 
-thick;  and  he  wears  neither  beard  nor  whif- 
•  kers,  contrary  to  the  cuftom  of  the  Orientals, 
efpecially   the   Mahometans.     His  habits,  like 
thofe  of  ajl  the  natives  pf  Ijndia,  are  of  white 

muflin. 
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muflin,  with  a  turban  of  the  fame.  His  robe 
is  fafhioned  nearly  the  fame  as  thofe  of  the 
European  ladies,  which  are  called  a  rAngloife, 
The  body  and  fleeves  fit  neatly,  and  are  drawn 
clofe  by  firings  ;  the  reft  of  the  robe  being 
ample,  and  in  folds  :  fo  that  when  the  Indian 
great  men  walk,  a  page  fupports  their  train, 
from  their  firft  ftepping  off  the  carpet  to  their 
entering  into  their  carriages. 

In  the  army,  Ayder  AH  wears  a  military  ha- 
bit invented  by  himfelf  for  his  generals.  It  is  an 
uniform  compofed  of  a  veil  of  white  fattin,  with 
gold  flowers,  faced  with  yellow,  and  attached  by- 
cords  or  ftrings  of  the  fame  colour :  the  drawers 
are  of  the  fame  materials ;  and  the  boots  of  yel- 
low velvet.  He  wears  a  fcarf  of  white  filk 
about  his  waift  ;  and,  with  the  military  habit, 
his  turban  is  of  a  red  or  aurora  colour.  When 
he  is  on  foot,  he  commonly  ufes  a  gold-headed 
cane  j  and  fometimcs  on  horfeback  he  wears 
a  fabre,  hanging  by  a  belt  of  velvet  embroi- 
dered with  gold,  and  faflened  over  his  fhoul- 
der  by  a  clafp  of  gold,. enriched  with  fome  pre- 
cious (tones. 

He  never  wears  jewelry  either  on  his  tur- 
ban or  his  clothes  ;  and  never  ufes  either  neck-^ 
lace,  ear-pendants,  or  bracelets.  His  turbaa 
C  4  is 
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is  very  Jong,  and  flat  at  top.  In  this  particu- 
lar he  foUows  the  ancient  mode ;  as  well  as 
in  his  flippers,  which  are  very  large,  and  have 
a  long  point  turned  back,  refembiing  the  roofs 
of  the  buildings  in  fome  countries  up  the  Le- 
vant ;  or  thofe  flippers  anciently  worn  in 
France,  and  called  Suriliers  a  la  poulnhe.  The 
petits  maitres  of  his  and  other  Indian  courts 
afFed  to  wear  little  bonnets  which  fcareely  co- 
ver the  tops  of  their  heads,  and  flippers  fo 
iinall  as  fcarce  to  admit  the  points  of  their 
feet :  but  though  in  thefe  and  other  refpedts^ 
their  tafte  is  fo  different  from  that  of  Ayder 
and  his  fon,  yet  to  imitate  him  as  much  as 
■poifible  in  the  article  of  beard  and  whi fleers, 
-without  infringing  the  precepts  of  the  Alco- 
ran, they  reduce  their  beard  and  moufl:aches  to 
a.  mouflache  fcareely  difcernible. 

The  countenance  of  Ayder,  tliough  not 
handfomc,  is  open,  and  calculated  to  infpire 
-conucencc.  He  has  not  acquired  the  habit  of 
tlifguifrng  his  afpeic,  which  is  either  gay  or 
overfpread  with  chagrin,  accordiiig  to  the  oc- 
cafions  that  prefent  themfelves.  He  pofiefles 
a  facility  of  converflng  on  any  fubject  j  and 
has  none  of  that  ftatelinefs  and  taciturnity, 
v.bich  almollall  tlie  otlier  princes  of  the  Eafl 

affea 
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sffect  to  preferve.  When  he  receives  a  ftran-» 
ger,  he  is  referved,  and  appears  to  fpealc  with 
gravity ;  but  foon  recovers  his  ufual  eafe,  and 
converfes  with  all  the  world,  repeating  him- 
felf  the  news  and  common  converfation  of 
the  day,  with  the  greateft  affability.  It  is- 
moft  altonifliing,  that  this  fovereign  afks  quef- 
dons,  gives  anfwers,  bears  a  letter  read,  and 
didlates  an  anfwer  to  another,  beholds  a  thea- 
trical exhibition,  and  even  feems  to  attend  to 
the  performance, — at  the  fame  inftant  that  he 
decides  concerning  things  of  the  utmofi:  im-f 
portance. 

There  is  no  fovereign  more  eafy  of  accefs 
to  every  one  that  has  bufinefs  with  him,  whe- 
ther ftrangers  or  fubjeiSls  ;  and  the  former, 
whatever  may  be  their  quality,  are  always 
fure  to  be  introduced  into  his  prefence,  by  de- 
manding an  audience,  by  a  Souquedar,  or  mace- 
bearer,  of  which  there  is  always  a  fufficient 
number  at  the  gate  of  his  palace.  The  Fa- 
kirs, a  fpecies  of  begging  monks,,  are  alone 
excluded  from  this  indulgence  ;  but  when 
one  of  thefe  appears,  he  is  conduced  to  the 
Pirjada,  or  grand  almoner,  v/ho  fupplies  his 
wants.  The  court  of  Ayder  is,  in  this  point, 
abfolutely  different  from  thofe  of  all  the  other 

princes. 
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princes  of  India;  who  hold  thefe  Fakirs  in 
fuch  high  veneration,  that  they  Tiiffer  them  to 
enter  their  palaces  at  any  hour,  and  even  ad- 
mit them  to  their  table.  They  have  the  af- 
furance  to  take  the  firft  place  at  table,  neareil 
the  prince ;  though  they  are  moft  commonly 
difgufting,  filthy,  and  covered  virith  vermin. 

When  bufmefs  or  parties  of  pleafure  do  not 
prevent  Ayder  Ali  from  going  to  reft  at  his 
ufual  time,  vi'hich  is  after  midnight,  he  rifes 
with  the  fun,  that  is  to  fay,  about  fix  o'clock. 
As  foon  as  he  is  rifen,  the  majors  of  the  army  *, 
who  have  been  on  duty  the  preceding  day  and 
night,  and  likewife  thofe  who  relieve  them, 
enter, -make  their  reports,  and  receive  orders  to 
be  trar.fmitted  to  the  minifters  and  generals, 
who  themfelves  have  the  privilege  of  entering 
his  dreiSng-room,  if  they  have  any  thing  ex- 
traordinary  or  prefllng  to  communicate.  The 
cour-iers  that  have  arrived  during  the  night,  or 
in  the  morning,  alfo  come  and  lay  their  difr 
patches  at  his  feet.  It  may  be  efteemed  a 
rweaknefs  in  a  prince  fo  occupied,  that  his  to:-. 

*  Thefe  majors  of  the  army  are  like  adjutants-gene:- 
ral.  They  arc  not  peifons  cf.diftinflion,  but  men  of 
approved  diligence  and  fidelity,  chofen  out  c^'  the  I'ub- 
altern  officers  of  cavalry  aad  infantry. 

let . 
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"let  takes  up  a  confiderable  part  of  his  time.  It 
lafts  commonly  two  or  three  hours  ;  and  is 
chiefly  taken  up  by  his  barbers,  who  pluck  the 
hairs  from  his  beard. 

But  juftice  requires  us  likewife  to  obferve, 
that  when  any  military  operation  requires  his 
attention,  the  toilet  is  no  more  thought  of. 

Between  eight  and  nine  in  the  morning  he 
quits  his  apartment,  and  repairs  to  a  faloon, 
where  a  number  of  fecretaries  wait  for  his  ap- 
.  pearance.  Into  their  hands,  according  to  their 
refpeftive  departments,  he  puts  the  letters  re- 
ceived ;  giving  them  at  the  fame  time  inftruc- 
tions  for  the  anfwers.  His  fons,  his  relations, 
and  thofe  lords  who  are  honoured  with  his  in- 
timacy,; enter  ;  and  if  it  be  nine  o'clock,  they 
take  the  ufual  refrefhment.  If  he  has  lei- 
fiire,  he  appears  at  a  balcony,  and -receives  the 
falute  of  his  elephants  *,  that  are  led  before 
him,  as  well  as  his  horfes.  His  tygers  of 
chace  likewife  pay  him  a  vifit.  They  are 
led  by  hand,  and  are  covered  with  a  mantle 
of  green  and  gold  hanging  to  the  ground,  and 

•  VVhtn  the  prince  appears  at  the  balcony,  his  officers 
cry  out,  "  Your  elephants  falute  your  Majefty  C  And 
at  the  Tame  time  thofe  animals,  who  are  ranged  in  a 
faciicircle  round  the  palace,  ir.ake  three  genufie6tions. 

a  bonnet 
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a  bonnet  on  their  head,  of  cloth  embroidcretf 
with  gold,  with  which  their  eyes  can  be  imme- 
diately covered,  if  they  fhould  chance  to  prove 
mifchievous.  Aydcr  himfelf  gives  each  of  them 
3  ball  of  fweetmeats,  which  they  take  very 
adroitly  with  their  paws,  being  exceedingly 
tame.  Thefe  are  the  fpotted  tygers,  and  their 
keepers  lead  them  every  day  into  thofe  places 
where  the  greateft  crowds  are  :  but  the  grand 
tyger,  or  tyger  royal,  has  never  been  tamed  by 
any  attempts  yet  made. 

After  the  repafl,  which  ends  about  half  after 
ten,  Ayder  enters  into  the  hall  of  audience ; 
or  the  grand  tent,  if  at  the  army.  He  is 
feated  on  a  fopha  beneath  a  canopy,  and  very 
often  in  forae  balcony  that  fronts  an  opeiv 
place  or  court  of  the  palace  ;  and  fome  of  his 
jclations  fit  on  each  Tide  of  him.  All  perfons- 
who  have  permifiion  or  accefs,  of  which  the 
Slumber  is  very  great,  may  come  to  this  au- 
dience ;  and  thofe  who  have  affairs  to  tranfad^y 
may  either  requcfl:  admittance  by  m.eans  of  the 
Souquedars,  or  put  their  requeft  into  the  hands 
of  thofe  officers  by  whom  it  is  carried  to  their- 
chief,  who  is  always  prcfent,  and  who  places 
it  at  the  feet  of  the  prince,  where  it  is  Imme- 
diately read  and  anfwercd.    It  is  not  cuftomary 

here 
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■  ;ere  to  ftop  tl^e  prince  by  the  ofrer  of  peti- 
tions, when  he  goes  out,  unlefs  the  affair  be 
very  urgent  anti  extraordinary,  or  the  peti- 
tioner has  hccn  prevented  from  forwarding  his. 
requeft  at  the  ufual  hours  of  audience  :  a  cir- 
cumflance  that  very  rarely  happens  *. 

At 

*  In  the  year  1767,  Ayder  being  at  Coilrnoiitour, 
and  going  out  with  his  retinue,  about  five  in  the  even- 
ing, to  take  the  air,  an  old  woman  profl  rated  herielf, 
an<l  cried  out,  Jiillict; — Ayder  immediately  caufed 
his  carriage  to  tiop  ;  made  a  iign  to  her  to  come  for- 
'.vard,  and  demanded  her  requeft.  She  anfwered,  My 
Lord,  I  hrid  but  one  daughter,  and  Aggi  Mahmout 
iias  ravifhed  her  from  me.  Ayder  replied,  Aggi 
Mahmouthasbeengoneher.ee  more  than  a  month; 
how  does  it  happen  that  you  have  waite(4  till  this 
time  without  complaining  ?  —  My  Lord,  1  have  givea 
msny  requefts  into  the  hands  of  Ayder  Sha,  and  have 
received  no  anfwer. — This  Ayder  Sha,  who  was  the 
chief  ufiier,  preceded  the  Nabob,  bearing  a  large  col- 
lar of  gold,  as  a  mark  of  his  dignity.  He  advanced, 
and  faid,  This  woman,  as  well  as  her  daugliter,  are 
of  infamous  repute,  and  live  in  a  difgraceful  man- 
ner. The  Nabob  gave  orders  to  return  inftantly  to 
the  palace,  and  commanded  the  woman  to  follow  him. 
All  the  court  were  in  great  apprehcnfion  for  the  officer, 
who  was  much  beloved;  and  no  perfon  daring  to  in- 
tercede for  him,  the  fon  of  Ayder  begged  the  com- 
mandant of  Europeans  to  endeavour  to  procure  his 
pardon.  He  accordingly  requeued  it  of  A)der,  who 
fefufed  it    wijh  wuch   i'-sver^ty.      I  cannot  grant  your 

requeft. 
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At  this  audience  thirty  or  forty  fecretaries' 
are  feated  along  the  wall  to  his  left,  who  writer 
continually.  Couriers  arrive  almoft  every  in- 
ftant,  and  are  conduiied  with  great  noife  and. 


requeft,  faidhe:  there  is  no  greater  crime  than  that 
of  interr\ipting  the  communication  between  a  fove- 
reign  and  his  fubje^ls.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  power- 
ful to  fee  that  the  weak  have  juftice.  The  fovereign 
is  the  only  proteftor  God  has  given  them  ;  and  the 
prince  who  fufFers  opprefTion  to  pafs  unpunifhed  among- 
his  fubje6ls,  is  defervcdly  deprived  of  their  afFeftion 
and  confidence,  and  at  laft  compels  them  to  revolt' 
againft  him.  He  then  gave  orders  to  piinifli  Ayder 
Sha  with  two  hundi-edftripes  on  the  parade  j  and  at 
the  fame  time  commanded  an  officer  of  his  Abyifinian-. 
horfe-guard  to  repair  immediately  with  the  v/oman  t(>  = 
the  country  feat  at  which  Aggi  Mahmout  then  was. 
If  he  found  the  girl,  his  orders  were,  to  deliver  her- 
to  her  mother,  and  return  with  the  head  of  Aggi 
Mahmout ;  but  if  (he  was  not  found,  he  was  charged 
to  conduct  Aggi  Mahmout  to  Coilmoutour.  The  girl 
was  found,  and  the  head  of  the  criminal  was  brought 
to  Ayder.  Aggi  Mahmout  was  then  fixty  years 
old,  had  been  chief  ulher  to  Ayder  AH  twenty-five> 
years,  and  was  fucceeded  in  his  office  by  Ayder  Sha; 
at  which  time  the  Nabob  had  given  him  a  Zoghir,  or 
confidergble  diftrift  of  land,  as  a  reward  for  his  fer- 
vices.  This  man  was  enamoured  of  the  girl,  and  had- 
carried  her  off,  upon  her  mother's  refufing  to  fell  her 
to  him,  becaufe  flie  fubulled  by  proftituting  her. — The 
Alcoran  condemns  the  raviiher  of  a  girl  or  woman  to 
death. 

7  buflle 
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Bufiile  to  the  feet  of  the  prince,  where  the)'- lay 
their  difpatches.  A  fecretary  kneeling  takes 
the  packet ;  and  fitting  on  his  hams  before  the 
prince,  opens  it  and  reads  the  letter.  Ayder 
immediateiy  dictates  the  particulars  of  the  an- 
fwer,  and  the  letter  is  carried  to  the  office  of 
a  minifter;  contrary  to  the  cuftoms  of  the  prin- 
ces of  the  Eaft,  who  affix  their  names  by  means 
of  a  feal.  Ayder  figns  the  difpatches  in  order 
as  they  are  completed,  as-  well  as  a  number  of 
private  orders.  Alany  writers  report  the  con- 
trary to  this  ;  which  only  proves  that  they  have 
never  feen  Ayder  half  an  hour  at  a  time.  The 
orders  that  iffue  from  the  offices  of  the  mini- 
flers,  have  no  other  fignature  than  that  of  the 
great  feal,  of  which  they  are  the  depofitories  ; 
and  the  difpatch  is  clofed  with  the  private  feal  of 
the  minifter.  The  letters  figned  by  Ayder 
are  clofed  by  the  feal  of  the  fovereign,  of  whicli 
the  principal  fecretary  is  guardian.  When 
this  Nabob  writes  any  interefting  letter,  or 
gives  an  order  of  importance,  he  affixes  a  par- 
ticular or  private  feal,  v/hich  he  always  wears 
on  his  finger  ;  and  in  that  cafe  he  himfelf  car- 
ries the  packet  to  one  of  his  couriers,,  who  con- 
veys it  as  far  as  the  nrft  ftation.  To  the  packet 
is  joined  a  paper,  denoting  tire  hour  it  was  fent 

off  J 
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cff^  and  at  every  ftation  the  time  of  its  arrival 
is  marked.  We  fiiall  afterwards  have  occa- 
fion  to  fpeak  of  thcfc  pods,  which  have  been 
knee  imitated  by  the  Englifh. 

If  Avder  purchafes  horfes  or  elephants,  or  if 
new  pieces  of  cannon  have  been  founded  or 
brought  from  any  port  or  arfenal,  he  infpecls 
them  during  this  audience  ;  the  animals  or 
pieces  of  cannon  being  brought  into  the  court 
or  fquare  of  the  palace. 

Minilfers,  generals,  ambafiadors,  and  other 
great  men,  rarely  appear  at  this  audience,  unlefs 
commanded,  or  unlefs  urged  by  extraordinary 
affairs.  It  is  peculiar  to  their  dignity  to  fee 
the  prince  only  in  the  evening,  when  none  but 
men  of  confequence  are  admitted  ;  and  no- 
thing elfe  is  thought  of  but  to  niake  their  court 
to  the  fovereign,  or  to  Ihare  his  pleafurcs.  The 
great  have  agents,  who  are  ufually  Bramins, 
who  folicit  their  affairs  either  with  the  prince 
or  his  minifters  ;  and  thefe  agents,  wiio  havQ 
the  title  of  Ouaquils,  or  envoys,  have  their 
leave  of  admiilion  to  the  prelePiCe  when  they 
have  been  prefentcd  by  their  mafbers,  and  are 
honourably  received.  The  miniflers  fend  one 
of  the  principal  fecretaries  of  their  department 
■to  the  prince  i  Avhc,  fitting  before  him  in  the

fame  pofture  as  the  other  fecretaries,  commu- 
nicate their  bufmefs,  and  converfe  with  him. 

A  great  ambaffador,  or  other  perfon  of  con- 
fequence,  is  announced  in  a  loud  voice  by  the 
chief  of  the  ufliers,  in  thefe  terms,   "  Your 

"  Majefty,  the    Lord  of  falutes   you." 

Minifters,  fecretaries,  ouaquils,  or  other  men 
of  bufmefs,  are  not  announced,  but  go  in  and 
out  without  particular  obfervation,  except  that 
they  are  careful  to  falute  the  Nabob.  When 
a  great  man  is  announced,  the  prince  returns 
the  falute,  and  begs  him  to  be  feated :  the  friends 
and  other  great  men,  who  furround  the  fove- 
reign,  falute  him  alfo ;  and,  in  proportion  to 
the  efteem  or  favour  he  is  in  v/ith  the  Nabob, 
they  give  place,  that  he  may  approach  him. 
A  perlbn  of  ordinary  rank,  who  has  requefted 
an  audience,  makes  three  reverences  in  enter- 
ing, by  moving  his  hand  from  his  forehead  al- 
moft  to  the  ground;  and  afterwards  places  him- 
felf  on  one  fide  of  the  chief  ufher,  continu- 
ing filent,  with  his  hands  joined  before  Rim. 
The  Nabob  returns  the  faiate  by  fimply  touch- 
ing his  turban  with  his  hand,  and  affecls  to 
continue  the  difcourfe  with  thofe  about  him  ; 
nfter  which  he  makes  a  Cign  for  the  perfon  to 
advance,  and  demands,  in  an  engaging  and  af- 
Von,  I.  D  ^       f'-llonr'tc 
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fe(3:ionate  manner,  the  fubjefl  of  his  vifit;  and 
upon  the  expofition  of  the  aftair  by  the  fup- 
pliant,  he  receives  a  decifiv  e  anfwer.  If  he  be 
a  ftrapger  of  a  genteel  rank  or  employment, 
2.S  a  trader  or  merchant  of  confequence,  he 
receives  orders  to  fit  j  and  his  place  is  ufually 
oji  the  right,  fronting  the  fecrctaries.  The 
Nabob  aflcs  him  fome  qucftions  refpecling  his 
Hate  of  life,  his  country,  or  his  voyage,  anc} 
appoints  a  time  when  he  will  fee  his  merchan- 
dizes. Betel  is  then  prefented  to  the  ftranger, 
and  is  underftood  as  equivalent  to  a  pcrmifTion 
to  retire  ;  which  is  done  with  the  fame  cere- 
mony as  at  the  entrance. 

This  audience  continues  till  after  three  o'clock, 
which  is  the  hour  he  returns  to  his  apartment  to 
fleep,  or  make  the  fieflo,  as  it  is  called  in  Italy, 
About  half  pall  five,  the  prince  returns  into 
the  hall  of  audience,  or  fome  other  large  apart- 
ment, where  he  places  himfelf  in  a  balcojiy  to 
fee  his  troops  exercife,  and  his  cavalry  defile 
before  him.  He  is,  as  in  the  morning,  fur- 
rounded  by  fome  of  his  friends  or  relations  ; 
and  the  fecretaries  are  bufied  in  reading  letters, 
or  writing. 

About  half  after  fix,  .when  the  day  clofes  in, 

a  great  number  of  Manelfalgis,  or  bearers  of 

5  flambeaux. 
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fiambeau>c,  appear  in  the  court  of  the  palace^ 
and  falute  the  prince  as  they  pafs  on  the 
fide  of  the  apartment  where  he  is.  The^ 
illuminate  all  the  apartments  in  a  moment,  ef- 
pecially  that  in  which  the  Nabob  is,  with  tapers 
in  chandeliers  of  exquifite  workmanfhipj  orna- 
mented with  feftoons  of  flowers  of  the  utmoft 
lightnefs  and  delicacy.  Thefe  chandeliers,  on 
account  of  the  wind,  are  covered  with  large 
fhades  of  Englifli  glafs.  There  are  like- 
wife,  in  fome  parts  of  the  palace,  large  glafs 
lanthoriis,  painted  with  flowers  of  all  colours. 
The  great  men,  minifters,  and  ambaffadors, 
vifit  the  Nabob  only  at  night.  They  are 
tjfually  perfumed  with  the  mofl:  coftly  per- 
fumes. Befides  the  men  in  power  and  cm- 
plovment,  the  apartments  are  filled  with  young 
nobility  j  and  every  body  afiumes  the  moit 
polite  airtd  engaging  manners.  After  having 
faluted  the  prince,  the  falute  is  paid  to  his 
fons  and  relations,  his  minifters,  and  others, 
irt  an  ealy,  unafFefted  mannei'.  Among  the 
young  nobility,  there  are  a  certain  number  who 
have  the  title  of  Arabfbequi ;  which  anfwers 
nearly  to  that  of  chamberlain,  in  Germanyi 

There  arc  ordinarily  four  in  waiting  each  day ; 

they  are  d-iftinguifired  by  their  fabre,  which 
D   2  thcv 
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they  carry  in  their  hand  in  the.fheath,  uf^ 
ing  it  nearly  as  a  walking-flick.  All  the  other 
company  leave  their  arms  in  the  hands  of  their 
pages  and  other  attendants,  who  are  very  nu-- 
merous,  and  fill  the  avenues  of  the  palace.  The 
pages  alone  are  permitted  to.  enter  :  they  fol- 
low their  raafter^  bearing  his  train  into  the 
apartments,  till  they  quit  their  flippers  at  their 
ftepping  on  the  carpet :  the  pages  then  let  fall 
the  train,,  and  put  the  flippers  in  a  bag.  Ay. 
der,  who  fets  no  great  value  on  thefe  cere- 
monies, permits  the  Europeans  to  come  in 
with  their  Hioes  on  j  though  his  apartments  are 
commonly  covered  with  white  muflin,  fpread 
upon  the  moft  fuperb  Perfia  carpets.  He 
has  fuch  a  predile£tion  for  white,  that  he  caufes 
wainfcotting,  that  is  painted,  gilt,  and  var- 
nifhed,.  to  be  covered  with  white  muflin ;  and 
even  chairs  and  fophas  of  embroidered  velvet 
or  gold  ftufF.  The  Eurojgeans  deceive  them- 
felves  exceedingly  in  fuppofing,  that  it  is  by 
way  of  diftin6lion  or  pre-eminence  that  they 
are  permitted  to  enter  the  apartments  in  fhoes. 
This  permiiTion,  given  them  in  fome  of  the 
Indian  courts,  is  occafioned  by  a  notion  the 
Indian  princes  have,  that  the  Europeans  are 
cbflinate,  and  bigotted  to  their  ov/n  cuftoms, 
I  however 
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however  repugnant  to  decency  and  propriety. 
M.  de  Buffi,  to  conciliate  the  Indian  cuftoms 
with  thofe  of  the  French,  carried  velvet  flippers 
to  the  court  of  the  Suba  of  Decan,  which  he 
put  on  ;  and  made  ufe  of  a  kind  of  pantoufle  in 
pafling  from  his  carriage  to  the  border  of  the 
carpet,  where  he  threw  them  ofF.  We  may 
often  avoid  offending  ftrangers  by  little  atten- 
tions that  coft  nothing,  and  tend  exceedingly 
to  conciliate  their  affe«5tions. 

There  is,  for  the  moft  part,  a  comedy  every 
night,  that  commences  about  eight  in  the 
evening,  and  lafts  till  eleven  :  it  is  intermix- 
ed with  dances  and  fongs.  During  this  co- 
medy, the  Arabfbequi  continue  near  the  ftran- 
gers, and  politely  inform  them  of  every  thing 
they  may  defire  to  know ;  as  the  fubjeft  of 
the  comedy,  the  news  of  the  day.  Sic.  They 
are  careful  to  afk,  if  he  chufes  to  drink  or 
eat ;  in  which  cafe,  they  caufe  fherbet,  warm 
milk,  fruits,  or  confe6lionary  to  be  prefent- 
ed  to  him  ;  but  they  leldom  eat.  If  the 
ftranger  chufes  to  play  chefs,  they  play  with 
him,  or  propafe  a  party.  Ayder,  to  whom 
the  entertainments  of  the  flage  are  very  indif- 
ferent, difcourfcs  with  his  minifters  or  am- 
feaflador'^,  fbmctimes  paffing  into  a  cabinet 
I)    3  t-j 
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to  fpeak  with  more  fecrecy  j  and  continues,,  as 
in  the  morning,  to  difpatch  bufinefs,  without 
feeming  to  be  bufy.  AJmoft  always,  before 
the  end  of  the  performance,  flowers  are  brought 
to  him  in  a  bafket  of  filigram,  out  of  which 
be  himfelf  gives  a  few  to  the  lords  who 
are  about  him ;  and  afterwards  the  bafket 
is  carried  into  the  apartments  of  the  theatre, 
every  one  taking  a  fmall  flower  from  them, 
and  returning  a  profound  reverence  to  the 
prince.  This  takes  place  even  to  the  loweft 
fecretary.  When  Ayder  wiihes  to  give  a  par- 
ticular mark  of  his  efteem,  he  himfelf  makes  a 
collar  of  jafmine  flowers,  knotting  them  with 
filk  as  he  converfes,  which  he  himfelf  adjufts 
round  the  neck  of  the  happy  mortal  to  whom 
he  gives  this  glorious  mark  of  his  efteem  and 
favour.  He  has  feveral  times  conferred  this 
honour  on  the  chiefs  of  his  Europeans,  know- 
ing well  that  the  French,  above  all  nations, 
efteem  themfelves  v/ell  paid  by  this  fort  of 
money.  He  who  has  received  this  honour,  is 
vifited  the  following  day  by  the  firft  people  of 
the  court  to  compliment  him. 

If  a  battle  has  been  gained,  or  any  other 
glorious  event  has  happened  in  favour  of  the 
prince,  the  poet  of  the  court  arrives,  announc- 
ing 
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ing  himfelf,  at  his  firft  entering  the  apartments, 
by  the  pompous  and  extravagant  titles  he  be- 
ftows  on  the  prince  :  as,  "  Health  to  the 
<*  greatcft  king  on  earth,  whofe  name  alone 
♦'  caufes  his  enemies  to  tremble,"  &c.  All  the 
world,  at  the  voice  of  the  poet,  becomes  filent 
and  attentive.  The  comedy  or  dance  Is  in- 
terrupted ;  the  poet  enters,  ieats  himfelf  in  the 
place  immediately  oppofitc  the  prince,  and  re- 
cites a  poem,  which  every  body  afFeils  to 
hear  with  the  utmoil  attention,  except  the 
prince,  who  feems  at  that  time  to  be  more 
particularly  bufied  in  converfing  with  his  mi- 
nifters.  The  poet  ufually,  after  fpeaking  of 
the  prince,  proceeds  to  his  relations,  and  the 
generals  or  principal  officers  ;  not  forgetting 
the  miniftcrs  and  ravourites.  The  young 
courtiers,  or  baras  a  de7ni,  who  are  ufually 
included  altogether  in  the  praifes  beftowed  by 
the  poet,  often  turn  it  into  ridicule  ;  and  their 
derifion  extends  even  to  thofe  who  are  the 
hlghefl:  fpoken  of.  They  and  the  fecretaries,- 
or  other  inferior  courtiers,  often  parody  the 
words  of  the  poem  very  pleafantly,  fparing  no 
body  but  the  prince  and"  his  fon  :  but  as  they 
have  no  printing,  both  the  poem  and  the  cri- 
ticifm  are  of  fhort  duration..  We  cannot 
I)  4  fpcak 
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fpeak  of  their  public  entertainments,  without 
mentioning  the  Bayaderes,  of  whom  the  Abbe 
Raynal  has  drawn  fo  advantageous  a  portrait 
in  his  Hifloire  Philofophique. 

At  the  prefent  time,  the  court  of  Ayder  is 
the  moft  briUiant  in  India  ;  and  his  company  of 
performers  is  without  contradiction  the  firft, 
as  well  on  account  of  its  riches,  as  becaufe  the 
Bayaderes  are  the  women  to  whom  he  gives  the 
preference.  Being  fovereign  of  part  of  Vifapour, 
be  has  every  facility  of  procuring,  among  this 
■clafs  of  women,  thofe  who  are  moft  remark- 
able for  their  beauty  and  talents. 

The  comedians  of  the  court  are  all  women. 
A  dire<5lrefs,  who  is  likewife  manager,  pux- 
chafes  young  girls  at  the  age  of  four  or  five 
years,  who  are  chofen  on  account  of  their 
beauty.  She  caufes  them  to  be  inoculated,  and 
then  provides  them  with  mafters  both  for  dancing 
and  mufic.  They  are  taught  every  accomplifh- 
ment  that  can  infpire  the  prince  and  his  court 
wfth  the  love  of  pleafure  ;  and  their  fuccefs  is 
fach,  that  they  delight  and  feduce  the  moft 
infenfible  of  men.  They  begin  to  appear  in 
public  at  the  age  of  about  ten  or  eleven  years. 
They  have  generally  the  moft  delicate  fea- 
tures, large-  dark  eyes,   beautiful  eye-brows, 

fmall 
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ffnall  mouth,  and  the  fineft  teeth  ;  their  cheeks 
aic  dimpled,  and  their  blaclc  hair  hangs  in 
flowing  trefles  to  the  ground  ;  their  complexioa 
is  a  clear  brown,  not  fuch  as  that  of  the  Mu- 
latto women,  who  are  incapable  of  blufhing  j 
but  like  that  of  a  country  girl  in  the  flow  of 
health,  who  has  preferved  the  rofes,  after  fuf- 
fering  the  lillies  to  fade,  Thefe  are  the  yel- 
low women,  that  the  Orientals  prefer  to  all 
Gthers  :  they  give  tliemfelves  that  tinge  by 
painting  their  cheeks  of  a  jonquil  colour,  in 
the  fame  manner  as  the  French  women  ufe 
rouge  ;  and  it  is  remarkable  that  in  a  very 
fhort  time  one  becomes  habituated  to  this 
colour,  and  finds  it  agreeable.  Their  habit  iS 
always  a  fine  gauze,  very  richly  embrpidered"^ 
with  gold  J  and  they  are  covered  with  jewels  ■: 
their  head,  their  neck,  their  ears,  their  br^afisi, 
their  arms,  fingers,  legs,  and  toes,  liave  their 
jewels;  and  even  their  nofe  is  ornamented  with 
a  fmall  diamond,  that  gives  them  anarch  look, 
which  is  far  from  being  unpleafing. 

The -comedies  are  all  pieces  of  intrigue.  They 
perfonate  either  women  who  league  together  to 
deceive  a  jealous  hufband,  or  young  girls  that 
confpire  to  deceive  their  mother.  It  is  impofllble 
to  play  with  more,  art  or  with  nnore  natural 

'.'aiic. 
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cafe.  Their  fongs  are  gay  and  agreeable. 
The  words  that  are  fung  by  a  fingle  voice 
are  almoft  always  the  complaint  of  a  lover. 
Thofe  which  are  fung  in  chorus  are  much 
gayer  ;  but  they  have  no  fecond  parts,  and  are 
always  repeated. 

The  dancers  are  fuperior  in  their  perform- 
ance to  the  comedians  and  fingers  :  it  may 
even  be  affirmed  that  they  would  afford  plea- 
fure  on  the  theatre  of  the  opera  at  Paris.  Every 
part  is  employed  when  thefe  girls  dance  j 
their  heads,  their  eyes,  their  arms,  their  feet, 
and  all  their  body  feem  to  move  only  to  en- 
chant and  furprife.  They  are  very  light,  and 
very  Itrong  in  the  legs  ;  turning  round  on  one 
foot,  and  fpringing  up  immediately  after  with 
a  furprifmg  force.  They  have  fo  much  accu- 
racy in  their  movements,  that  they  accom- 
pany the  inftruments  with  bells  that  are  on 
their  feet ;  and  as  they  are  of  the  moft  elegant 
figures,  all  their  motions  are  graceful.  No 
Bayadere  of  the  prince's  company  is  more  than 
fcventeen  years  old.  At  this  age  they  are  dif- 
miOed  ;  and  either  travel  over  the  province,  or 
attach  thcmfelves  to  the  Pagods  *. 

•  Every  Pagod  maintains  a  number  of  Bayaderes, 
whole  charms  produce  one  of  the  molt  certain  revenues 
of  the  Braniins. 

Tiic 
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The  diredlrefs  of  this  company  is  paid  by  the 
prince ;  but  her  emoluments  are  not  known. 
She  has  always  a  number  of  pieces  ready  in  re- 
hearfal  to  be  played  at  a  moment's  notice.  Tho' 
there  is  every  reafon  to  think  Ihe  is  well  paid 
by  Ayder  for  the  pleafures  (he  procures  him, 
the  emoluments  ihe  receives  from  private  indi- 
viduals of  fortune,  are  ftill  more  advantageous 
to  her.  When  a  great  man  gives  a  fet  fup- 
per,  he  has  ufually  a  comedy  ornamented  with 
fongs  and  dances.  Thedireclrefs  of  the  prince's 
company  is  paid  one  hundred  rupees  for 
every  adrefs  that  plays,  fmgs,  or  dances.  The 
number  of  thefe  adreifes  is  often  more  than 
twenty,  the  inftrumental  mufic  not  being 
charged. 

If  a  fupper  is  given  to  a  few  private  friends, 
the  fingers  and  dancers  are  iikewife  employed 
at  the  {ame  price  of  one  hundred  rupees.  Be- 
fides  which,  they  muft  be  furnifhed  with  fup- 
per, and  abundance  of  fruits,  fweetmeats,  and 
warm  milk.  If  the  friends  are  retained  to  fleep 
(as  is  often  done,  where  their  fu ppers  are 
more  friendly  than  ceremonious)  they  chufe 
each  a  companion  for  the  night  among  the 
performers,  for  which  the  dire6lrefs  is  Iikewife 
paid  one  hundred  rupees  each  3  and  the  mailer 

of 
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of  the  houfe  muft  prefent  his  friend  with  fome 
trinket,  or  piece  of  ftufF,  to  be  given  to  the 
damfel  when  fhe  is  fent  away  in  the  morning, 

Befides  the  prince's  company,  there  are  fe- 
veral  others  in  the  town  where  the  court  is 
kept,  and  in  the  armies.  There  are  even  fome 
that  are  compofed  of  men  only  :  but  the  peo- 
ple of  the  court  never  have  recourfe  to  any  but 
the  prince's  company. 

At  eleven  o'clock,  or  about  midnight,  every 
one  retires  but  thofe  that  fup  with  the  Nabob  ; 
who,  except  on  grand  feftivals,  are  always  his 
friends  and  relations. 

This  mode  of  life  purfued  by  Ayder,  is,  as 
may  be  eafily  imagined,  interrupted  in  the 
army.  It  is  likewife  cccafionally  interrupted 
by  hunting  parties,  by  excurfions  on  foot  or 
horfeback,  or  by  his  attending  to  affift  at  the 
exercifes  and  evolutions  made  by  confiderable 
bodies  of  his  troops. 

When  he  is  obliged  to  remain  a  month  in 
camp,  or  in  any  town,  he  ufually  goes  to  the 
chace  twice  a  week.  He  hunts  the  flag,  the 
roebuck,  the  antelope,  and  fometimes  the 
tyger.  When  notice  arrives  that  this  laft  ani- 
mal has  been  obferved  to  quit  the  forefts,  and 
appear  in  the  plain,  he  mounts  his  horfe,  fol- 
lowed 
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lowed  by  all  his  AbyfTinians,  his  fpear-men  on 
foot,  and  almoft  all  the  nobility  armed  v/ith 
fpears  and  bucklers.  The  traces  of  the  beaft  be- 
ing found,  the  hunters  fuiround  his  hiding 
place,  and  contrail  the  circle  by  degrees.  As 
foon  as  the  creature,  who  is  ufually  hid  in 
fome  rice  ground,  perceives  his  enemies,  he 
roars,  and  looks  every  where  to  find  a  place  of 
efcape ;  and  when  he  prepares  to  fpring  on  fome 
one  to  force  a  paflage,  he  is  attacked  by  Ayder 
himfelf,  to  whom  the  honour  of  giving  the  firft 
ftroke  is  yielded,  and  in  which  he  feldoai  fails. 
Thus  the  pleafures  of  the  foverelgn  are  varied 
to  infinity.

*  Nabob  Bahader  lignifies  Incomparable  Knight  j 
the  Bahaders  in  India  being  what  the  knights  were  in 
Europe,  A  great  fovereign  or  general  among  the 
Moguls,  after  a  battle,  gives  the  dignity  of  Bahader  to 
a  man  of  diftinclion,  one  of  the  principal  officers 
who  has  behaved  with  honour.  If  there  has  formerly 
cxifted  any  ceremony  for  the  creation  of  a  Bahader,  it 
is  now  out  of  ufe  :  all  that  is  dene  r.t  prefent  is,  that  the 
general  publicly  praifes  his  actions,  andin  his  difcourfe 
always  calls  him  Bahader  j  which  title  is  afterwards 

given 
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va  *  of  Ad^yfTour,  Sovereign  of  the  Empires  of 
Cherequi  and   Calicut  %,   which   contain  the 

kingdoms  ' 

given  him  by  all  the  world  indifcriminately.  A  Ba- 
hader  has  great  privileges  :  he  may  go  every  where  com- 
pletely armed,  caufing  a  gilt  mace  to  be  carried  before 
him,  and  may  appear  thus  even  in  the  prelence  of  any 
foveieign.  When  a  Bahader  arrives  at  court,  he  de- 
mands an  audience,  whicii  is  always  granted :  he  jn-efents 
himfelf  with  a  helmet  on,  and  armed  in  every  other 
refpeft  :  the  fovereign  feeing  him  enter,  rifes  asd  fa- 
lutes  him,  by  embracing  twice  ;  and  in  converfation 
u(es  the  terms  Atnare-Bay,  which  fignify  t.iy  brother^ 
becaufe  all  the  fovereigns  dig\iify  thenifelves  with  the 
title  of  Bahad«;r.  Ayder  was  furnamed  the  Incom- 
parable Bahader  ;  the  true  fignification  of  the  word 
Nal'ol'  being  incomparabie\  for  it  is  a  title  of  honour, 
nctof  dign;ty  :  however,  by  common  cuftom,  Nabob  of 
Benguelour  is  ufed  inftead  of  Lord  or  Prince  of  Ben- 
giielour;  but  literally  it  only  llgnifies  incomparable, 
er  without  equal,  in  Benguelour.  This  title  being  ex - 
clufive,  it  muft  in  no  cafe  be  given  to  an  inferior  in 
prefcnce  of  his  fuperior.  Ayder,  to  fhew  that  the  title 
of  Bahader,  which  \wt  have  rendered  Knight,  but  which 
literally  implies  Great  Warrior,  is  above  all  other 
titles,  figns,  inftead  of  his  name,  the  two  letters  B.  B. 
for  Bahader  Bahader.

•  Dayva,  or  regent.     It  will  be  hereafter  feen  how 
Ayder  beeame  regent  of  this  kingdom.

with  their  fliips  on  the  coaft  of  M.dabar,  gave  the  title 
of  Emperors  ta  the  fovereigns  of  thele  two  countrie*. 
The  name  anfwers  very  ill  to  the  power  and  extent  of 
the  ftates  of  Cherequi  and  Samorin.  The  only  refem- 
blancethey  have  to  emperors  is,  that  they  are  the  chiefs 
or  heads  of  two  confederations  of  petty  princes,  or 
Rajas,  to  whom  the  Porti;guefe  gave  the  title  of  Kings, 
becaufe  ihey  have  a  diadem  and  purple  mantle,  having 
the  head  wrapped  in  red  mullin,  and  a  ftripe  of  gold 
faftened  to  the  back  of  their  head  ;  and  wearing  no 
other  clothes  than  a  kind  of  fhirt  of  red  gauze  or 
muflin,  reaching  almoft  to  their  knees.  Thefe  pre- 
tended kings  feldom  poflefs  a  terrltority  of  more  than 
two,  or  fix  leagues  at  the  extreme.  They  go  on  foot 
with  their  legs  naked,  followed  by  their  couriers  bare- 
foot, and  armed  with  fabres  and  bucklers.

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between  Colar  and  Ofcota,  in  the  country  of 
Benguelour.  This  land  was  given  in  fief  to 
his  father,  who  was  particularly  attached  to 
Nizam  El  Moulouc,  Grand  Vifir  and  Suba  of 
Decan. 

After  the  death  of  Nizam  El  Moulouc, 
Nadim  Saeb  retired  to  Divanelli  with  his  two 
fons,  Ifmael  Saeb,  and  Ayder.  Ifmael  Saeb 
-was  much  older  than  his  brother.  He  entered 
into  the  fervice  of  the  king  of  Mayfibur  ;  and 
in  a  ihort  time  became  his  firft  general.  The 
king  of  MayfTour,  as  a  reward  for  a  victory 
he  had  obtained  over  the  IMarattas,  gave  him 
the  country  and  fortrefs  of  Benguelour  ;  which 
put  him  into  a  fituation  of  having  a  body  of 
troops  of  his  own,  that  compofed  part  of  the 

for  the  fervice  of  the  empire  ;  with  the  prerogative  to 
name  all  the  inferior  officers,  to  keep  them  in  difci- 
pline,  and  to  diftribiitc  juitice  among  them.  As  the 
cavalry  is  the  jriol't  cfteemed  fervice,  the  degree  of  ge- 
neral often  thoufand  horfe  is  the  higheft.  This  gene- 
ral has  the  right  to  caiifc  any  number  of  banners  or 
ftreamers  to  be  carried  before  him,  and  to  caufe  a  large 
fquare  ftandard  to  be  hoilted  before  his  tent,  which  is, 
at  the  fame  time,  a  mark  of  his  jurifdidtion.  A  gene- 
ral, or  commander  in  chief,  caufes  two  to  be  hoiSed. 
When  the  grand  army  of  a  Subafliip  is  affembled,  a 
large  triangular  ftandard  is  difplaycd  at  the  head  of  the 
camp.

artny  of  the  king  of  Mayilbur,  when  Nazer- 
■'z.ing  made  a  defcent  upon  the  coaft  of  Coro- 
mandel  in  1750.  Ayder,  then  about  twenty- 
one  or  twenty-two  years  old,  had  never  quit* 
ted  his  father's  houfe.  His  father  gave  him 
the  command  of  the  quota  of  troops  he  was 
bound  to  furniih  to  the  army  of  the  Suba,  for 
his  lordfhip  of  Divanelli.  It  confifled  only  of 
fifty  horfemen,  and  two  hundred  Pea^ars,  or 
foldiers  armed  with  matchlocks.  Ibrahim  Saeb, 
the  maternal  uncle  of  Ayder,  ferved  him  in- 
fliead  of  a  Mentor. 

Ayder  being  at  the  battle  where  Nazcrzlncr 
was  flain,  the  bravery  of  the  French,  who, 
to  the  number  of  eight  hundred,  feconded  by 
four  thoufand  Seapoys,  had  the  courage  to  at- 
tack the  army  of  the  Mogols,  then  more  than 
three  hundred  thouland  fh-ong,  made  fuch  an 
imprefnon  on  his  mind,  that  he  w^as  perfuad- 
«d  the  French  were  capable  of  unuertakin"- 
the  moft  difficult  enterpriices.  Having  fol- 
lowed Alouzaferzing,  fuccefibr  to  Nazerzino-, 
to  Pondicherry,  the  obfcrvations  he  made  in 
that  city,  upon  the  manners,  difcipline,  for- 
tifications, buildings,  arts,  and  indulhy  of 
the  French,  gave  him  the  highcft  cfrcem  for 
that  celebrated  and  warlike  nation,  and  more 
E  2  efpecially 
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efpecially  for  M^  Dupleix,  who  was  then  go- 
vernor. 

la  1 751,  Mouzaferzing  having  withdrawn 
his  army  to  Golconda,  Ayder,  v/hofe  father 
was  dead,  went  to  join  his  brother  in  Mayf- 
four.  On  the  account  the  young  man  gave  ©f 
the  advantageous  arms  of  the  Europeans,  and 
their  addrefs  in  managing  great  guns,  Ifmael 
oaeb  difpatched  a  Guebre  to  Bombay,  to  pur- 
chafe  cannon,  and  mufquets  with  bayonets — 
This  Perfian,  who  died  in  1767,  purchafed 
two  thcufand  mufquets,  and  fix  pieces  of  can- 
non, of  the  governor  of  Bombay.  He  like- 
wife  enrolled  thirty  European  failors,  of  dif- 
ferent nations,  that  he  collected  on  the  coaft  of 
Malabar,  to  ferve  as  canoniers. 

Ifmael  Saeb,  brother  to  Ayder,  was  thus 
the  firft  Indian  who  formed  a  corps  of  Seapoys 
armed  with  firelocks  and  bayonets,  and  who 
had  a  train  of  artillery  ferved  by  Europeans. 
This  procured  him  newadvantages  over  the  ene- 
mies of  the  king  of  MayiTour,  and  increafed  the 
tfteem  and  friendlhip  of  that  prince  for  h'lnu 

Nand  Raja,  brother  to  the  king  of  Mayf- 
four,  and  Dayva  *,  having  formed   an  army 

to 

•  Nand  Raja  v/as  Dayva,  which  fignifies  regent,  as 

Ayder 
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to  make  a  defcent  upon  the  coafl:  of  Coro- 
mandel,  and  join  that  of  the  Englifh,  Ayder, 
at  the  recommendation  of  his  brother,  obtained 
the  command  of  the  cavalry  of  this  army. 
The  Englilh,  aided  by  the  MayfTourians,  forced 
the  French  troops,  combined  with  thofe  of 
Chanda  Saeb,  to  furrender  themfelves  prifon- 
ers  of  war,  and  to  give  up  the  Pagod  of  Schir- 
nigam,  in  which  they  had  taken  refuge.  It 
was  on  this  occafion  that  Chanda  Saeb  was 
made  prifoner.  Nand  Raja  afterwards  quar- 
relling with  the  Englifli,  M.  Dupleix  formed 
an  alliance  with  him  j  and  it  was  agreed  to  lay 
liege  to  Trichnapoli,  a  ftrong  place  on  the 
river  Cavcri,  with  an  army  compofed  of 
French  forces,  together  with  thofe  of  Mayf- 
four,  and  thofe  of  Chanda  Saeb  *,  Nabob  of 
Arcot.  The  Englifli,  v/ho  were  the  allies  of 
Mchemet  Ali  Khan  f,  competitor  of  Chanda 
Saeb,  had  then  a  garrifon  in  Trichnapoli. 

When  the  French  fet  out  from  Pondicherry, 
in  1752,  to  join  Nand  Raja,  they  were  har- 

Ayder  is  at  prefent.  It  will  hereafter  be  feen  how  this 
prince  loft  the  regency.

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rafled  in  their  m^irch  by  a  body  of  Mahratta 
Cavalry,  commanded  by  a  chief  allied  with  the 
Englifh.  On  this  occafion  the  commandant 
of  the  French  troops  wrote  to  the  regent  of 
Mayflbur  to  fend  him  a  reinforcement. 

Ayder  was  fent  to  his  ailiftance,  at  the  head 
of  eighteen  hundred  horfe.  It  was  then  that 
Ayder  began  to  be  known  to  the  French,  and 
to  acquire  fome  reputation  among  the  Euro- 
peans, whence  he  had  his  pretended  name  of 
Andernec.  Before  that  time,  the  French,  the 
Englifh,  and  other  European  nations,  had 
very  little  connetftion  with,  or  knowledge  of, 
fhe  interior  parts  of  the  country  ;  and  there 
was  not  perhaps  two  Frenchmen  at  Pondi- 
cherry  that  could  converfe  in  the  language  of 
the  Mogols,  which  is  a  kind  of  Perfian,  and 
is  commonly  called  A'loors.  The  officers  and- 
foldiers  had  no  other  interpreters  than  their 
Dabafhis,  or  Malabar  domeftics,  who  knew 
«nly  their  own  language  and  a  fort  of  corrupt 
Portuguefc.  The  Malabar  language,  though 
very  regular,  is  perhaps  the  pooreft  language 
in  being  :  fo  that  the  word  Dore  fignifies 
Mr.  or  Sir  ;  and  to  exprefs  the  word  governor, 
general,  or  thefiiperior  Sir^  they  fay  Peri-dore^ 
wliich  is  the  great   Sir,   or  Ma/Ier :  and,  in 

the 
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the  fame  manner,  to  denote  any  chief  whatfo- 
ever,  the  Malabar  language  has  only  the  word 
Naic ;  and  they  ufe  Tanjaor  Naic  to  fignify  the 
king  or  Raja  of  Tanjaor  ;  and  Narim  Naic, 
and  Chabri  Naic^  to  denote  the  ferjeant  Na- 
rim, or  the  corporal  Chabri :  and  the  name 
Jyder  Naic  implying  the  chief  Ayder,  the 
French  have  formed  it  into  Andernec.  It  is 
this  name  of  Naic  that  has  caufed  it  to  be 
imagined  that  Ayder  had  been  a  corporal  of 
Seapoys.  He  was  then  called  Ayder  Saeb, 
which  is  the  fame  as  Mr.  Ayder.  His  name 
was  enlarged  in  proportion  as  his  power  in- 
creafed,  as  the  cuftom  is  among  the  Mogols  j 
and  he  is  now  called  Ayder  Ali  Khan. 

When  the  I'>ench  army  had  joined  that  of 
MayfTour,  Ayder  *,  whofe  camp  then  formed 
the  left  wing  of  the  Mayflburlan  army,  came 
and  encamped  himfelf  to  the  right  of  the 
French,  in  fpltc  of  all  the  arguments  of  the 
French  commandant,  and  the  regent  of  Mayf- 
four  ;  and,  however  difagreeable  it  was  to  the

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French  to  fee  themfelves  as  it  were  cooped 
up,  he  would  not  remove  from  the  ftatlon  he 
had  aflumed.  He  informed  the  commandant 
that  he  wifhed  to  be  near  the  French,  that  he 
might  learn  from  them  the  art  of  war.  In 
fad,  he  was  very  attentive  and  exa6l  in  ob- 
ferving  every  thing  that  pafTed  in  the  French 
camp  ;  and  caufed  feveral  of  their  evolutions  * 
to  be  repeated,  as  v/ell  as  was  in  his  power, 
in  his  own  camp. — This  repetition  caufed  fome 
diverfion  to  the  French  officers  and  foldiers, 
whom  he  was  attentive  to  pleafe  by  his  polite- 
nefs  and  good  manners.  But  it  was  not  with 
any  fatisfadion  they  obferved  that  Ayder  had 
drawn  the  moft  aclive  and  intelligent  French 
foldiers  into  his  fervice.  He  had  ftill  in  his 
fervice,  in  1770,  the  Sieur  Stenetf,  fon  of  a 
Cent-Suijfe  of  Verfailles,  who  was  a  volun- 
teer at  the  fiege  of  Trichnapoli  in  1753:  he 
took  him  at  that  time  into  his  fervice,  and 
fent  him  to  his  brother  in  Mayflbur,  as  he  did 
every  other  Frenchman  that  chofe  to  engage 
in  his  fervice.     Thefe  enrollments  were  made

with 
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with  feme  dexterity  ;  and,  as  there  was  need 
of  his  fervices,  the  French  commandant  wink- 
ed at  the  irregularity  of  the  proceeding. 

General  Lawrence,  who  was  then  only  ma- 
jor, attempting  to  throw  fome  fuccours  and  a 
convoy  into  Trichnapoli,  received  a  confider- 
able  check ;  of  which,  in  his  Memoirs,  he  gives 
all  the  honour  to  Ayder  and  his  cavalry.  Eng- 
lifh  jealoufy  perhaps  induced  him  to  diminifh 
the  merit  of  the  French  ;  but  it  is  certain  that 
Ayder  diftinguifhed  himfelf  highly  on  this  oc- 
cafion. 

In  1755,  Nand  Raja*  having  quitted  the 
French  to  return  to  Mayllbur,  Ayder  made  a 
particular  treaty  with  M.  Dupleix,  by  which 
he  engaged  to  remain  with  his  troops,  form- 
ing a  body  of  fix  thoufand  men,  till  the  cap- 
ture of  Trichnapoli ;  and  he  did  not  return 
to  JVIayfibur  till  Mr.  Godehen,  fucceiTor  to 
M.  Dupleix,  had  made  a  truce  with  the  Eng- 
lilh,  and  given  orders  to  raife  the  fiege  of 
Trichnapoli.    In  1756,  Ayder  being  informed 

«  The  caufe  of  the  retreat  of  Nand  Raja  with  the 
army  of  MaylTouv,  was,  that  M.  de  BiifTi,  with  a  hoiiy 
of  French,  Iiad  accompanied  Salaberzing,  Suba  of  Dc- 
can,  when  he  came  to  Syringpatnam,  capital  of  Mayf- 
feur,  and  exatSled  contributions, 

of 
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bf  the  death  of  his  brother,  as  he  was  on  his 
way  to  rejoin  him,  haftened  to  receive  the 
fuccefTion  that  had  devolved  to  him  by  the 
law  J  his  brother  having  no  male  children. 
This  death  put  him  in  pofl'elTion  of  a  handfome 
fortrefs,  a  fertile  territory,  and  a  body  of 
troops,  which,  joined  to  his  own,  amounted 
to  above  fifteen  thoufand  men,  including  two 
hundred  Europeans,  and  three  thoufand  of  ex- 
cellent cavalry.  The  king  of  Mayflbur  hav- 
ing the  fame  confidence  in  him  as  his  bro- 
ther Ifmael,  appointed  him  generaliirimo  of  his 
army. 

7'he  kings  of  MayfTour  being  Bramins,  had 
united  the  royal  dignity  and  the  priefthood  j 
and,  to  be  more  venerable  in  the  eyes  of  their 
people,  they  affected  to  appear  in  public  only 
twice  a  year  ;  namely,  on  thofe  days  when 
they  prefided  at  the  folemn  ceremonies  of  their 
religion.  And  in  order  to  appear  folely  occu- 
pied with  the  facred  mvfleries,  which  they  ce- 
lebrated with  pomp  and  magnificence,  they 
abandoned  the  government  to  a  Dayva,  or  re- 
gent, who,  till  the  time  of  Nand  Raja,  had 
always  been  one  of  the  king's  nearefl:  rela- 
tions. But  a  Bramin,  named  Canero,  favourite 
of  this  prince,  peifuaded  him  to  afTume  the 

government 
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o-overnment  himfelf,  and  forfake  his  brother 
Nand  Raja.  This  laft,  who  had  neither  the 
capacity  nor  the  application,  nor  even  the  firm- 
nefs,  neceflary  to  fupport  himfelf  in  this  dig- 
nity, made  no  refiftance  ;  and  preferred  banifh- 
ment  to  the  frontier  to  the  hazard  of  making 
the  leaft  remonftrance. 

Canero  having  taken  entire  pofTefTion  of  the 
mind  of  the  king,  was  declared  his  minifler, 
and  charged  with  the  administration  of  affairs. 
Ayder  kept  his  command  of  the  army. 

The  power,  the  reputation,  and  the  love  of 
the  foldiery  that  were  pofTeffed  by  Ayder,  ought 
to  have  fecured  him  from  the  envy  and  jealoufy 
of  this  ambitious  minifler  :  but  Canero,  facri- 
ficing  every  thing  to  thofe  paiTions,  ventured 
even  to  make  a  private  treaty  with  the  Marat- 
tas,  enemies  of  the  ftate.  In  confequence  of  this 
treaty,  the  Maratta  army  entered  May  flour  irt 
the  rainy  feafon,  at  the  moment  when  Ayder 
leaft  expeded  them,  and,  deceived  by  Canero, 
had  difperfed  his  troops. 

The  approach  of  the  Marattas,  and  their  fu- 
periority  in  number,  obliged  him  to  advance 
towards  Syringpatnam,  capital  of  the  king- 
dom, that  offered  him  a  lure  afylum  in  the 
ifland  on  which  the  city  is  fituated,  and  which 

cannot 
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cannot  be  entered,  when  the  Caveri  is  fwelled 
by  the  rains,  but  by  the  bridge  of  Syringpat- 
nam. 

Canero,  who,  in  another  fituation,  v/ould 
have  done  his  utmoft  to  have  prevented  Ay- 
der  from  entering  the  royal  city,  prefied 
him  to  pitch  his  camp  on  the  ifland.  Ayder 
fell  into  the  fnare  of  the  perfidious  Bramin.  He 
pafTcd  the  bridge  and  went  through  the  town 
with  his  army,  which  he  encamped  at  the  op- 
pofite  extremity  of  the  ifland.  The  Maratta 
army  foon  appeared,  and  inverted  that  part  of 
the  river,  where  it  is  fordable  in  the  ufual 
ftate  of  the  waters. 

Ayder,  having  no  fufpiclon  of  the  treachery 
of  Canero,  depended  on  the  weil-furni{hed 
magazines  of  the  city  for  the  fubfiftence  of  his 
troops.  But  he  was  in  the  higheft  aftonifh- 
ment,  the  day  after  the  arrival  of  the  Marattas, 
when  he  beheld  the  gates  of  the  city  fnut ;  and 
was  informed  that  Canero  had  determined  that 
the  v/hole  army  fhould  perifh,  either  by  hun- 
ger or  the  cannon  of  the  city,  unlefs  they 
delivered  up  Ayder  to  the  king,  who  had  ftrong 
reafons  for  fecuring  his  perfon.  This  account 
convinced  Ayder  that  Canero  had  fworn  his 
deftrudion.     He  fcnt  feveral  officers  to  treat 

with

with  him  j  but  the  day  was  confumed  without 
effsCt.  When  the  night  was  clofed  in,  he  fent 
for  the  chiefs  of  the  different  corps  into  his 
tent.  He  thanked  them  for  their  fidelity  to  him, 
and  afTured  them  that  he  would  not  be  the 
caufe  of  the  lofs  of  fo  many  brave  men.  He 
advifed  them  to  arrange  their  affairs,  at  the 
break  of  clay,  as  well  as  they  could,  with 
Canero  ;  and  informed  them  that  he  fhould 
determine  for  himfelf  in  the  courfe  of  that 
very  night.  At  the  fame  time  he  gave  fix 
months  pay  and  gratification  to  the  whole 
army,  which  was  diflributed  to  the  foldlers  be- 
fore anv  treaty  was  made  with  Canero.  He 
then  embraced  the  principal  officers,  telling 
them  that  he  depended  on  their  friendfhip 
when  a  favourable  opportunity  might  arrive  j 
and  afterwards  difmifTed  them.  About  mid- 
nlo-ht,  afiembling  thirty  of  his  men  on  whofe 
fidelity  and  bravery  he  could  rely,  he  com- 
mitted a  quantity  of  gold  to  the  charge  of 
each  J  and,  putting  himfelf  at  their  head,  at- 
tempted to  pafs  the  river  by  fwimming.  He 
fucceeded  j  and  happily  eluding  the  Maratta 
army,  kept  a  direct  courfe,  without  flopping, 
till  he  arrived  at  Benguelour,  which  is  thirty 
leagues  diflant  from  Syringpatnam.

When  he  came  near  this  fortrefs,  he  fent 
one  of  his  friends  to  his  uncle  Ibrah-im  Saeb, 
to  whom  he  had  entrufted  the  government, 
to  inform  him,  that  though  he  had  formerly 
poflefTed  lands,  fortrcfTes,  treafures,  and  an 
army,  he  had  now  no  more  remaining  than 
thirty  friends,  who  were  determined  to  fhare 
his  fortune  ;  that  he  therefore  begged  him  to 
fay,  with  fmcerity,  whether  he  could  ftill  rely 
on  his  friendfliip  ;  and  that  his  anfwer  would 
determine  whether  he  fhoula  come  to  Ben- 
guclour,  or  feek  an  afylum  eifev/hcre.  His 
uncle  having  received  this  meflage,  mounted 
his  horfe,  and  returned  with  the  meflenger  of 
Avder.  **  Courage  !"  faid  he,  on  meeting  his 
nephew,  "  nothing  is  loft  that  you  have  truftcd 
in  my  hands ;  and  God  will  affift  you  to  reco- 
ver the  reft."  Ayder  embraced  him,  and  they 
entered  Benguelour. 

Seeing  hipifelf  thus  in  poiTeftion  of  a  ftrong 
place,  he  began  to  hope  for  the  re-eftablifh- 
ment  of  his  affairs  ;  and  his  wifhes  were  foon 
partly  realized,  by  the  unforefeen  arrival  of  al- 
moft  all  his  cavalry,  which  the  brave  Moc- 
tum  Saeb,  his  brother-in-law,  brought  after 
him. 

At  the  time  that  Canero  was  in  treaty  with 
The  chiefs  of  Ayder's  army,  Modum  feizing 

the 
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the  inftant  of  a  fudden  and  unexpefted  decreafe 
of  the  Caveri,  crojled  the  river  at  the  head  of 
three  thoufand  horfe  ;  and  overthrov/ing  every 
force  the  Marattiis  brought  to  oppofe  him,  he 
opened  a  pafTage,  and  arrived  at  Benguelour  by 
favour  of  the  woods  and  mountains  he  was  per- 
fectly acquainted  with,  having  Jofi:  a  very  in- 
confiderable  number  of  men. 

Ayder  made  ufe  of  every  refource.  He  raifed 
troops  with  the  utmoft  celerity  ;  and  being  ne- 
cellarily  on  the  defenfive,  he  began  a  war  of 
flratagem  witli  the  Marattas,  fecondcd  by  his 
brother-in-law,  and  ailiiled  by  the  nature  of 
the  country. 

In  the  year  1 760,  at  the  time  he  was  bufied 
in  defending  his  own  proper  home,  Pondi- 
chcrry  being  in  great  danger,  he  detached  feven 
thoufand  men,  at  the  requeft  of  Mr,  Lally,  to 
affift  the  French,  under  the  command  of  his 
brother-in-law  Medium. 

MoiStum,  in  his  way  to  Pondicherry,  placed  a 
garrifon  in  the  fortrefs  of  Thiagar,  which  the 
Sieur  Mariol  put  into  his  hands,  by  order  of 
Mr.  Lally  ;  and  the  garrifon  of  that  place,  con- 
fining of  three  hundred  French  and  twelve  hun- 
dred feapoys,  having  joined  the  army  of  Ayder, 
Mo6tum,  after  repelling  a  party  of  the  Eng- 
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lifh,  who  pretended  to  difpute  the  pafTage  of 
a  river,  encamped  on  the  glacis  of  Pondi- 
cherry,  where  he  remained  two  months  ;  and 
threw  feveral  convoys  into  the  place,  without 
being  able  to  prevail  en  M.  Lally  to  encamp 
without  the  town.  He  returned  to  Ayder, 
bringing  with  him  all  the  French  cavalry 
under  the  Sieurs  Alain  and  Hughel,  and  fuch 
workmen  as  were  at  Pondicherry  :  a  pre- 
cious acquifition,  which  has  highly  contri- 
buted to  the  fuccefs  of  Ayder,  by  furnifhing 
him  with  Ikilful  armourers,  carpenters,  and 
other  workmen  from  the  arfenal  of  Pondi- 
cherry, coiIe£led  with  much  expence  and 
trouble  by  the  French.  Modum,  in  his  re- 
turn, paffing  by  Thiagar,  withdrew  his  gar- 
rifon;  and  the  French  replaced  fome  feapoys 
in  the  fame  :  Moftum  faying,  with  a  gene- 
rous fpirit  of  integrity,  that  as  the  place  was 
to  have  been  the  reward  for  delivering  Pondi- 
cherry, juftice  required  him  to  reftore  it,  fmce 
he  had  failed  in  the  attempt. 

This  adlion,  however,  may  perhaps  have 
been  more  political  than  generous.  But  the 
fact  is,  that  Thiagar  was  not  furrendered  to 
the  Englifh  till  after  the  capture  of  Pojidi- 
cherry. 

During: 
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During  the  abfence  of  Moclum,  Ayder  made 
a  truce  with  the  Marattas,  a  nation  very  averfe 
to  long  wars.  This  Nabob,  efteeming  the 
French  in  the  higheft  degree,  faw  with  great 
fatisfadion  a  fine  corps  of  cavalry  of  that 
nation  in  his  army  ;  and  he  was  ftill  more  re- 
joiced to  behold  them  accompanied  by  a  body 
of  workmen,  for  want  of  whofe  affillance  he 
was  in  no  fmall  diftrefs.  His  brother-in-law^ 
who  had  conciliated  the  affection  of  all  who 
knew  him,  was  doubtlefs  entitled  to  the  moft 
honourable  reception.  Ayder,  on  the  con- 
trary, received  him  with  coolnefs,  and  even 
with  indignation  J  making  it  a  crime  that  he 
had  not  accomplifhed  the  obje£l  of  his  mif- 
fion,  by  raifing  the  fiege  of  Pondicherry  j 
and,  without  v/aiting  for  his  reply,  he  degraded 
him  to  the  rank  of  fimple  cavalier,  as  being 
unworthy  of  any  command.  This  treatment, 
which  aftonifhed  all  the  world,  was  highly 
mortifying  to  the  ofncers  and  foldiers  who 
had  borne  a  part  in  the  expedition.  Many  of 
them,  particularly  the  French,  fpoke  to  Ayder 
in  favour  of  his  brother-in-law  j  but  he  ap- 
pearing always  in  anger,  but  at  the  fame  time 
willing  to  do  juftice,  confented  to  afiemble  all 
the  chiefs  of  his  army,  and  allowed  the  friends 
Vol.  I.  F  of 
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of  Modum  to  give  a  detail  of  his  conduiSt 
during  the  expedition  to  Pondicherry.  The 
whole  allembly  unanimoufly  extolling  the  me- 
rit of  Modum,  Ayder  ordered  his  grand 
favari  *  to  be  immediately  prepared  ;  and  be- 
ing on  his  march  to  the  houfe  of  his  brother- 
in-law,  followed  by  the  whole  aflembly,  he 
met  him  in  the  f  bazar,  where  he  was 
walking  on  foot  like  a  common  foldier.  As 
foon  as  Ayder  faw  him,  he  defcended  from 
his  elephant,  approached  IMoclum  and  em- 
braced him  cordially  feveral  times,  and  ad- 
drefled  him  nearly  in  thefe  v.'ords :  '*  I  find, 
"  by  the  account  of  your  friends,  that  I  wa5 
*'  wrong  in  blaming  your  condudl,  and  was 
**  going  to  your  houfe  to  make  an  apology 
*'  for  my  error.  I  am  happy  that  1  have  met 
*<  you,  that  the  fatisfadlion  I  make  may  be 
"  the  more  public."  Then  caufmg  him  to 
mount  the  king's  own  elephant,  he  conducted

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him  to  his  own  houfe,  riding  before  him  on 
horfeback,  with  all  his  attendants  in  procef- 
fion,  and  followed  by  the  people  and  foldiery  ; 
who,  happy  at  the  reconciliation  of  Ayder 
with  Modum,  fang  his  praifes,  in  which  his 
brother-in-law  v/as  not  forgotten. 

The  condu(5l  of  Ayder  in  this  tranfadion 
was  founded  in  juftice  ;  but,  according  to  all 
appearance,  it  was  not  lefs  the  efFedl  of  policy. 
He  was  then  looking  forward  at  a  great  for- 
tune, and  was  defirous  of  convincing  his  offi- 
cers, that,  as  he  had  not  fpared  his  brother-in- 
law,  v/ho  was  his  deareft  friend,  he  ihoul.d 
not  fail  in  punifliing  any  neglect  of  duty  in 
them. 

..  Ayder  loft  no  time  in  turning  the  arrival 
of  the  French  to  his  advantage.  He  fpread 
the  news  by  his  emiiTaries,  magnifying  their 
number  ;  and,  avowing  his  intention  to  march 
to  Syringpatnam,  he  invited  all  the  great  men 
of  Mayflbur  to  join  him  for  the  purpofe  of  de- 
livering the  king  from  the  power  of  the  trea- 
cherous Canero,  and  to  reftore  the  govern- 
ment in  conformity  to  the  laws  of  the  king- 
dom, Nand  Raja,  who  had  always  held  a 
fecret  correfpondence  with  Ayder,  quitted 
his  exile  and  joined  him  ;  and  it  is  faid,  th?.t 
F  2  he 
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he  furnifhed  him  with  large  fums  of  money 
to  raife  troops  ar^d  increafe  his  army. 

Cancro,  knowing  the  activity  of  Ayder, 
was  not  remifs  in  his  preparations.  He  col.- 
3e6ted  an  army  vaftly  more  numerous  than 
that  of  Ayder  j  and,  by  virtue  of  carefles  and 
rewards,  gained  to  his  party  thofe  Europeans 
who  had  managed  the  artillery  of  Ayder  be- 
fore his  flight.  His  artillery  was,  befides,  far 
Superior  in  number  and  quality,  fo  that  he 
did  not  fear  to  go  out  of  the  town,  and  wait- 
ed for  Ayder  at  Cenapatnam,  an  open  village 
feven  leagues  diftant  from  Syringpatnam. 

The  two  armies  were  encamped  at  the 
diflance  of  three  leagues  afunder.  The  de- 
pendence of  Ayder  on  his  own  troops,  and 
hopes  he  had  been  encouraged  to  form  from 
his  French  fuccours,  did  not  prevent  his  em- 
ploying ftratagem  againft  his  enemy.  Succefs 
attended  his  attempts. 

There  was  a  lady  at  Syringpatnam,  com- 
monly called  the  old  Dayva,  becaufe  her 
hufbar.d,  brother  of  the  king  and  of  Nand 
Raja,  had  been  regent  or  Dayva  of  the  king- 
dom. 

This  lady  had  pofleflcd  great  power  during 
ihe  regency  of  her  hufband,  who  left  her  ex- 
tremely 
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tremely  rich.  Naud  Raja,  her  brother-in- 
law,  on  his  acccxTion  to  the  regency,  had  not 
that  refpedl  and  confideration  flie  thought  were 
due  to  her  :  from  that  moment  (he  declared 
herfelf  his  enemy,  and  contributed  much  to 
his  lofs  of  the  regency.  This  princefs  had  al- 
ways protecled  Ayder  and  his  brother;  and,  as 
her  condu6l  was  not  very  exemplary,  the  fcan-* 
dalous  chronicle  affirmed,  that  Ayder  and  his 
brother  fhared  her  private  favours.  Though 
diftant  from  Syringpatnam,  Ayder  had  al- 
ways kept  up  an  intimate  correfpondence  with 
this  lady,  who  was  not  a  friend  to  Canero, 
though  apparently,  from  policy,  much  attach- 
ed to  him.  On  the  aflurance  that  Ayder  gave 
her,  that  Nand  Raja  fhould  never  be  regent, 
file  promifed  to  fervc  him  to  the  utmoll  of  her 
power,  and  even  fupplied  him  with  large  (urns 
of  money. 

Ayder,  to  make  every  advantage  of  the  friend- 
Ikip  of  this  lady,  on  whom  he  had  an  entire  reli- 
ance, tranfmitted  to  her  fictitious  letters,  addref- 
fed  to  the  principal  heads  of  the  army  of  Canero, 
in  which  he  appeared  to  prefcribe,  in  confe- 
quence  of  an  agreement  long  eftablilhed,  opera- 
tions to  be  made  by  them  upon  certain  fignals 
appoii)ted  by  Ayder.  The  intention  of  thefe

manoeuvres  was  apparently  that  of  furround- 
ing  Canero  at  the  commencement  of  the  bat- 
tle, and  preventing  his  efcape.  The  lady 
having  received  thefe  letters,  repaired  to  the 
camp  of  Canero  the  night  preceding  the 
battle  :  ihe  gave  him  the  letters  ;  and,  by  an 
artful  converfation  on  the  bufinefs,  increafed 
the  conilernation  of  the  minifter  :  the  confe- 
quence  was,  that  he  immediately  retired  to 
Syringpatnam,  leaving  the  command  of  the 
army  to  an  old  general  named  Pirkhan,  whom 
he  believed  to  be  in  his  interefts,  but  who 
was  reallv  the   friend  of  Ayder. 

Ayder,  infonned  of  every  thing  as  it  hap- 
pened, marched  with  his  army  at  the  break  of 
day  to  approach  that  of  Canero,  thrown  in- 
to great  agitation  by  his  departure.  The  news 
of  this  precipitate  march  augmented  the  confu- 
fion,  and  the  general  was  by  no  means  defirous 
of  removing  it.  A  number  of  deferters  from 
Canero's  army  arrived  in  the  camp  of  Ayder, 
with  the  news  of  his  flight.  As  foon  as  that 
Nabob  heard  their  report,  he  caufed  his  army 
to  halt,  and  fent  a  melTenger  to  the  general  of 
the  other  army  to  propofe  a  conference,  pub- 
licly affuring  him,  that  his  exertions  were  di- 
rcfted  againft  the  traitor  Canero,  and  not 
the  king  and  kingdom  of  MaylTour.     Pirkhan, 

after 
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after  talcing  the  advice  of  the  principal  chiefs 
of  his  army,  confented  to  a  conference  with 
Ayder  and  Nand  Raja,  in  the  prefence  of  the 
two  armies  ;  when  it  was  refolved,  to  the  great 
fatisfadion  of  the  foldiers,  that  they  fnould 
unite,  and  form  but  one  army  ;  and  that  a 
deputation  fliould  be  fent  immediately  to  the 
king  of  Mayffour,  praying  him  to  drive  the 
traitor  Canero  out  of  the  kingdom,  as  a  de- 
clared enemy  of  the  king  and  the  ftate.  When 
the  two  armies  were  united,  Ayder,  to  the 
furprife  of  every  one,  commanded  before  him 
the  Europeans  who  had  formerly  been  attach- 
ed to  his  fervice  and  that  of  his  brother  :  he 
made  them  ground  their  arms,  and,  giving 
every  one  a  ftroke,  after  the  manner  of  the 
Indians,  when  they  difhonour  or  degrade  any 
one,  he  drove  them  out  of  his  camp.  He  was 
induced  to  this  feverity,  as  he  faid,  becaufe 
thefe  foldiers,  having  been  loaded  with  favours 
by  his  brother  and  himfelf,  were  the  only  men 
of  all  his  troops  who  had  prefumed  to  carry 
arms  againfi:  him.  The  French  cavalry  from 
Pondicherry  were  prefent  at  this  execution, 
and  pretended  to  approve  it. 

The  deputation  from  the  army  being  arrived 

at   Syringpatnam,    the    anfwer   of  the    king, 

E  4  dictated. 
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diilated,  no  doubt,  by  Canero,  was,  that  they 
■were  traitors,  and  that  the  king  would  pu- 
nifli  them.  On  this  anfwer,  it  was  refolved 
to  lay  fiege  to  Syringpatnam  ;  which  was 
immediately  done,  to  prevent  Canero  from 
calling  in  the  afTiftance  of  the  Marattas. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  city  had  no  fooner 
heard  the  report  of  a  few  cannon,  than  they 
aifembled,  and  remonftrated  in  ftrong  terms 
againft  Canero,  excited,  moft  probably,  by 
the  dowager  Dayva  ;  who  at  length  prevailed 
on  the  king  to  deliver  Canero  to  the  army, 
and  to  declare  Ayder  regent  inflead  of  Nand 
Raja,  who  expe£led  the  appointment,  and  fup- 
pofed  Ayder  would  be  contented  with  the  poft 
of  generaliflimo. 

Upon  his  accepting  the  regency,  Ayder 
-made  every  fubmiflion  to  appeafe  Nand  Raja. 
He  gave  him  a  confiderable  territory,  and 
made  a  promife,  both  in  writing  and  by  oath, 
that  he  would  never  make  any  attempt  on  his 
liberty,  property,  or  life,  but  would  always  re- 
gard him  as  his  father. 

Ayder  afterwards  c.iufed  the  Bramin  doctors 
to  be  aflemblcd  to  judge  Canero.  He  was 
condemned  to  death  for  having  invited  a  fo- 
reign enemy  into  the  kingdom,  and  levying 

war 
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war  againft  the  king's  moft  faithful  fubjei3:s. 
By  virtue  of  his  power  as  regent,  Ayder  fpared 
his  life,  and  commuted  his  punifhment  into 
that  of  being  fhut  up  in  an  iron  cage  in  the 
middle  of  the  moft  public  place  of  Bengue- 
lour  ;  where  it  is  ftill  to  be  feen,  with  the 
bones  of  this  unhappy  favourite,  who. lived  two 
years  in  the  cage,  expofed  to  the  infults  of  a 
populace  that  adored  Ayder. 

As  a  beginning  of  his  performance  of  the 
duty  of  a  regent,  Ayder  caufed  an  exacSt  ac- 
count to  be  made  out  of  the  royal  revenues,  to- 
gether with  the  treafure  and  jewels.  He  found 
that  the  greateft  part  of  t?ie  jewels,  inftead  of 
being  in  the  treafury,  were  in  pawn  with  the 
court  banker  *,    who  had   advanced   money 

when 


*  In  every  great  city  of  Indoftan,  efpecially  thofe 
where  courts  are  kept,  there  are  rich  bankers,  named  Sar- 
cars.  They  are  all  Giizerats,  or  natives  of  that  coun- 
try. Their  integrity  or  credit,  as  well  as  their  fkill 
in  bufinefs,  is  much  efteemed.  Their  bufinefs  is  properly 
that  of  bankers,  borrowing  or  lending  money,  furnifhing 
or  taking  letters  of  exchange  on  all  places,  not  ex- 
cepting even  thole  at  which  they  have  no  correfpon- 
dence.  In  this  laft  cafe,  they  make  ufe  of  money 
porters,  wlio  carry  money  to  any  diftance,  charging 
.their  carriage  at  per  league.  Thefe  men  may  be  de- 
pended on  j  and  i.t  is  related,  that  one  of  them  bav- 
ins 
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when  Salabetzing,  Suba  of  Decan,  accompani- 
ed by  M.  BuiTi,  came  as  far  as  the  gates  of  Sy- 
ringpatnam,  and  forced  the  king  of  MayfTour 
to  pay  contributions. 

Ayder  being  informed  that  this  man  had 
acquired  the  whole  of  his  immenfe  fortune  in 
the  fervice  of  the  ftate,  was  difpleafed  that  he 
had  demanded  pledges  on  lending  money  to  the 
government.      He   ordered   the  jewels   to  be 

ing  carried  off  a  confiderable  fum  belonging  to  a  banker 
at  Madras,  tiie  reft  of  the  people  following  the  fame 
occupation  afiembled,  and  reimburfed  the  banker,  tho' 
under  no  obligation  to  do  it;  and  two  of  them  imme- 
diately  repaired  to  Goa,  where  the  thief  had  taken  re- 
fuge, and,  cutting  off  his  head,  brought  it  to  Madras, 
where  it  was  carried  to  ail  the  bankers  to  be  feen,  in 
order  that  the  puniiliment  of  the  crime  might  enfure  a 
continuation  of  their  confidence.  Letters  of  exchange 
zie  far  more  ancient  in  India  than  in  Europe  ;  but  are 
rot  drawn  to  order,  which  creates  a  difficulty  in  cafe 
of  the  death  or  abfence  of  the  perfon  in  whofe  favour 
they  are  drawn.  This  difficulty  is  in  fome  meafure 
obviated  by  naming  feveral  perfons  in  the  fame  bill  : 
fo  tkat  the  letter  of  exchange  drawn  by  an  Indian 
banker  rnns,  "  Pay  to  John,  or  in  his  abfence  to  Pe- 
ter, or  in  his  abfence  to  James,  &.'c." 

Befides  dealing  in  money,  thefe  bankers  traffic  like- 
•wlfe  in  precious  itones,  coral,  pearls,  and  gold  and  fil- 
ver  plate.  Some  of  them  are  very  rich  ;  and  there 
are  infurance  companies  of  great  credit  at  Snrat,  at 
Madras,  and  at  Calcutta,  entirely  compofed  of  Guzerat 
Ibarikers. 

taken 
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taken  out  of  his  hands,  and  his  due  paid  him  j 
but  at  the  fame  time  nominated  a  commiffion 
to  infpect  his  accounts.  The  commiffioners 
having  found  him  guilty  of  fraud  and  extor- 
tion in  his  dealings  with  the  ftate,  condemned 
him  to  perpetual  imprifonment  and  confifcation 
of  all  his  property.  The  luxury  of  this  banker 
was  enormous.  It  is  faid  that  his  children  had 
cradles  of  gold  fufpended  from  the  ceiling  by 
chains  of  the  fame  metal.  Ayder  caufed  the 
judgment  to  be  put  in  execution,  but  gave  him 
a  penfion  to  fubfift  on  j  and  placed  his  fons  in 
the  fervice,  where  they  have  been  preferred. 

Order  and  regularity  were  foon  eftabliflied 
in  the  finances,  and  Ayder  then  proceeded  to 
compel  a  number  of  petty  tyrants,  known  by 
the  name  of  Palleagars  *,  to  evacuate  their  for- 
treiTcs.  He  was  under  the  necefllty  of  ufmg 
force  with  feme  of  them,  but  the  greater  part 
treated  with  him  in  a  friendly  manner.  He 
compelled  likewife  many  Rajas,  vaflals  and 
tributaries  to  the   kingdom  of  Mayflbur,    to 

*  The  Palleagars  are  people  who  inhabit  cailles  or 
final  1  fortreffes.  There  are  many  in  India,  but  there 
does  not  exift  one  in  all  the  dominions  of  Ayder.  This 
name  is  given  only  to  Gentocs,  and  is  not  properly 
applied  to  Mogcls, 

acknow- 
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acknowledge  their  dependence,  and  pay  the 
tribute  with  pundluality  and  exadlnefs.  He 
likewife  obliged  many  neighbouring  kings, 
fuch  as  the  kings  of  Canara,  the  Marattas, 
and  the  Patane  Nabobs  of  Canour,  Carpet, 
and  Sanour,  to  reftore  the  lands  they  had 
ufurped  from  the  kingdom  of  MayfTour.  But 
he  did  not  accomplifn  all  this  v/ithout  declar- 
ing war,  and  obtaining  many  vi^ftorles  over 
them.  The  Patanes  were  dreaded  through  all 
Indoftan,  for  their  valour  and  their  perfidy. 
Ayder  acquired  great  reputation  by  the  fignal 
vidory  he  gained  over  the  three  Nabobs, 
near  Sanour  j  for  which  he  was  indebted  to 
the  bravery  and  fpirited  evolutions  of  the  French 
cavalry  under  M.  Hughel. 

This  vidlory  of  Sanour  induced  Bazalet- 
zing,  king  of  Adonis,  and  brother  of  Nizam 
Ali  Khan,  Suba  of  Decan,  to  fend  an  embaily 
to  him. 

Thofe  princes  were  at  war  with  the  Marat- 
tas, who  had  lately  received  a  confiderable 
check  on  the  banks  of  the  Kifna,  in  a  battle 
they  had  loft  agtiinft  the  united  crmies  of  the 
Grand  Vifir  *  of  the  empire,  and  of  Abdalla, 


*  This  Grand  Vifir  was   Slia  Abadin  Khan,  pr 

otherwife 
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king  of  the  Patanes  f,  in  which  fixty  thoufand 
Marattas  were  left  on  the  fpot. 

Bazaletzing  had  laid  fiege  to  Scirra,  aftrong 
place  fituated  between  his  dominions  and  the 
kingdom  of  Mayflbur,  and  gives  the  title  to  a 
Subafhip  ;  of  which  the  whole  diftri£l  has  been 
either  feizcd  by  the  Marattas,  or  united  to  the 
Subafhip  of  Decan.  This  prince  imagined, 
that  taking  advantage  of  the  defeat  of  the  Ma- 
rattas, he  fhould  eaiily  get  poffeiTion  of  Scirra, 

and, 

otherwife  named  Suja  Dowla,  who  rwccee<ied  hi? 
graiidfatlier  Nizam  El  Moulouc,  and  his  father  Grou- 
zeddy  Khan. — He  is,  beilde*,  Ibvereign  of  an  extenfive 
territory  on  the  Ganges. 

f  This  Abdallah  is  king  of  Candahar.  When  he 
had  joined  his  army  to  that  of  Suja  Dowla,  they  drove 
the  Marattas  from  Delhi  as  far  as  Kifna,  where  the 
fugitives  eroded  the  river,  and  waited  to  defend  the 
pafl'age.  The  Patanes  and  the  Mogols  feveral  times 
attempted  to  crofs  the  river,  but  could  not  fucceed, 
many  Patanes  being  taken  prifoners  in  the  attempt. 
Raguba,  general  of  the  Marattas,  caufed  them  to  be 
brought  before  him,  and  propofed  to  them  to  join  the 
Marattas.  They  replied,  that  Mahometans  were  not 
made  to  ferve,  but  to  command  other  men.  Raguba 
demanded,  if  they  were  ftronger  or  more  couiageous 
than  other  men  ?  To  which  they  replied,  Give  u« 
arms,  and  you  (hall  fee.  .A.s  they  were  very  few  in 
number,  Raguba  caufed  arms  to  be  given  them  ;  and 
ihey  inltantly  fell  upon  the  Marattas,  who  were  obli- 

sed 
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and,  by  that  means,  become  of  equal  rank 
with  his  brother,  by  acquiring  the  title  of 
Suba.  But,  his  army  not  being  equal  to  the 
undertaking,  he  experienced  a  refiftance  that 
would  have  reduced  him  to  the  fhameful  ne- 
cefllty  of  raifing  the  fiege,  if  he  had  not  been 
advifed  to  form  an  alliance  with  Ayder  j  who 
was  enchanted  to  find  himfelf  fought  after  by 
a  prince  of  fo  elevated  a  rank.  He  did  not, 
however,  confent  to  join  his  army  till  he  had 
previoufly  made  an  advantageous  treaty.     In 

ged  to  put  them  ali  to  the  fword.  Abdalla  and  Siija 
Dowla,  finding  too  much  difficulty  in  forcing  a  pul- 
lage  over  the  Kil'na,  made  ule  of  ftratagem.  They 
pretended  to  quarrel,  and  Abdalla  departed,  as  if  in- 
tending to  return  to  his  own  dominions.  Raguba,  be- 
ing adviied  of  this,  paflcd  the  Kifna  to  attack  Suja 
Dowla,  who  pretended  to  avoid  him  ;  but,  fending  in- 
telligence to  Abdalla,  the  two  allies  joined,  and  faced 
their  enemy.  The  Marattas  were  attacked,  and  gave 
way  ;  and,  being  vigoroufly  followed,  they  loft  hxty 
thoufand  men,  for  want  of  time  to  repafs  the  Kifna. 
Kaguba  was  general  only  for  the  minority  of  Madtt- 
rao,  his  nephew,  whom  he  caufed  to  be  afiaffinated. 
The  Marattas  did  not  fufFer  him  to  retain  the  regency 
during  the  minority  of  the  fon  of  Madurao,  but  ex- 
pelled him.  He  took  refuge  among  the  Englifli  at 
Bombay,  who  efpoufed  his  caufe.  This  is  precifely 
the  event  that  occalioned  the  war  between  the  Marattas 
and  that  European  nation. 

this 
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this  treaty  it  was  agreed,  that  Ayder  fhould 
appear  before  Scirra  with  his  army,  and  a  nu- 
merous artillery ;  that  Bazaletzing  and  him- 
felf  fhould  carry  on  the  fiege  conjointly,  till 
the  place  was  taken  ;  that  as  foon  as  it  fhould 
furrender,  each  army  fhould  take  pofTeffion  on 
its  refpeilive  fide  of  attack  ;  that  all  the  artil- 
lery, ammunition,  and  in  general  every  thing 
that  could  be  carried  away,  fhould  be  the  fhare 
of  Bazaletzing,  who  fhould  either  take  it  in 
kind,  or  receive  the  value  from  Ayder  ;  and, 
that  this  lafl  fhould  take  polTeliion  of  the 
place. 

Ayder  being  arrived  before  the  place  with  a 
well-difciplined  army,  and  a  grand  train  of  ar- 
tillery ferved  by  Europeans,  made  his  attack 
in  a  manner  very  different  from  that  made  ufe 
of  by  Bazaletzing.  By  fuccefsful  undermi- 
ning, he  blew  up  two  baflions  and  the  curtain, 
which  forced  the  befieged  to  furrender  at  dif- 
cretion,  and  increafed  the  terror  his  arms  had 
fpread  over  the  extenfive  empire  of  India. 

In  the  execution  of  the  treaty  between  thefe 
two  princes,  Bazaletzing,  who  was  always 
afterwards  called  the  Merchant  by  Ayder,  pre- 
ferred the  receiving  money  for  his  fhare  of 
the  capture  j  and  bcfides,  engaged  to  folicit  his 
3  brothers. 
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brothers,  the  Grand  Vifir,  and  the  Suba  of 
Decan,  to  caufe  Ayder  to  be  acknowledged 
Suba  of  Scirra,  which  immediately  took  ef- 
fedl,  the  Grand  Vifir  *  fending  him  an  em- 
bafly  with  the  Paravana  which  declared  him 
Suba  of  Scirra,  with  all  the  honours  an- 
nexed to  the  title,  as  the  round  palanquin  fj 
the  fifhes  head,  &c.  It  was  thus  that  Ayder^ 
born  a  private  perfon,  found  himfelf  raifed  to 
the  rank  of  the  greateft  princes  of  India  t; 
and,  from  a  fubje6l  of  the  king  of  Alayflbur, 
he  became  his  fuperior  j  the  kingdom  of  Mayf- 
four,  which  is  held  of  the  Mogol  emperor, 

*  The  Mogol  empire  was  then  in  a  ftate  of  anarchy, 
the  emperor  being  no  more  than  an  inefFeflual  name. 
Allnmfha,  one  of  tl\e  princes  of  the  Mogol  bicod,  had 
retired  to  Ilha  Hadabad,  where  he  allumcd  the  title  of 
Great  Mogol  ;  but  Suja  Dowla  acknowledged  another 
young  prince,  then  an  infant.  His  uncles  Ivlizam  Dow- 
la, Suba  of  Decan,  Bazaletzing,  king  of  Adonis,  and 
Ayder  by  complaifance  for  Sujah  Dowla,  acknow- 
ledged the  lame  prince,  but  merely  by  name,  without 
renderin<'-  any  obedience  or  fubmilfion  to  either  him  or 
his  vilir,  who  was  prefumed  to  have  the  regency. 

-j-  Thefe  honours  are  marks  of  the  dignity  of  Suba, 
and  will  be  explained  in  a  future  page. 

X  The  Subas  are  at  prefent  the  greateft  princes  in 
India,  and  regard  themfelves  as  the  rrprefentatives  of 
the  emperor.  They  are  above  the  tributary  kings  of 
the  empire. 

2  having 
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having  been  comprized  in  his  Subafhip.  At 
the  time  of  his  receiving  the  title  and  honours 
of  Suba  of  Scirra,  he  engaged  to  make  war 
on  the  Marattas  ;  who  had  then  feen  the  end 
of  their  empire,  if  the  princes,  fons  of  Nizam 
El  Moulouc,  had  pofTeffed  as  much  courage 
and  intelligence  as  Ayder ;  and  if,  more  efpe- 
clally,  the  king  of  the  Patanes  had  not  aban- 
doned his  allies,  and  returned  into  his  own 
country,  fatisfied  with  the  immenfe  plunder  he 
had  obtained. 

Ayder,  continuing  the  war  with  fuccefs 
againft  the  Marattas,  took  Markfira  and  Mag- 
gheri,  ftrong  places  in  the  diftriirt  of  Scirra, 
as  well  as  the  kingdom  of  Bifnagar  or  BafTa- 
patnam.  But  the  Marattas  ha\'ing  colledted 
their  forces  againft  him,  h.e,  bv  the  pufillani- 
mity  of  his  allies,  had  nearly  loft  his  life, 
having  received  a  ftroke  on  the  head  with  a 
fabre,  in  a  battle  in  which  neither  Tide  gained 
the  vidory.  A  few  days  afterwards  he  con- 
cluded a  truce  for  three  years  ;  and  preferved 
his  conquefts  by  paying  a  fum  of  money  to  the 
general  of  that  nation. 

This  war  was  fcarcely  finifhed,  when  a 
new  opportunity  prefented  itfelf  for  extending 
the  power  and  reputation  of  Avder.     The  fon 
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of  the  queen  of  Canara  had  efcaped  from 
Rana  Biddeluru,  capital  of  that  kingdom,  and 
came  to  the  Suba  at  Bifnagar,  to  implore  his 
alTiflance,  that  his  mother  might  be  eom- 
pelled  to  put  him  in  poiTelTion  of  the  kingdom 
of  his  anceftors  ;  the  regency  of  which  fhe  had 
held  fmce  the  death  of  her  hufband,  the  late 
king,  and  father  of  the  young  prince,  and  Itiil 
retained  it,  though  her  fon  had  arrived  at  the 
age  prefcribed  by  law  for  him  to  take  charge 
.of  the  government  himfelf. 

As  the  kingdom  of  Canara  was  comprized 
in  the  fubafhip  of  Scirra,  the  prince  could 
carry  his  complaint  with  propriety  to  no  other 
tribunal  than  that  of  Ayder.  The  young  prince 
was  therefore  favourably  received,  and  his 
mother  wus  cited,  by  an  ambaflador  of  Ayder, 
to  appear  before  the  Suba  at  a  time  fixed. 

This  woman,  who  poflefied  a  degree  of 
courage  unufual  in  her  fex,  and  who,  from  the 
anarchy  that  had  long  reigned  in  the  Mogol's 
empire,  was  habituated  to  defpife  the  orders 
of  the  emperor  and  his  officers,  replied  to  the 
ambaffador  of  Ayder,  that  fhe  was  queen,  and 
knew  no  fuperior.  On  this  anfwer,  which 
Ayder  expeded,  war  was  determined  on  againft 
the  queen  j  but  the  nature  of  the  country  pro- 

mifed 
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mhed  to  throw  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of 
the  expedition. 

Rana  Biddeluru,  capital  of  the  kingdom  of 
Canara,  is  one  of  the  largeft  and  beft  peopled 
cities  of  India.  It  contains  at  leaft  fifty  thou- 
■fand  fouls  ;  among  whom  are  about  thirty 
thoufind  Chriftians,  who  have  great  privileges. 
This  confiderable  population  is,  however,  by 
no  means  proportionate  to  the  extent  of  the  city, 
v/hofe  circuit  exceeds  three  leagues.  It  will 
not  be  found  that  this  is  an  exaggeration,  when 
it  is  confidered,  that  there  nre  ftreets  in  it, 
nearly  in  a  right  line,  of  two  leagues  in  length. 
Befi.des,  the  grcated  part  of  the  ground  on 
v/hich  the  town  ftands  is  inhabited  by  great 
men  and  nobility,  whofe  houfes  are  each  in 
the  midft  of  a  large  garden,  enclofing  vaft 
bafons  or  refervoirs  of  water,  as  v/ell  for  the 
purpofes  of  pleafure  as  utility.  A  prodigious 
number  of  trees,  planted  in  thefe  gardens, 
fliade  all  the  ftreets ;  which  are  watered  on  each 
fide  by  a  rivulet  of  clear  and  limpid  water, 
and  have  no  other  pavement  than  a  fine 
gravel. 

This  beautiful  city  is  fituated  near  a  fmall 

mountain,  at  whofe   fummit  is  a  confiderable 

fortrefs,    fiace  much  more    flrongly  fortified 

G  2  hy 
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by  Ayder.     The  mountain  is  in  a  plain  about 
five  or  fix  leagues  in  diameter,  environed   by 
mountains   and  forefts   that  extend  for  more 
than  twenty  leagues  every  way,   and  are  not 
to  be  pafTed  but  by  narrow  pafiages,  defended 
by  forts   at  a   fmall  diftance  from  each  other. 
Thefe  circumftances  render  the  accefs  to  the 
city  extremely  difficult  for  an  array,  that  may 
be  checked  at  every  ftep  by  an  inconudcrable 
force,  and  cannot  encamp  but  in  the  length  of  a 
ilony  paflage,  where  it  is  liable  to  be  attacked 
by  the  people  of  the  country,   who  know  all 
the  fecret  pafiages,  and  can  continually  lay  ia 
ambufii  to  annoy   their  enemy.     The  woods 
cannot  be  cut  down,  much  Icfs  burned*,  with- 
out infinite  labour  ;   and  they  are  filled  with 
tygers,  bears,   elephants,  and  every  fpecies  of 
venomous  reptiles. 

A  mafs  of  fuch  almofi:  infuperable  obftacles 
as  prefented  themfelves  to  Ayder,  ought  to 
have  deterred  him  from  his  enterprize,  if  he 
had  not  been  accompanied  by  the  young 
prince,  who  was  beloved  by  the  people  and 
the  men  in  power ;  v/hile  the  queen  his  mother 

*  In  thefe  foiefts  are  a  prodigious  nuifiber  of  bam- 
boos, a  tree  that  cannot  be  burned  without  fitft  cut- 
ting it  down  and  drying  it. 

7  was 
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was  detefted  by  them,  as  well  for  her  haugh- 
tinefs  and  pride,  as  for  having  contra6led  a 
feco-nd  marriage  with  a  Bramin,  contrary  to 
the  law  of  the  place,  which  prohibits  the 
widows  of  their  kings  from  marrying  a  fecond 
time. 

Aydcr,  determined  to  make  the  attempt,  left 
Bifnagar,  carrying  with  him  the  prince  of 
Canara,  at  the  head  of  6,coo  men  of  his  beft 
cavalry,  and  fome  Caleros,  men  habituated  to 
traverfe  the  mountains  and  forefts.  He  was 
followed  by  a  number  of  oxen  *  loaded  with 
rice;  and  with  no  other  baggage,  he  advanced, 
by  forced  marches,  towards  the  capital  of 
Canara.  His  movement  was  fo  rapid,  that  he 
palled  on  without  finding  any  obitacle,   and 

•  Oxen  are  of  the  greatefl  utility  in  India,  both 
for  draught  and  carriage.  This  fpecies,  which  is 
but  little  varied  in  Europe,  is  very  much  fo  in  In- 
dia, much  more  than  any  other  fpecies  of  animals. 
There  are  fome  extremely  tall,  Ibme  middle  fized,  and 
fome  fmall.  They  work  at  the  plough,  draw  all  forts 
of  carriages,  and  go  very  faft.  Some  have  their  horns 
ftrait,  others  curved,  and  others  have  none  at  all.  The 
greater  number  have  a  bunch  on  the  back  ;  and  gene- 
rally it  is  an  animal  of  the  greateft  utility,  which  is 
ftlll  more  enhanced  by  the  confideration,  that  after  do- 
ing much  fervice,  its  flefh  is  eatable,  and  its  fKin  tanned 
for  leather, 

G  3  arrived 
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arrived  on  the  plain  of  Biddeluru  before  die 
queen  had  received  any  news  of  his  march. 
His  cavalry,  accuftomed  to  every  kind  of 
ground,  terrified  the  Canarins,  who  had  ne- 
ver beheld  a  legion  of  that  kind.  The  good 
difcipline  cbferved  by  his  troops,  and  the  fight 
of  the  legitimate  prince,  caufed  Ayder  to  be  re- 
ceived every  where  as  a  tutelar  divinity. 

On  his  appearance  in  the  plain,  his  cavalry 
eafily  difperfed  a  part  of  the  queen's  army,  that 
attempted  to  oppofe  his  paiTage  ;  and  that  prin- 
cefs,  who  had  fcarcely  time  to  make  her 
efcape,  was  purfued,  taken,  and  conduced  in- 
to the  prefence  of  the  conqueror. 

Ayder  ufed  his  vi(Slory  with  the  greateft 
moderation.  He  received  the  queen  in  the 
moft  gracious  manner,  and  reconciled  her  with 
her  fon  ;  who  granted  her  a  confiderable  pen- 
iion,  allowing  her  to  live  with  her  hufoand. 
To  fatisfy  the  people,  who  ardently  defired^ 
it,  the  young  prince  v/as  proclaimed  king  :  he 
made  homage  to  the  empire  for  his  kingdom, 
and  figned  the  treaty,  as  well  as  his  mother, 
and  the  principal  great  men  of  the  country. 

While  thefe  tranfactions  were  performing 
in  the  kingdom  of  Canara,  the  army  of  Ayder 
advanced  into  the   country,  and  his  infantry 

took. 
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took  pofTeiiicn,  without  refiftance,  of  all  the 
pofts  that  were  neceffary  to  fecure  his  return, 
and  the  fucceis  of  any  thing  he  might  think 
proper  to  undertake. 

Before  he  engaged  in  the  war  that  was 
to  place  the  prince  of  Canara  on  the  throne  of 
his  anceftors,  Ayder  made  a  treaty  with  him, 
by  which  the  prince  yielded  to  the  Suba  the 
port  of  Mangalor,  with  a  tract  of  country  to 
form  a  communication  from  thence  to  the  fron- 
tiers of  the  kingdom  of  MayjGTour.  In  execution 
of  this  treaty,  Ayder,.after  caufing  the  new  king 
to  be  crowned,  marched  with  a  party  of  his 
troops  to  take  pofiefnon  of  Mangalor,  leaving 
a  part  of  his  army  encamped  at  the  gates  of 
Rana  Biddeluru. 

The  queen  of  Canara,.  enraged  to  find  her- 
felf  deprived  of  the  fovereignty,  had  pretend- 
ed to  be  reconciled  with  her  fon,  and  to  ac- 
knowledge him  as  king,  v/ith  no  ether  inten- 
tion than  to  wait  for  an  opportunity  of  de- 
ftroying  Ayder.  With  this  hope,  and  com- 
pletely to  gratify  her  vengeance,  Ihe  refolV^^d  on 
the  death  of  this  generous  Suba.  She  therefore 
endeavoured  to  gain  the  confidence  of  her  fon, 
whofe  feeble  and  pufillaninious  fpiiit  Cae  vrell 
kiiew.  She  reproached  him,  with  a  difiembled 
G  A.  tendernefsj 
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tendernefs,  that,  to  haften  the  beginning  of  his 
reign,  he  had  inconfiderately  delivered  up  his 
kingdom  to  barbarians,  the  enemies  of  his  re- 
ligion, who  would  leave  him  only  the  empty 
name  of  king,  after  depriving  him  of  the  moft 
valuable  part  of  his  dominions,  and  moft  pro- 
bably would  finifh  by  entirely  robbing  him  of 
the  whole.  At  length,  by  force  of  infinuations, 
and  under  the  appearance  of  a  highly  difintc- 
refted  perfon,  who  had  refigned  a  kingdom  to 
him.,  fhe  fucceeded  in  her  endeavours  to  make 
him  regret  the  treaty  with  Ayder  ;  and,  con- 
tinuing to  act  on  his  fears  of  the  future  inten- 
tions of  the  Suba,  fhe  acquired  fuch  an  empire 
over  his  mind,  that  he  was  brought  to  confent 
to  the  afTaffination  of  Ayder,  which  fhe  had 
proje6led  in  a  manner  that,  in  its  own  nature, 
was  almoft  certain  of  fuccefs. 

During  his  flay  at  Rana  Biddeluru,  Avder  had 
dwelt  in  the  palace  of  the  kings  of  Canara, 
and  was  of  courfe  to  refide  there  on  his  re- 
turn. From  this  palace  to  a  famous  pagoda, 
there  was  a  fubterraneous  communication, 
known  to  very  few  except  the  queen.  The 
queen  had  refolved  to  undermine  the  palace, 
and  to  blow  up  Ayder  the  night  of  his  return, 
when  he  fhould  be  at  table  with  his  principal 

officers. 
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officers  *,  hoping,  that  at  the  inftant  of  the 
cataftrophe,  the  people  and  foldiers  of  Canara, 
animated  by  her  fon,  might  eafily  put  the 
troops  of  Ayder  to  the  fword  in  their  iirft 
confufion  and  diforder. 

This  projeci:  might  have  been  eafily  put  in 
praftice  by  means  of  her  hufband,  the  fuperior 
of  the  Bramins  who  belonged  to  the  pagoda. 
The  day  of  Ayder's  return  was  come,  and  the 
moment  approached  in  which  this  Suba  and  his 
retinue  v/ere  to  perlfti  by  treachery  ;  when  the 
plot  firft  came  to  the  knowledge  of  a  Bramin, 
chief  of  a  pagoda  fome  leagues  diftant  from 
the  city.  Whether  he  was  actuated,  as  the 
Bramins  affirm,  by  a  deteftation  and  horror  for 
the  crime  ;  or  whether  his  hatred  for  the  queen 
and  her  hufband,  who  v/ere  united  contrary 
to  their  law,  was  his  leading  motive  ;  he  con- 
veyed himfelf  in  fecret  to  Rana  Biddeluru,  and, 
prefenting  himfelf  befor-e  Ayder,  as  if  to  com- 
pliment him  on  his  happy  return,  he  advifed 
him  openly,  in  the  prefence  of  the  king  and 
queen,  of  the  confpiracy,  and  the  danger  he  was 
in.     This  aftoniftiing  recital  made  the  v/hole 

*  Ayder,  like  all  the  other  Indians,  makes  two  meals 
a  day,  tlie  firft  at  eight  in  the  morning,  the  fecond-^at 
midnight, 

aflembly 
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ailembly  tremble,  but  made  no  imprefHon  upon 
Ayder;  who,  looking  round,,  difcovered  the  guil- 
ty perfons  without  diffieuky.  He  ordered  them 
to  be  feized.  The  witneffeswere  heard,  and,  the 
truth  being  eftabliflied  on  the  fpot,  the  queen, 
her  hufband,  and  all  their  accomplices,  were 
put  to  death,,  except  the  king  of  Canara,  who 
was  carried  prifoner  to  Maggheri,  near  Scirra,. 
and  his  kingdom  v/as  confifcated. 

The  difcovery  of  this  confpiracy  was  worth 
a  fine  kingdom  to  Ayder,  rich  in  all  forts  of 
productions,  and  having  a  valuable  extent  of 
fea-coaft,  with  a  good  number  of  fea-ports.. 
The  immenfe  quantities  of  rice,  pepper,  cin- 
namon, cardamoms,  coral,  fandal  wood,  and 
ivory,  that  abound  in  this  kingdom,  have 
caufed  it  to  be  called  the  granary  and  ware- 
houfe  of  all  India.  In  the  mountains  there  are 
mines  of  gold,  diamonds,  rubies,  and  other 
precious  flones ;  and  even  in  the  very  fortrefs 
of  Rana  Biddeluru,  there  is  a  rich  gold  mine. 
When  Ayder  took  pofleilion  of  the  place,  he 
found  an  immenfe  treafure  in  gold,  coined  and 
in  ingots,  in  trinkets  and  precious  ftones,  that 
was  indeed  ftupendous,  if  credit  m.ay  be  given 
to  the  accounts  of  the  French,  who  accompa- 
panied  him  in  that  expedition.     They  fay  that 

the

the  prince  caufed  pearls  and  precious  ftones  to 
be  meafured  in  their  fight  with  a  corn  mea- 
fure  ;  and  that,  having  made  two  heaps  of  gold 
and  trinkets,  they  furpalTed  the  height  of  a  man 
on  horfeback^  On  this  happy  occafion  Ayder 
gratified  all  his  troops  with  half  a  year's  pay, 
not  excepting  thofe  that  were  in  garrifon  in 
different  parts  of  his  dominions.  He  changed 
the  name  of  Rana  Biddeluru  into  that  of  Ay- 
der Nagar,  or  Royal  City  of  Ayder,  and  the 
name  of  Mangalor  into  that  of  Corial  or  Port 
Royal.  He  affumed  at  the  fame  time  the  title 
of  King  of  Canara  and  of  the  Corgues,  a  fmall 
kingdom  Ctuated  at  the  fouthern  extremity  of 
Canara,  and  feparated  from  that  kingdom,  as 
well  as  from  the  Malabar  diftriit,  and  the  king- 
dom of  Mayffour,-  by  mountains  that  entirely 
enclofe  it.  It  has  long  been  in  fubjecSlion  to 
the  kings  of  Canara. 

Ayder,,  after  taking  pcfleffion  of  the  capital, 
vifited  the  feveral  parts  of  his  new  dominions,, 
and  was  every  where  acknowledged  fovereign. 
withfcarce  any  oppofition.  But  being  defircus 
of  re-uniting  certain  cantons  of  this  kingdom,. 
in  poileffion  of  the  Portuguefe,  he  did  not  find 
the  viceroy  of  Goa  difpofcd  to  make  this  ref- 
titution  ;  and.  as  he  was  far  fupcrior  in  force  tO' 
J  the 
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the  Portuguefe,  he  did  not  hefitate  to  attack 
them.  With  little  difficulty  he  got  pofleffion 
of  the  country  of  Carvar  and  its  fortrefs  of 
Opir  *,  fituated  in  the  country  of  Sunda,  for- 
merly difmembered  from  the  kingdom  of  Ca- 
nara.  As  he  was  preparing  to  lay  fiege  to  the 
fort  of  Rama,  a  fortrefs  on  the  point  of  a  cape 
of  the  fame  name,  and  the  only  barrier  that 
could  flop  his  progrefs  to  Goa,  the  French, 
who  were  under  his  command,  refufed  to  give 
him  the  leaft  affiftance,  preferring  rather  to  re- 
tire into  the  fort  of  Rama  than  to  combat  with 
the  Portuguefe  :  M.  Hughel,  fiding  with  the 
French,  abandoned  him  likewife. 

Ayder,  knowing  it  to  be  impoffible  to  take 
this  fort  with  his  own  troops,  did  not  hefitate 
in  making  .peace  with  the  Portuguefe,  who 
yielded  him  the  country  of  Carvar.  This  in- 
conftancy  of  the  French,  and  other  fimilar 
events,  gave  Ayder  to  underftand  that  he  fliould 

*  This  fortrefs  is  much  renowned  for  its  ftrength. 
Ayder  has  augmented  the  fortifications.  The  Portu- 
guefe and  the  Marattas  hare  befieged  it  without  fuc- 
cefs.  It  defends  the  country  of  Carvar  on  the  Por- 
tuguefe fide,  and  the  entrance  of  the  river  Sangherl, 
tliat  gives  its  name  to  a  city  at  three  leagues  diftance 
from  its  mouth,  which  Is  the  capital  of  Carvar,  and  re- 
fidence  of  a  Catholic  bi/hop, 

JlOt 
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not  well  fupport  a  v/ar  with  any  European 
power,  and  that  he  could  not  depend  upon  the 
Europeans  in  his  fervice,  excepting  when  they 
themfelves  were  at  war  with  his  enemies. 

When  Ayder  came  a  fecond  time  to  Man- 
galor,  at  his  return  from  the  war  with  the  Por- 
tuguefe,  he  received  a  folemn  deputation  from  a 
nation  originally  from  Arabia,  but  now  dif- 
perfed  over  the  whole  coaft  of  Malabar,  and 
known  by  the  name  of  Mapelets.  At  the  head 
of  this  deputation  was  Ali,  Raja  or  prince  of 
Cananor.  This  Ali,  fon  of  one  of  the  moft 
rich  and  powerful  Mapelets,  had  the  good  for- 
tune in  his  youth  to  be  beloved  by  the  daughter 
of  the  Raja   of  Cananor,  a  Nayre  *  prince. 

The 

♦  The  Nayresare  the  nobility  of  the  Malabar  coafr. 
We  may  affirm  that  they  are  the  oldelt  nobility  in  the 
world  ;  for  the  ancient  writers  mention  then),  and 
quote  the  law  that  permits  the  Nayre  ladies  to  have 
many  hulbands;  every  one  being  allowed  four.  Their 
houles,  which  ftand  fingle,  liave  as  m:my  doors  as  the 
lady  has  hulbaruls.  When  one  of  them  vilits  her,  he 
walks  round  the  lioufe,  lb-iking  with  his  fabre  on  his 
buckler:  he  then  opens  his  door,  and  le.ives  a  do- 
ineftic  with  his  arms  in  a  kind  of  porch,  and  who  I'erves 
to  inform  others  that  the  lady  is  engaged.  It  is  faid, 
that  one  day  in  the  week  the  four  doors  are  all  open- 
ed, and  all  her  huftands  vifit  her,  and  dme  together  with 
her.     Each  hulband  gives  a  fum  of  money,  or  portion, 

at 
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The  father,  in  fpite  of  the  diverfity  of  religion, 
and  the  prejudice  of  his  nation,  which  forbids 
all  alliance  v/ith  a  different  caft,  and  much 
more  with  ftrangers  of  another  religion,  con- 
fented  to  the  marriage  of  his  daughter  with  Ali, 
and  dying,  left  him  his  principality,  or  the 
fmall  kingdom  of  Cananor. 

The  Mapelets  feem  to  be  Arabs  of  Marcate 
and  Sahar,  who  have  fettled  in  India  for  the 
fake  of  commerce.  This  nation,  forming  no 
.alliance  with  ftrangers,  has  preferved  its  peculiar 
manners,  and  a  particular  phyfiognomy,  much 
refembling  that  of  the  Ariibs  of  Marcate,  who 
have  generally  the  face  long,  the  chin  fquare 
and  turned  up,  and  the  be;iru  thin.  They  are 
lean,  and  of  a  fhort  figure,  not  in  the  Icaft  re- 
fembling the  other  Arabs,  who  are  large  and 
handfome  men,  with  black  thick  beards. 

The   inhabitants    of  the    c-oaft  of  Malabar 

at  the  time  of  marriage,  and  the  wife  only  has  the 
charge  of  the  children.  The  Nayres,  even  the  Same- 
rin,  and  the  ether  princes,  have  no  other  heirs  than  the 
children  of  their  filters.  This  law  was  eltablifhed,  that 
the  Nayres,  having  no  family,  might  be  alv/ays  ready  to 
march  agamll  the  enemy.  When  the  nephews  are  of 
age  to  bear  arms,  they  follow  their  uncles.  The  name 
of  father  is  unknown  to  a  Nayre  child.  He  fpeaks  of  the 
hiifbands  of  his  mother,  and  of  his  uncles,  but  never  of 
his  father, 

havinff 
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havin.q;  fuffered  the  Mapelets  to  take  poflefllon 
of  all  the  commerce  of  their  country,  as  well  by 
fea  as  by  land,  this  nation  has  become  rich  and 
numerous,  and  that  with  ffill  lefs  diffculty, 
by  reafon  that  the  princes  and  nobles  of  the 
country,  having  frequent  occahon  for  money, 
have  often  had  recourfe  to  the  Mapelets,  who 
lent  them  large  fums  of  money  at  e?corbitant 
intereft ;  fonietimes  upon  pawns,  and  fome- 
times  in  advance  upon  the  harvefts  of  pepper, 
cardamoms,  and  rice.  Thefe  repeated  *  ufu- 
ries  have  increafed  the  riches  of  the  Mapelets, 
and  impoverifhed  the  princes  or  Nabobs  of 
the  Malabar  coafi:,  known  by  the  name  of 
Nayres.  The  Mapelets  grew  proud  in  con- 
fequence  of  their  wealth,  and  attra£led  the 
envy  and  jealoufy  of  the  Nayres.  Thefe  laft, 
efpecially  the  more  powerful  of  them,  were 
not  very  exacSl  in  fulfilling  their  engagements 

•  Though  the  religion  of  Mahomet  forbids  ufiiry,  the 
Mapelets  make  no  fcriiplein  that  refpefl,  notwithftand- 
ing  they  are  great  enthufiafts.  The  fliocking  effefts  of 
their  fanaticifm  have  been  often  feen  at  Mahe.  In  an 
excefs  of  zeal  for  their  religion,  the  Mapelets  intoxi- 
cate themfelves  with  opium,  and  devote  thenifelves  to 
death  for  the  fake  of  killing  Chriftians  and  other  ene- 
mies of  their  religion.  They  furioufly  attack  and  kill 
all  they  meet,  and  do  not  ceafe  till  they  are  themfelves 

put  to  death. 
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with  the  Mapelets ;  who,  on  their  part,  were 
flill  more  arrogant,  when  they  faw  Ali,  a 
prince  of  their  nation,  elevated  to  the  rank  of 
prince  of  the  country. 

In  this  ftate  of  things,  Ayder  became  maf- 
ter  of  the  kingdom  of  Canara  ;  and,  confe- 
quently,  a  neighbour  of  the  Malabar  coaft,  of 
which  the  principality  of  Cananor  is  the  fron- 
tier on  the  Canara  fide.  Ali  Raja,  and  the 
Mapelets,  concluded  that  they  fhould  infure 
the  pofTeilion  of  their  ftates  by  putting  them- 
fclves  under  the  protection  of  Ayder,  who  v.^as 
of  the  fame  religion,  and  whofe  power  and  re- 
putation was  capable  either  to  proteft  or  fub- 
jugate  them. 

The  deputation  of  the  Mapelets  was  ho- 
nourably received  by  Ayder.  He  loaded  their 
deputies  with  magnificent  prefents,  and  afTured 
them  of  his  protection  and  good- will.  The 
Alapelets  are  navigators.  Ali  Raja  had  many 
veflcls  then  well-equipped  and  ready  to  fet 
fail.  Ayder,  who  had  refolved  to  have  a  fleet, 
in  order  to  defend  his  coafts  from  the  incur- 
fions  of  the  Marattas  and  other  pirates,  created 
Ali  Raja  his  high  admiral,  and  made  his  bro- 
ther, Sheic  Ali,  intendant  of  the  marine,  of  the 
ports,  and  of  the  maritime  commerce  of  his 

dominions. 
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dominions. — He  intrufted  him  likewife  with 
confiderable  fums  for  the  purpofes  of  purchaf- 
ing  or  of  building  vefTels. 

Ayder  with  juftice  regarded  his  kingdom  of 
Canara  as  the  mofl:  precious  gift  Providence 
had  beftowed  on  him,  and  the  bed  inheritance 
he  could  leave  to  his  children.  He  defigned 
Ayder  Nagar  to  be  the  capital  of  all  his  do- 
minions. He  caufed  all  his  family  to  repair 
thither,  except  his  firft  wife,  the  fifter  of 
Mo6tum,  and  mother  of  Tippou  Saeb,  his 
eldeft  fon,  who  defircd  to  refide  at  Beno"ue- 
lour.  The  intentions  of  Ayder  were,  to  efta- 
blifh  in  this  kingdom  a  government  calculated 
to  make  himfelf  beloved  by  his  people ;  and  he 
fucceeded  beyond  his  hopes. — The  govern- 
ment of  his  other  ftates  was  fhared  among  his 
relations. 

He  left  the  government  of  Benguelour  and 
its  dependencies  to  Ibrahim  Ali  Khan,  his  un- 
cle, who  had  fo  long  enjoyed  it.  To  Moc- 
tum  Ali  Khan  *  he  gave  the  government  of 
the    kingdom  of  Mayflbur  ;    to  Mirza,  that 

*  In  the  patents  given  to  his  relations  on  this  occn- 
fion,  he  prolonged  their  names.  Thus,  Mo6lum  Sacb, 
or  Mr.  Moanm,  was  called  Moaum  AH  Khan,  or 
Lord  Moaum  Ali, 

Vol.  I.  H  of 
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of  Scirra,  and  all  its  diftricl ;  and  to  a  fon 
of  his  uncle,  named  Amin  Saeb,  the  govern- 
ment of  the  kingdom  of  Bifnagar. 

AH  Raja  having  formed  a  fmall  fleet,  at  the 
commencement  of  the  fair  feafon  made  the 
conqueft  of  the  Maldive  iflands,  under  the 
pretence  of  fome  injuftice  done  to  his  nation  ; 
and  after  taking  their  king  priibner,  he  had 
the  cruelty  to  put  his  eyes  out.  This  con- 
queft was  made  in  the  name,  and  on  the  ac- 
count of  Ayder,  whofe  colours  were  borne  by 
the  fleet.  Ali  Raja  had  embarked  on  board  a 
number  of  Seapoys,  or  difciplined  foldiers ;  fo 
that  Ayder's  colours  had  no  fooner  appeared 
at  fea,  but  they  enforced  refpe£t. 

Ali  Raja  having  brought  back  his  vidlorious 
:3eet  to  Mangalor,  came  to  Nagar  to  do  ho- 
mage to  Ayder,  and  prefcnted  to  him  the  un- 
fortunate king  of  the  Maldives.  Ayder,  whofe 
character  is  far  from  cruel,  was  fo  irritated  at 
the  barbarity  of  Ali  Raja,  that  he  inftantly  de- 
prived him  of  the  command  of  the  fleet ;  which 
he  afterwards  gave  to  an  Englifhman  named 
Stanet.  Shocked  at  the  inhumanity  of  Ali 
Raja,  he  entreated  the  king  of  the  Maldives  to 
forgive  the  outrage  his  admiral  had  been  guilty 
of',  and  after  exprefling  how  much  he  was  af- 

flifted 
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fli&d  at  the  event,  and  ufing  every  argument 
in  his  power  to  confole  him,  he  gave  him  one 
of  his  palaces  for  a  retreat,  with  a  revenue  fuf- 
ficient  to  procure  all  the  pleafures  his  fituation 
permitted  him  to  enjoy. 

The  courtiers  and  poets  of  this  conqueror's 
court,  little  acquainted  with  geography,  having 
learned  that  their  mafter  was  become  king  of 
twelve  thoufand  iflands,  added  to  his  titles  that 
of  King  of  the  Iflands  of  the  Sea. 

The  conqueft  of  the  kingdom  of  Canara,  that 
hadwithftoodthe  efforts  of  Aurengzeb ;  and  that 
of  the  Maldive  iflands,  unknown  to  the  greateft 
part  of  the  Mogols,  added  fo  much  to  the  re- 
putation of  Ayder,  thatalmoft  all  the  princes  of 
Indoftan  difpatched  ambaffadors  to  congratu- 
late him  on  his  numerous  conquefts.  The 
poets  *",  likewife,  did  not  fail,  in  their  poems,  to 
fet  him  above  Alexander  and  Timur. 

It  was  now  more  than  a  year  that  Ayder  had 

*  There  are  a  great  number  of  poets  in  Indoftan,  ef- 
pecially  in  the  courts,  tho'  Ayder  docs  not  value  him- 
lelf  for  theproteftion  of  poets  and  men  of  letters.  There 
IS  a  poet  at  court  by  appointment,  who  enjoys  about 
£.  125  per  month,  or  a  thoufand  rupees,  and  the  rank 
of  chief  or  general  of  a  thoufand  men  :  he  compofes  a 
poem  on  every  event  that  adds  to  the  reputation  or  glory 
of  the  prince. 

H  2  not 
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not  quitted  the  neighbourhood  of  Nagar,  and 
that,  occupied  with  the  cares  of  government, 
and  his  pleafures,  he  appeared  to  be  dehghted 
with  a  ftate  of  rcpofe  till  then  unknown  to 
him.  At  this  juncture  it  was  that  the  protec- 
tion he  had  granted  to  the  Mapelets  recalled 
him  to  the  head  of  his  troops,  and  gave  him  an 
opportunity  of  making  new  conquefts. 

The  Mapelets,  proud  of  the  protection  of 
Ayder,  gave  up  that  refpedl  and  complaifance 
they  had  till  then  preferved  for  the  Rajas  and 
the  other  Nayres  ;  they  even  threatened  to 
do  themfelves  juftice  by  force  of  arms,  if  the 
Nayres  did  not  perform  the  engagements  made 
with  them.  The  Nayres,  whofe  expences 
had  compelled  them  to  multiply  the  fums  bor- 
rowed of  the  Mapelets,  were  fo  befet  by  that 
nation  of  ufurers,  that  they  v/ere  unable  even 
to  pay  the  interefl  of  the  fums  due,  and  faw 
nothing  but  ruin  in  the  menaces  of  the  latter. 

Irritated  as  well  by  the  arrogance  as  by  the 
extortions  of  a  race  of  people  they  were  in  the 
habit  of  defpifmg,  they  refolved,  at  any  rate, 
to  diffolve  the  conne£tion  between  them  :  for 
this  purpofe  feveral  aflemblies  were  held  at  Cali- 
cut, where  the  Zamorin,  or  chief  of  the  Nayres 
refides,  at  which  it  was  unanimoufly  refolv- 
ed. 
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e(3,  that  on  an  appointed  day  a  general  maffacre 
of  all  the  Mapelets  fliould  be  every  where  made. 
This  confpiracy  was  in  part  put  in  pra6lice,  and 
more  than  fix  thoufand  Mapelets  were  murder- 
ed ;  though  the  greater  number  efcaped.  Their 
veflels,  fpread  over  all  the  coaft,  favoured  their 
cfcape  ;  and  in  many  places,  being  forewarned, 
they  afTembled  in  fufficient  numbers  to  refill 
their  enemies.  The  greater  number  took  re- 
fuge at  Cananor,  where  they  found  themfelves 
in  fecurity,  by  reafon  of  its  vicinity  to  the  do- 
minions of  Ayder,  as  well  as  from  the  two 
faiall  fortrefles  of  Cananor,  one  of  which  be- 
longed to  the  Hollanders  *,  and  the  other  to 

AU 

*  The  Hollanders  have  fince  fold  their  fort  and  ter- 
ri-toj-y  to  All  Raja,  which  gav-e  Ayder  an  opportunity 
of  doing  an  acl  of  juftice  to  many  hundreds  of  Chjif- 
tians,  inhabitants  of  Cananor,  almoft  all  of  Portu- 
guele  extra£lion.  When  the  Dutch  took  Cananor 
from  the  Portuguefe  they  found  a  number  of  in- 
Labiiants  round  this  fortrefs,  whom  thrv  permittecj 
to  continue  in  the  country.  A  great  number  of  others 
have  fmce  come  into  Cananor,  where  they  have  built 
houfes,  cleared  the  ground,  and  cultivated  the  gardens 
and  fields.  The  Portuguefe  and  Dutch  had  granted 
the  lands  without  any  formality,  and  pofielTion  was 
the  only  title  of  thefe  poor  people  :  when  the  Dutch  fold 
the  fort  and  territory  to  AH  Raja,  they  made  no  ftipu- 
lation  in  favour  of  the  inhabitants.  Ali  Raja  having  de- 
Rjanded  their  titles,  thought  proper  to  force  them  to  pur- 
H  3  chafe 
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Ali  Raja,  The  Mapelets,  in  their  diftrefs, 
haftened  to  fend  deputies  to  Ayder,  to  inform 
him  of  the  cataftrophe,  and  implore  his  protec- 
tion. This  nation,  being  fanatic  Mahometans, 
their  deputies  reprefented  to  Ayder  in  their  ha-r 
rangue,  that  God,  and  the  prophet  whofe  rela^ 
tion  he  was,  had  made  him  powerful  for  no 
other  reafon,  than  that  he  might  prote6l  the 
true  believers  J  and  that  the  crime  of  the  infi- 
dels, which  ought  to  be  punifhed  by  their  de- 
ilru6tion,  would  give  him  an  opportunity  of 
forming  new  conquefts. 

Ayder,  who  was  already  inflrufled  in  the 
power  and  force  of  the  empire  of  the  Nayres, 
and  was  acquainted  with  the  difficulties  that 
might  oppofe  him  in  the  conqueft  of  the  coun- 
try, did  not  hefitate  to  promife  juftice  and 
protedlion  to  the  Mapelets.     He  quickly  af- 

chafe  the  lands  of  which  they  fuppofed  thcmfelves  to  be 
proprietors.  This  avarice  of  Ali  Raja  gave  occaiion  to 
the  Englifli  to  rail  againft  the  Dutch,  of  whom  they  had 
been  defnous  of  piirchafing  the  place.  In  their  em- 
barraffment  tlie  poor  inhabitants  had  recourfe  to  Ayder, 
who  condemned  Ali  Rrja  upon  the  paflage  of  the  Al- 
coran, that  fays,  «'  Thou  fhalt  not  tatce  from  the  infi- 
del his  ho\ife,  his  field,  .Sec.  becaufe  they  were  given  him 
irom  God  ;  but  thou  fhalt  be  content  with  caufing  him 
to  pay  tribute."  Ayder  fixed  this  tribute  at  a  rupee,  or 
pearly  half  a  crown,  a  head, 

fcmbled 
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fembled  twelve  thoufand  of  his  beft  troops,  of 
which  four  thoufand  were  cavalry,  and  the 
reft  infantry,  and  began  his  march  to  the  coaft 
of  Malabar,  direding  his  route  by  Mangalor 
and  Cananor.  All  the  artillery  he  took  with 
him  confifted  of  four  pieces  of  cannon  ;  and 
he  ordered  his  fleet  to  accompany  him  along 
the  coaft,  to  furnifh  him  with  afliftance,  as  it 
might  be  required. 

On  his  arrival  at  Cananor,  he  found  more 
than  twelve  thoufand  Mapelets  under  arms; 
ill  armed,  it  muft  be  confefTed,  but  fuperior  in 
courage  to  the  Nayres,  and  animated  by  the 
defire  of  vengeance,  and  the  hope  of  recover- 
ing their  lofles  at  the  expence  of  their  ene- 
mies. 

Ayder  encamped  on  the  banks  of  the  river 
at  Cananor,  and  difpatched  an  embafly  to 
Calicut,  compofed  of  the  moft  diftinguiftied 
Bramins  *  of  his  court.     They  had  orders  to 

reprefent 

*  The  Bramins  (who  are  the  firft  caft  of  Indians, 
deftined  by  their  legiflature  to  be  the  prielts  of  their  re- 
ligion, as  the  Levites  are  by  the  law  of  Mofes  )  being 
become  a  very  numerous  body,  have  been  forced  to  apply 
themfelves  to  other  employs  5  and  as  they  do  not 
choofe  to  undertake  any  fervile  employ,  they  are  in- 
ti-oduced  into  courts,  where  they  do  all  kinds  of  buH- 
H  4.  nefs, 
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reprcfent  to  the  Samorin,  and  all  the  Nayre 
princes,  the  injuftice  of  the  cruelties  they  had 
been  guilty  of  to  the  Mapelets ;  and  to  inform 
them,  that  he  was  come  with  his  army  to  fee 
juftice  done  them :  but  that,  before  he  employed 
force,  he  judged  it  expedient  to  offer  his  media- 
tion ;  promifing,  that  if  they  would  punifh  the 
principal  offenders,  and  give  a  juft  andreafon- 
able  fatisfaclion  to  the  Mapelets,  his  army  fhould 
not  advance  into  their  country  ;  aiid  that  he 
would  even  imdertake  the  troublefome  office 
of  rendering  juftice  to  every  one.  The  Nayre 
princes  had  agreed  to  fupport  each  other ;  and 
upon  the  report  that  Ayder  was  coming  againft 
them  to  the  alTiftance  of  the  Mapelets,  they 
aflembled  an  army  of  more  than  one  hundred 
thoufand  men.  The  deputies  of  Ayder  having 
iinifhed  their  harangue,  the  Nayre  princes 
replied,  that  they  were  aflonifhed  at  the  con- 
du6l  of  Ayder,  with  whom  they  had  never  had 
any  connection  or  dependence  ;  and  that  if 
his  troops  did  any  thing  more  than  drink  the 


refs,  from  the  poft  of  minifter  to  that  of  fpy  :  they 
are  generally  writers.  Every  lord,  general,  and  even 
the  lowert  officers,  have  them  in  their  fcrvice  ;  a  great 
number  beirg  forced  to  acquiefce  in  the  pay  of  a  pri- 
vate foldier. 

water 
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water  of  the  river  of  Cananor, — if  they  even 
prefumed  to  fet  theit^-fcet  in  the  river,  they 
ihould  be  attacked  and  puniflied  for  their  te- 
merity. On  this  anfvver  the  ambafladors  of 
Ayder  returned  to  their  mafter  ;  and  the 
Nayres,  having  collected  all  their  forces,  ap- 
peared with  the  firm  refolution  to  prevent 
Ayder  from  paffing  the  river. 

The  arrival  of  Ayder  and  his  army  on  the 
Malabar  coail  induced  all  the  European  na- 
tions who  have  eftabliihnients  there  to  fend 
deputies  to  him. 

Upon  the  great  reputation  of  Ayder,  it  was 
not  doubted  but  he  would  make  a  conqueft  of 
the  whole  country.  The  deputies  of  every 
nation  were  in  hafte  to  treat  with  him  for  the 
fccurity  of  their  factories  and  their  commerce. 
As  they  expected  to  find  this  great  conqueror 
at  the  head  of  a  numerous  army,  they  were 
aftonifhed  to  fee  fo  fmall  a  number  of  troops  : 
many  of  them  could  not  help  exprefling  their 
furprife  to  the  European  officers  of  the  army ; 
magnifying,  at  the  fame  time,  the  forces  of 
the  Nayre  princes,  Vv^hich  they  affirmed  to  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  and  twenty  thoufand  men. 
The  officers  anfwered,thatfince  the  Nabob,  wha 
had  it  in  his  pov/er  to  afiemble  a  much  greater 
I  army. 
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army,  had  brought  no  more  than  twelve  thou- 
fand  men  with  him,  it  was  to  be  prefumed, 
that  he  was  certain  that  the  number  he  had 
brought  was  fufficient  to  defeat  his  enemies. 
This  proper  anfwer,  which,  to  inftru6ted  and 
enlightened  men,  would  have  had  its  due  force, 
made  very  little  impreflion  on  the  deputies, 
who  had  no  notion  of  the  military  art,  and 
ftill  lefs  of  taclics  :  they  made  hafte  to  return 
to  their  counting-houfes,  well  convinced  that 
the  little  army  of  Ayder  would  be  dellroyed 
by  that  of  the  Nayres,  who  had  lined  the  op- 
polite  bank  of  the  river  with  a  numerous  artil- 
lery, and  were  continually  firing  and  making 
rhodomontades.  Ayder,  perfectly  acquainted 
with  the  genius  of  all  the  people  of  India,  held 
himfelf  alTured  of  the  victory,  and  founded  his 
expecSlation  on  his  cavalry ;  which  was  a  body 
of  troops  abfolutely  unknown  to  the  Nayres, 
no  foreign  army  having  penetrated  as  far  as  the 
Malabar  coaft,  where  no  horfes  had  been  ever 
ieen,  except  a  few  belonging  to  the  European 
chiefs  of  the  factory,  and  purchafed  by  them  more 
for  pleafure  than  utility  :  for  this  country,  inter- 
fered by  rivulets,  and  covered  with  woods, 
J)efides  being  fubjeift  to  continual  rains  for 
ieven  months  in  the  year,  is  abfolutely  im- 
proper 
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proper  for    the    breeding     and    keeping    of 
horfes. 

To  fucceed  in  his  attempt,  in  fpite  of  this 
numerous  army  and  the  artillery,  Ayder  cauf-e 
ed  his  fleet  to  enter  the  river.  His  vefTels 
failed  up  as  far  as  pofTible  ;  and,  drawing  up  his 
infantry  in  order  of  battle  in  a  fmgle  line 
in  face  of  the  enemy,  with  his  twelve  pieces 
of  cannon,  he  v/aited  for  the  ebb  of  the  wa- 
ter. When  the  river  was  at  the  loweft  he 
entered  it  full  gallop,  at  the  head  of  his 
cavalry,  which  he  had  till  then  kept  out  of 
fight  of  the  Nayres  :  they  were  led  on  by 
fifty  of  the  French  huflars,  lately  arrived  from 
Pondicherry.  As  the  rapidity  of  the  current 
was  diminifiied  by  his  veiTels,  he  traverfed  the 
river  without  difnculty  at  a  place  where  it  was 
a  league  in  breadth,  fometimes  fwimming,  and 
fometimes  wading  :  he  foon  came  to  the 
other  river,  where  the  Nayres  were  bufied  in 
attempting  to  oppofe  the  infantry,  who  pre- 
tended to  be  on  the  point  of  paffing  over. 
They  were  frightened  at  the  fudden  appear- 
ance of  the  cavalry,  and  fled  with  the  utinod; 
precipitation  and  diforder,  without  making 
any  other  defence  but  that  of  difcharging  a 

fev\f 
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few  cannon,  which  'they  were  too  much  in- 
timidated to  point  properly.  Ayder,  forefeeing 
this  event,  had  given  orders  to  purfue  the  fu- 
gitives full  fpeed,  cutting  down  all  they  could 
overtake,  without  lofing  time,  either  by  taking 
prifoners,  or  fecuring  plunder. 

This  order  being  executed  with  the  utmoft 
ftridlnefs,  nothing  was  to  be  feen  in  the 
roads,  for  the  diftance  of  four  leagues  round, 
but  fcattered  limbs  and  mutilated  bodies.  The 
country  of  the  Nayres  was  thrown  into  a  ge- 
neral confcernation,  which  was  much  increaled 
by  the  cruelty  of  the  Mapelets,  who,  following 
the  cavalry,  maffacred  all  who  had  efcaped, 
without  fparing  women  or  children  :  fo  that 
the  army  advancing  under  the  conduct  of  this 
enraged  multitude,  inftead  of  meeting  with 
refiftance,  found  the  villages,  fortrefies,  tem- 
ples, and  in  general  every  habitable  place, 
forfaken  and  deferted.  It  was  not  till  they 
were  near  the  environs  of  Tellichcrry  and 
Mahe,  French  and  Englifh  cflablilhments, 
that  they  began  to  find  people,  who  had  taken 
refuge  near  thofe  places. 

Notwithftanding  this  general  defedlion,  the 
army  was  in  want  of  nothing :  they  every  where 

found 
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found  cows,  oxen,  poultry,  rice,  and  all  forts 
of  proviiions  that  could  be  wifhed  for  in  a 
fertile  country  ;  the  fugitives  having  aban- 
doned every  thing,  without  daring  to  load 
themfelves  with  the  leaft  article  that  could 
impede  their  flight. 

Ayder  caufed  his  army  to  halt  near  thefe 
fettlements,  and  fent  an  offer  of  peace  to  the 
Samorin,  and  other  princes,  on  reafonable 
terms.  The  Samorin,  v/ho  was  old,  remained 
quiet  in  his  palace,  and  fent  word,  that  he 
waited  for  the  conqueror,  and  trufted  to  his 
difcretion. 

This  halt  of  the  army,  the  fending  of  fc- 
reral  Bramins,  and  more  efpecially  the  tran- 
quillity of  the  Samorin,  encouraged  the  in- 
habitants, who  returned  for  the  moft  part  to 
their  houfes  :  they  were  ftill  more  encou- 
raged at  finding  that  the  Mapelets  commit- 
ted no  outrages,  except  on  the  perfons  or 
property  of  Nayres  ;  but  the  Nayres  conti- 
nued to  conceal  themfelves  ih  the  v/oods  and 
mountains,  from  whence  they  carried  on  a 
kind  of  concealed  v/ar  with  the  Mapelets. 

Ayder  marched  for  Calicut,  and  found  no 
other  refiftance  in  his  route,  but  from  a  larg^ 
pagoda,  built  on  a    mountain,    and   fortified. 
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In  this  place  the  nephev/  and  prefumptive  heir 
of  the  Samorin  had  taken  refuge,  and  found 
means  to  make  his  cfcape  from  thence,  though 
it  was  inverted :  after  his  departure,  theBramins 
opened  the  gates  to  Ayder.  The  conqueror 
continued  his  journey  to  CaHcut,  and  took 
up  his  refidence  at  the  Engllfh  fadlory,  where 
his  fleet  arrived  before  him.  He  enquired 
for  the  Samorin  on  his  arrival,  and  was  in- 
formed that  he  was  in  his  palace,  without 
any  guard,  waiting  the  commands  of  the  con- 
queror J  from  whom  he  hoped  for  mild  treat- 
ment, as  he  had  always  formally  oppofed  the 
refolution  to  maflacre  the  Mapelets,  and  had 
foretold  the  confequences  to  his  nephews. 

On  this  intelligence,  Ayder  returned  into 
his  *  palanquin,  and  gave  orders  to  advife  the 
Samorin  of  his  approaching  vifit.  He  met 
this  prince,  who  came  forth  ?aid  threw  him- 
felf  at  his  feet ;  Ayder  haftened  to  raife  him, 
and  the  Samorin  ofrcred  his  prefents,  confiding 
of  two  fmall  bafons  of  gold,  one  filled  with 
precious  ftones,  and  the  other  with  pieces  of 

•  The  palanquin  is  a  kind  of  litter  carried  by  fix 
men.  It  is  in  common  ufe  in  India,  both  for  travel- 
ling and  in  cities,  and  is  a  very  eafy  and  convenient 
carriage. 

10  gold. 
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gold,  and  two  fmall  cannons  of  gold,  with  car- 
riages of  the  fame  metal.  The  two  princes 
having  entered  the  palace,  Ayder  teftified  the 
utmoft  refpedl  for  the  Samorin,  and  promifed 
to  reftore  his  dominions  (on  condition  of  his 
paying  a  fmall  annual  tribute)  as  foon  as  his 
fubje6ts  had  laid  down  their  arms,  and  the 
affair  of  the  Mapelets  was  amicably  fettled. 
Thefe  two  princes  parted,  apparently  much 
fatisfied  with  each  other  ;  but  the  world  was 
highly  aftonifhed,  the  next  day,  to  behold  the 
palace  of  the  Samorin  on  fire  ;,  and  though 
Ayder  himfelf  aflifled  in  procuring  help,  it 
was  impoflible  to  feve  any  thing,  the  edifice 
being  entirely  wood ;  and  the  Samorin,  with 
all  his  family,,  and,  as  it  is  prefumed,  much 
treafure,  perifhed  in  the  fiames. 

This  prince  had  himfelf  caufed  the  palace  to 
be  fet  on  fire,  being  refolved  to  terminate  his 
life  in  that  manner,  on  account  of  fome  letters 
he  had  received  from  his  nephews  and  the 
kings  of  Travancour  and  of  Cochin  *.  Thefe 
letters  contained  the  bittereft  reproaches  and 
execrations,  treating  him  as  the  betrayer  of  his 

*  Thefe  two  kings  were  not  tributary  to  the  Sa- 
morin ;  but  being  of  the  fame  caft  as  the  Nayres,  they 
made  it  a  common  caufs. 

country. 
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country,  and  apoftate  to  his  religion,  v/nich  he 
had  abandoned  to  the  Mahometans.  The  Bra- 
min  who  had  conveyed  thefe  letters  to  him 
avowed  to  him  at  the  fame  time,  that  he  was 
degraded  and  exchided  from  his  cad  ;  and  that 
all  the  Bramins  and  Nayres  had  fworn  never 
to  have  any' communication  with  him.  The 
tragical  end  of  the  Samorin  afFe^led  Ayder 
extremely  ;  and  he  was  fo  irritated  againft  the 
nephews  of  that  prince,  that  he  publicly  fwore 
he  would  never  reftore  their  dominions. 

The  princes  of  Calicut,  affifted  by  the  kings 
of  Travancour  and  Cochin,  had  collected  a 
confiderable  army  on  the  river  of  Paniani, 
twelve  leagues  from  Calicut,  where  they  ap- 
peared difpofed  to  make  better  oppofition  than 
they  did  near  the  river  of  Cananor.  They  had 
even  colleftcd  together  fome  European  can- 
noneers and  Portuguefe  artifans  ;  but  upon 
the  approach  of  Ayder,  they  had  not  the  cou- 
rage to  face  him,  and  faved  themfelves  by 
precipitately  withdrawing  their  whole  army. 
Ayder  pafled  the  river,  and  attacked  Paniani, 
which  made  very  little  refinance,  though  the 
beft  and  almoft  the  only  fortrefs  in  the  coun- 
try. He  continued  to  purfue  his  enemies  till 
he  arrived  at  the  environs  of  Cochin,  where, 

by 
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by  the  mediation  cf  the  Hollanders,  he  made 
peace  with  the  king  of  that  place,,  on  his  en- 
gaging to  pay  tribute. 

The  example  of  the  king  of  Cochin  was 
followed  by  the  fubmifTion  of  all  the  Nayre 
princes  ;  who  fued  for  peace,  and  obtained  it 
on  condition  of  doing  homage,  paying  tri- 
bute to  Ayder,  and  renderii-ig  ample  juiticc 
each  to  the  Mapelets  in  his  refpe^iive  dif- 
tri61:s.  On  thefe  terms  they  were  all  put  into 
free  pofleffion  of  their  dominions  ;  the  nephews 
of  the  Samorin  only  being  excluded  from 
theirs. 

After  putting  garrifons  in  Calicut  and- 
Paniani,  Ayder  beftowed  the  government 
cf  this  Hate  on  the  Raja  of  Coilnaoutour,  a 
Bramin,  prince  of  a  fmall  country  depend- 
ant on  Mayfibur,  and  feparated  from  the 
Nayres  only  by  the  mountains.  Pie  hoped 
that  this  prince,  entitled  to  refpedl  froi:i  the 
Nayres,  as  being  a  Bramin,  would  be  capa- 
ble of  maintaining  peace  and  order,  on  ac- 
count of  his  intimate  knowledge  of  their  man- 
ners and  cufloms. 

The  rainy  feafon,   which  is  very  long,  and 

tempefluous  on  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  began  to 

appear,  and  obliged  Ayder  to  quit  the  country : 

Vol.  L  I  but 
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but  in  order  to  he  at  hand  to  watch  his  nev9 
conqueft,  he  retired  only  to  Coilmontour,  the 
refidence  of  the  Raja,  whole  palace  he  oc- 
cupied. 

This  country  is  beyond  the  mountains 
called  Gates,  and  is  not  fubjcdl  to  the  rains 
that  overflow  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  from  the 
middle  of  April  to  the  end  of  September. 

PaiTing  by  Madigheri,  a  large  town  and 
fortrefs  on  the  frontier  of  the  Malabar,  at  the 
diftance  of  fix  leagues  from  Coilmoutour, 
Ayder  left  Raza  Saeb,  fon  of  Chanda  Saeb, 
in  quarters,  with  three  thoufand  infantry. 

Ayder  imagined  that  the  Nayres,  awed  by 
his  power,  and  contented  with  his  moderation, 
would  peaceably  fupport  the  yoke  he  had 
placed  upon  them  ;  but  he  was  not  yet  fufHci- 
ently  acquainted  with  the  characters  of  that 
haughty  people,  who,  once  offended,  never 
pardon  their  enemies,  however  great  their 
wrongs. 

The  month  of  May  was  not  yet  elapfed, 
when  a  general  revolt  of  the  Nayres  mani- 
fefted  itfelf  over  all  the  coaft  of  Malabar.  It 
commenced  by  the  maffacre  of  a  fmall  garri- 
fon  of  about  two  hundred  men,  that  were  fur- 
prifed  by  the  inhabitants  of  a  large  town,  called 

Pondiagharij 
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Pondiaghari,  fituated  at  the  foot  of  the  fortrefs. 
They  carried  their  cruelty  fo  far  as  to  cut 
off  five  French  foldiers,  deferters  from  Mahe, 
v^ho,  intending  to  enter  in  the  army  of  Ayder, 
arrived  in  the  town  the  day  after  the  mafTacre  : 
and,  as  a  ftill  greater  inftance  of  the  inhuman 
rage  by  which  they  were  acluated,  they  ripped 
up  tv/o  women  who  accompanied  thcfe  unfor- 
tunate foldiers. 

According  to  every  appearance,  this  revolt 
was  the  effect  of  the  fecret  intrigues  of  the 
king  of  Travancour,  and  the  nephews  of  the 
Samorin.  It  would  doubtlefs  have  been  lefs 
general,  if  the  Raja  of  Coilrnoutour,  Ali  Raja, 
and  his  brother  Sheic  Raja,  who  were  intruft- 
ed  with  the  charge  of  feeing  the  Mapelets  re- 
imburfed,  had  been  more  temperate  in  their 
rapines  and  exadtions. 

As  the  immenfe  quantities  of  water  that  fall 
in  die  Malabar  country  convert  the  fmalleft 
rivulets  into  large  rivers  ;  and  as  this  country 
offers  an  almoft  infurmountable  obffacle,  by  the 
torrents  caufed  by  the  overflowing  of  the  waters, 
that  are  met  with  almoft  at  every  ftep,  during  the 
rainy  feafon;  theNayres,  habituated  to  their  cli- 
mate, and  going  abfolutely  naked  in  the  fformy 
months,  believed,  with  reafon,  that  they  fliould 
I  2  ha\e 
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have  time  to  take  Calicut  and  Paniani,  and  de- 
llroy  the  Mapelets,  before  Ayder  could  enter 
their  country  ;  but  they  were  yet  to  learn, 
that  their  conqueror  was  not  to  be  flopped 
by  obftacles  much  greater  than  thofe  they  de- 
pended on.  They  had  taken  their  meafures 
fo  efFedually,  that  Raza  Saeb,  commandant  at 
Madigheri,  and  Ayder,  were  ftill  ignorant  of 
their  revolt. 

Calicut  and  Paniani  were  already  invefted  by 
the  army  of  the  Nay  res,  when  the  news  came 
to  Ayder,  by  means  of  a  Portugucfe  failor, 
who,  on  the  promifes  of  reward  from  the  go- 
vernor of  Paniani,  ventured  to  afcend  the  river 
of  the  fame  name  alone,  in  a  canoe  made  of 
bamboo  *,  and  covered  with  fkin.  This  fai- 
lor, travelling  only  in  the  night,  notwithftand- 


*  Thefe  beats  of  bamboo,  covered  with  fkin,  are  in  faft 
a  kind  of  bafket  j  and  are  of  admirable  ufc  in  armies, 
more  efpecially  in  the  Malabar  country.  Ayder  had  a 
great  number  in  his  army  :  tv/o  men  carried  tl)e  Ikelcton 
of  one,  and  two  more  the  fxin  :  in  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
they  are  ready  for  ufe  j  and  one  boat  will  carry  twenty- 
five  men,  cr  a  piece  of  cannon.  The  editor  of  the 
Memoirs  of  General  Lawrence  makes  fifty  hoifes  enter 
one  of  thefe  boats  ;  but  the  faft  is  falfe  ;  the  horfe 
fwims,  and  the  horfcman,  who  is  in  the  boat,  holds  ine 

ing 
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hig  the  danger  of  wild  beafts  and  noxious 
reptiles,  and  with  no  other  guide  than  a  poc- 
ket compafs,  arrived  at  Madigheri.  He  ap- 
prized Raza  Saeb  of  the  revolt,  and  the  danger 
to  which  i\yder's  troops  at  Calicut  and  Paniani 
were  expofed. 

This  general,  without  lofs  of  time,  caufed  the 
Portuguefe  to  be  condudled  to  Ayder  at  Coil- 
moutour;andhimrelfimmediately  marched  with 
his  forces  towards  Paniani,  in  i'pite  of  the  rains, 
and  the  inundation  under  which  almofl:  all  the 
country  was  laid  by  theoverflowing  of  the  rivers. 
This  precipitate  march  made  fome  impreflion 
on  the  revolters,  as  foon  as  they  were  ap- 
prized of  it ;  but  hearing  that  he  had  brought 
no  cavalry,  they  detached  a  party  of  their  ar- 
my, v/hich  harraffed  Raza  Saeb  at  the  crofling 
of  each  river,  and  at  length  fucceeded  (perhaps 
by  the  fault  of  his  guides)  to  draw  him  into 
a  place  between  the  meeting  of  two  rivers 
that  joined  near  Pondiaghari,  where  he  found 
liimfelf  {hut  up,  without  being  able  to  pafs 
on  either  fide,  by  reafon  of  the  depth  and  ra- 
pidity of  the  water  ;  and  cut  off  from  return- 
ing by  the  defiles  he  had  paffed,  which  were 
every  where  rendered  difHcult  to  pafs,  by  fell- 
I  3  ing 
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ing  of  trees,  and  the  Nayres.  who  were  in 
ambufcade  in  various  parts. 

Ayder  no  fooner  heard  of  the  revolt  than  he 
recalled  a  party  of  his  cavalry  that  had  been 
luckily  cantoned  near  Coilmontour.  While  he 
was  thus  collecting  the  ftrongeft  part  of  his 
army  from  Mayffour  and  other  parts  of  his 
dominions,  he  commandeia  fele£l  party  of  his 
infantry  to  be  in  readinefs  to  march  on  the 
ihorteft  notice  :  however,  in  expeilation  that 
Raza  Saeb  might  difperfe  the  mutineers,  he 
waited  for  news,  before  he  expo  fed  to  fo  infa- 
lubrious  a  feafon  troops  defigned  for  very  dif- 
ferent operations. 

Raza  Saeb  having  contrived  to  fend  advice 
of  his  fituation,  Ayder  immediately  marched 
with  three  thoufand  horfe,  and  ten  thoufand 
Seapoys  or  Topafles.  He  ordered  his  cavalry, 
both  officers  and  men,  to  ride  without  faddlesj 
and  commanded  his  infantry  to  quit  their  ha- 
bit?, and  march  naked,  excepting  a  pair  of 
light  drav/ers  and  fhoes.  Each  foldier  was 
provided  with  a  waxed  cloth  to  wrap  up  his 
knapfack  ;  and  the  three  hundred  Europeans 
lately  arrived  from  Pondicherry  and  Colombo, 
v/ere  oltercd  parafols,  as  they  did  not  chufe  to. 

qui: 
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quit  their  habits.  Their  refufal  was  the  caufe 
that  they  were  almoft  the  only  perfons  in  the 
army  that  were  attacked  by  the  dyfentery. 

All  the  artillery  of  this  fmall  army  confifted 
in  twelve  light  pieces  of  cannon,  that  were  car- 
ried by  elephants. 

It  is  fcarcely  pofilble  to  form  an  idea' of  the 
fpecies  of  war  to  which  Ayder  led  his  troops 
this  campaign.  Imagine  an  army  of  fifteen 
thoufand  men  marching  from  the  break  of  day 
through  a  mountainous  country,  in  roads  or 
paflages  fcarcely  admitting  more  than  three  men 
a-breaft,  expofed  from  morning  till  night  to  a 
conftant  fliower,  equal  to  thofe  that  fall  in  the 
greateft  ftorms,  attended  with  frequent  thun- 
der and  lightning,  excepting  for  three  hours 
after  noon,  in  which  the  fun  flione  out  with 
almoft  infui?portable  luftre  and  heat ;  frequent- 
ly obliged  to  crofs  rivers  up  to  the  chin  in  wa- 
ter, and  fometimes  fwiming  ;  and  palfing  the 
night  in  towns  or  villages  deferted  by  their  in- 
habitants, where,  however,  they  found  plenty 
of  the  neceflaries  of  life.  Their  path  was  every 
where  marked  by  ruin  and  deftru<ftion,  for 
their  orders  were  to  burn  and  pillage,  and  t/ey 
exerted  themfelves  fo  much  in  this  horri'-Je  work, 
I  4.  that 
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that  they  left  behind  thein  nothing  but  heaps  of 
ruins,  where  houfes  had  formerly  flood. 

This  unexpefted  march  obliged  the  Nayres 
to  collect  all  their  troops,  and  gave  fome  relief 
to  the  troops  of  Raza  Saeb,  tho*  not  fufficient 
to  prevent  his  lofing  many  of  his  men  for  want 
of  neceflaries,  and  in  confequence  of  the  hard- 
ihips  they  were  fubjeited  to.  The  Nayre 
princes,  tho'  half  defeated  by  the  fear  of  the 
confequences  of  their  revolt,  neverthelefs  ex- 
pected Ayder  with  confidence  in  a  retrenched 
camp  near  Pondiaghari,  which  on  its  left  wing 
■had  a  village  fortified  with  a  ditch  and  parapet 
planted  with  pallifades,  well  furnifhed  with  ar- 
tillery, and  maintained  by  the  moft  refolute, 
who  had  determined  rather  to  perifli  than  yield. 
Ayder  *,  for  the  attack  of  this  retrenched 
camp,  difpofed  of  his  army  fo  that  four  thoufand 

*  Ayder,  before  he  made  the  attack.,  was  perfuaded  by 
his  chief  almoner,  named  Caka  Saeb,  lo  fufter  him  to 
go  near  the  Nayres,  and  pcrfuade  them  to  lunender. 
This  Peijadj.  (tor  lb  the  doctors  of  their  law  are  called) 
was  dtting  in  a  meadow  with  his  brother,  in  conference 
with  the  deputies,  when  the  enemy  fired  on  him,  and 
broVc  his  brother's  arm.  Some  horiemen,  whom  his 
>  *cher  (then  captam  of  artillery)  had  brought  with  hira 
lode  up,  2V-/  helped  them  to  efcape. 

of 
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of  his  bed  Seapoys,  forming  the  right  wing,  were 
charged  to  attack  the  village  j  this  corps  was 
commanded  by  a  Portugucfe  lieutenant  colo- 
nel *,  lately  arrived  from  Goa,  with  different 
officers  of  his  nation.  The  left  wing,  compofed 
of  Topaifes,  was  commanded  by  an  Eiiglilh  of- 
ficer ;  and  Ayder  himfelf  commanded  the  main 
body,  having  behind  him  a  referve  of  Euro- 
peans almoft  all  French,  with  whom  were 
joined  thofe  who  are  called  the Bara  Adem'is^  or 
Great  Men,  a  corps  compofed  of  all  the  young 
nobility  and  courtiers,  without  excepting  even 
the  generals,  who  have  not  appointed  pofcs  or 
command  on  the  day  of  battle.  They  were  all 
on  foot,  and  armed  with  fabres  and  bucklers, 
having  voluntarily  put  themfelves  under  the 
command  of  the  ofncer  of  Europeans,  whom 

*  Aycler  being  informed  by  Naza  Saeb,  who  had  refid- 
ed  at  Colombo  for  two  years  after  the  capture  of  Pon- 
dicherry,  that  all  the  European  powers  had  introduced 
the  Prufiian  exercife  among  their  troops,  wrote  to  Goa, 
Bombay,  Pondlchcrry,  Madras,  Colombo,  &c.  to  fend 
him  officers  to  difcipl^ne  his  troops.  The  Portuguefe 
lieutenant  colonel  had  arrived  from  Goa  on  this  occa- 
Con.  His  improper  manoeuvre  during  the  battle,  and  an 
unfortunate  affair  that  happened  to  him  tlie  following 
night,  caufed  Ayder  to  fpcak hardily  to  him;  nt  which, 
being  affronted,  he  demanded  his  difniilTion,  an  J  imme- 
diately obtained  it, 

they 
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they  promlfed  to  follow  wherever  he  might  lead 
them. 

The  cavalry,  that  could  not  be  of  fervice  till 
after  the  entrenchment  was  forced,  was  formed 
behind  the  corps-de-rcferve.  According  to  the 
orders,  the  Portuguefe  officer  attacked  the  re- 
trenched village  with  his  four  thoufand  Sea- 
poys,  by  condu6ling  them  bravely  to  the  edge 
of  the  ditch  ;  but,  without  advancing  a  ftep  far- 
ther, he  contented  himfelf  with  caufing  his 
troop  to  fire,  as  if  at  their  exercife.  Theie  un- 
fortunate Seapoys,  totally  expofed,  were  de- 
ftroyed  with  impunity  by  their  enemies,  who 
fired  from  pent-holes,  or  from  behind  the 
hedges.  This  firing,  which  lafted  upwards  of 
two  hours,  highly  enraged  Ayder,  who  receiv- 
ing every  moment  news  of  the  ftate  of  the  at- 
tack, learned  with  the  utmoft  mortification  the 
unavailing  lofs  of  his  beft  troops.  The  French 
officer,  commandant  of  the  Europeans,  who 
lately  arrived,  and  had  not  yet  had  an  opportu- 
nity of  diftinguiihing  himfelf,  offered  to  advance 
with  the  corps-de-referve,  and  put  himfelf  at 
the  head  of  the  Seapoys.  Ayder  anfwered,  that 
he  might  do  as  he  thought  proper  ;  and  he  im- 
mediately joined  his  troop,  which  was  impa- 
tient for  the  combat,  and  burned  with  a  defire 

to 
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to  revenge  the  J<"rench  who  were  inhumanly 
maflacred  at  Pondiaghari.  Headed  by  this  a6live 
and  courageous  officer,  and  joined  by  the 
Bara  Ademis,  they  ran  with  violent  eagernefs 
to  the  attack.  The  intervals  between  the  bat- 
talions of  Seapoys  afforded  them  a  paffage  : 
they  jumped  into  the  ditch,  and  haftily  amend- 
ing the  retrenchments  tore  up  the  pallifades, 
and  were  in  the  face  of  the  enemy  in  an  in- 
ftant.  They  gave  no  quarter  ;  and  the  enemy, 
aftoniftied  to  the  laft  degree  at  their  impetuo« 
fity  and  rage,  fuffered  themfelves  to  be  butchered 
even  without  refiftance.  The  flames  of  the 
village  on  fire,  and  the  diredlion  of  the  cannon 
now  pointed  on  the  diftraded  Nayres,  evinced 
to  Ayder  that  the  village  was  carried.  The 
whole  army,  in  confequence,  moved  to  attack 
the  retrenchment  j  but  the  enemy,  perceiving 
that  Ayder's  troops  had  ftormed  their  out-poft, 
and  catching  the  affright  of  the  fugitives,  fled 
from  their  camp  with  diforder  and  precipita- 
tion. 

Ayder  had  fuppofed  his  enemies  would  have 
exhibited  more  firmnefs  on  this  occafion.  This 
brave  and  fortunate  attack,  which  was  much 
exalted  by  the  young  nobility  that  fhared  the 
glory,  gave  him  infinite  pleafure.     He  created 

tlie 
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the  French  commandant  Bahader  upon  the 
fpot ;  and  in  the  evening  prefentcd  him  with  a 
patent,  appointing  him  general  of  ten  thou- 
fand  horfe,  which  is  the  higheft  mihtary  poft 
among  the  Mogols;  at  the  fame  time  declar- 
ing him  general  in  chief  of  his  artillery.  He 
likewife  gave  a  gratification  of  thirty  rupees  to 
every  foldier,  and  twice  that  fum  to  each  of 
the  wounded  ;  of  which  there  was  a  great 
number,  though  no  more  than  one  died. — As 
the  Nayres  had  no  bayonets,  the  wounds  were 
only  cuts  with  the  fabre,  little  dangerous 
where  ready  afliftance  is  to  be  had.  The  Euro- 
peans infpired  the  Malabars  with  a  new  terror 
by  this  exploit ;  and  Ayder,  to  increafe  it, 
fprezd  a  report  that  he  expected  many  thou- 
fand  men  from  Europe  :  he  addj:d,  that  they 
were  a  cruel  people,  and  devourers  of  human 
flefh  ;  and  that  his  intention  was,  to  deliver 
all  the  coaft  to  their  outrages.  The  rage  and 
fury  by  which  his  fmall  handful  of  i*rench 
were  urged  on  to  revenge  their  murdered  coun- 
trymen, gave  much  force  to  the  belief  the 
wretched  inhabitants  were  difpofed  to  afford 
to  his  reports.  Wherever  he  turned,  he  found  no 
opponent,  nor  even  any  human  creature  j  eve- 
ry inhabited  place  was  forfaken  j  and  the  poor 

inhabitants. 
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inhabitants,  who  fled  to  the  woods  and  moun- 
tains in  the  moft  inclement  feafon,  had  the  an- 
guifli  to  behold  their  houfes  in  flames,  their 
fruit-trees  cut  down,  their  cattle  deftroyed, 
and  their  temples  burned  *.  The  pei-fidy  o£ 
the  Nayres  had  been  too  great  for  them  to  truft 
the  ofters  of  pardon  made  by  Ayder,  by  means 
of  Bramins  he  difpatched  into  the  woods  and 
mountains  to  recall  thefe  unhappy  people;  who 
were  hanged  without  mercy,  and  their  wives 
and  children  reduced  to  fiavery,  whenever  they 
were  found  in  the  woods  by  the  troops  of  Ay- 
der ;  feverity  and  mildnefs  being  both  equally 
inefFe6lual   in   making  them  return    to   their 

homes. 

*  The  Sieur  Pocot  de  la  Mothe,  French  comman- 
dant at  Mahe,  had  written  to  the  commandant  of 
Europeans  in  the  army  of  Ayder,  to  take  the  trouble, 
on  this  occafion,  to  fearch  for  the  Vedam,  and  Ou- 
inm  Vedam,  tranfcribed  (if  the  fa£l  be  credible)  be- 
fore the  time  of  Alexander;  M.  )e  Due  d'Ayen,  now 
Marfhal  Due  de  Noaiiles,  having  given  him  a  cc  n- 
mifTion  to  procure  them  at  any  price.  The  officer, 
defirous  of  complying  with  the  wifh  of  this  no!)Ieman, 
caufed  different  iiramins  to  look,  over  the  vafl  quan- 
tities of  books,  compoied  of  plates  of  copper,  held 
together  by  dozens  by  rings,  which  were  deftined  by 
the  captor  to  be  call  Into  cannon.  The  Bv<aniins 
charged  with  this  examination,  who  were  no  other 
than  the  writers  or  lecretaries  in  the  annyj  informed 

him 
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homes.  All  Raja,  and  the  Mapelets,  who  faw 
themfelves  thus  involved  in  the  ruin  of  the 
Nayres,  perfuaded  Ayder  to  return  to  Coil- 
moutour,  in  hopes  that  his  abfence  might  re- 
move the  timidity  of  the  people  :  and  it  is 
highly  probable  that  the  dyfentery  that  raged 
in  Ws  army  w^as  a  much  more  eftcftual  reafon 
that  induced  him  to  leave  the  country.  The 
officers  and  Europeans,  who  had  retained  their 
clothing,  and  had  more  particularly  abufed  the 
liberty  of  doing  as  they  pleafed,  were  the  moft 
^xpofed  to  this  dangerous  malady. 

Before  he  quitted  the  country,  Ayder,  by  a 
folemn  ediiSl,  declared  the  Nayres  deprived  of 
all   their   privileges  ;   and  ordained  that  their 

him  that  all  tliefe  booka  contained  nothing  more  than 
accounts  of  the  expences  of  the  pigodss,  with  the 
names  of  the  Bramins  and  their  children.  Some  of 
thefe  hooks  that  were  preferved,  and  afterwards  put 
into  the  hands  of  more  learned  Bramins,  were  found 
to  contain  an  enumeration  of  names  of  Eramins. 
"What  makes  it  reafonable  to  fuppofe  thefe  books  were 
of  little  value,  is  their  being  written  in  Tamhou,  the 
■modern  language  of  the  Malabars ;  and  the  ancient 
language  is  the  Ou-ria  tongue,  preferved  by  the  priefts 
of  the  Chriftians  of  St.  Thomas,  whofe  religious  rites 
are  performed  in  that  language. — There  is  a  printing- 
office  at  Rome  for  books  in  this  tongue,  where  the 
Propaganda  caufe  milTals  and  breviaries  to  be  printed 
for  their  priefts. 

caft. 
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caft,  which  was  the  firft  after  the  Bramins, 
fliould  thereafter  be  the  loweft  of  all  the  cafts  ; 
fubjedling  them  to  falute  the  Parias  and  others 
of  the  loweft  cafts,  by  ranging  themfelves  be- 
fore them,  as  the  other  Malabars  had  been 
obliged  to  do  before  the  Nayres  ;  permitting  all 
the  other  cafts  to  bear  arms,  and  forbiddin"^ 
them  to  the  Nayres,  who  till  then  had  enjoyed 
the  fole  right  of  carrying  them  ;  at  the  fame 
time  allowing  and  commanding  all  perfons  to 
kill  fuch  Nayres  as  were  found  bearing  arms. 
By  this  rigorous  ediifl:  Ayder  expected  to  make 
all  the  other  cafts  enemies  of  the  Nayres  ;  and 
that  they  would  rejoice  in  the  occafion  of  re- 
venging themfelves  for  the  tyrannic  oppreiTion 
this  nobility  had  till  then  exerted  over  them. 

This  ordinance  being  found  to  make  the 
fubmiffion  of  the  Nayres  abfolutely  impoffible, 
"becaufe  they  would  have  thought  death  pre- 
ferable to  fuch  a  degradation,  he  made  a  new 
edi<3-,  by  which  he  re-eftablifhed  in  all  their 
rights  and  privileges  fuch  Nayres  as  fhould 
embrace  the  Mahometan  religion.  Many  of 
thefe  nobles  took  the  turban  on  this  occafion  ; 
but  the  greater  part  remained  difperfed,  and 
chofe  rather  to  take  refuge  in  the  kingdom  of 
Travancour  than  fubmit  to  this  laft  ordinance. 
7  Though 
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Though  the  approach  of  the  fine  feafon,  anJ 
the  terror  he  had  fpread,  might  have  left  little 
apprehenfion  of  another  revolt,  yet  he  left  fe- 
veral  bodies  of  troops  in  the  country,  diftri- 
buted  in  pofts  fo  fituated  as  to  aflift  each  other 
in  cafe  of  neceflity,  and  quartered  the  reft  of 
his  infantry  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Madig- 
heri,  taking  only  his  cavalry  with  him  to- 
Coilmoutour,  which  he  was  obliged  to  fpread- 
over  the  country,  on  account  of  the  fcarcity 
of  forage. 

On  his  arrival  at  Coilmontour,  Ayder  found 
there  a  body  of  four  thoufand  Maratta  cavalry 
lately  arrived.  More  than  a  year  had  elapfed 
fmce  he  had  ordered  this  corps  to  be  raifed,  and 
lince  the  chiefs  had  received  the  neceflary  fums 
of  aBramin,  named  Chamrao,  formerly  attach- 
ed to  Monf.  Bulfi,  but  fmce  entered  into  the 
fervice  of  Ayder,  whofe  confidence  he  had  ac- 
quired. This  Bramin  had  not  been  fufficient- 
]y  fpariiig  of  the  money  ;  and  when  the  Ma- 
rattas  had  received  it,  they  were  in.  no  hafte 
to  complete  their  engagements.  Inft'ead  of 
three  months,  they  were  fcarcely  ready  to 
march  in  eight.  Their  horfes,  inftead  of  be- 
ing of  the  height  and  quality  agreed  on, 
were  moftly  fmall,  fuch  as  are  ufed  by  fcr- 

vants,, 
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vants,  and  called  Tatoos  in  India.  In  fhort, 
inftead  of  a  regular  body  of  cavalry,  it  was 
nothing  more  than  a  colledlion  of  peafants  and 
vagabonds,  incapable  of  forming  a  line,  or 
indeed  of  doing  any  thing,  but  rob  and  pil- 
lage. Secure  in  poffeffion  of  the  Bramin's 
money,  they  paid  little  regard  to  his  com- 
plaints J  and,  in  order  to  avoid  lofmg  the 
whole,  he  was  obliged  to  take  the  troops, 
fuch  as  they  were.  When  they  v/ere  on  their 
journey,  they  advanced  very  flowly,  and  made 
continual  Hops  ;  fo  that  inftead  of  one  month, 
they  employed  four  in  making  their  journey  ; 
and  even  that  degree  of  expedition  was  not  ob- 
tained, but  in  confequence  of  repeated  fums 
advanced  by  the  diftrefled  Chamrao. 

The  Marattas  would  not  have  aded  in 
this  manner,  if  they  had  been  acquainted  with 
the  character  of  Ayder  ;  who,  for  the  fake  of 
ccconomy,  was  in  the  habit  of  requiring  an 
exa6t  account  of  the  fums  expended  for  the 
maintenance  of  his  troops,  and  was  not  ea- 
fily  deceived.  In  fail:,  having  paffed  them 
in  review  the  day  after  his  arrival,  he  found 
them  in  fo  bad  a  ftate  that  he  could  not  avoid 
exprelTmg  his  furprize  to  the  Bramin.  Cham- 
rao had  long  lince  written  to  Ayder,  com- 
YoL.  I,  K  plaining 
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plaining  of  the  mutiny  and  difobedience,  not 
only  of  the  private  men,  but  of  their  officers. 
Ayder  complained  to  the  chiefs,  that  his  or- 
ders were  fo  ill  executed  :  he  fignified  to  them, 
that,  on  account  of  their  diforderly  appearance 
and  bad  equipment,  he  v/ouid  receive  the  troops, 
as  his  cuftom  was  with  all  his  cavalry,  and 
reform  all  thofe  that  were  not  agreeable  to 
the  agreements  made  with  Chamrao,  his 
agent:  that  he  likewife  expcded  they  would 
account  for  all  the  money  employed  in  raif- 
ing  the  troop  ;  and  befides,  to  fhew  them  his 
difpleafure  to  find,  that,  regardlefs  of  every 
thing  that  could  be  urged  by  the  perfon  in- 
frulled  with  his  orders,  they  had  employed  in 
thtir  journey  four  times  the  fpace  neceflary 
to  perform  it  in,  he  had  given  orders  to  his 
treafurer  to  deduft  from  their  account  the 
time  they  had  voluntarily  loft  by  pafling  through 
unufual  roads. 

Thefe  Marattas,  who,  according  to  their 
own  account,  had  large  fums  to  receive,  mur- 
mured loudly  at  finding  themfelves  obliged  to 
renounce  a  confiderable  part  of  their  claim. 
Not  at  all  habituated,  in  their  own  country,  to 
be  commanded  defpotically,  they  refolved  with 
cne  accord  to  return  to  their  camp  ;  with 
I  menaces 
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menaces  to  do  themfelves  juftice,  if  refufed  it 
by  fair  means. 

They  who  knew  Ayder,  and  how  circum- 
(pe£l  he  is,  could  not  conceive  how  he  could  fo 
indifcreetly  put  himfelf  in  the  power  of  thefe 
Marattas  ;  having  kept  with  him  at  Coilmou- 
tour  no  more  than  five  hundred  Seapoys,  and 
thirty  Europeans,  who  were  their  comman- 
dant's guard. 

Fortunately,  the  Maratta  troops  were  not 
ignorant  that  Ayder  was  able,  in  a  very  fhort 
time,  to  collect  military  of  every  denomina- 
tion :  in  the  mean  time  they  demanded  pay- 
ment within  the  hour,  or  in  default  they 
threatened  to  mount  their  horfes,  and  return 
into  their  own  country,  deftroying  and  pillaging 
all  that  might  offer  in  their  way. 

Ayder  reproached  himfelf  fecretly  for  the 
vivacity  that  had  led  him  to  ufe  menaces  with 
thofe  people,  at  an  inftant  in  which  he  was  not 
prepared  to  give  law  to  them.  Though  he 
had  little  to  fear  perfonally,  it  would  have 
been  more  prudent  in  him  to  have  retired  at 
this  juncture  into  the  fortrefs  of  Coilmoutour  j 
but  that  courage,  which  never  abandoned  him, 
led  him  to  furmount  the  difficulty  and  danger 
that  now  prefcnted  itfelf. 

K  2  In 
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In  this  embarrafTment  MafFous  Khan,  an- 
cient Nabob  of  Arcot,  and  brother  of  Mehe- 
met  Ali,  advifed  him  to  fend  for  the  French 
commandant,^  and  give  him  the  charge  of  re- 
ducing this  mutinous  cavalry  to  reafon.  Ay- 
der  approvecf  of  the  thought,  and  fent  for  the 
officer  :  he  explained  the  affair  to  him,  and 
Informed  him  that,  by  the  advice  of  the  Na- 
bob of  Arcot,  he  requeued  he  would  under- 
take to  bring  thofe  vagabonds  to  hear  reafon  ; 
whom  he  couM  eafily  reduce  by  force  of  arms, 
but  that  he  wifhed  to  ufe  milder  methods. 
The  French  officer  confented  to  fhew  himfelf 
worthy  of  the  confidence  Ayder  honoured  him 
S\'ith,  though  he  faw  all  the  difficulty  attend- 
ing the  execution  of  the  bufinefs  :  however, 
he  undertook  it  with  ardour,  being  defirous  of 
continually  rendering  himfelf  more  ufeful  and 
neceffary. 

To  begin  his  negociation,  he  fent  word  to 
the  Maratta  chief,  that  he  was  defirous  of 
paying  him  a  vifit,  in  order  to  cultivate  an 
acquaintance  with  him  and  the  other  great 
men  of  his  nation  :  at  the  fame  inflant  he 
fent  an  exprefs  for  Madigheri,  with  orders  for 
all  the  Europeans  to  march  for  Coilmoutour  j 
and,  together  v.'ith  his  letter,  he  difpatched  an 
7  order 
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(prdcr  from  Ayder  to  the  commander  in  chief 
of  the  cantonment,  to  fend  off  all  the  Topaffes, 
which  amounted  to  a  body  of  above  four  thcu- 
fand  men. 

The  Maratta  chief  having  accepted  with 
joy   the  vifit  the  French  officer  propofed,  re- 
ceived him  with  the  greateft  politenefs,   as  did 
the  other  chiefs  who  were  aflembled    on  th« 
occafion.    In  order  to  obtain  their  confidence, 
the  commandant,  after  making  the  ufual  com-t 
pliments    (that  is    to    fay,    fpoken  highly  of 
the  valour  and  merit  of  the  Maratta  nation) 
proceeded   to    inform  them,    that  he   wiftied 
to  vifit  them,  becaufe  the  French  and  himfclf 
were  nearly  in  the  fame  fituation  as  the  Ma- 
ratta cavalry  j  and  it  might  be  found  advan- 
tageous to  unite  their   pretcnfions,  and  make 
a   common  caufe.     The  fad  in  reality  was, 
that  the  French  troops  arrived  in  Ayder's  do- 
minions at  the  very  jundure  in  which  the  re- 
volt of  the  Nay  res  demanded  his  attention,  and 
had  remained  a  conuderable  time  at  Syring- 
patnam.     It  is  true,  that  he  had  received  con- 
fiJerable  fums  by  order  of  Aydcr  j  but,  though 
he  had  already  been  engaged  in  adual  fervu  o, 
no  agreement  had  yet  been  made  for  the  emolu- 
ments and  pay  of  himfelf  and  his  troops. 

K  3  This 
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This  overture  having  infured  the  confidence 
of  the  Marattas,  they  began  to  exclaim  againft 
Ayder,  and  accufed  him  of  breach  of  faith^ 
by  fpeaking  ahnoft  all  at  once ;  their  chief 
at  laft  found  an  opportunity  of  fpeaking  alone  : 
he  fpoke  highly  of  the  condu61:  and  behaviour 
of  his  troops,  and  placed  their  pretenfions  in 
the  mod  favourable  point  of  view  ;  and  the 
French  officer,  feeming  to  give  credit  to  their 
words,  was  careful  not  to  fhew  any  intimation 
that  he  was  charged  with  any  commiffion  from 
Ayder  :  he  gave  them  reafon  to  fuppofe  the 
contrary  ;  and  even  acquainted  them  (as  in 
confidence)  that  he  expedted  his  troop  the 
next  day,  who,  impatient  to  know  their  fate, 
would  come  exprefsly  to  decide  it  :  that  there- 
fore he  judged  it  expedient  for  them  to  wait 
till  the  Europeans  were  arrived  j  and  in  the 
mean  time,  he  would  go  to  Ayder,  as  if  from 
himfelf,  and  offer  his  mediation  :  the  Ma- 
rattas unanimouily  approved  this  proje<fl,  and 
accepted  his  offer  with  gladnefs.  Things  thus 
adjufted  for  the  prefent,  there  was  no  queftion 
concerning  the  expediting  of  bufinefs  :  the 
Marattas  promifed  the  French  officer,  that 
they  would  return  his  vifit  the  follov/ing  day 
■at  the  fame  hour,  to  learn   the  effect  of  his 

intended 
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intended  conference  with  Ayder ;  and  they 
parted  good  friends.  All  the  country  refound- 
ed  with  the  valour  of  the  French  j  and  the 
Marattas,  who  had  the  highefl  opinion  of 
them,  on  account  of  the  defeat  of  Nazerzing, 
and  the  exploits  of  M.  Buffi  *,  were  highly 
flattered  with  this  kind  of  alliance  with 
them. 

The  following  day  the  few  Europeans  that 
were  at  Madigheri,  to  the  number  of  four 
hundred  men,  began  to  appear,  but  irregular- 
ly, in  fmall  numbers,  cor.fifling  of  three  or 
four  at  moft  in  a  party.  By  this  artifice,  they 
appeared  to  be  coming  in  all  day,  without 
its  being  poffible  for  the  Marattas  to  judge  of 
their  number ;  and  thofe  who  arrived  did 
not  fail  to  acquaint  the  enquirers,  that  the 
main  body  would  foon  arrive  :  accordingly, 
at  the  clofe  of  the  night,  a  column  of  in- 
fantry  paffed    by    the    Maratta    camp,    with 

*  This  ought  not  to  be  taLer.  for  fiatteryi  The 
Aiithor  has  long  ago  afTurci  the  people  in  power,  that 
M.  Buffi  enjoys  the  highell:  reputation  in  Indoilnn  j 
and  it  is  certain,  that  a  Frenchman  among  the  Ma- 
rattas, or  in  the  army  of  the  Suba  of  Decan,  will  be 
every  moment  afked  Moujfa  B:(J/l  qu'an  e?  or,  what 
is  become  of  M.  Buffi  ? 

K  4  drums 
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drums  beating  and  colours  flying,  compofed 
of  Topafles  *,  who  had  been  fent  from  Ma- 
digheri,  and  were  headed  by  the  Europeans 
who,  by  another  route,  had  went  out  of  Coil- 
moutour  to  join  them. 

This  artifice  caufed  the  Marattas  to  be- 
lieve the  Europeans  were  much  more  nume- 
rous than  they  really  were  ;  and  their  notion 
was  ftrengthened  by  the  hats  of  the  TopafTes, 
and  their  drums  and  hfes,   which  refemble  the 


*  The  TopafTes  are  black  Chrlftians,  who  call  them- 
felves  Portuguefe,  and  have  the  names  of  the  firtt  fa- 
milies in  Portugal  j  but  who,  to  all  appearance,  are 
<Jefcendeti  from  fjaves,  born  and  brought  up  in  the 
houfes  of  the  Portuguefe,  who  treat  very  favourably, 
and  with  great  humanity,  thofe  Haves  whom  they  call 
Creanza  de  Caza,  or  Children  of  the  Houfe.  The  Eu- 
ropeans have  never  been  able  to  form  good  troops  out 
of  thofe  people  ;  which  arifes,  no  doubt,  from  the  con- 
temptuous manner  they  treat  them  with  ;  inftead  of 
■which,  Ayder  has  always  put  them  on  an  equality  with 
the  Seapo)  s,  and  even  preferred  them  to  his  other 
troops  J  as  will  be  feen  in  tbe  couri'e  of  this  Hiftory. 
The  officers  of  thcfe  Topnffes  are  Europeans  ;  which 
clrcumftance,  however,  does  not  prevent  thofe  among 
them  who  dirtinguifh  themfeives,  from  being  promot- 
ed :  in  confequence  of  this  treatment,  they  may  be  re- 
garded as  Ayder's  bed  troops,  and  tkofe  he  can  moft 
a-ely  on. 

Others ; 
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■Others  ;  and  as  they  played  the  fame  marches, 
and  it  was  almoft  dark  when  they  appeared,  it 
was  not  eafy  to  perceive  the  difference. 

The  principal  Maratta  chiefs  waited  on  the 
French  commandant ;  who  receiving  them  with 
the  moft  attentive  politenefs  and  regard,  ac- 
quainted them,  that  he  had  found  Ayder  dif- 
pofed  to  a(5l  in  the  moft  amicable  manner  with 
them,  and  had  accepted  his  mediation  ;  but 
that  he  had  promifed  to  keep  ftridly  to  the 
agreement  made  with  his  agent,  Chamrao  : 
that  he  confented,  either  that  himfeJf  alone, 
or  with  fuch  other  perfons  of  confequencc  as 
the  Marattas  might  chufe,  would  pafs  in  review, 
one  by  one,  the  horfemen  and  their  horfes,  for 
the  purpofe  of  reforming  thofe  that  were  not 
according  to  the  agreement :  and  likewife,  that 
after  having  taken  an  account  of  the  length 
of  the  journey  they  had  had  to  perform,  ar- 
bitrators (hould  decide  the  time  they  ought 
to  have  employed.  The  French  commandant 
added,  that  thefe  propofitions  having  appeared 
to  him  equitable,  he  had  judged  it  proper  to 
fubmit,  and  accept  them;  being  well  convinced 
of  the  candid  and  noble  manner  of  thinking 
that  diftinguifhed  the  Maratta  nation. 

They, 
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They,  who  did  not  find  their  account  in  this 
method  of  adjulting  the  affair,  exclaimed  much 
againft  the  facihty  of  the  officer,  and  affured 
him  that  they  would  not  confent  to  be  thus 
palled  in  review  ;  and  more  particularly  becaufc 
Chamrao,  the  envoy  of  Ayder,  had  feen  and  ap- 
proved the  horfes,  which  had  not  fmce  been 
changed  ;  and  that  with  refpecl  to  his  demand 
concerning  the  time  employed  in  the  journey, 
it  was  at  the  very  requeft  of  Chamrao,  they  af- 
firmed, that  they  had  fojourned  on  the  road,  in 
order  that  they  might  not  arrive  at  Coilmou- 
tour  during  the  abfence  of  the  Nabob,  being 
informed  that  forages  were  very  rare.  Thefe 
Maratta  officers  having  perfifted  in  their  de- 
termination, maintained  firmly  that  the  pro- 
pofitions  made  to  them  were  unreafonable  ;  and 
that  they  could  not  accept  them,  nor  abate 
their  pretenfions,  without  the  confent  of  all  the 
chiefs,  of  whom  they  would  convene  an  af- 
fembly.  The  night  approaching,  they  returned 
very  difTatisfied  with  their  vifit,  and  the  refolu- 
tion  of  Ayder. 

The  French  officer,  not  to  render  himfelf 
fufpecled  by  paying  too  great  attention  to  the 
fituation  of  their  encampment,  thought  proper 
to  commit  that  charge  to  one  of  his  adju- 
tants. 
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tants  *.  This  officer  reported  that  the  camp  was 
in  a  meadow  fituated  between  two  banks,  ons 
ferving  to  retain  the  water  of  a  great  tank,  and 
the  other  as  a  paflage  at  the  time  of  rain  ;  that 
the  meadow  was  bounded  at  one  end  by  a  hill 
impracticable  to  cavalry,  becaufe  covered  with, 
fruit-trees,  and  interfe6ted  by  hedges  and  v/alls 
of  earth,  that  divide  the  property  of  different 
perfons  j  that  at  the  extremity  of  the  bank, 
that  ferved  for  a  road,  there  were  fome  houfes, 
and  a  fmall  pagoda  ;  and,  laftly,  that  he  was 
of  opinion,  that  two  hundred  men,  and  fome 
pieces  of  cannon,  placed  in  this  hamlet,  would 
be  able  to  prevent  the  Marattas  from  going 
out  of  their  camp.  In  confequence  of  this  ad- 
vice, cannon  were  conveyed  in  the  night  to  this 
poft,  and  250  men,  who  entrenched  themfelves. 
A  barbette  battery  of  ten  pieces  of  cannon  was 
conftruded,  which  was  by  no  means  an  agree^ 
able  fight  to  the  Marattas  when  day-light  ap- 
peared. Their  chiefs  having  fent  to  the  officer 
who  commanded  the  poft,  to  demand  with 
what  intention  thofe  cannon  were  pointed  at 
their  camp,  received  anfwer^  that  they  had  been 

*  This  adjutant  wasM.  deLallie,  who  now  commands 
a  corps  in  Ayder's  army  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
European  horfemen  ;  of  which  he  is  proprietor,  as  well 
as  of  a  regiment  of  Seapoys, 

placed 
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placed  there  by  his  commandant,  with  orders 
to  fire  on  the  firfl:  Maratta  that  fhould  attempt 
to  get  on  horfeback  ;  and  that  if  they  defired 
farther  information,  they  muft  apply  to  the  com- 
mandant. On  this  they  difpatched  two  of 
their  ofScers,  who  complained  of  this  a6l  of 
hoftility,  but  with  much  politenefs,  and  an  air 
that  fuificiently  exhibited  their  fear.  The  com- 
mandant did  not  hefitate  to  anfwer,  that  having 
been  fo  little  fatisfied  the  preceding  evening 
-with  their  reception  of  the  propofitions  of  Ay- 
<ier,  which  to  him  appeared  juft  and  reafonable  ; 
and  fearing  that,  by  a  precipitate  refolution  of 
returning  into  their  own  country,  they  might 
betray  his  faith  and  honour,  pledged  to  the  fo- 
vereign  on  their  account,  he  thought  it  incum- 
bent on  him  to  take  thefe  precautions.  But, 
neverthelefs,  he  wifhed  to  continue  his  media- 
tion, and  would  certainly  join  them,  if  Ayder 
refufed  to  do  them  juftice.  This  difcourfe  hav- 
ing encouraged  them,  they  protefted  they  were 
ready  to  treat ;  and  that,  trufting  entirely  to  his 
proniifes,  all  the  chiefs  would  v/ait  on  him  at  an 
hour  to  be  appointed,  for  a  conference  with  Ay- 
der's  minifters. 

On  the  aflurance  given  them  that  no  aft  of 
hoftility  ihould  be  committed,  provided  they 

remained 
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remained  quiet  in  their  camp,  they  returned  to 
their  quarters.  The  commandant  repaired  to 
A yder  to  inform  him  of  their  good  difpofitions : 
he  found  him  alone  with  MafFous  Khan,  who 
likewife  offered  himfelf  as  mediator  and  inter- 
preter, for  which  he  was  quahfied  by  fpeaking 
very  good  Portuguefe. 

In  confideration  of  the  advanced  age  and 
high  rank  of  this  perfonage,  the  French  officer 
begged  he  would  confent  that  the  meeting 
might  be  held  at  his  houfe.  Advice  was  given 
to  the  Marattas,  who  repaired  thither  at  the 
clofe  of  the  evening.  Two  Bramins,.  fecre- 
taries  to  Ayder,  likewife  attended^  and  every 
thing  was  arranged  in  two  days ;  MafFous 
Khan  having  removed  all  the  difficulties  with  a 
degree  of  addrefs  and  intelligence  very  uncom- 
mon, but  acquired  by  fifty  years  experience  in 
this  fort  of  negociations.  It  was  agreed,  that 
none  fliould  be  difmifled  but  fuch  horfes  as  were 
abfol'jtely  incapable  of  any  kind  of  fervice  ;  that 
they  fliould  all  pafs  in  exa6t  review ;  that  fuch 
as  fliould  be  judged  in  a  ftate  to  ferve  as  good 
cavalry,  fhould  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  forty  ru- 
pees a  month,  man  and  horfe,  according  to 
the  agreement  made  with  Chamrao  ;  and  that 
the  others  fliould  be  reduced  to  five-aiid-twen- 
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ty,  and  fliould  ferve  as  irregular  cavalry.  The 
time  allowed  for  the  journey  was  let  at  three 
months. 

After  this  review  it  was  found  that  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  horfe  only  were  entitled  to 
forty  rupees,  and  the  reft  were  reduced  to  five- 
and-twenty.  The  principal  chief,  whofe  troop 
was  well  mounted,  and  who  alone  poflelled 
eight  hundred  horfe,  had  none  difmiffed  ;  per- 
haps there  was  indulgence  fhewn  him,  on  ac- 
count of  the  pains  he  had  taken  to  accommo- 
date the  difference. 

The  affair  being  thus  fatisfadiorily  adjufted, 
Ayder  niade  a  prefent  of  twenty-two  horfes  to 
the  French  officer,  to  mount  twenty  Euro- 
peans, to  ferve  him  as  a  guard,  and  accompany 
him  every  where  :  at  the  fame  time  he  gave 
orders  to  the  Bacfi  *  and  the  fecretary  at  war, 
to  fettle  the  pay  and  emoluments  of  all  the 
Europeans  ;  Ayder  being  in  the  cuftom  never 
to  fettle  his  pecuniary  affairs  himfelf,  but 
committing  the  charge  of  them  to  mini- 
fters,  who  have  no  permiflion  to  conclude  any 
bufmefs  without   the   precife   orders   of  their 

*  The  Bacfi  is  properly  the  minifter  at  war,  and  the 
fecretary  is  fubjecled  to  his  orders,  though  generally 
fee  is  the  confidential  minifter  of  the  Nabob. 

m  after. 
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mafter.  To  make  their  court,  the  Bacfi  and  his 
colleague  exclaimed  againft  the  exorbitant  pre- 
tenfions  of  the  Europeans,  and  propofed  abate- 
ments that  were  flatly  rejedcd  :  but  as  the 
corps  of  Europeans  was  not  numerous,  the 
lubje£l  of  thefe  difcuffions  was  of  fmall  con- 
fequence  to  Ayder  :  to  end  them  therefore, 
and  to  make  a  parade  of  generofity  that  he 
thought  fuitablc  to  his  rank,  he  ordered  the 
commandant  and  principal  officers  before  him, 
and,  addrelTing  himfelf  to  the  former,  "  I  hear, 
with  concern,"  faid  he,  "  that  you  do  not  agree 
with  the  Bacfi  and  Narimrao.  Why  did  not  you 
apply  to  me  ?  have  you  forgot  that  I  have,  both 
by  writing  and  converfation,  informed  you, 
that  you  may  difpofe  of  every  thing  I  poflefs  ; 
and  that  the  French  are  efteemed  by  me  as 
brothers  ?"  Upon  which  he  gave  orders  to 
Narimrao  to  prepare  the  Batis  *,  and  he  figned 

them 

•  The  Batis  are  fmall  writings  or  warrants.  Every 
perfon  in  the  military  fervice  has  one,  from  the  gene- 
ral to  the  drummer.  This  writing  contains  the  nam'e 
of  the  perlbn,  and  of  his  father  and  grandfather;  a 
defcription  of  his  perfon,  and  that  of  his  horfe  (if  he  be 
a  horfeman)  ;  the  day  he  entered  the  fervice  5  his  ftation, 
and  his  pay  ;  and  as  often  as  he  is  paid  the  fum  is 
entered  on  the  fame  :  thofe  of  the  officers  contain 
fimply  the  name,   the  ftation  or  degree,  and  the  fums 

received-, 
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them  before  he  difinilTed  the  officers ;  at  the 
fame  time  inviting  them  to  an  entertainment 
to  be  given  at  the  palace  the  next  day. 

As  it  could  not  be  expected  that  the  coaft  of 
Malabar  would  ever  enjoy  a  Hate  of  tranquil- 
lity while  the  Nayre  princes  were  on  the  fron- 
tiers, and  in  the  country  of  Travancour,  Ay- 
der  refolved  to  make  the  conqueft  of  that 
kingdom  ;  for  which,  however,  he  could  urge 
no  better  reafon  than  that  the  king  of  that 
country  had  affif^ed  his  enemies,  l^hough  this 
kingdom  is  of  fmall  extent,  it  is  very  populous  ; 
and  its  king.  Ram  Raja,  has  acquired  a  repu- 
tation for  his  valour  and  prudence,  which  gave 
reafon  to  conclude  that  the  undertaking  would 
be  attended  with  much  difficulty. 

Aydcr  knew  that  his  enemy  had  long  ex- 
erted himfelf  in  difciplining  his  army  ;  that 
he  had  a  numerous   corps    of    Seapoys  well 

received.  The  Batis  are  triple,  and  in  three  difierent 
languages,  Perfian,  Maratta,  and  Canarin  5  and  as 
there  aie  three  chancellors,  they  are  prelerved  in  the 
greatelt  order.  Ayder  figns  the  ftate  of  accounts 
every  month,  as  well  as  a  particular  rtate  for  every 
troop;  for  no  payment  is  made  without  the  fignature 
of  Ayder,  or,  in  his  abieiice,  of  the  general  com- 
mandant. 

armed. 
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armed,  and  a  train  of  artillery  ferved  by  good 
cannoneers,  procured  from  the  Danes,  theEng- 
lifh,  and  the  Dutch.  He  likewife  knew  that 
the  country  was  not  to  be  penetrated  but  by 
way  of  narrow  paflages  through  mountains, 
where  Ram  Raja  had  caufed  fortreffes  to  be  con- 
ftruded,  which  he  was  firmly  refolved  to  defend 
to  the  utmoft.  Neither  was  he  ignorant,  that 
the  Englifh,  jealous  of  his  power,  had  aflem- 
bled  troops  in  Madura  and  Marava,  countries 
dependant  on  Mehemet  Ali  Khan,  and  fron- 
tier to  Travancour  :  but,  habituated  to  over- 
come all  obftacles,  he  was  determined  to  pur- 
fue  his  intention.  He  trufted  to  the  promifes 
made  by  the  Englifh  deputies,  who  had  waited 
upon  him  on  the  coaft  of  Malabar  ;  to  whom 
he  had  granted  not  only  a  confirmation  of  all 
their  former  privileges,  but  had,  befides,  given 
permiflion  to  eftablifh  a  fa(2:ory  at  Onor  ;  and 
he  was  likewife  perfuaded,  that  the  Englifh 
troops  were  affembled  for  no  other  purpofe 
than  to  protect  the  dominions  of  Alehemet  Ali 
from  infult. 

MafFous  Khan  had  lately  been  induced  to 

take  the  part  of  Nizam  Ali  Khan,  who  had 

fent  him  prefents  of  great  value.     He  knew 

that  the  Suba  of  Decan  was  engaged  in  wars 

Vol.  I.  L  with 
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with  his  vafTals,  in  which  he  was  aflifled  by 
a  party  of  Englifh,  commanded  by  General 
Smith.  He  therefore  concluded  that  he  had  no- 
thing to  fear  on  his  part. 

In  order  to  fecure  himfelf  from  any  inter- 
ruption in  the  war  he  had  proje6ted,  Ayder 
wrote  to  Mirza  Ali  Khan,  governor  of  Scirra, 
and  his  brother-in-law,  to  renew  the  truce 
with  the  Marattas,  which  was  on  the  point  of 
expiring :  a  bufinefs  not  difficult  to  be  per- 
formed, by  means  of  a  fum  of  money  properly 
drftributed  among  the  chiefs. 

The  intended  v/ar,  and  the  neceffity  of  pbc- 
in^  ftrong  garrifons  in  the  conquered  coun- 
try, obliged  Ayder  to  make  confiderable  levies 
for  the  augmentation  of  his  army  3  and,  being 
willing  to  derive  every  advantage  from  the 
time  preceding  that  in  which  he  intended  to 
march  againft  Ram  Rajr.,  he  caufed  all  his 
troops  and  his  artillery  to  be  exercifed  by  the 
European  officers,  he  himfelf  affifting  every 
day  with  his  fons  and  generals  at  the  different 
exercifes  and  evolutions. 

After  confulting  the  commandant  of  Euro- 
peans, whofe  knowledge  and  intelligence  he 
greatly  valued  and  depended  on,  he  eftablifh- 
led,  by  his  advice,  a  corps  of  five  thoufand  gre- 
nadiers. 
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nadiers,  divided  into  battalions  of  five  hundred 
men,  compofed  of  four  companies  of  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  men  each.  Two  of  thefe 
battalions  were  feledled  out  of  the  Topafles, 
and  the  reft  from  the  Seapoys ;  each  being 
commanded  by  an  European  officer.  There 
was,  befides,  in  each  company,  an  European 
adjutant  or  ferjeant-major.  The  officers  and 
private  men  of  every  company  were  chofen  by 
Ayder  himfelf,  who  regarded  tallnefs  lefs  than 
a  martial  air,  and  the  adlivity  and  robuft  tem- 
perament of  the  individual. 

Thefe  grenadiers  received  ten  rupees  a 
month,  inftead  of  eight,  which  is  the  pay  of 
the  other  Seapoys.  They  were  exempt  from 
all  works  of  labour,  and  even  mounted  no 
guard,  except  that  of  their  commandant ;  and, 
that  nothing  might  prevent  their  being  ready 
to  march  at  the  firft  fignal,  every  efcouade, 
compofed  of  feven  men,  including  an  inferior 
officer,  were  allowed  a  cook  fervant,  and  an 
ox  to  carry  their  tent  and  baggage.  Every 
company  was  augmented  by  an  efcouade  of 
{even  men,  deftined  folely  to  guard  the  bag- 
gage, Thefe  were  as  it  were  apprentices,  being 
youths  of  about  fixteen  or  feventeen  years  olc?, 
intended  to  replace  the  grenadiers  who  felf, 
L  2  and 
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and  to  render  the  corps  capable  of  affording 
great  advantages  by  the  rapidity  of  their  mo- 
tions. From  the  time  of  their  firft  eftablifh- 
mcnt,  they  were  exercifed  every  morning  in 
handling  their  arms,  by  their  own  officers ;  and 
every  afternoon,  from  three  till  fix,  five  batta- 
lions, by  turns,  were  exercifed  in  their  evolu- 
tions by  the  French  commandant ;  after  which 
'they  were  made  to  march  from  fix  to  eight, 
inarching  out  at  the  ordinary  pace,  and  re- 
'tarning  home  with  a  quick  ftep. 

All  the  officers,  without  exception,  were 
'obliged  to  do  this  exercife  as  well  as  the  com- 
mon foldiers.  1  his  conftraint  at  firft  occa- 
Kloned  much  murmuring  among  them,  but 
Kickily  it  did  not  come  to  the  hearing  of  Ay- 
V^er.  However,  whether  through  a  fenfe  of 
duty,  or  from  example,  they  Tjecame  accuf- 
'tomed  to  it,  and  their  affiduity  afforded  great 
encouragement  to  the  foldiers.  It  was  thus 
that  this  fovereign  formed  a  body  of  troops, 
ko  whofe  rapid  movements  the  Englifh  after- 
wards attributed  all  his  fuccefs. 

The  Englifh  had  no  fooner  heard  of  Aydcr's 
preparations,  which  fame  had  rendered  ftill 
more  confiderabic,  than  they  conceived  um- 
brage at  them,  as  well  as  at  the  long  ftay  he 

made 
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made  at  Coilmoutour,  the  capital  of  a  fmall 
diftri^l  or   country    adjoining   to   Madura,  of 
which  we  have    already   made   mention.     In 
their  uncertainty  refpefling  his  intentions,  they 
refolved  to  difpatch  his  Ouaquil  from  Madras, 
a  Bramin,  named  Menagi  Bandec,   to  carry 
him  a  letter  from  the  governor  and  council  of 
that  fettlement.     This  letter  announced  a  fo- 
lemn  embafTy,  compofed  of  Colonel  Call,  chief 
engineer,  and  Counfellor  Bofchier,  brother  to 
the  governor.   Ayder  being  perfuaded  that  they 
intended  to  make  propofitions  to  him,  relative 
to  Travancour  and  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  con- 
trary to  his  views  and   intentions,   thought  it 
neceflary  to  elude   the  receiving  the  embafi)'. 
He  immediately  difpatched  an  anfwer  to  the 
letter  of  the  council,   afTuring  them  that  he 
was  very  much  flattered  with  their  letter,  and 
thanking  them   for  the  honour  they  intended 
him  in  fending  fo  diftinguifhed  an  embafly  ; 
but  at  the  fame  time  he  added,  that  Coilmou- 
tour, being   only  a  camp  or  military  ftation, 
by  no  means  proper  for  the  reception  of  am- 
balfadors  with  thofe  honours  they  were  entitled 
to  expeft,  he  could  not  decently  receive  the 
embafly  till  he  fhould  arrive  at  Syringpatnam, 
a  royal  city,  to  which  he  propofed  to  return 
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in  a  fhort  time  ;  and  that  he  would  be  careful 
to  advife  the  governor  of  Madras  of  his  ar- 
rival there. 

Ayder  was  too  well  acquainted  with  the 
Englifh  politics  to  fuffer  himfelf  to  be  feduced 
by  the  pompous  honour  with  which  they  hoped 
to  dazzle  his  fight ;  and,  for  from  being  flat- 
tered with  this  embafTy,  he  was  determined  no 
longer  to  defer  his  expedition  againft  Travan- 
cour.  The  order  was  already  given  for  the 
army  to  be  in  readinefs  to  march,  when  an 
unforefeen  event  convinced  him  that  he  had 
more  enemies  than  he  fufpeded,  who  were 
aBxioufly  intent  upon  his  deftru^^ion. 

There  was  an  Irifh  officer  in  his  army, 
named  Turner,  who  had  been  admitted  into 
his  fervice  by  virtue  of  a  letter  of  r  com- 
mendation from  Governor  Bofchier.  He  was 
a  man  of  a  ftrong  underftanding  j  and  who, 
pofleffing  all  the  talents  required  in  a  good 
foldier,  efpecially  in  the  art  of  tadlics,  had  in 
a  very  fhort  time  gained  the  affeftion  of  Ayder, 
who  committed  the  moil  important  operations  to 
his  care.  This  man,  who  was  not  in  the  flight- 
eft  degree  fufpecSted,  was  commander  of  the  flrft 
battalion  of  Topafs  grenadiers ;  and,  in  this 
quality,  he  was  regarded  as  general  of  that  mi- 
litary, 
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litary,  which  forms  a  body  of  about  five  thou- 
fand  men. 

It  muft  be  allowed  that  an  officer  recom- 
mended by  an  Englifh  governor  ought  to  have 
been  treated  with  lefs  confidence  and  fecurity  ; 
but  this  man  had  behaved  fo  well  in  the  war 
on  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  that,  far  from  having 
any  miftruffc  of  him,  he  had  acquired  the  con- 
fidence of  his  generals.  Taking  advantage  of 
the  good  opinion  they  had  of  him,  he  waited 
till  the  time  of  payment,  which  is  made  the 
fifth  day  of  everv  lunar  month  after  the  moon 
has  appeared  ;  and  when  he  had  received  his 
appointments,  and  the  pay  of  his  men,  he  made 
his  efcape  by  the  road  that  leads  towards  Co- 
chin. 

His  quarters  were  a  fnort  league  diftant  from 
Coilmoutour.  The  officers  of  his  corps  wait- 
ed on  him  to  receive  their  pay  ;  but,  under  the 
captious  pretence  of  his  fecretary  being  abfent, 
he  begged  them  to  wait  till  the  next  day,  which 
was  without  difficulty  granted.  To  put  his 
proie6l  in  execution  he  mounted  his  horfe,  be- 
ing accompanied  by  a  young  Sv/edifh  officer, 
to  whom  he  had  communicated  his  defign,  and 
difappeared,  carrying  every  thing  of  value  he 
poflefTed  with  him  ;  taking  the  precaution  firft 
L  4  to 
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to  acquaint  his  domeftics  that  he  was  going  to 
fupper  with  the  commandant-general  at  Coil- 
moutour. 

The  intenfity  of  the  heat  in  the  day,  and  the 
beauty  of  the  nights,  in  India,  induce  people 
of  diftindion  to  fit  up  very  late,  more  efpecially 
as  they  have  the  cuftom  of  fieeping  in  the  day 
from  three  till  fix.  Some  ofHcers,  who  were 
in  this  habitude,  called  upon  him,  and  were 
aftonifhed  to  find  he  was  gone  to  fupper  at 
Coilmoutour ;  but  far  from  harbouring  any  fuf- 
picion,  they  concluded,  on  the  contrary,  that 
it  was  a  gaming  party,  knowing  him  to  be  a 
great  gamerter.  The  night  being  fine,  they 
refolved  to  take  the  advantage  of  it  j  and, 
thinking  to  furprife  him  agreeably,  they  mount- 
ed their  horfes,  and  repaired  to  the  comman- 
dant's quarters  at  Coilmoutour,  where  they  ar- 
rived about  midnight.  Their  aftonifhment  was 
highly  increafed,  when  they  found  every  body 
in  the  moft  profound  fleep.  They  enquired  to 
no  purpofe  for  Turner,  as  no  one  could  give 
any  account  of  him  j  and  the  fufpicion  that 
confequently  arofe  in  their  minds  induced  them 
to  apply  to  the  commandant  himfelf.  On  their 
account  of  the  abfence  of  their  officer,  the 
commandant  fent  to  enquire  of  the  pofts  that 
2  guarded 
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guarded  the  entrance  of  the  pafles,  whether 
any  one  had  pafled  them  ;  and  was  informed, 
that  two  European  officers  had  departed  three 
hours  before.  The  firft  captain  of  Turner's 
corps,  named  Ivlinerva,  an  Irifhman,  of- 
fered to  purfue  him  inflantly  with  a  party  of 
fifty  Europeans :  his  offer  was  accepted,  and 
he  departed  at  two  in  the  morning.  At  eight 
they  had  ftretched  over  upwards  of  fix  leagues, 
and  arrived  at  the  frontier  of  the  country  of 
Cochin.  They  difcovered  the  horfes  of  the 
officers  they  were  in  queft  of,  and  environ- 
ed the  houfe,  in  which  they  found  them 
both  afleep.  They  immediately  fecured  their 
perfons,  and  conduced  them  bound  to  Coil- 
moutour. 

Ayder  being  informed  of  the  efcape  of  Tur- 
ner and  the  Swedifh  officer,  and  of  their  recap- 
ture, gave  orders  to  judge  them  as  in  a  fimilar 
cafe  in  Europe.  In  confequence,  a  court  mar- 
tial was  aflembled,  at  which  the  two  crimi- 
nals were  tried,  and  conviiled  of  carrying  off 
the  public  money  :  fentence  was  accordingly 
pronounced,  that  they  fhould  be  degraded  and 
hung,  and  their  bodies  afterwards  expofed  on 
the  high  road.    The  councilj  in  compaffion  to 

the 
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the  youth  of  the  Swedifh  officer  (who,  ac- 
cording to  all  appearance,  had  been  feduced 
by  the  other,  and  flill  more,  becaufe  he  car- 
ried away  no  property  -of  any  other,  and  was 
only  culpable  in  having  departed  without  leave) 
thought  proper  to  intercede  with  the  Nabob 
in  his  favour  ;  who  commuted  the  punifhment 
of  death  into  that  of  imprifonment.  As  to 
Turner,  he  was  conducted  to  the  place  of  pu- 
nifhment, and  there  difcovered  to  the  council, 
that  the  Englifh,  conjointly  with  Nizam  Ali 
Khan,  intended  to  attack  Ayder.  He  confeffed 
that  he  was  a  fpy  employed  by  the  government 
of  Madras,  and  begged  pardon  of  the  fovereign 
for  having  fo  long  abufed  his  confidence  ;  that 
he  fhould  not  have  made  his  efcape,  if  he  had 
not  lately  been  nominated  major  of  a  regiment 
on  the  Bombay  eftablifhment :  he  intreated  his 
judges,  in  confideration  of  the  importance  of 
his  difcoveries,  they  would  fpare  him  the  indig- 
nity of  being  hanged,  and,  as  he  deferved  to  die, 
would  give  orders  for  him  to  be  fhot :  this  re- 
queft  was  allowed  him.  Before  he  fuffered,  he 
diftributed  all  his  money  to  the  foldiers  ap- 
pointed to  put  him  to  death  j  to  the  Sieur  Mi- 
nerva he  gave  his  fword  and  watch.     After 

his 
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his  death  he  was  fufpended  on  a  tree  near  the 
road-fide,  conformably  to  the  latter  part  of  his 
fentence. 

The  difcovery  of  the  intentions  of  the  Eng- 
lifh,  caufed  the  departure  of  the  army  for  Tra- 
vancour  to  be  fufpended.  Ayder  without  de- 
lay caufed  Maffous  Khan  to  repair  to  Ayder 
Abad,  where  he  was  charged  to  attempt,  by  the 
intrigues  of  his  friends  and  his  creatures  about 
the  Nabob,  who  were  in  great  number  (Ba- 
zaletzing,  brother  of  the  Subah,  being  the  firft) 
to  avert  the  ftorm  that  threatened  him  from 
that  court. 

In  the  mean  time  he  continued  -to  exercife 
his  troops,  and  train  them  to  all  kinds  of  evo- 
lutions. This  fpetStacIe,  entirely  new  to  the  In- 
dians, and  the  long  ftay  of  the  fovereign  of  fo 
many  f'cates  in  Coilmoutour,  drew  fo  great  a 
concourfe  of  people  to  that  place,  that  their 
number  amounted  to  more  than  100,000,  ex- 
clufive  of  the  army,  which  exceeded  60,000  : 
but  it  will  fcarceiy  be  credited,  that  this  coun- 
try is  fo  abundant  with  all  the  neceflaries  of 
life,  that  a  fheep  or  a  dozen  of  fowls  never  coft 
more  than  two  fhillings  ;  and  twelve  meafures 
of  rice,  one  of  which  is  fufficient  to  ferve  a 
man  a  day,  were  fold  at  the  fame  price.     The 

immenie 
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immenfe  population  of  this  country  is  proved 
by  the  two  markets  which  are  held  weekly  j 
where,  at  each,  is  commonly  fold  twenty  thou- 
fand  pieces  of  filk,  each  fourteen  cubits  long*. 
This  country,  through  which  lies  the  ordi- 
nary paflage  from  MayfTour  and  the  coafl  of 
Coromandel,  to  the  coaft  of  Malabar,  pro- 
duces a  confiderable  revenue  to  Ayder,  who 
enjoys  the  tolls,  to  the  exclufion  of  the  Rajas 
of  the  country. 

It  is  eftimated,  that  thirty  thoufand  oxen, 
loaded  with  tobacco,  annually  pafs  through 
Coilmoutour  :  this  aflertion  is  rendered  very 
probable,  by  the  numerous  magazines  of  that 
commodity  at  Pondiagheri.  Befides  tobacco, 
there  are  great  quantities  of  filks  of  every  kind, 
and  pepper,  cardamom,  ivory,  &c.  brought 
from  the  coaft  of  Malabar. 

During  the  long  ftay  of  Ayder  at  Coilmou- 
tour, many  events  happened,  which,  though 
of  no  great  importance,  are  yet  fufficiently  in- 
terefting  to  be  related.  They  may  ferve 
not  only  to  give  the  reader  a   more  perfedl 

*  The  fuperior  of  the  Jefuit  mifTionaiies,  who  re- 
fides  at  Xavier  Paleam,  one  mile  diftant  from  Coilmou- 
tour, has  affured  me,  that  he  had  ten  thoufand  Chrif- 
tian  weavers  in  his  miflion. 

idea 
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idea  of  the  genius  and  charailer  of  Ayder, 
but  likewife  to  throw  light  on  the  manners  of 
the  people,  of  whom  the  Nabob  is  become 
the  fovereign.  The  firft  of  thefe  events  is  a 
procefs  or  fuit  at  law,  carried  on  againft  the 
miffionary  Jefuits  of  the  dominions  of  Ayder. 

The    news    of  the    expulfion  of    the  felf- 
named  Jefuits  from  Portugal  and  France  hav- 
ing arrived  in  India,  a   millionary  of  that  or- 
der, a  Portuguefe  by  nation,  and  refiding  in 
MayfTour,    quitted  his  cure  in   1767,   and  re- 
tired to  Goa  ;  being  determined,  as  he  faid,  to 
ihew   himfelf  a  faithful  fubje£t  of  his   king, 
by  no    longer   continuing  in  a  body  of  men 
declared    to  be  enemies   of  his  country.     A 
year  and  a  half  after  his  departure,  he  wrote  to 
a  Portuguefe  lady,  named  Madam  Mequinez, 
widow  of  a  Portuguefe  officer,  who  had  ren- 
dered fignal  fervices  to  Ayder,  and  was  after- 
wards iflain  in  a  battle  againft  the  Marattas : 
Ayder,  in  return,   had  given  his   widow  the 
regiment  of  TopafTes  her  huiband  had  poffef- 
fed,   with  the  appointment  of  colonel,  till  an 
adopted  fon  of  her  hufband's  was  of  age  to 
tommand  the  regiment  himfelf. 

This  lady  accompanied  her  regiment  every 
where :    the  colours    were    carried    to    her 
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houfe  ;  and  fhe  had  a  private  fen  tine!  at  the 
door.  She  received  the  pay,  and  caufed  the 
dedu6lions  to  be  made  in  her  prefence  from 
eaeh  company.  When  the  regiment  vi^as  col- 
kded,  fhe  infpeded  them  herfelf,  as  well  as 
all  the  detachments  that  vi^ere  ordered  out ; 
but  fhe  permitted  the  fecond  in  command  to 
exercife  the  troops,  and  lead  them  againft  the 
enemy. 

This  dame  Mequinez  having  received  the 
letter  of  the  ex-jefuit  father,  addrefled  her- 
felf to  the  Bramin  Narimrao,  fecretary  at  v/ar, 
and  much  efteemed  by  Ayder.  She  com- 
plained that,  during  the  life,  and  fince  the 
death  of  her  hufband,  fhe  had  depofited  in 
truft  in  the  hands  of  the  now  ex-jefuit,  all 
her  jewels,  and  the  money  fhe  and  her  huf- 
band could  fpare  :  that  this  father  having 
departed  to  Goa,  fhe,  being  in  the  army,  wrote 
to  him,  and  received  for  anfwer,  that  all  the 
jewels  and  money  fhe  had  depofited  in  his 
hand,  were  transferred,  under  the  fame  title, 
into  thofe  of  the  provincial  father  refident  at 
Xavier  Paleam,  to  whom  it  was  necefTary  for 
her  to  addrefs  herfelf  for  reflitution :  fhe  add- 
■  ed,  that  having  carried  this  letter  to  the  pro- 
vincial father,  he  afErmed,  fhe  had  loft  hsr 

fenfcs  i 
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fcnfes  J  and  that  he  had  never  heard  either  of 
her  money  or  her  jewels  :  at  the  fame  time  fhe 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  fecretary  the  let- 
ter received  by  her  from  Goa,  together  vi^ith 
a  ftate  of  the  jevi^els  and  money  fhe  reclaim- 
ed, amounting  to  a  confiderable  fum.  The 
Bramin  acquainted  Ayder  with  the  particulars 
of  this  affair,  and  painted  the  Jefuits  in  the 
moft  odious  colours,  by  reciting  what  had 
pafTed  in  France  and  Portugal  concerning 
them. 

On  this  complaint,  Ayder  immediately  or- 
dered a  guard  of  four  Seapoys  and  a  corporal 
to  every  miflionary  found  in  his  dominions, 
with  orders  not  to  lofe  fight  of  the  reverend 
fathers ;  but  at  the  fame  tim.e  to  permit  them 
to  perform  their  functions,  as  well  in  their 
miiTions  as  in  their  churches,  without  imped- 
ing them  in  the  leaft ;  but  on  the  contrary, 
they  were  commanded  to  treat  them  with 
every  mark  of  refp€<51:. 

Ayder  commanded  this  reflraint  to  be  laid 
upon  them,  becaufe  the  complaint  was  made  at 
the  very  time  when  the  revolt  of  the  Nayres 
demanded  his  prefence  on  the  coafl:  of  Mala- 
bar. On  his  return  to  Coilmoutour,  and  the 
Bramin  Narimrao  having  renewed  the  widow's 
10  complaint. 
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complaint,  he  fent  for  the  French  commandant, 
of  whofe  integrity  and  judgment  he  was  well 
convinced  :  "  You  are,  doubtiefs,"  faid  he, 
**  acquainted  with  the  fuit  urged  by  the  widow 
Mequinez  againft  the  Jefuitsj  and,  as  I  wifli 
the  affair  to  be  terminated  by  an  equitable  de- 
cifion,  I  have  fixed  upon  you  to  take  cogni- 
zance of  the  fame,  and  fhall  give  you  every 
neceflary  power  to  be  her  judge."  The  offi- 
cer anfwered,  "  That  not  being  a  man  of  the 
law,  he  could  not  pretend  to  undertake  the 
diftribution  of  juftice,  for  fear  of  erring  through 
ignorance."  Ayder  replied,  "  Certainly  you, 
who  are  yourfelf  a  Chriftian,  muft  be  better 
acquainted  with  the  law  *  of  the  Chriftians 
than  any  judge  in  my  dominions  :  and  fince 
my  intention  is,  that  every  one  fhall  be  judged 
by  his  own  law,  you  cannot  avoid  accepting 
this  connnifrion  j  but  I  permit  you,  if  it  be 
neceflary,  to  feleft,  as  afliflants  jointly  with 
yourfelf,  fuch  officers  of  your  nation  and  reli- 
gion, as  you  think  capable  of  feconding  your 

*  Ayder,  and  all  the  Mahometans,  believe  that 
Jefus  Cluift,  like  Mofes  and  Mahomet,  has  given 
laws  to  the  Chriftians,  which  the  judges  are  bound  to 
follow  in  their  decifions  ;  and  that  Chriftian  princes 
cannot  evade  them  by  contrary  lawst 

own 
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own  endeavours."  There  was  nothing  could 
be  objected  to  this  oiFer.  The  French  officer, 
after  thanking  Ayder  for  the  honour  of  his 
good  opinion,  confented  to  perform  his  orders 
to  the  utmoft  of  his  power  :  and  the  day  fol- 
lowing. Madam  Mequinez  and  the  rei^erend 
provincial  father,  being  informed  of  the  Na- 
bob's determination,  did  not  fail  to  wait  on 
the  French  officer  as  their  judge. 

The  lady  arrived  apparently  in  the  utmoft 
diftrefs.  She  lamented,  with  figns  of  great 
affliclion,  that  poverty,  to  which,  fhe  af- 
firmed, the  perfidy  of  the  Jefuits  had  reduced 
her,  and  againft  whom  fhe  vented  number- 
lefs  invedlives  :  her  oration  was  fo  fpecious 
that  almoft  all  the  Europeans,  efpecially  the 
French,  who  were  chiefly  young  men,  were 
prejudiced  in  her  favour,  and  were  defirous 
that  the  Jefuits  fhould  be  condemned  to  make 
reftitution,  and  be  burned,  or  at  leaft  hanged. 

The  provincial  father  was  an  Italian  of  about 
fixty  years  of  age,  of  a  commanding  *  and  ve- 
nerable 

*  The  Jefuit  miffionaries  in  India,  who  refide  in  the 
country  not  fubjefted  to  Europeans,  call  themfelves 
Bramin  Chriftians  :  they  wear  a  habit  refembling  that 
of  the  Bramins,  having  the  triple  cord  and  the  flippers 
made  without  the  fkiu  of  animals  :  they  wear  their 
Vol.  I.  M  .beard. 
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nerable  arpe£l,  though  at  the  fame  time  affable 
and  mild.  He  praifed  God  for  infpiring  the 
fovereign  with  the  choice  of  fuch  a  judge  as 
his  heart  had  long  defired.  After  this  fhort 
prayer  he  entreated  the  French  commandant 
(making  at  the  fame  time  the  mofc  humble 
apology  to  the  other  gentlemen  prefent)  that 
he  would  be  pleaied  to  grant  him  a  private  au- 
dience, that  he  might  be  able  to  explain  the  af- 
fair in  all  its  particulars  j  but  which  he  could 
not  do  in  public,  becaufe  of  certain  perfons  who 
were  involved  in  the  bufmefs.  The  French 
officer  made  a  fign  for  every  one  to  retire  j  and 
the  reverend  provincial  father,  being  alone  with 
him,  exprefl'ed  himfelf  in  thefe  terms  :  "  You 
*'  niu{t  be  fenfible,  Sir,  that,  even  in  the  moft 
**  regular  and  holy  focieties,  it  is  impollible  to 
*•  prevent  Judas'  from  fometimes  appearing  j 
*'  and  he  who  now  has  drawn  this  unexpected 
*'  perfecution  on  us,  for  the  fatisfaflory  termi- 
**  nation  of  which  we  depend  on  you,  may 

beard,  and  live  in  the  manner  of  the  Bramlns,  never 
eating  publicly  any  thing  that  has  had  life,  and  never 
going  to  the  altar  without  firft  walhing  and  purifying 
themfclves.  Virgins  pour  veflels  of  water  on  their 
heads,  and  afterwards,  drying  them,  they  put  on  the 
albe,  the  chafubie,  and  other  facerdotal  habiliments. 
This  provincial  father,  like  the  other  mifTionaries  of  his 
order,  refembled  a  Bramin. 

"  juftly 
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^'^juftlybe  called  by  that  name.  Before  that 
'^'  man  det-ermined  to  retire  to  Goa^,  there  were 
*'  feveral  fcandalous  ilories  came  to  my  know- 
*'  ledge  concerning  him,  that  obliged  me  to 
*'  reprimand  him ;  for,  in  this  country,  when 
*'  a  man  is  once  at  the  head  of  a  miffion,  the 
*'  fuperior  has  no  other  right  than  that  of  re- 
"  primanding  him,  for  fear  of  a  greater  dif- 
*'  order.  Being  informed  that  my  remon- 
"  flrances  produced  no  effedf,  I  thought  it  my 
*'  duty  to  watch  over  all  his  adtions.  I  was 
*'  advifed  when  he  quitted  his  cure,  and  that 
*'  he  had  departed  to  Mangalor,  in  his  way  to 
*'  Goa.  I  followed  him  without  delay,  and 
**  coming  up  with  him  before  he  embarked,  I 
*'  eafily  obtained  an  order  from  the  comman- 
"  dant  of  Mangalor  to  prevent  his  quitting 
"  the  place  before  I  had  publiflied,  in  all  the 
"  miiTions,  that  if  any  one  had  interefls  to 
**  difcufs  with  that  father  *,  he  fliould  repair 

"  to 

*  All  the  Chrlrtian  v/omen  in  India  that  are  married 
to  Europeans  have  the  inadnefs  to  hoard  up  a  private 
fum  or  fund,  which  they  entruft  to  their  priefts,  under 
the  feal  of  confefiion.  it  is  to  the  honour  of  the  mif- 
fconarles,  that  there  is  no  inftance  of  any  complaint  of 
this  truft  having  been  abufed.  This  cuftom  is  very 
ancient,  and  feems  to  have  originated  with  the  Portu- 
gwele.  The  monks,  at  all  events,  gain  much  money 
Ma  by 
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**  to  Mangalor  :  many  perfons  repaired  thither, 
*'  and  among  them  the  dame  Mequinez,  who 
*'  reclaimed  two  thoufand  rupees,  a  pair  of 
*'  bracelets  of  rubies,  and  a  collar  of  pearls, 
*'  which  were  returned  to  her  ;  as  was  ac- 
*'  knowledged  by  an  authentic  act  pafled  in  the 
"  chancellory  of  the  Portuguefe  fadlory  at 
*'  A-langalor,  and  witnefTed  by  the  fignature  of 
**  the  French  and  Portuguefe  fa6iors.  Since 
*'  the  exhibition  of  the  widow  Mequinez's 
'**  complaint  againft  us,  I  have  applied  to  the 
*'  chief  and  chancellor  of  the  Portuguefe  fac- 
**  tory  *  for  a  copy  of  the  act,  which  they  have 
"  conftantly  refufed. 

"To 

by  the  praftice,  becaufe  there  are  fcarcely  any  women 
that  die,  who  previoufly  acquaint  their  hufbands  or  re- 
lations where  ihey  have  placed  funis  in  this  manner. 

•  The  Portiigiiele  had  a  faftory  at  Mangalor,  on  an 
eminence  that  commanded  the  river.  In  this  faftory 
they  kept  a  fmall  ganifon  of  thirty  Portuguefe  foldiers, 
commanded  by  a  lieutenant,  who  was  at  the  fame  time 
faftor,  and  a  kind  of  conful  :  this  fettlement  had  two 
pieces  of  cannon,  and  difplayed  Portuguefe  colours. 
The  kings  of  Canara  fubmitted  to  this,  and  the  Portu- 
guefe levied  a  Imall  duty,  a  toll  on  the  entering  or  going 
cut  of  the  river  of  Mangalor,  which  they  pretended  to 
defend  againft  invaders.  When  the  Englifh  took  Man- 
galor in  1768,  the  Portuguefe  had  neither  the  inclina- 
tion nor  the  power  to  defend  the  entrance  of  the  river 

againU 
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"  To  procure  this  deed,  which  is  abfolutely 
*'  neceflary  for  the  right  decifion  of  the  caufe, 
"  it  will  be  proper.  Sir,  for  you  to  make  uCa 
"  of  the  authority  of  the  Nabob.  The  bearer 
*'  of  his  order  muft  be  a  Frenchman  who  can 
**  be  depended  on,  and  who  mufi:  compel  the 
*'  Portuguefe  faclor  to  exhibit  the  regifters  of 
"  his  chancellorfhip,  in  fpite  of  all  the  refift- 
"  ance  he  may  make,  on  account  of  the  honour 
"  of  his  flag  and  garrifon.  I  muft  intreat  you 
*'  likewife,  Sir,  to  condu6l  the  bnfmefs  in  fuch 
"  a  manner  as  that  the  Bramin  1 .' arimrao  may 
"  not  be  apprized  of  the  order  given  to  force 
"  the  chief  of  the  Portuguefe  feltlement  to  com- 
"  municate  his  regifters  :  for  I  have  good  rea- 
"  fons  to  fufpecfl  that  this  Bramin,  whofe  ava- 
*'  rice  you  are  no  ftranger  to,  is  interefted  in 
"  the  plot,  as  well  as  the  Portuguefe  chancellor 
*•  and  fadlor.  The  Bramin  would  not  fail,  in 
"  that  cafe,  to  advife  them  of  the  intended  or- 
"  der,  and  they  would  difpatch  the  regifters  to 

againft  tlie  Englifli  army.  Ayder  being  defiroiis  of 
conltiufting  a  citadel  at  Mangalor.  in  1774,  M.  Catini, 
his  engineer,  found  that  the  Icite  of  the  Portiiguet'a 
fa6k)iy  was  the  prepared  for  building  a  citadel  capable 
of  defending  the  entrance  of  the  river  ;  and  the  Portu- 
^iiefs  were  obliged  to  relign  their  faijlory. 

M  3  "  Goa, 
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**  Goa.  If  you  cannot  clear  up  the  afHiir  by 
**  means  of  thefe  regifters,  you  may  write  to 
**  Mahe,  to  know  who  was  the  French  gen- 
**  tlcman  who  then  redded  at  Aiangalor  *. 
"  You  may  then  apply  to  him,  and  perhaps 
*'  his  memory  will  furniih  you  with  means  to 
**  do  juftice  to  the  injured." 

The  French  officer,,  after  having  heard  the 
recital  of  the  provincial  father,  faid,  "  Be  at 
your  eafe,  my  reverend  father  j  I  will  do  my 
utmoft  to  fearch  your  affair  to  the  bottom, 
without  giving  any  fufpicion  of  the  communi- 
cation you  have  made." 

Madam  Mequinez,  impatient  to  know  the 
refuitcfthe  provincial  father's  conference  with 
the  French  commandant,  haftened  the  next 
morning  to  wait  upon  him.  There  were  then  fe- 
veral  French  ofHcers  with  him  :  he  no  fooner  faw 
her,  than  he  faid,  "  Madam,  the  provincial  fa- 
ther made  his  confeffion  to  me  yefterday  ;  yoii 
muft  now  abfolutely  make  yours."  The  lady 
colonel,  allured  of  the  vl^lory,  confented  v/ith 
great  readinefs  ;   and  every  body   having   re- 

*  There  was  not  then,  and  perhaps  never  was,  a 
French  taftory  at  Mangalor,  The  French  gentleman, 
of  whom  the  reverend  father  Tpoke,  was  fome  merchant 
wh?  was  cal'ually  thux. 

tired. 
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tired,  he  addrefied  her  thus,  "  How  could 
you  thoughtlefsly  precipitate  yourfelf  into  the 
abyfs  you  are  fallen  in  ?  You  enjoy  a  great 
revenue  by  the  bounty  of  the  Nabob  j  and 
you  have  prefumed  to  hiipofe  on  that  prince, 
whom  you  know  to  be  feyerely  juft  :  you  are 
a  Chriftian,  and  you  have  not  fcrupled  to  in- 
vent the  moft  odious  impofture,  in  hopes  of 
enriching  yourfelf  by  the  plunder  of  the 
churches  and  altars,  and  with  the  intention 
of  fharing  your  unjufl  demands  with  a  Bramin 
and  a  Monk,  whofe  wickcJnefs  you  are  well 
acquainted  with.  But  it  is  in  vain  that  you  hope 
any  longer  to  conceal  your  eonfpiracy.  I  am 
informed  of  every  thing  by  the  French  gentle- 
man who  refided  at  Mangalor,  and  who  v\'ill 
quickly  arrive  here,  together  with  the  chan- 
cellor of  the  Partuguefe  fa6^ory,  who  brings 
his  rcgifters,  and  is  guarded  by  Seapoys.  You 
have  but  a  moment  in  your  power  to  fave 
yourfelf,  by  making  a  fmcere  declaration  of 
the  truth  :  for  from  this  inftant  I  will  caufe 
you  to  be  arretted  and  guarded,  without  pcr- 
miffion  to  fpeak  to  any  one ;  and  when  your 
impoflure  fhall  be  proved,  you  may  exped  that 
the  Nabob  will  punifn  you  as  you  deferve  : 
but  ify  on  the  contrary,  you  make  the  ccn- 
M  4,  feiTiOi?. 
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feflion  I  demand,  I  will  find  means  of  ter- 
minating the  affair  without  noife."  The  wo- 
man, who  now  faw  herfelf  unmafked,  was 
almoft  dead  at  hearing  a  difcourfe  fo  unex- 
pected ;  and  finiflied  by  falling  on  her  knees. 
She  confefled  the  truth,  and  threw  the  blame 
on  the  Monk  at  Goa,  and  the  Bramin,  who 
had  prompted  her  with  this  infamous  contri- 
vance. The  officer  raifed  her,  with  the  alTur- 
ance,  that  by  her  confeffion  fhe  had  placed 
herfelf  out  of  all  danger  :  he  then  went  out,  and 
faftened  the  door  behind  him  ;  but  foon  re- 
turned with  two  officers  of  known  difcretion, 
to  whom  he  had  communicated  the  particulars 
of  what  had  pafFed  :  and  the  dame  Mequinez, 
fuppofing  them  to  be  of  the  number  of  her 
judges,  repeated  before  them  every  thing  fhe 
had  before  avowed  to  the  commandant. 

The  provincial  father  being  fent  for,  and 
informed  of  the  confelfion  of  the  widow,  pro- 
flrated  himfelf  on  the  earth,  and  then  raifing 
himfelf,  returned  thanks  to  God,  that  the 
truth  was  cleared  up,  and  his  brethren  j unifi- 
ed from  the  accufation  fo  malicioufly  urged 
againll  them.  He  neverthelefs  intreated  the 
commandant  to  conceal  the  detail  of  the  affair 
from  the  Nabob  j  fearing,  as  he  faid,  the  con- 

fequences 
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lequences  that  might  enfue  to  the  widow  ;  but 
more  probably  wifliing  to  avoid  the  enmity  of 
the  fecretary  Narimrao. 

The  officer  having  informed  Ayder,  that  the 
affair  was  terminated,  that  prince  was  con- 
tented with  faying,  "  1  am  perfuaded  that  the 
whole  is  an  iniquitous  contrivance  of  the 
widow  Mequinez  againft  the  reverend  fathers  ; 
for  I  am  informed,  that  her  condudl  is  fuch, 
as,  if  fhe  does  not  take  care,  will  finifh  by 
bringing  no  fmall  mortification  upon  herfelf  *. 
Hov/ever,"  added  he,  "  fmce  you  and  the  re- 
verend fathers  forgive  her,  I  fliall  fay  no  more 

*  Ayder  propofed  to  the  Swedifh  officer,  accomplice 
of  Turner  tlie  Irifhiiian,  to  efpoule  this  lady  colonel, 
as  a  condition  upon  which  he  would  pardon  and  reftore 
him  to  his  former  poll.  This  young  man,  aged  twen- 
ty-eight, but  of  a  fpirited  ditpofition,  abfolutely  re- 
jected the  offer ;  faying,  he  would  rather  die  than 
marry  a  womr.n  who  had  proftitutcd  herfelf  to  all  the 
Topaflcs.  His  pardon,  and  permiflion  to  retire  where 
he  pleafed,  were  the  confequence  of  this  anfwer. 
The  lady  colonel  afterwards  married  a  mongrel  Por- 
tugiiefe  ferjeant ;  but  (he  was  highly  aftonifhed,  when 
the  Bacfi  (ent  for  her  to  let  her  know  that  the  Na- 
bob had  reduced  her  to  ferjeant's  pay,  becaufe  ihe  had 
diflionoured  the  name  of  her  former  huiband,  whofe 
ferviccs  had  demanded  that  the  woman  who  bore  his 
name  fliould  Jiot  be  without  the  means  of  fubfifting 
reputably, 

of 
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of  it."  He  immediately  gave  orders  to  remove 
the  guard  he  had  placed  over  the  Jefuits.  The 
good  fathers  were  not,  hovi^ever,  difpofed  to  par- 
don the  lady  fpiritually  :  fhe  w^as  excommuni- 
cated, and  condemned  to  public  penance  ;  to 
which,  though  it  may  feem  aftonifhing,  fhe  fub- 
mitted  with  much  apparent  refignation.  The 
provincial  father,  in  his  letter,  written  to  in- 
form all  the  mifficns  of  the  means  by  which  his 
innocence  was  cleared  up,  fpoke  highly  of  the 
French  officer  ;  who,  he  faid,  was  in  the 
higheft  favour  with  the  Nabob.  This  eulo- 
gium  produced  a  letter  from  the  archbifliop  of 
Cochin,  who  recommended  to  him  a  Malabar 
prieft,  of  the  number  of  the  Chriftians  of  St. 
Thomas,  whofe  diocefan  the  archbifhop  was. 
He  was  deputed,  together  with  three  other 
laymen  of  his  country,  to  requeft  of  Ayder 
the  permiffion  to  keep  fire-arms,  under  the 
pretence  that,  by  not  being  armed,  they  ran 
the  rifk  of  being  robbed  by  the  Nayres  and 
the  foldiers  of  the  Nabob.  The  officer,  who 
imagined  he  might  fafely  give  credit  to  the 
archbifliop's  letter,  was  much  furprifed  when 
Ayder  faid,  he  was  no  ftranger  to  the  anti- 
pathy that  fo. rented  their  quarrel.  "  Thefe 
people,"  faid  he,  "  have  been  difarmed,  becaufe 

they 
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they  ailaffinated  each  other,  being  always  at 
enmity  on  account  of  their  priefts,  who  are 
of  different  calls  :  I  fhall  take  care  to  place 
fafeguards  in  the  country,  to  prevent  my 
people  from  molefting  them,  and  I  Ihall  fend 
troops  fufficient  to  difperfe  the  Nayres." 

Thefe  ChrilHans  of  St.  Thomas  are  of  very 
ancient  origin,  being  fettled  in  India  before  the 
arrival  of  the  Portuguefe.  It  is  demonftrated, 
that  their  St.  Thomas  was  not  the  difciple  of 
Jefus  Chrift.  They  are  partly  in  fubjection 
to  the  Pope,  and  partly  under  the  patriarch 
of  the  Chaldeans,  who  refides  at  Merdin  in 
Mefopotamia.  This  divifion  caufes  them  to 
deleft  each  other  ;  and,  profiting  by  the  trou- 
bles of  their  country,  they  were  mutually 
engaged  in  a  cruel  war,  when  Ayder  caufed 
them  to  be  di farmed.  The  deputies  who  came 
to  Coilmoutour  were  flout  men,  with  a  fero- 
cious air  and  manner  :  they  had  the  figure  of 
a  fmall  crofs  above  their  nofe  punclured  in 
the  Ikin,  and  a  large  fear  on  the  right  cheek, 
caufed  by  the  recoil  of  their  mufo^uets.  The 
archbifliop,  in  his  letter,  ofi'ered  to  the  com- 
mandant tv/o  young  flaves,  who,  he  faid,  he 
had  himfelf  educated,  and  were  qualified  to  ren- 
der fervices  both  of  utility  and  pleafure,  being  in- 

ftruaed 
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flru6led  in  writing  and  in  mufic.  As  he  did  not 
obtain  his  defire,  he  fent  an  inconfiderable  pre- 
fent  J  with  an  excufe,  that  the  young  flaves, 
at  the  moment  of  their  departure,  had  cried 
and  wept  (o  immoderately,  that  his  feelings 
would  not  fufFer  him  to  part  with  them.  To 
this  prefent  were  added  a  vaft  number  of  bene- 
tlidlions,  and  a  promife  that  he  would  write 
to  the  Pope,  then  Clement  XIII. 

The  fame  officer  was  employed  by  Ayder 
in  a  law-fuit  between  the  French  and  Englifli 
factors  refident  at  Calicut.  A  merchant  of 
that  city  had  long  been  indebted  to  the  French 
company;  and  having  received  a  confiderable 
quantity  of  wood  from  Ayder,  the  French 
fac%r  agreed  with  him,  that  he  fhould  pay 
his  debt  in  that  commodity,  which  was  much 
wanted  at  Pondicherry,  or  the  entire  re- 
building that  town,  lately  deftroyed  by  the 
Englifh.  The  quantity  fold  to  the  French 
fador  being  arrived  at  Calicut,  the  Englifh 
fadlor  prevailed  on  the  Raja  of  Coilmoutour 
to  feize  it,  on  pretence  that  the  Englifh  com- 
pany had  a  prior  claim  on  the  merchant :  the 
Raja,  who  was  gained  by  the  Englifh,  adjudg- 
ed, after  hearing  the  parties,  that  the  Englifli 
fador  fhould  have  the  wood  ;  which  was  ac- 
cordingly 
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cordingly  carried  by  him  to  his  faclory  :  but 
on  the  appeal  that  the  French  commandant 
made  to  the  Nabob  himfelf,  the  Raja  ordered 
the  affair  to  remain  in  its  then  ftate,  till  the 
decillon  of  the  fovereign  was  known.  He 
wrote  at  the  fame  time  in  favour  of  the  Eng- 
lifh  ;  and  the  French  fadlor,  perfuaded  of  the 
goodnefs  of  his  caufe,  begged  the  comman- 
dant of  Europeans  to  intercede  in  his  favour. 
This  officer  having  impartially  informed  Ayder 
of  the  difference  between  the  fadors,  the  Na- 
bob made  him  this  anfwer  :  "  Neither  you 
nor  I  are  fufficiently  informed  to  decide  on 
this  affair,  efpecially  as  our  attention  is  re- 
quired to  things  of  more  confequence:  but,  that 
juftice  may  be  done,  I  have  written  to  the 
Raja  of  Coilmoutour,  to  put  the  decifion 
into  the  hands  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Portuguefe, 
Danifh,  and  Dutch  fadlors ;  and  whatever  their 
judgment  may  be,  to  put  it  in  execution." 

In  purfuance  of  this  order,  the  delegated 
judges  decided  in  favour  of  the  French  j  but 
the  Englifh  faclor,  to  render  the  judgment  il- 
lufory,  caufed  all  the  wood  to  be  fawed  up,  fo 
that  it  was  rendered  unfit  for  any  ufe,  except 
to  be  burned  :  a  piece  of  bufinefs  that  he  could 
not  have  performed  without  the  connivance  of 

the 
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the  Raja,  whofe  duty  it  was  to  have  placed  a 
guard  over  the  wood.  The  French  fadlor,  not 
being  able  to  receive  it  in  that  ftate,  wrote  to 
the  Nabob,  informing  him  of  this  difgraceful 
inanceuvre.  On  the  account  given  by  the 
French  officer,  Ayder  immediately  wrote  to  the 
Raja  to  repair  to  court  with  the  utmoft  dif- 
patch.  The  governor  had  no  fooner  received 
this  order,  than,  fufpefting  the  bufmefs,  he  fent 
for  the  Enghfh  fa6tor  and  the  wood-merchant, 
and  fent  the  latter  to  the  French  factory  to  of- 
fer payment  of  the  fum  due  to  the  company. 
The  French  chief,  bound  to  promote  the  wel- 
fare of  his  employers,  could  not  refufe  accept- 
ing a  payment  that  was  much  more  advanta- 
geous than  the  wood ;  and  accordingly  gave  the 
merchant  a  difcharge. 

The  Raja,  furnilhed  v/ith  this  piece,  de- 
parted to  wait  upon  Ayder  ;  who  demand.;d, 
on  feeing  him,  how  the  affair  was  terminated 
between  the  French  and  Englifli  ?  The  Raja, 
without  being  difconcerted,  anfwered  with  an 
afFedled  laugh  :  "  The  Englifli  have  loft  their 
caufe  ;  but,  as  they  had  fpoiled  the  wood 
without  waiting  for  the  judgment,  I  have 
forced  them  to  pay  the  value  in  money  ;  and 
the  French  have  given  the  merchant  an  ac- 
I  quittance,

<]uittance,  which  he  has  put  into  my  hands." 
Ayder,  who  was  not  the  dupe  of  his  artifice, 
took  this  occafion  to  demand  an  account  of  the 
revenues  and  difourfements  of  the  country  he 
froverned  :  and  nominated  commiliioners  to  re- 
ceive  his  accounts.  Though  the  Raja  did  not 
fecm  abafhed  at  the  difcourfe  of  his  fovereign, 
yet  he  retired  extremely  chagrined  that  his  ftra- 
tagcm  had  been  turned  againfl  himfclf.  On  in- 
f]3cding  his  accounts,  the  committee  condemn- 
ed the  govtirnor  to  pay  three  or  four  lacs  of  ru- 
pees *  to  the  Nabob.  To  obtain  either  time  or 
a  mitigation  of  part  of  the  ium,  he  complained 
for  iorne  days  of  the  rigour  of  this  judgment  ; 
which  he  affirmed  would  ruin  him,  as  he  pro- 
tefted  he  was  not  pofiefed  of  fo  large  a  fum. 
On  his  refufal,  Ayder  placed  guards  about  his 
palace,  to  prevent  water  from  being  brought 
him,  becaufe,  as  a  Bramin,  he  was  obliged  to 
wafli  himfelf  many  times  in  the  day.  This 
ftep  forced  him  to  open  a  fecret  repofitory  of 
treafure  in  the  very  palace  in  which  Ayder 


*  The  lac  is  one  hundred  thoufand  rupees.  In  turn- 
ing rupees  into  fterliug  money,  they  are,  in  India, 
eliimated  at  thirty  pence,  or  half  a  crown  each,  the' 
the  average  value  of  the  coin  docs  not  exceed  twenty- 
ftven  pence. 

then 
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then  refided,  but  which  is  the  ordinary  refi- 
dence  of  the  Raja. 

A  French  furgeon,  who  had  cured  him  of  a 
fecret  diforder  for  the  fum  of  one  thoufand  ru- 
pees, half  paid  in  hand,  and  the  other  half  due, 
by  a  written  promife  to  pay  when  the  cure 
was  completed,  not  being  able  to  obtain  the 
latter  five  hundred,  though  the  cure  had  long 
been  made,  thought  the  prefent  inftant  favour- 
able to  his  defire  of  being  paid.  Ayder  having 
heard  his  complaint,  faid,  "  Do  as  I  did  :  let 
no  water  come  into  his  houfe  till  you  are 
paid."  "  But  1  have  no  foldiers,"  replied  the 
furgeon.  "  But  you  have  friends  that  have," 
anfwered  the  Nabob.  Upon  which  advice  the 
furgeon  colledled  a  number  of  French  foldiers, 
by  promifing  them  a  part  of  the  fum  :  they 
took  poiTclTion  of  the  palace-gate  j  and  the  wa- 
ter-carriers not  daring  to  approach,  the  furgeon 
received  payment  of  his  note,  to  the  great  di- 
verfion  of  Ayder,  who,  notwithftanding  what 
had  palTed,  did  not  remove  the  Raja  fron^his 
government. 

Ayder  Ali,  though  in  the  midft  of  the  moft 

brilliant   of   courts,   had    become   uneafy   and 

thoughtful  fince  the  departure  of  Mafrous  Khan 

for  Ayder  A  bad.      This  lord,  after  making  the 

7  utmoft 
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utmofl:  uifpatch  to  arrive  at  the  court  of  Ni- 
zam Dowla,  Suba  of  Decan,  had  diipatched 
letters  which  removed  the  fufpenfe  of  Ayder, 
and  confirmed  the  intelligence  given  by  the 
Irifh  officer.  He  fent  ivord  that  the  Enelifh. 
by  means  of  the  Divan  *  Rocum  Davvla,  had 
determined  Nizam  to  carry  the  war  into  A'layf- 
four  ;  that  all  the  friends  of  Ayder  had  in  vain 
attempted  to  difiUade  him  from  the  defio-n  ;  and 
that,  having  given  himfelf  up  entirely  to  the 
fuggeftions  of  his  Divan,  he  had  beftowed  the 
command  of  his  army  on  General  Smith,  who 
had  brought  a  confiderable  corps  of  Europeans 
and  Seapoys  from  Madras. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  this  authentic  advice, 
Ayder  determined  to  defer  his  expedition  a- 
gainft  Travancour  till  a  more  favourable  op- 
portunity, and  to  march  to  Syringpatn^m,  the 
capital  of  Mayfibur,  to  be  in  readinefs  to  meet 
his  enemies.    Ayder  had  been  long  abfent  from 

*  Rocum  Dawla  was  brother-in-law  to  Mehemet 
AH  Khan,  whom  the  Englifh  had  made  Nabob  of  Ar- 
cot.  The  title  of  Divan  formerly  fignified  this  empe- 
ror's envoy,  charged  wiih  the  railing  or  receiving  of 
the  taxes  and  tributes  ;  but  at  prelcnt  it  fignifies  the 
Minilter  and  keeper  of  the  great  feal  of  the  Suba. 

Vol.  I.  N  this 
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this  kingdom,  in  which  he  firft  faw  the  light, 
and  where  his  fortune  firft  began  to  difclofe  it- 
felf.  He  was  about  to  return,  as  one  of  the 
greateft  fovereigns  in  India,  to  a  kingdom  he 
had  left  in  the  capacity  of  a  fubjefl:  j  for  the 
Dayvas,  notwithftanding  their  great  power, 
are  only  the  firft  luhjeclis  of  the  king.  It  was 
the  defire  of  Ayder  to  make  his  entrance  with 
all  the  pomp  and  ftate  his  rank  demanded,  and 
his  Savari  was  therefore  very  numerous  and 
brilliant.  His  daily  march  was  a  kind  of  tri- 
umph.-—The  defcription  we  ihall  proceed  to 
give  v/ill  be  fo  much  the  more  agreeable  to  the 
reader,  as  it  will  convey  an  idea  of  the  magni- 
ficence of  the  Afiatic  proceiTions. 

Ayder  left  Coilmoutour  with  a  fine  army 
of  about  fifty  thoufand  men  ;  of  which  eigh- 
teen thoufand  were  cavalry,  extremely  well 
mounted,  twenty  thoufand  Seapoys,  and  four 
thoufand  TopalTes,  with  their  uniforms. 

Every  day  of  the  march  the  cavalry  lined 
the  right  fide  of  the  road  by  which  the  Nabob 
and  his  attendants  were  to  pafs.  The  prince 
was  faluted  by  all  the  officers  and  the  ftandards. 
When  all  the  elephants  on  which  the  great 
men  were  mounted  had  defiled  before  one  corps 

of 
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of  the  cavalry-,  that  corps  turned  about  to  the 
left,  and  rode  full  fpeed  to  take  their  place  at 
the  other  end  of  the  line.  A  company  of  huf- 
fars,  and  one  cf  dragoons,  which  formed  the 
whole  of  the  European  cavalry,  tcok  the  poll 
of  honour,  and  were  the  firft  to  falute  the  Na- 
bob ;  after  which  they  placed  themfclves 'at 
the  head  of  the  proceflion  :  they  were  pre- 
ceded by  fifty  couriers,  well  clothed,  and 
mounted  on  dromedaries.  Next  marched  two 
elephants  bearing  the  great  ftandards  of  the  Sa- 
vari,  being  gold  embroidery  on  a  blue  ground; 
one  reprefenting  the  fun,  and  the  other  the 
moon  and  flars.  After  the  two  elephants 
marched  that  which  carries  the  great  timbals, 
called  the  grand  Tomtom  :  they  continually 
found  during  the  time  the  Savari  is  in  motion, 
and  may  be  heard  at  the  diflance  of  more  than 
a  league ;  there  is  even  fomething  grand  and 
majeftic  in  the  noife  ;■?— the  orders  of  the  ge- 
neral are  communicated  to  all  the  army  by 
means  of  thefe  inftruments.  After  this  ele- 
phant came  four  other?,  carrying  the  mufic  of 
the  Savari,  confiding  of  fmall  timbals,  haut- 
bois,  flutes,  and  trumpets,  the  performers  be- 
ing thirty-two  in  number.  Five  elephants, 
called  elephants  of  war,  fucceeded  the  four : 
N  2  they 
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ihey  carry  towers,  or  a  kind  of  ocflagon  chair, 
on  their  backs,  which  are  bound  with  iron, 
and  ftrongly  fixed  to  the  faddle  of  the  elephant 
by  ftraps  and  iron  chains.  In  each  of  thefe 
chairs  are  fix  warriors,  armed  from  head  to 
foot  in  armour  which  is  mufquet-proof ;  their 
oftenfive  arms  being  fufils,  and  a  fpecies  of 
blunderbufs  of  a  very  large  conical  bore,  that 
difcharge  a  whole  handful  of  balls  at  once. 
One  of  thefe  elephants  is  intended  for  the 
Nabob,  but  he  never  nlakes  ufe  of  it  in  any 
battle. 

The  proceflion  of  elephants  was  fucceeded 
by  two  companies  of  CafFres  or  Abyflinian 
horfe.  The  men  were  completely  armed, 
one  company  having  their  arms  polifhed,  and 
the  other  bronzed,  and  both  had  large  plumes 
of  red  and  black  oftrich  feathers  on  their  hel- 
mets, which  hung  down  their  backs  to  the 
horfes  crupper:  they  bore  lances,  the  fteel  work 
of  which  was  highly  polifhed  ;  and  the  har- 
nefs  of  their  horfes  was  red,  with  black  filk 
fringes.  The  cavalry  v/as  followed  by  a 
number  of  men  on  foot,  habited  like  Caleros  ; 
that  is  to  fay,  al mod  naked,  with  large  filk 
fcarfs,  and  clofe  drawers,  reaching  to  the 
middle  of  the  thi^h  :   they  carried  long  lances, 

crnd- 
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ornamented  with  oftrich  feathers  and  fmall 
bells,  that  were  made  to  found  by  the  mo- 
tion of  their  march.  The  Caleros  were  fuc- 
ceeded  by  a  body  of  men  carrying  fmall  ban- 
ners, or  flags  of  a  red  ground,  with  flames 
of  filver. 

The  lance-bearers  ufually  follow  the  prince 
to  the  chace  :  they  are  habituated  to  tra- 
verfe  the  mountains  and  forefts  :  the  bearers 
of  fmall  ftandards  are  fent  as  fafeguards  to 
towns,  villages,  and  caftles  :  the  appearance 
of  thefe  colours  Is  fufficient  to  prevent  the  fol- 
diery  from  entering  any  place  ;  but  the  ma- 
giftrates  muft  attend  at  the  gates  or  barriers, 
to  furnifli  the  army,  upon  payment,  with  every 
thing  they  may  want. 

After  this  crov/d  of  people  on  foot  came 
the  Baras  a  demi,  or  nobility  following  the 
court,  marching  as  they  pleafed,  in  order, 
though  without  diftindion  of  rank ;  gene- 
rals, bahaders,  and  even  princes,  marched  in- 
difcriminately  with  Ample  volunteers.  No- 
thing could  be  more  brilliant  than  this  troop: 
they  were  armed  from  head  to  toot,  and 
mounted  on  the  moft  beautiful  horfes  :  their 
arms  were  damafked  and  encruftcd  with  gold 
and  filver ;  many  had  their  cafques  orna- 
N  3  jnented 
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mentcd  with  white  feathers,  formed  of  pearls 
and  precious  ftoncs ;  and  great  numbers  had 
coats  of  mail,  gilt  and  enamelled  :  the  bri- 
dles of  their  hcrfes  were  enriched  with 
pearls  and  other  valuable  ftones,  and  with 
plumes  of  feathers.  The  number  of  this 
troop  varied  every  day,  they  being  volun- 
teers ;  but  it  v/as  ufually  about  fix  hundred. 
They  all  had  aftagueris  *,  varioufly  enriched. 
The  nobility  were  fucceeded  by  eight  cf- 
quires  or  huntfmen  of  the  Nabob,  mounted 
on  fuperb  horfes,  and  followed  by  twelve 
grooms  on  foot,  each  leading  one  of  the  Na- 
bob's horfes,  richly  harneffed  :  the  firft  of  thefe 
horfes  v/as  a  prefent  from  the  general  of  the 
Marattas  to  Aydcr,  and  was  extremely  fingu- 
lar  :  he  v/as  of  a  moiife-grey  colour,  with  a 
v/hi<te  mane  as  brilliant  as  filver,  and  fo  thick 
and  long,  that  it  reached  to  the  ground  ;  it 
was  tied  together  with  a  ribband  ;  his  tail  v/as 
anfv/erable  in  beauty  to  liis  mane  :  but  the  mod 
remarkable  clrcumfl:ance  v/as,  that  he  had  a 
natural  covering  of  a  clear  bay  colour,  v/hich. 

*  The  nfl::vgueri  is  a  pp.rafol,  not  horizontal  but 
perpendicular,  formed  of  a  rich  ftufl',  embroidered  with 
gold  or  filver.  It  is  carried  by  men  on  foot  at  the  end 
of  a  iong  ftafF,  painted  and   gilt. 

1  depended 
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tfepended  as  low  as  his  mid-thigh,  and  which 
commencing  at  the  withers,  finifhed  at  a  Irnall 
diftance  frOm  the  crupper  :  on  this  mantle 
flowers  were  artificially  painted  ;  fo  that,  tho' 
the  horfe  was  abfolutely  naked,  it  was  necef- 
lary  to  be  very  near  him,  in  order  to  perceive 
that  he  was  not  covered  with  a  cloth  of  fome 
kind. 

After  the  led  horfes  followed  a  troop  of  run- 
ning footmen,  with  black  {laves  headed  with 
gold,  who  were  fucceeded  by  twelve  ufhers  or 
Sauquedars  on  horfeback,  carrying  filver  maces 
with  fmall  crowns  at  top.  After  thefe  came 
the  grand  officers  of  the  houfehcld,  as  the 
lleward,  the  chief  ufher,  the  Avord-bearer,  Sec. 
they  had  each  a  large  collar  or  ciiain  of  gold 
depending  on  their  bread,  as  marks  of  their 
dignity.  Thefe  officers  preceded  the  grand  al- 
moner or  Perjada,  who  marched  alone,  mount- 
ed on  an  elephant  covered  Vv'ith  green.  He  v>'as 
immediately  before  the  Nabob  himfelf,  who  rode 
on  the  white  elephant  of  the  queen  of  Cana- 
ra,  an  animal  formerly  worfliipped  as  an  idol, 
but  now  in  a  ftate  of  fiavery,, having  large  filver 
rings  on  his  feet,  with  chains  of  the  fame  metal. 
This  elephant,  which  is  faid  to  he  equal  in  va- 
lue to  a  thoufand  others,  was  far  fuperior  to 
ISI  4  them 
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them  in  height  and  magnitude:  he  was  covered 
with  yellow,  a  colour  much  aftecled  by  the  em- 
peror and  the  Subas.  The  pavilion  in  v>rhich 
the  Nabob  fat  was  covered  with  fluff  of  the 
fame  colour,  and  had  no  other  ornament  than 
four  fmal]  globes  of  filvcr  j  except  that  on  each 
fide,  by  fih'er  chains,  hung  fmall  hatchets  or 
axes,  fuch  as  the  Samorin  has  carried  before 
him.  It  is  the  cuflom  of  the  Indians  to  afTuir.e 
the  marks  of  honour  of  thofe  they  have  van- 
quifhed.  The  elephant  bore  on  his  head  a  kind 
of  buckler  of  filver  gilt,  that  rcprefeiited  a  fun  : 
he  was  led  by  two  conductors,  the  one  ranked 
as  captain  of  horfc  in  the  Nabob's  guard,  and 
the  other  was  his  ufual  keeper.  In  a  fmall  pa- 
vilion behind  the  Nabob  was  a  valet,  to  fupply 
him  with  betel  ;  and  on  each  fide  an  attendant 
flood  upright  on  the  foot-ffep,  holding  by  the 
pavilion  with  one  hand,  and  having  in  the  other 
a  large  inflrument  to  difperfe  the  flies,  miade  of 
white  peacocks  feathers,  which  he  caufcd  to 
move  circularly,  and  produced  a  fmgular  effect 
at  a  diftance.  About  two  hundred  elephants  fol- 
lowed that  of  the  Nabob,  two  and  two  :  they 
were  rode  by  only  three  perfons,  the  mafler, 
the  condudor,  and  an  attendant  in  the  fmall 
pavilion.      The   coverings    and    pavilions   of 

tKefe

tbefe  elephants  were  very  different  in  colour  and 
magnificence  :  fome  were  bordered  with  gold 
and  filver  lace  :  many  of  the  pavilions  were 
wrought  filver  ;  and  there  were  fome  even  en- 
riched v/ith  precious  fiones,  as  were  thofe  of  the 
fcnof  Ayder,  and  fome  others.  The  young 
prince  was  on  the  left  of  his  father,  and  Raza 
Saeb  on  his  right,  but  their  elephants  were  not 
more  than  half  the  fize  of  that  of  the  Nabob. 

After  all  the  elephants  in  proceilion,  came 
what  are  in  India  called  the  honours,  borne  by 
five  elephants.  The  firft  carried  a  m.ofque 
of  gold  or  filver  gilt,  and  of  exquifite  work- 
manfliip,  covered  with  white  fiutin,  that  was 
taken  off  when  the  proceilion  came  near  any 
town  or  city  ;  the  fecond  carried,  at  the  extre- 
mity of  a  red  fl:aff,  the  head  of  a  fifli,  whofe 
fcales  were  formed  cf  jewels  and  enamel,  and 
a  long  horfe's  tail  depended  from  the  fame  ; 
the  third  carried  a  large  flambeau  of  white  wax 
in  a  chandelier  of  gold,  or  filver  gilt;  the  fourth 
bore  two  fmall  pots  of  gold,  called  chambou, 
at  the  end  of  a  large  red  ffaff ;  and,  laftly,  the 
fifth  elephant  carried  a  kind  of  round  chair 
without  a  canopy,  covered  on  the  outfide  with 
ivory  inlaid,  and  ornamented  with  gold  *.  Af- 

•  All  thcfc  honours  are  allegorical,  and  exprefljve  of 
the  virtues  a  Tovereiga  ought  to  poffefs, 

ter 
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ter  the  honours  followed  two  companies  of 
Abyinnians  on  horfeback  like  the  two  lirft  ; 
and  the  procefTion  was  clofed  by  two  hundred 
Caftres  on  foot,  clothed  in  fcarlet,  with  filver 
collars,  and  armed  with  lances  varnifhed  black, 
and  interfperfcd  with  filver  gilding  :  all  the 
train  was  inclofed  between  a  double  rank  of 
men  on  foot,  clothed  in  white  filk,  having  lances 
in  their  hands  about  fourteen  feet  long,  varnifh- 
ed black,  and  adorned  vrith  plates  of  filver, 
at  the  armed  ends  of  which  were  fmall  red 
flreamers  with  filver  flames  :  the  lance-men 
marched  at  fuch  a  diftance  from  each  other  as 
to  inclofe  the  v/hole  by  joining  their  lances. 

This  grand  proceffion,  on  its  march  in  the 
plain,  had  the  moft  fuperb  and  ftriking  effect. 

Ayder  was  every  where  received  v/ith  the  mofl 
lively  expreffions  of  joy  ;  the  highefl  honours 
were  rendered  him,  and  the  people  crouded 
to  fee  him,  while  their  acclamations,  of  "  Long 
live  Ayder  ! "  were  inceffantly  reiterated.  Every 
village,  town,  and  city,  was  ornamented ;  trium- 
phal arcs,  and  other  edifices,  were  ere6led  in 
various  places,  according  to  the  riches  of  the  in- 
habitants ;  the  houfes,  and  even  the  walls,  of 
towns  and  fortrelTes  were  painted,  or  at  leaft 
new  white- wafhed  ;  governors,  commandants, 
and  other  great  men,  came  out  in  flate  with 

their 
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their  retinues,  preceded  by  muficians,  fingers, 
and  dancers,  known  by  the  name  of  Bayaderes, 
to  meet  the  fovereign  j  flowers  and  fweet  wa- 
ter were  difperfed  in  his  paflage,  and  the  cannon 
were  heard  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  It  was 
in  this  triumphant  march  that  he  met  his  bro- 
ther-in-law, MocSlum  Ali  Khan,  at  the  diftance 
of  about  a  league  from  Syringpatnam.  This 
potentate  was  at  the  head  of  a  numerous  re- 
tinue mounted  on  elephants,  and  marched  be- 
fore Ayder  to  the  ifland,  where  tents  were 
magnificently  drelTed  out  near  the  city  walls  : 
all  the  army  encamped  on  the  ifland,  and  the 
fituation  of  the  camp  brought  to  every  one's 
recoUeftion  the  great  danger  Ayder  had  avoid- 
ed in  the  time  of  Canero  at  the  fame 'place. 

Ayder  cam.e  into  Mayflbur  without  any  fear 
of  the  events  that  might  arife  in  the  v/ar  he 
fuppofed  himfelf  to  be  engaged  in  with  the  Suba 
of  Decan  :  he  perfe6i:ly  knew  the  indolent  and 
enervated  character  of  that  prince,  and  had  no 
apprehenfions  from  his  army,  which  was  defec- 
tive in  the  eflential  articles  of  difcipline,  arms,, 
and  pay,  and  whole  chiefs,  being  proprietors  of 
their  own  troops,  were  his  friends  and  partifans. 
From  this  laft  circumfl:ance  he  was  aflured  that 
General    Smith   could    make    no   movements 

without 
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without  his  receiving  advice  of  them.  As  he 
was  abufed  by  Adirza,  his  brother-in-law,  who 
every  day  gave  him  reafon  to  think  the  truce 
with  the  Marattas  vvould  be  foon  renewed,  he 
went  forward  with  chearfulnefs,  and  in  fpirits  ; 
and  arrived  at  Syringpatnam  with  the  convic- 
tion that  he  could  eafily  parry  every  attempt 
of  his  enemies.  But  his  aftonifhment  was 
extreme,  when  Moclum  Ali  Khan  informed 
him  that  there  was  reafon  to  fufpeft  the  fide- 
lity of  Mirza  Ali  Khan  ;  fince  he  had  learn- 
ed that  the  army  of  the  Marattas,  to  the  num- 
ber of  150,000  men,  was  on  its  march  from 
Poni,  with  the  young  prince  Madurao  *,  Nana 
of  the  Marattas,  at  their  head,  who  was  then 
beginning  his  firft  campaign  ;  his  march  being 
directed  towards  Scirra,  as  Adirza  could  not  but 
know,  fmce  he  had  envoys  at  Madurao's 
court. 

*  Madurao  was  the  fon  of  Brilagirao,  a  Bramin,  who 
had  rendered  the  poft  of  general  of  the  Marattas  here- 
ditary in  his  family.  This  young  prince  was  then  no 
more  than  eighteen  years  old,  and  pofleffed  the  moft  un- 
common (hare  of  virtue  and  ability  :  his  uncle  Raguba 
caufed  him  to  be  a^Taflinated.  Nana  fignifies  father  :  it 
is  a  name  of  honour  given  to  Ealagirao  by  the  Marattas, 
which  now  ferves  as  a  title  to  his  defcendants.  The  ge- 
neral being  called  Nana,  the  king  has  no  authority, 
and  only  afts,  like  that  of  MaylTour,  in  the  ceremonies 
of  religion. 

5  To 
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To  conceive  the  trouble  and  aftonifhment 
of  Ayder  at  this  news,  it  will  be  fufficient  to 
know,  that  Mirza  Ali  Khan,  his  brother-in- 
law  and  coufin,  was  the  moft  beloved  by  him 
of  all  his  relations  :  he  had  educated  him  him- 
lelf;  and  the  young  lord,  endued  with  the 
moft  eftimable  qualities,  had  always  appeared 
full  of  gratitude  and  tender  attachment.  The 
great  confidence  Ayder  had  repofed  in  his  vir- 
tues induced  him  to  think  that  he  could  not, 
in  fpite  of  his  youth,  place  the  important  go- 
vernment of  Scirra  in  better  hands.  The 
only  precaution  he  took  was  that  which  he 
commonly  ufed  with  all  his  governors,  name- 
ly, to  give  him  a  minifter,  or  principal  fecre- 
tary,  whofe  fideUty  he  could  depend  on  ;  and 
who  had  orders  to  give  an  accurate  account  of 
the  conduft  of  his  brother-in-law. 

This  man,  who,  like  moft  courtiers,  had 
concealed  his  ambition,  and  the  bad  principles 
that. actuated  him,  conceived  the  hope  of  mak- 
ing his  fortune  by  means  of  Mirza.  He  un- 
dertook to  gain  the  confidence  of  the  young 
prince  by  flattery,  and  by  condefcending  to  all 
his  wifhesj  or,  in  other  words,  to  all  his  weak- 
nefles. 

Mirza 
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Mirza  was  young,  generous,  and  addicted 
to  pleafurc,  and  dilTipated  the  revenues  of  his 
government  in  his  amufements,  inftead  of  re- 
fcrving  a  part,  according  to  the  orders  of  Ay- 
der.  The  Bramin,  his  fecretary,  fo  far  from 
advifmg  the  Nabob,  as  he  had  engaecd  to  do, 
or  at  leail  remonftrating  to  his  young  mafrer, 
flattered  him  that  he  v/ould  have  time  to  ar- 
range his  accounts,  in  cafe  Ayder  fliould  de- 
mand them,  and  to  amafs  a  fum  fufHcient  to 
cover  the  deficiency,  before  the  Nabob,  then 
engaged  in  the  v/ar  on  the  coaft  of  Malabar, 
would  think  of  vifiting  Scirra.  Mirza  fuf- 
fered  himfelf  to  be  perfuaded  by  the  adulation 
of  his  fecretary  ;  and,  continuing  his  impru- 
dent extravagance,  reduced  the  finances  of  his 
government  to  the  utmofi:  diforder. 

Ayder,  who  thought  it  proper  to  keep  his 
brother-in-law  in  fome  fear,  and  concealed  his 
projeft  of  making  war  on  Travancour,  wrote 
to  Mirza,  giving  him  commiffion  to  renew 
the  truce  with  the  Marattas  ;  and  at  the  fame 
time  acquainted  him  of  his  intention  to  re- 
pair to  Syringpatnam  at  the  end  of  the  year, 
and  afterwards  to  Scirra.  He  likewife  gave 
orders  to  take,  out  of  the  money  in  referve  at 

Scirra, 
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Sclrra,  a  fum  fufiicient  to  obtain  the  renewal  of 
■the  truce  with  the  Marattas. 

This  letter,  lufficiently  perplexing  to  Mirza 
in  every  particular  of  its  contents,  gave  him 
much  anxiety  and  trouble  :  but  the  Bramin, 
finding  the  occafion  favourable  for  averting  the 
florm  that  threatened  him  ftill  more  than  his 
mailer,  addreffed  him  thus  :  "  If  you  have 
fkill  to  feize  the  opportunity  that  Ayder  pre- 
fents  to  you,  you  will  not  only  be  out  of  all 
embarrafTment,  but  may  become  an  indepen- 
dent fovereign.  Send  me  among  the  Marat- 
tas, under  the  pretence,  and  with  a  commilTion 
to  renew  the  truce,  and  I  will  treat  with  Ma- 
durao,  and  the  national  council,  in  fuch  a  man- 
ner, that  they  will  with  pleafure  acknowledge 
you  fovereign  of  the  country  you  command  ; 
and  for  a  fmall  tribute  they  will  engage  to  de- 
fend you,  as  they  defire  nothing  more  than 
to  diminifh  the  power  of  Ayder,  who  has  taken 
this  very  country  from  them." 

The  infmuations  of  the  Bramin,  ambition, 
the  pleafure  of  being  Independent,  the  fear  of 
Ayder's  arrival,  and  perhaps,  more  than  any 
thing  elfe,  that  falfe  fhame  which  prevents 
young  people  from  recanting  an  error,  deter- 
mined this  prince  to  betray  his  truft.     He  fuf- 

tercd 
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fered  the  Bramln  to  depart,  giving  him  a  com- 
miilion  to  treat  with  the  Marattas  as  he 
thought  proper.  This  faithlefs  minifter  found 
the  Marattas  very  much  difpofed  to  liften  to 
him.  There  was  an  EngUfh  envoy  at  Poni  *, 
who  propofed  to  them  to  attack  Ayder,  at  the 
fame  time  that  Nizam  and  the  Englifh  at- 
tacked him  on  their  fide.  The  arrival  of  the 
envoy  determined  the  grand  national  council 
to  make  war  on  the  Nabob  ;  but  Madurao, 
though  very  young,  poflefTed  courage  and 
greatnefs  of  foul,  and  would  not  confent  to 
form  any  alliance  with  a  traitor.  "  I  will 
not,"  faid  he,  "  confent  to  make  war  upon 
Ayder,  unlefs  he  refufes  to  pay  the  Chotay  f  j 

and, 

*  Poni  is  the  fecond  capital  of  the  Maratta  coun- 
try, the  refidence  of  the  general  and  the  national 
council,  and  the  place  where  the  army  annually  af- 
fembjes. 

f  The  Chotny  is  the  feventh  part  of  the  revenue  of 
the  Subaftiip  of  Decan  and  its  dependencies,  which 
Aurengzebe  granted  to  the  Marattas.  It  is  not  regu- 
larly paid ;  but  the  Marattas  raife  contributions  in 
confequence  of  their  claim,  which  are  regulated  ac- 
cording to  their  power,  and  the  riches  of  the  ftate  that 
pays  them.  Ayder,  who  poffefTes  confiderable  tracts 
of  country,  as  Mayfibur,  &c.  that  owe  the  Chotay, 
in  virtue  oi'  Aurengzebe's  gift,  has  never  fubmitted  to 

this 
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and,  in  that  cafe,  the  Maratta  army  will  be 
fufficient  to  compel  him,  without  requiring  an 
alliance  with  any  one,  much  lefs  with  a  trai- 
tor." In  fpite  of  the  generous  fentiments  of 
this  young  prince,  it  was  not  in  his  power  to 
determine  the  general  council ;  and  he  was 
obliged  to  conform  to  their  decifion. 

The  very  day  following  that  on  which 
Moftum  had  apprized  him  of  the  infidelity  of 
Mirza,  Ayder  received  news  of  the  arrival  of 
the  Marattas  into  the  country  of  Scirra.  It 
was  in  the  higheft  degree  afflicting  to  him, 
when  he  heard  that  his  brother-in-law,  to 
complete  his  ingratitude,  had  joined  his  ene- 
mies with  the  very  army  that  was  intrufted 
to  his  charge ;   and  that  he  had  engaged  to  ad- 

this  payment  j  infifting,  that  no  one  has  any  right  to 
compel  the  people  to  pay  any  tax  or  tribute,  except  for 
the  good  of  the  ftate,  or  by  the  right  obtained  by  fu- 
perior  ftrength ;  that  the  Marattas  being  in  this  laft 
cafe,  he  owed  them  nothing,  becaufe  God  had  made 
him  powerful  enough  to  defend  his  fubjecls  againft 
them.  He  has  therefore  never  made  peace  with  that 
nation,  but  only  truces  for  three  years,  fometimes 
by  paying  them  a  lum  of  money,  and  fometimes 
without  paying  any  thing,  according  to  the  fortune  of 
war.  It  is  certain  that,  jn  the  treaties  made  between 
thefe  powers,  the  Chotay  is  never  mentioned. 

VcL.I.  •    O  mit 
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mit  the  Marattas  into  Scirra,  and  every  other 
fortrefs  in  his  government. 

An  event  fo  totally  unexpeded  overthrew 
all  the  projects  Ayder  had  formed,  and  re- 
duced him  to  the  moft  difficult  plan  of  de- 
fence. For  though,  upon  the  faU'e  advice  of 
Mirza,  he  had  fuppofed  the  Marattas  were 
ready  to  renew  the  truce,  yet  he  had  con- 
cluded that,  at  all  events,  he  ihould  have  time 
to  meet  them  on  the  other  fide  of  Scirra  ;  and, 
by  joining  his  army  to  that  of  Mirza,  he 
might  give  them  battle,  with  Scirra,  and  the 
other  ftrong  places  of  that  government,  be- 
iiind  him,  to  which  he  might  retire,  if  necef- 
fary  :  an  event  he  hoped  to  fee  decided  before 
Nizam  Daulla  could  arrive  with  his  army  on 
the  frontier  of  Benguelour,  where  of  neceffity 
he  muft  make  his  firft  attack  on  him.  But 
his  dominions  being  laid  open  by  the  treafon 
of  Mirza,  he  could  neither  meet  the  Marattas, 
nor  the  combined  armies  of  the  Suba  and  the 
EnMifh  ;  but  was  forced  to  wait  for  them 
under  the  cannon  of  Syringpatnam,  the  capi- 
tal of  Mayflbur  :  for  the  country  between  that 
city  and  Scirra  being  a  plain,  without  one 
sood  fortrefs,  and  his  army  much  inferior  to 
the  Marattas  in  cavalry,  he  mufl  have  fought 

Ho 
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to  a  great  difadvantage,  as  he  muft  have  run 
the  rifque  of  a  total  defeat,  without  being  able 
to  fecure  his  country  from  pillage.  The  nu- 
merous Maratta  cavalry,  habituated  to  make 
incurfions,  and  to  fubfift  on  the  ftraw  that  co- 
vers the  houfes,  would  infallibly  fpread  them- 
felves  over  all  Mayflbur,  and  might  cut  ofFhis 
tommunication  with  the  magazines  of  Sy- 
ringpatnam,  and  the  mountains  in  its  vicini- 
ty, which  were  the  only  refource  to  fupport 
his  army ;  and  again,  the  army  of  Nizam 
v/ould  probably  haflen  its  march,  on  hearing 
of  the  operations  of  the  Marattas :  of  which 
concatenation  of  circumftances,  the  probable 
refult  would  be,  that,  finding  hi mfelfbetweea 
two  armies,  he  might  be  forced  to  retire  into 
Canara,  and  abandon  Syringpatnam,  and  the 
kingdom  of  Mayflbur,  to  his  enemies. 

The  genius  of  Ayder,  vail:  and  fertile  in  re- 
iburces,  feems  to  have  been  formed  to  fliine 
in  critical  and  embarrafling  fituations  of  this 
nature.  He  immediately  determined  on  a  plan 
of  a6lion  :  he  divided  all  his  army  into  fmall 
parties,  and  difperfed  them  over  all  the  coun- 
try, with  orders  to  all  the  chiefs  to  command 
and  oblige  all  the  inhabitants,  as  well  of  the 
country,  as  of  the  cities,  towns,  villages,  and 
O  2  fortrefles. 
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fortrefies,  to  abandon  their  dwellings,  and  re- 
tire to  Syringpatnam,  bringing  with  them  all 
their  property  of  any  kind  whatfoever.  The 
troops  were  ordered,  at  the  fame  time,  to  lay 
the  whole  country  wafle,  without  fparing  any 
'thing  but  the  trees  ;  and  to  burn  all  forages, 
even  to  the  ftraw  that  covered  the  houfes. 
To  facilitate  the  de^'aftation,  and  the  tranfport 
cf  goods,  all  the  futlers,  valets,  and  other 
dependants  on  the  army,  were  permitted  to 
fhare  the  univerfal  pillage ;  and  they  went 
forth  on  this  expedition,  attended  by  every 
beaft  of  burthen  belonging  to  the  army  or  the 
citv. 

It  is  fcarcely  pofiible  to  form  an  idea  of  the 
promptitude  with  which  this  extraordinary  or- 
der was  'carried  into  execution  ;  and  in  how 
ftiort  a  time  one  of  the  fineft  and  moft  beauti- 
ful countries  in  the  world  was  changed  into  a 
defart,  for  thirty  leagues  round  Syringpatnam. 
It  is  difficult  to  determine  who  were  the  rea- 
dieft  to  Tnew  their  obedience,  the  inhabitants 
or  the  army  :  the  former  abandoned  their 
houfes,  leaving  nothing  they  could  carry  away, 
and  they  were  fucceeded  by  the  troops,  one 
party  after  another,  who  finifhed,  by  leav- 
ing abfolutely  nothing,  Horfemcn  and  foldiers 
-       '  were 
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were  continually  arriving  at  Syringpatnam, 
carryrng  corn,  rice,  maize,  and  even  woodeii 
beds  and  earthen  pots,  no  one  chufmg  to  re-, 
turn  empty-handed  :  and,  what  may  feerri 
iiill  more  furprifmg,  all  the  inhabitants  arriv-: 
ed  chearful  and  contented,  feme  carrying  their 
children,  others  their  fick  and  infirm  j  the 
number  of  whom,  in  this  happy  climate,  is 
always  very  fmall.  As  foon  as  any  troop  of 
people  arrived,  they  were  paid  immediately  the 
value  of  their  efFefe,  at  fo  advantageous  a 
price,  that  no  difpute  ever  arofe  on  the  fub- 
ject  ;  and  afterv.'ards  they  were  difpatched  to 
an  allotted  part  of  the  neighbouring  moun- 
tains, where  they  were  allowed  a  fufficient 
quantity  of  rice  and  other  necclTaries,  at  a 
price  much  below  that  which  was  given  for 
what  they  fold  at  Syringpatnam  *, 

To 

*  The  moderate  price  of  providor.s  in  the  vallies, 
where  thefe  inhabitants  of  the  plain  went  to  dwell  tor 
a  time,  ought  not  to  be  a  matter  of  wonJer,  when  the 
ahjLindance  at  Coilmoutour  is  refle<^eil  on,  and  it  is 
coniidered,  that  in  the  warm  climates  nothing  is  re- 
quired on  the  eaith  but  water,  to  iniure  good  harvel'.s. 
The  rains  are  the  moft  abundant  in  the  mountainous 
countries,  and  the  Indians  have  made  vait  batons  at  the 
feet  of  the  mountains,  which  preferve  great  quantities  of 
water,  more  than  lufltcient  ftr  all  the  purpofes  of  agri- 
U  3  culture. 
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To  remove  the  furprife,  that  a  whole  people 
chearfully  abandoning  their  habitations  muft 
occafion,  we  only  need  obferve,  that  all  the 
lands  are  the  property  of  the  fovereign,  the 
cultivator  being  no  more  than  an  annual  te- 
nant. The  Indians  of  this  country,  even  thofe 
who  dwell  in  towns,  have  no  other  furniture 
than  a  bedftead,  without  covering  or  tefter, 
whofe  bottom  is  compofed  of  withy,  and  the 
bed-clothes  of  the  richeft  is  no  more  than  a 
carpet ;  a  few  chefts  of  palteboard  to  inclofe 
their  linen,  fome  mats,  and  utenfils  of  pot- 
tery, without  tables  or  chairs,  whofe  ufe  is 
unknown  to  them,  as  well  as  three-fourths  of 
the  moveables  which  the  Europeans  employ ; 
and,  as  their  houfes  are  built  of  brick  or  earth, 
with  very  little  wood-work,  all  the  damage 
that  the  moft  mercilefs  enemy  can  do,  is 
quickly  repaired. 

While  the  troops  were  employed  in  laying 

^the  country   wafte,   the  utmoft  diligence  was 

xjfed   in  completing   the  fortifications   of  the 

camp,  which,    on  the  left,  terminated  againft 

culture.  Ayc?er,  inftead  of  receiving  his  revenues  in 
money,  like  the  other  Indian  princes,  receives  them  in 
proviiionsj  which  he  difpofes  of  as  well  :o  his  own  ad- 
\-antaee  as  that  of  his  people. 

the 
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the  city  ramparts,  and  on  the  right  at  a  re- 
doubt fituated  at  the  extremity  of  the  canal, 
that,  with  the  river  Caveri,  forms  the  illand 
on  which  the  city  is  built.  By  this  pofition, 
the  back  part  of  the  camp  was  fecured  from 
every  attack  by  the  canal,  which  is  very  broad 
and  deep,  with  fleep  banks  :  the  front  of  the 
camp  was  defended  by  nine  large  redoubts, 
mounting  twenty-four,  thirty-three,  and  thirty- 
fix  pounders,  that  commanded  the  whole  plain. 
About  300  toifes  before  thefe,  on  the  banks  of 
the  river,  were  (even  other  redoubts,  flank- 
ing thofe  before  mentioned,  each  mounting  fix 
or  eight  piects  of  cannon,  and  ferved  by  five 
hundred  men.  All  thefe  redoubts  had  ditches 
before  them,  planted  with  pallifades ;  and,  as 
the  river  was  every  where  fordable,  and  hard 
at  bottom,  twenty  thoufand  coltrops  were 
forged,  to  be  laid  as  foon  as  the  enemy  appear- 
ed difpofed  to  the  attack.  About  one  hundred 
pieces  of  cannon  from  the  town  ramparts,  and 
fifty  that  v/ere  in  a  fortified  pagoda  fituated  on 
a  very  fteep  hill  on  the  other  fide  of  the  river, 
oppofite  the  part  of  the  ifland  fartheft  from  the 
city,  v/ouid  have  flanked  thofe  who  might  be 
difpofed  to  attack  the  firfl  line  of  redoubts  j 
and  the  fime  artillery  would  have  rendered 
O  4  the 
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the   attack  of  the  fecond  line  flill  more  dif- 
ficult. 

In  this  camp,  defended  by  three  hundred 
pieces  of  cannon,  it  was,  that  Ayder  v/aited 
the  approach  of  his  enemies;  and,  as  his  caval- 
ry would  have  been  of  no  ufe  to  him,  he  dr- 
vided  it  into  two  parties  ;  the  principal  of 
which  was  given  to  Moctum,  who  was  fciit 
to  meet  Nizam  in  the  country  of  Bcnguc- 
lour,  where  he  made  the  fame  devaftation  as 
had  been  made  in  the  plains  near  Syringpat- 
nam.  As  that  country  is  interfperfed  with 
woods  and  mountains,  and  contains  many 
very  defenfible  fortrefles,  it  was  not  fo  en- 
tirely abandoned  :  this  circumllance  furnifh- 
ed  Modtum  with  better  opportunities  of  har- 
raffing  the  army  of  Nizam,  and  carrying  off 
the  foragers,  who  were  of  neceffity  much 
fpread  abroad  on  account  of  the  wafte  fitua- 
tion  of  the  country. 

The  command  of  the  reft  of  the  cavalry, 
a  fmall  body  of  infantry,  and  all  the  irregu- 
lar  troops,    was    given   to   *   Mirr   Fefoulla 

Khan, 

•  Mirr  Fefoulla  Khan,  is  a  Mogol  nobleman  of  a 
very  ancient  houfe.  All  his  family  is  attached  to 
Ayder.  His  brother  was  Bacfi,  or  minifter  of  war :  he 
is  a  man  of  a  rery  handfonr.e   figure  and  appearance, 

as 
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Khan,  ancient  Nabob  or  prince  of  Colar, 
and  principal  general  of  Ayder,  with  orders  to 
repair  to  the  kingdom  of  Bifnagar,  and  de- 
fend the  pafTes  in  the  mountains  which  fe- 
parate  that  kingdom  from  Canara,  and  to 
prevent  the  Marattas  from  penetrating,  by 
joining  his  force  to  the  military  eftablilhment 
of  that  country.  He  had  inflruciions  to  afilft 
EalTapatnam,  the  capital  of  Bifnagar,  if  the  Ma- 
rattas  fhould  attack  it,  and  to  harrafs  the  rear 
of  their  army,  if  they  fhould  advance  towards 
Syringpatnam. 

While  Ayder  was  bufied  in  thefe  prepara- 
tions, to  which  he  was  compelled  by  one  of  the 
moft  critical  fituations  it  is  poflible  for  a  great 
monarch  to  find  himfelf  in,  he  rode  out 
every  day  on  horfeback,  without  many  at- 
tendants, and  affeifed  to  fhew  himfelf  often 
to  the  army  and  citizens.     His  countenance 

as  fair  as  an  European,  very  Intelligent,  of  a  moft 
«miabie  and  generous  character,  but  more  inclined  to 
cxpence  than  his  fortune  allows  :  he  would  be  an  ex- 
tremely proper  perfon  to  be  fent  on  an  cmbafly  to  Eu- 
rope. Ayder  has  a  great  regard  and  efteem  for  him  ; 
and  his  prodigality  is  one  of  the  qualities  that  have 
procured  him  the  confidence  of  that  Nabob,  who,  like 
Cefar,  is  of  opinion,  that  they  'who  lo've  mirth  and plea- 
fure,  are  not  the  men  "who  engage  in  confpiracUs. 

was 
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was  not  then  enlivened  with  that  gaiety  that 
ufually  diiringuifhes  him,  becaufe  his  mind  was 
occupied  with  the  danger  that  threatened  him, 
and  he  has  not  acquired  the  habit  of  difguifing 
his  thoughts  ;  on  the  contrary,  a  kind  of  mild 
languor  or  fadnefs  appeared  in  his  looks,  that 
would  have  interefted  even  his  enemies  in  his 
misfortunes :  his  tent  was  open  at  all  times, 
and  he  never  v/as  eafier  of  accefs  than  at  this 
jundture. 

Though  every  kind  ofafTemblyand  amufement 
was  forbade,  he  inftrucled  his  generals  concern- 
ing the  means  he  thought  proper  to  ufe  in  his 
defence,  with  an  air  and  manner  not  in  the  leaft 
expreflive  of  embarraflment. 

The  Europeans  of  his  army,  who  interefted 
themfelves  with  an  anxious  eagernefs  in  the 
fuccefs  of  the  prince,  were  impatient  to  know 
the  poft  he  would  aflign  to  them,  in  cafe  of  an  at- 
tack ;  for  Ayder  did  not  make  public  his  order 
of  battle,  and  caufed  the  guards  of  every  poft 
to  be  changed  daily,  though,  according  to  the 
news,  the  enemy  was  on  the  point  of  arriving. 
To  fatisfy  their  im.patience,  their  commandant, 
with  two  other  officers,  waited  upon  Ayder, 
and  acquainted  him  that,  as  he  had  always  con- 
ferred upon  the  Europeans  the  honour  of  the 

moft 
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moft  important  poft,  they  were  come  to  requeft 
that  he  would  put  the  defence  of  the  firft  line 
of  redoubts  into  their  hands  *.  The  prince  im- 
mediately anfwered,  *'  I  had  already  determined 
to  appoint  you  to  the  poft  you  requeft ;  and  the 
demand  you  make,  on  an  occafion  when  my 
enemies  are  innumerable,  is  fo  much  the  more 
agreeable  to  me,  as  it  is  a  new  mark  of  your 
afFeftion  :  take  the  command,  plant  your 
colours  t  in  the  center  redoubt ;  and  you  may 
be  afTured  of  being  powerfully  feconded,  for 
I  myfelf  will  command  the  fecond  line,  and 
engage  to  fend  you  the  neceflary  fuccours.  I 
am  very  much  opprefled  with  the  treafon  of 
Mirza,  whom  I  have  always  treated  as  my  fa- 
vourite child ;  and  I  have  had  no  reafon  to  expecft 
fo  numerous  a  combination  of  enemies  ;  who, 
fo  far  from  being  provoked,  have  been  loaded 
by  me  with  benefits :  but,  notwithftanding  their 

*  The  TopafTes,  commanded  by  European  officers, 
were  efteemed  of  this  number,  and  the  huffars  and  dra- 
goons alio  lerved  in  defence  of  the  redoubts. 

f  We  have  already  obferved,  that  all  the  command- 
ant generals  have  a  fet  of  colours  before  their  tent ; 
that  of  the  European  commandant  was  diftinguIQied  by 
a  cannon  with  a  ball  in  its  chafe,  which  denoted  his 
poft  as  chief  of  the  artillery,  and  two  ftreamers  above, 
as  marks  «sf  his  degrees  in  the  cavalry  and  infantry. 

number. 
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number,  I  do  not  defpair.  *'  It  is  the  power 
"  of  God  that  has  raifed  me,  and  !  pofTefs  no- 
'*  thing  but  thro'  him  :  as  long  as  he  fup- 
**  ports  me,  I  fhall  look  down  on  my  enemies  ; 
*'  and  if  he  fhould  forfake  me,  I  muft  fubmit 
"  with  refignation  to  his  pleafure." 

The  fidelity  of  the  commandants  of  the 
fortrefles  cf  Mark  Scirra  and  Maggheri,  gave 
Ayder  all  the  time  his  preparations  required  ; 
for  thefe  officer?,  when  they  learned  that  the 
governor  general  had  joined  his  army  to  that  cf 
the  Marrattas  under  Madurao,  refufed  to  obey 
him  :  but  the  general,  defirous  of  poflefTmg  the 
whole  country,  thought  proper  to  befiege  thefe 
places,  which  held  out  longer  than  was  ex- 
peeled,  particularly  the  fortrefs  of  Maggheri, 
into  which  a  battalion  of  grenadier  Seapoys 
had  thrown  themfelves  voluntarily,  fimplyon  the 
requifition  of  the  governor  of  the  place,  while 
they  were  employed  in  laying  the  country 
waftc  :  they  made  a  journey  of  fourteen  leagues 
without  once  flopping,  for  fear  *  of  being  too 

late. 

•  Their  commandant  was  the  fame  Cedra  Khan 
whom  the  Englifli  affirmed  they  had  taken  piifoner 
near  Tillichery  :  they  faid  he  was  brother-in-law  to 
Ayder,  but  he  is  only  brother  to  one  of  the  women  of 
the  feraglio  ;  there  is  as  much  difference  between  him  and 

a  bro- 
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late.  When  the  fortrefs  had  capitulated,  Ma- 
durao  was  defirous  of  feeing  thofe  grenadiers, 
Whofe  formation  had  made  fo  much  noife  in 
India  :  he  was  aftonifhed  to  find  thefe  brave 
troops  dirty  and  ill  equipped.  "  I  am  furprifed," 
faid  he,  "  that  fo  powerful  a  prince  as  your 
mafter  pays  fo  little  attention  to  fuch  brave 
men."  Their  commandant  replied,  *'  Defirous 
of  the  honour  of  fighting  againft  you,  we 
hartened  away  without  any  neceflaries  but  the 
clothes  on  our  backs  j  and  we  have  marched  a 
day  and  a  night  without  eating  or  drinking."  "I 
am  charmed  at  your  fpirit,"  returned  Madurao, 
"  and  fhould  be  concerned  that  your  mafter, 
who  fent  you  out  well  clothed,  fhould  fee  you 
return  in  fuch  a  ftate  ;  "  and  immediately  or- 
dered them  two  complete  changes  of  clothes ; 
adding  *,  that  "  tho'  the  terms  of  the  capitula- 

a  brother  of  one  of  the  king's  wives,  as  there  is  in  Eu- 
rope between  a  prince  of  the  blood  and  a  relation  o&the 
king's  miftrefs.  All  the  relations  of  a  fervant  (which  is 
the  title  given  to  the  Nabob's  women)  are  hisfervants, 
and  in  that  quality  never  fit  in  his  prefence,  nor  in  that 
of  his  fons  or  brothers,  whatever  may  be  their  military 
rank  ;  though  all  other  officers,  as  low  as  captains  of 
cavalry,  have  that  indulgence. 

*  In  the  Indian  capitulations  the  garifons  are  never 
made  priloners  of  war  ;  but  all  the  arms,  colours,  and 
ammunition,  belong  to  the  vi6lors,  and  the  baggage  of 
individuals  is  /pared.

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tion  require  you  to  leave  your  arms  and  your 
colours,  yet  I  return  your  colours  as  a  mark 
of  efleem  for  your  mailer,  and  a  recompence 
due  to  your  valour."  Thus  it  was  that  war 
was  carried  on  by  men  we  are  fo  ready  to  think 
barbarous. 

After  thus  difplaying  the  merit  of  the  In- 
dians, it  would  be  unjuit  to  pafs  over  in  filence 
the  fpirited  action  of  one  hundred  European 
cannoniers  of  different  nations.  They  had 
marched,  like  the  others,  againft  the  Marattas, 
fuppofing  they  were  to  fight  them  ;  but  v/hen 
they  faw  Mirza  joined  his  army  to  theirs,  they 
perceived  the  perfidy  of  the  governor  ;  and,  re- 
pairing to  their  general,  *'  Do  you  imagine," 
faid  one  of  their  officers,  *'  that  we  will  fight 
againft  Aydcr,  whofe  pay  we  have  fo  long  re- 
ceived ?  No,  our  intention  is  to  fight  for  him, 
and  not  againft  him.  Adieu."  At  the  fame 
time  they  departed,  leaving  all  their  baggage, 
having  no  other  arms  but  their  fabres,  becaufe 
the  cannoniers  in  Ayder's  army  do  no  other  fer- 
vice  than  that  of  the  artillery.  They  arrived  at 
Ayder's  camp,  without  having  found  any  op- 
pofition  J  for  Mirza,  no  doubt  afliamed  of  his 
treafon,  gave  orders  not  to  oppofe  their  depar- 
ture. Ayder  received  them  with  great  pleafure, 
7  and 
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and  9;ave  the  officers  bracelets  of  gold,  called 
manilles,  and  money  to  the  foldiers,  paying 
them  likewife  the  value  of  their  baggage,  upon 
their  own  eftimation  :  this  daring  ^<E\:  of  fideli- 
ty was  perhaps  the  efFed  of  the  difgrace  inflidled 
on  the  Europeans  who  adhered  to  Canero. 

General  Smith  and  Rocum  Dawla  were 
foon  advifed  of  the  junftion  of  Mirza  with  the 
Marattas,  and  announced  it  to  Nizam  as  a  cer- 
tain prefage  of  the  ruin  of  Ayder.  This  nev/s 
fruflrated  all  the  efforts  and  intrigues  of  Ay- 
der's  friends  in  the  court  of  that  Suba  ;  and 
perhaps  thofe  very  friends,  convinced  that  his 
ruin  was  inevitable,  might  grow  cool  to  his 
interefts.  The  Suba  being  always  in  want  of 
money  to  fupport  his  expenfive  pleafures.  Gene- 
ral Smith  found  it  not  difficult  to  perfuade  him 
to  haften  his  march,  without  flopping  to  make 
any  fiege,  left  the  Marattas  fhould  take  Sy- 
ringpatnam,  and  feiie  the  greateft  part  of  the 
fpoils.  This  forced  march,  and  the  time  con- 
fumed  by  Madurao  in  his  tv/o  fieges,  were  the 
caufes  that  both  armies  arrived  together  near 
Cenapatnam,  about  fevcn  leagues  from  Syring- 
patnam. 

The  abfolute  (blitude  and  defart -face  of  the 
fountry,  which  the  enemies  perceived  in  their 

apj^roach 
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approach  to  the  capital  of  Mayflbur  ;  the 
daily  lofs  of  their  foraging  parties,  attacked  by 
different  bodies  of  Ayder's  horfe  ;  and  the  im- 
polTibility  of  obtaining  any  advice  concern- 
ing the  fituation  and  force  of  Ayder's  army, 
gave  the  different  chiefs  of  the  armies  to  un- 
derfland  that  the  brilliant  hopes  they  had  in- 
dulged, of  fharing  the  dominions  and  treafures 
of  Ayder,  v/ere  not  likely  to  be  realized. 

As  foonasthe  tvi^oarmieswerejoined, different 
corps  of  horfe  appeared  in  the  plain  of  Syring- 
patnam.  Many  advanced  fo  near  as  to  recon- 
noitre the  tov^'n,  and  the  redoubts  in  which  Ay- 
ders  colours  were  difplayed  :  as  they  met  vsrith 
no  interruption  from  Ayder,  they  rode  about 
the  plain,  and  viewed  every  thing  at  their  eafe. 
The  fame  ceremony  was  performed  the  follow- 
ing day  ;  but  on  the  third,  at  nine  in  the  morn- 
ing, the  plain  was  covered  with  the  cavalry  of 
both  armies,  with  the  chiefs  at  their  head  on  their 
elephants  :  this  cavalry  was  followed  by  a  body 
of  infantry,  who  brought  forward  about  fifty 
large  cannon,  that  arrived  about  noon.  The 
view  was  grand  and  ftriking  :  the  number  of 
horfes  was  above  one  hundred  thoufand  ;  and 
there  were  more  than  two  hundred  elephants. 

General 
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General  Smith,  at  the  head  of  a  large 
body  of  cavalry,  among  whom  were  diftin- 
guifhed  various  chiefs,  though  neither  Nizam 
nor  Madurao  v/ere  feen,  advanced  to  recon- 
noitre the  camp.  When  this  cavalry  appear- 
ed difpofed  to  advance  no  farther,  a  fignal 
was  given  from  the  redoubt  in  which  Ayder 
was,  and  the  fire  poured  at  once  from  all  the 
redoubts,  from  the  fortrefs  at  the  head  of  the 
bridge  *,  and  from  the  mountain  ;  this  laft 
did  no  great  mifchief,  but  terrified  Nizam 
and  his  army,  and  convinced  General  Smith 
that  the  projeft  of  attacking  Ayder  in  his 
camp  was  impracticable,  efpecially  for  an  army 
whofe  chief  ftrength  lay  in  cavalry.  To- 
wards the  evening  they  who  commanded  this 
vaft  multitude  of  men,  retired,  together  with 
their  foldiers,  in  much  diforder,  to  their  re- 
fpedtive  camps. 

The  following  day,  a  council  was  held  with 

Nizam,   at  which  the  chiefs  of  both  armies 

^. 

*  This  fortrefs  is  fituated  in  abend  of  the  river.  It 
is  a  good  Indian  fortification,  to  which  Ayder  has 
added  a  glacis  and  covered  way,  planted  with  palli- 
fades.  The  chief  difficulty  of  the  attack  arifes  frora 
the  figure  of  the  place,  which,  forming  a  creicent, 
would  enfilade  the  trench  of  the  enemy.

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aflifted.  Every  one  being  defirous  of  putting 
his  own  opinion  in  pradtice,  no  determination 
was  fettled  on,  though  General  Smith  ga\'e  the 
only  good  advice  ;  which  was,  to  feparate  the 
tv/o  armies,  and  make  feints  to  draw  Ayder 
out  of  his  camp  ;  but,  notwithftanding  the 
propriety  of  this  idea,  every  one  was  dif- 
fatisfied  with  it,  becaufe  it  fliewed  too  plain- 
ly, that  their  elevated  expedlations  were  ill- 
founded,  and  required  great  abatements  to  re- 
duce them  to  probability. 

The  Maratta  chiefs  having  returned  to  their 
camp,  no  more  councils  were  held  ;  but  the 
two  camps  remained  in  the  fame  filuation, 
many  meflengers  pafling  between  them.  The 
Marattas  traverfed  the  country,  as  well  as  dif- 
ferent corps  of  Nizam's  army  :  they  frequent- 
ly met  the  cavalry  of  Ayder,  which  almoft  al- 
ways had  the  advantage  ;  Modlum,  efpecially, 
who  is  an  excellent  officer,  had  the  moft  de- 
cided fuceefs.  Forages  every  day  became 
more  fcarce,  and  the  capture  of  the  foragers, 
of  horfes,  elephants,  camels,  and  oxen,  con- 
tinued to  fuch  a  degree,  that  they  at  laft 
could  not  be  fold  at  Benguelour  at  any  rate. 
At  length  the  provifions  of  rice  brought  by 
the  merchants  were  exhaufled,  and  the  price 

of 
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of  this  indifpenfable  article,  as  well  as  of 
every  other  necelTary,  increafed  every  day. 
Ayder,  who  was  informed  of  every  thing  as 
it  happened,  remained  at  his  eafe  in  his  camp, 
where  every  thing  was  in  fuch  great  abun- 
dance, that  fufefiftence  coft  fcarcely  any  thing. 
The  inhabitants,  fuppofing  every  thing  would 
fetch  a  great  price,  had  laid  in  vaft  ftores  j 
every  foldier  had  a  hole  in  the  earth  near  his 
tent,  filled  with  rice ;  the  river  afforded  fifli 
in  abundance  ;  and  every  kind  of  country 
provifions  came  from  the  mountains  and  val- 
lies  in  the  night,  attended  by  a  numerous 
efcort  of  infantry,  after  four  hours  travel, 
through  a  road  interfe6led  by  hedges  and 
ditches,  where  the  cavalry  would  have  had  no 
opportunity  of  fnining. 

The  Marattas,  under  the  pretence  of  being 
nearer  to  the  forages,  withdrew  from  Cena- 
patnam,  and  encamped  on  the  Caveri,  at  five 
leagues  from  Syringpatnam.  It  appears,  that 
they  muft  have  conferred  with  Ayder  previous 
to  the  movement ;  for  two  days  after  the 
change  of  their  camp  the  truce  was  conclud- 
ed on  ;  and  on  receiving  fix  lacks  of  rupees 
in  hand,  and  fix  payable  in  fix  months,  they 
engaged  to  retire  out  of  his  country,  and  to 
P2  reftore 
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reftore  Scirra  :  but  the  reft  of  the  diftricl  in- 
trufted  to  Mirza  was  abandoned  to  them,  and 
they  fufFered  that  governor  to  remain  in  pof- 
feffion  of  it,  on  the  condition  of  paying  a 
fmall  tribute  ;  for  the  fecurity  of  which  they 
retained  the  fortrefs  of  Maggheri  :  the  money 
was  no  fooner  counted,  than  the  Marattas 
raifed  their  camp,  and  departed,  taking  the 
road  to  Scirra. 

This  news  gave  the  alarm  in  the  camp  of 
Nizam,  and  that  fovereign,  more  alarmed 
than  the  reft,  was  exceedingly  embarrafled. 
Ayder,  who  knew  his  charader,  and  judged 
it  a  proper  occafion  to  imprefs  him  with 
fiill  more  terror,  recalled  his  army  from  the 
kmo-dom  of  Bifnagar,  marched  his  troops  out 
of  the  iiland,  and  encamped  in  the  plain  on 
the  road  to  Cenapatnam.  This  manceuvre 
produced  its  whole  effect  on  the  timid  and 
enervated  prince,  and  difpofed  him  to  liften  to 
the  fuggeftions  of  Bazaletzing,  his  brother, 
Maffous  Khan,  and  other  friends  of  Ayder  : 
and  there  is  no  doubt,  but  he  would  have  pro- 
ceeded in  dire6l  oppofition  to  his  Divan,  if 
that  minifter,  feeing  the  impoffibility  of  encou- 
raging his  mafter,  had  not  been  the  firft  to  give 
him  the  diredl  advice  to  treat  with  Ayder  ;  and 

offered 
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offered  to  undertake  the  negociation  himfelf,  as 
a  bufinefs  that  he  was  confident  might  be  con- 
cluded with  the  greateft  facility.  To  rcnjove 
General  Smith,  and  the  greateft  part  of  the 
Englifh  forces,  he  informed  that  commander, 
that  fmce,  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  things, 
provifions  and  fuccours  could  only  be  had  from 
the  country  of  Arcot,  it  was  neceffary  that  the 
Englifh  fliould  get  pofTefTion  of  certain  places 
belonging  to  Ayder,  to  fecure  a  free  paflage  for 
the  convoys  that  might  be  fent  from  Madras  and 
the  other  places  dependent  on  the  Englifli  and 
Mehemet  Ali. 

The  Englifli  general  had  not  been  blind  to 
the  difpofition  that  prevailed  of  treating  with 
Ayder ;  but  he  was  happy  at  an  opportunity  of 
approaching  his  frontiers,  to  place  himfelf  out  of 
the  reach  of  the  perfidy  it  was  probable  he  might 
experience;  and  to  remove  himfelf  from  a  coun- 
try in  which  he  might  be  fliut  up,  and  obliged 
to  furrender,  with  all  his  army,  if  Nizam  chofe 
to  deliver  him  up  to  Ayder.  He  wrote  an  ac- 
count to  Madras  of  what  had  pafled  ;  and  at 
the  fame  time  exprefled  his  fufpicions  of  Nizam 
and  his  minifter  :  he  propofed  to  make  the  beft 
treaty  they  could  with  Ayder,  for  fear  the 
Englifh  Ihould  find  themfelves  charged  fingJy 
P  3  with 
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with  a  war  fo  much  the  more  burthenfome  as 
it  would  be  in  their  own  country  ;  and,  after 
having  taken  leave  of  Nizam,  who  loaded 
him  with  carefies,  from  the  fatisfaftion  he 
had  of  feeing  him  depart,  he  fet  off,  leaving, 
however,  to  the  faith  of  Nizam,  two  hundred 
Europeans,  one  thoufand  Seapoys,  and  fome 
pieces  of  cannon. 

While  the  government  of  Madras  received 
the  difpatches  of  General  Smith,  Mehemet 
AH  Khan,  Nabob  of  Arcot,  received  others 
from  Rocum  Daulla,  his  brother-in-lav/, 
which  gave  him  the  moft  pofitive  aflurances 
that  Nizam  would  continue  the  war  againft 
Ayder,  till  he  had  forced  him  to  yield  at 
leaft  all  the  country  of  Benguelour,  and  all 
Malleam,  or  the  Carnatic  j  that  is  to  fay, 
the  vallies  of  Coilmoutour,  Ceylou,  Kifna- 
gari.  Sec.  :  and  while  he  magnified  the  forces 
of  the  Suba  beyond  the  truth,  he  diminifhed 
thofe  of  Ayder  ;  who,  he  faid,  were  incapable 
of  prefenting  themfelves  before  the  army  of 
his  invincible  fovereign.  The  council  of  Ma- 
dras, perfuaded  by  Mehemet  AH  Khan,  paid 
no  regard  to  the  advice  of  General  Smith, 
but  ordered  him  to  attack  the  places  of  Ayder, 
and  to  agree  with  Nizam  in  every  thing ;  pro- 

mifing 
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mifing  to  fupply  him  amply  with  provifions, 
ammunition,  money,  and  even  troops,  if  ne- 
ceflary.  At  the  fame  time  that  this  unprin- 
cipled Divan  wrote  thus  to  Mehemet  Ali,  he 
difpatched  his  other  brother,  MafFous  Khan,  to 
Ayder,  to  offer  to  meet  him  at  Syringjiattiam, 
and  to  affure  him,  that  he  was  difpofed  to  do 
every  thing  that  might  be  agreeable  to  him,  as 
Maffous  Khan  would  explain  to  him.  Ayder, 
on  receipt  of  Rocum  Daulla's  letter,  in  order 
to  give  fome  confidence  to  Nizam,  caufed  his 
army  to  return  to  its  ancient  camp  ;  and  wrote 
to  the  Divan,  that  he  would  be  received  as 
became  a  perfon  of  his  rank  and  character  :  it 
was  likewife  permitted  to  the  merchants  of 
his  camp,  and  the  country  people,  to  carry  pro- 
vifions  to  the  army  of  Nizam.  When  this 
Suba  had  read  the  letter  of  Ayder,  he  ordered  a 
ceflation  of  arms,  which  was  likewife  ordered 
on  the  fide  of  Ayder ;  and  the  Divan  fet  out  with 
a  grand  retinue.  Ayder  met  him  about  a  league 
from  Syringpatnam  ;  and,  after  a  fhort  con- 
verfation,  returned  to  his  camp,  and  Rocum 
Daulla,  having  feen  the  whole  Savari  of  Ayder 
defile  before  him,  encamped  on  the  fpot.  The 
day  following,  the  Divan  came  to  have  au- 
dience of  Ayder  in  great  ceremony  j  and, 
P4  to 
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to  lofe  lefs  time  in  going  and  coming,  he  came 
and  encamped  between  the  two  lines  of  re- 
doubts :  both  parties  being  defirous  of  con- 
cluding, the  treaty  was  made  in  a  few  days. 
It  was  agreed,  that  Tipou  Saeb,  the  fon  of 
Ayder,  fhould  marry  the  daughter  of  MafFous 
Khan,  who,  as  eldeft  fon  of  Anaverdi  Khan, 
was  the  lawful  Nabob  of  Arcot :  that  MafFous 
Khan  fhould  give  up  all  his  right  to  his  future 
fon-in-law;  who,  in  a  few  days  after  figning 
©f  the  treaty,  fiiould  be  inverted  in  the  na- 
bobfhip  of  Arcot  by  Nizam,  of  v>'hofe  fuba- 
fhip  it  is  a  part :  that  the  two  Subas  fhould 
join  their  forces  to  reduce  Mehemet  Ali  Khan, 
and  thofe  who  took  his  part :  that,  during  the 
time  the  two  armies  aded  in  conjunction, 
Ayder  fhould  pay  fix  lacks  of  rupees  per 
m-cnth,  and  fhould  have  the  fole  right  of  put- 
ling  garrifons  in  the  feveral  fortrefies  of  the  na- 
bobfhip  of  Arcot  ;  the  command  of  v/hich 
fliould  be  given  to  Modum  Ali  Khan,  bro- 
ther-in-lav/  of  Ayder,  who  fhould  govern  the 
country  in  the  names  of  his  nephew,  Tipou 
Saeb,  and  Maffbus  Khan  :  that  the  former 
fhould  enjoy  the  whole  revenue  of  that  na- 
bobfhip  ;  for  which  Moilum  fhould  ac- 
count,   after    dcuu^fing    the   charge   of   fup- 

porting 
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porting  the  troops,  and  adminiftering  the  go- 
vernment. 

To  unite  all  the  claims  in  the  perfon  of 
Tipou  Saeb,  Raza  Ali  Khan,  fon  of  Chanda 
Saeb,  likewife  yielded  up  to  the  young  prince 
all  his  pretenfions  as  well  to  the  nabobfhip 
of  Arcot,  as  to  Trichnapoli  and  Madura  ;  and 
Ayder  and  Tipou  Saeb,  on  their  part,  en- 
gaged to  give  him  all  the  country  of  Tanjaor, 
after  depofmg  the  Raja,  as  a  punishment  for  the 
murder  of  Chanda  Saeb,  father  of  R.aza  :  the 
country  of  Tanjaor  was  underilood  as  intended 
to  be  held  by  him  under  the  fame  vaUallage 
to  the  Nabob  of  Arcot  as  it  had  theretofore 
been  held  by  the  former  Rajas:  and,  finally, 
the  tv/o  Subas  engaged  not  to  feparate,  but  to 
exert  all  their  forces  to  carry  this  treaty  into 
effea. 

Previous  to  the  ratification  of  the  treaty 
which  MafFous  Khan  undertook  to  prepare, 
the  retinue  of  Tipou  Saeb  was  got  ready  ; 
it  was  compofed  of  fix  thoufand  of  the  beft  in- 
fantry, of  which  three  thoufand  v/ere  grena- 
dier Seapoys  or  7^opalIes,  and  four  thoufand 
chofen  cavalry,  with  about  three  hundred  Eu- 
ropeans, including  the  company  of  huffars  ; 
and  he  likewife  had  the  greateft  part  of  his 

father's 
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father's  Savari.  MafFous  Khan  having  brought 
the  ratification,  Rocum  Daulla  departed,  loaded 
with  prefents,  and  Maffous  Khan  accompa- 
nied him,  in  order  to  affift  at  the  ceremony  of 
the  inveftiture. 

It  will  hardly  be  credited,  that  Ayder,  at 
the  moment  of  parting  with  his  fon,  was  in 
the  greateft  perplexity  and  concern,  and  ex- 
prefled  it  to  his  friends  :  "  I  am  afraid,"  faid 
he,  "  of  the  perfidious  and  cruel  Nizam  :  he 
has  aflaffinated  his  own  brother,  will  he  fpare 
my  fon  ?  or,  at  leaft,  have  I  not  reafon  to 
conclude  that  he  will  detain  him,  and  compel 
me,  by  the  apprehenfion  of  my  fon's  danger, 
either  to  pay  him  a  large  fum,  or  to  make 
great  concelnons  to  him  ?  For,  in  ihort,  I 
truft  my  fon  in  the  hands  of  a  wretch  to  whom 
nothing  is  facred."  This  difcourfe,  and  many 
other  a<5lions  of  his,  prove  that  one  of  the 
greateft  weaknefles  of  Ayder  is  his  extreme 
afFedion  for  his  children  and  all  his  relations. 
However,  on  the  affurances  made  by  Raza 
Saeb  and  Mirr  Fefoulia  Khan  (who  were 
charged  to  accompany  his  fon,  and  who  pro- 
tefted  they  would  themfelves  perifh  before  the 
leaft  accident  fhould  happen  to  the  young 
prince)  he  fuffered  him  to  depart,  being  like- 
wife 
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wife  much  encouraged  by  reflefting  on  the 
bravery  of  the  troops  and  the  nobility  that  at- 
tended him. 

This  little  army  arrived  by  a  fingle  march 
at  Cenapatnam.  The  v\'hole  army  of  Nizam, 
and  efpecially  the  Englifh,  officers  as  well  as 
ibldiers,  were  extremely  furprifed  at  their  ap- 
pearance. Though  they  had  heard  of  Ayder's 
army,  yet  they  could  not  conceive  how  In- 
dian troops,  who  have  always  been  ill-difci- 
plined,  could  march  in  fuch  good  order,  and 
perform  their  evolutions  with  fuch  rapidity  and 
exa6tnefs.  The  beauty  of  their  arms  and 
clothing  was  equally  uncommon  and  ftrange 
to  them ;  and  they  were  aftoniihed  at  the 
pomp  of  the  Savari.  The  troops  were  no 
fooner  encamped  than  the  officers  came  to  vifit 
thofe  of  Ayder,  and  continually  fpolce  with 
admiration  of  the  excellence  of  the  troops. 

The  following  day  Tipou  Saeb  received  a 
vifit  from  Bazaletzing,  brother  of  Nizam  : 
he  was  accompanied  by  R.ocum  Daulla,  and 
the  principal  lords  of  the  court.  The  fucceed- 
ing  day  the  fon  of  Ayder  repaired  with  all  his 
retinue  to  the  tent  of  the  Suba,  who  rendered 
him  the  higheft  honours,  and  gave  him  the 
inveftiture  of  the  nabobfhip  of  Arcot,  with 

all 
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all  its  dependencies,  in  the  prefence  of  Maf- 
fous  Khan  and  Raza  Saeb,  the  only  legiti- 
mate pretenders  to  that  territory,  and  who,  by 
their  voluntary  ceflion,  left  no  doubt  concern- 
ing the  rights  of  the  fon  of  Ayder  Ali  Khan. 
Immediately  after  this  ceremony  Nizam  dif- 
mifled  the  few  remaining  Englifh  troops,  ac- 
quainting them  that  the  alliance  he  had  con- 
trafted  with  Ayder  Ali  Khan  having  termi- 
nated their  differences,  he  had  no  farther  oc- 
cafion  for  their  fervices ;  and  that  he  fhould 
write  to  the  governor  and  council  of  Madras, 
to  which  place  they  might  retire. 

As  foon  as  Ayder  was  informed  that  his  fon 
was  acknowledged  Nabob  of  Arcot,  he  wrote 
to  his  Ouaquil,  Menagi  Bandec,  refident  at 
Madras,  tranfmitting  to  him  a  memorial  to  be 
prefented  to  the  governor.  The  fubftance  of 
the  memorial  was,  that  Nizam  Daulla  and 
Ayder  Ali  Khan,  being  well  informed  that 
Mehemet  Ali  Khan  *,  by  his  continual  ufur- 
pations  and  intrigues,  was  the  author  of  all 
the   troubles   that   had  fo   long   agitated   In- 

*  Ayder  was  not  ignorant  that  Mehemet  was  no 
more  than  the  agent  of  the  Englifh ;  bat  he  afled  in 
this  manner  to  retort  their  own  politics  upon  them- 
felves. 

doftan, 
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dodan,  had  refolved  to  make  war  upon  him, 
till  they  had  deprived  him  of  all  the  terri- 
tory he  poiTefFed  to  the  exclufion  of  the  proper 
and  legitimate  heirs  :  that  in  confequence  they 
thought  proper  to  warn  the  Englifli  againft 
affording  him  any  affiftance;  and  required  them 
to  withdraw  their  troops  out  of  any  garrifons 
they  might  poffcfs  in  the  Nabobfhip  of  Ar- 
cot,  or  any  of  the  countries  ufurped  by  Me- 
hemet :  that  neverthelefs,  as  it  was  known 
that  thefe  places  were  pledges  for  fums  due 
to  them  from  Mchemet  Ali,  Ayder  Ali  offer- 
ed to  reimburfe  them  in  any  fums  lawfully 
due,  among  which  he  could  not  reckon  thofe 
fums  that  were  difpenfed  for  the  purpofes  of 
dilpofleffing  the  Nabobs  of  Veilour,  Vande- 
vachi,  and  other  rightful  proprietors,  of  their 
territories  ;  but,  on  the  contrary,  he  expecSled 
that  thefe  laft  fhould  be  indemnified  from  all 
the  loffes  they  had  fuftained. 

It  may  be  eafily  conceived  that  a  memorial 
or  manifefto,  totally  new  and  uncommon  in  In- 
dia, and  declaratory  of  a  v/ar  againft  the  Eng- 
lifli, of  which  they  were  to  bear  the  whole  ex- 
pencc,  muft  have  caufed  the  utmoft  aftonilh- 
ment  to  that  people.  This  declaration  was 
direded  againft  the  poffeHions  cf  the  Englifh, 

Mehemet 
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Mehemet  AH  Khan  being  a  Nabob  merely  no- 
minal, without  troops  or  money,  and  the  flave 
of  the  Enghfh. 

It  was  the  policy  of  the  Englifh  in  India  to 
traverfe  the  defigns  of  the  fmalleft  potentate, 
who  might  wifh  to  enlarge  his  dominions,  for 
fear  he  might  arrive  to  a  capability  of  making 
head  againft  them:  their  adminiftration  had  long 
been  alarmed  at  the  rapid  conquefts  of  Ayder, 
and  the  fudden  elevation  of  his  power.  In  con- 
fequence  of  Nizam  Daulla's  having  ceded  to 
them  four  northern  provinces,  they  had  en- 
gaged to  furnifh  twelve  hundred  Europeans, 
and  a  corps  of  Seapoys,  to  the  army  of  that 
Suba  :  General  Smith,  commander  of  this  body 
of  troops,  was  ordered  to  infpire  Nizam  with 
jealoufy  of  the  conquefts  of  Ayder  ;  and  to  con- 
fer with  Rocum  Daulla  concerning  the  pro- 
jeded  war ;  offering  the  Suba  all  the  Englifli 
forces,  and  fixing  his  attention  on  the  immenfe 
treafures  Ayder  had  found  in  the  kingdom  of 
Canara  and  the  coaft  of  Malabar ;  treafures 
which  they  affirmed  could  not  but  fall  into  his 
hands,  as  it  was  impofTible  for  Ayder  to  ftand 
againft  the  united  forces  of  the  Suba  and  the 
Englifh. 

The  Englifh  government  did  not  at  that 

time 
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time  indulge  the  hope  of  plundering  Ayder 
entirely,  but  they  expe£led  to  frop  the  courfe 
of  his  conquefts,  and  oblige  him  to  abandon 
the  coaft  of  Malabar,  among  the  inhabitants  of 
which  they  propofed  to  excite  a  revolt.  By 
this  means  their  intention  was  to  compel 
Ayder  to  yield,  either  to  them  or  to  Mehemet 
Ali  Khan,  all  the  country  dependant  on  Mayf- 
four  that  lies  beyond  the  great  Gates,  or  moun- 
tains ;  which,  according  to  them,  ought  to  be 
the  natural  bounds  of  his  dominions.  They 
propofed  to  leave  him  in  pofTeiTion  of  all  the  reft 
of  his  dominions,  in  the  perfuafion  that  it  was 
of  advantage  to  the  fecurity  and  tranquillity  of 
their  pofTeffions,  that  fo  warlike  and  powerful  a 
prince-  as  Ayder  ftiould  be  between  them  and 
the  Marattas  *. 

But  at  all  events,  whether  the  hopes  of  the 
Englifh  relpeding  the  war  with  Ayder  were 

*  That  it  may  not  be  thought  that  the  author  of  tliefe 
Memoirsexprefleshisown  ideas  rather  than  thofe  of  the 
princes,  governors,  and  generals  he  fpeaksof,  he  thinks 
it  proper  to  obferve,  that  thefe  pi  eten lions  are  collefted 
from  a  conference  between  himfelf  and  the  governor 
(Bofchicr)  of  Madras,  together  with  Colonel  Call,  firft 
in  council,  and  chief  engineer;  in  which  they  attempted 
to  perfuade  him,  that  it  was  the  intereft  of  Ayder  to 
make  tliis  ceflion,  in  order  to  infure  the  protcftion  and 
afliftance  of  the  Englifh. 

2  rational 
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rational  or  not,  it  is  certain  tiiat  when  they 
learned  that  the  Marattas  had  declared  war 
asainft  him,  and  Mirza  his  brother-in-law  had 
joined  them,  their  expectations  were  unbound- 
ed, and  they  devoured  by  anticipation  the  trea- 
fures  of  Ayder. 

The  council  of  Madras,  who  till  then  had 
envied  the  brilliant  fortune  of  the  Calcutta  ad- 
miniftration  in  the  enjoyment  of  an  immenfe 
territorial  revifnue,  flattered  themfelves  in  a 
fncrt  time  to  realize  their  chimerical  hopes, 
and  to  equal  them  in  fplendour  and  importance. 
Their  letters  to  the  Court  of  Direftors  were 
filled  with  brilliant  projects,  that  promifed  no 
lefs  than  the  polTeffion  of  all  the  coaft  from 
Cape  Rama  to  Cape  Comorin  :  the  Court  of 
Dire<5lor:  were  throv/n  into  a  kind  of  delirium 
by  their  admiration  of  the  profound  policy  of 
their  fervants  ;  and  evtry  <  ne  being  anxious  to 
poffefs  a  large  fhare  of  the  Company's  ftock,  the 
price  rofe  to  £.  275  per  Cent,  in  the  year 
1768,  tho'  it  afterwards  fell  at  once  to^/^.  220, 
on  the  news  of  the  excurfion  of  Ayder's  cavalry 
to  the  gates  of  Madras  j  a  fall  which,  to  the 
prefent  time,  has  been  conftantly  increafing. 

Ayder  Ali  Khan  having  by  his  addrefs  de- 

ftroyed  the  formidable  alliance  on  which  the 

2  Englifh 
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Englifti  company  formed  fuch  pleafing  dreams, 
becaufe  they  knew  fo  little  of  the  character  and 
power  of  their  allies,  and  ftill  lefs  of  the  ene- 
my whofe  ruin  they  meditated,  it  became  in- 
cumbent on  the  council  of  Madras  to  juftify 
therafelves  :  for  this  purpofe  they  could  find 
no  better  pretence  than  to  attribute  the  defeat 
of  their  projects,  and  the  war  that  threatened 
them  in  the  country  of  Arcot,  to  the  intrigues 
of  the  French. 

The  defpotifm  exercifed  in  India  by  the 
Engliih,  againft  other  European  nations,  was 
fuch,  that  there  was  nothing  they  hefitated  to 
do  againft  any  power,  whether  native  or  Euro- 
pean :  they  never  pardoned  other  nations  the 
crime  of  fulfilling  their  engagements,  of  what- 
evernature  they  might  be,  with  any  fovereio-n, 
though  they  themfelves  fold  mufquets  and  can- 
non to  every  Indian  power  ;  feven-eighths  of 
Ayder's  arms  being  of  Englifh  make.  Their 
cruelty  towards  their  prifoncrs,  and  the  barba- 
rity with  which  they  dellroyed  Pondicherry,  had 
reduced  the  greateit  part  of  the  French  to  mi- 
fery.  The  unhappy  fituation  they  found  them- 
felves in  after  the  eftablifnment  of  the  p^^ace, 
compelled  great  num.bcrs  of  them  to  feek  em- 
ploym.ent  and  fubfiftence  from  Ayder  and  other 
Vol.  I.  Q^  princes  : 
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princes.  When  any  of  thefe  unfortunate  people 
fell  into  the  hands  of  the  Englifh,  a  dungeon  was 
the  lightcft  punifhment  they  were  to  expect. 
To  accomplilh  their  purpofes  they  employed,  as 
will  be  fhewn  in  the  courfe  of  thefe  Memoirs, 
promifes,  menaces,  and  even  forgery,  to  caufe 
them  to  enter  into  their  fervice. 

So  far  from  the  French  government  having 
had  any  concern  in  this'  war,  declared  by  Ay- 
der,  it  is  certain  that  no  correfpondcnce  with 
refpeel  to  that  Nabob's  operations  ever  exifted, 
either  between  him  and  them,  or  with  any  of- 
ficer of  Aydcr's  army,  till  alter  the  conclufion  of 
the  treaty  between  Ayder  and  Nizam  j  —  truth 
obliges  me  to  make  this  laft  exception.  The 
correfpondcnce  began  by  two  letters,  one  from 
Ayder,  and  the  other  from  Raza  Saeb,  which 
thefe  perfonages  charged  the  commandant  of 
Europeans  to  forward  to  the  governor  of  Pondi- 
cherry. — Here  follows  the  fubflance  of  the 
letters. 

Ayder  complained  in  his  letter,  that  the  Eng- 
li(h,  without  provocation,  and  after  receiving 
many  favours,  had  projected  his  ruin ;  and  by  e- 
very  fpecies  of  intrigue  had  formed  a  league  with 
the  Suba  of  Decan,  and  the  Marattas,  againft 
him  :  that  they  had  attacked  his  places,  with- 
out any  other  inducement  than  a  defire  to  rob 

others 
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Others  of  their  property  ;  but  that  he  had  diflblv- 
ed  the  league  made  againft  him,  by  forming  an 
alliance  with  Nizam  Daulla,  for  the  purpofe  of 
making  war  againft  the  Englifh  and  Mehemet 
Ali  Khan,  the  promoter  of  their  unjuft  aggref- 
fion. 

He  obferved,  that  by  having  formerly  ainfled 
the  French  againft  the  fame  enemy,  and  having 
faved  Pondicherry,  he  had  every  reafon  to  hope 
that  the  French  would  return  him  the  fame 
good  office  in  fo  juft  a  war  :  that  he  was  not 
ignorant  of  the  peace  then  (1767)  fubfifting 
between  the  French  and  the  Englifli  j  but  that, 
while  the  orders  of  the  French  king  were  ex- 
pected, he  might  lend  concealed  fuccours,  for 
which  Ayder  would  be  very  thankful,  and  pay 
any  price  that  might  be  charged  for  the  fervice 
to  be  done  :  that,  in  fhort,  he  referred  to  the 
letter  of  the  French  commandant,  on  whom 
he  had  a  perfect  reliance,  and  v/hofe  propofals 
on  Aycer's  part  might  be  credited  as  if  figned 
by  himfelf,  and  to  whom  he  might  addrefs 
himfelf  on  any  fubjedt  that  required  fecrecy. 

Raza  Saeb  wrote,  that  his  family  had  alvv'ays 

been  attached   to  the  French  fmce  their  firft 

eftabliftiment  in  India  :  that  in  confequence  of 

his  inviolable  attachment,  his  father  had  loft 

0.2  his 
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his  life,  his  mother  was  prifoner  at  Madras, 
and  he  himfelf  had  loft  every  thing  :  that  an 
opportunity  now  prefented  itfelf  of  repairing  his 
fortune  in  fome  meafure,  by  the  affiftance  of 
his  friends  :  that  he  hoped  to  find  his  moft  an- 
cient allies,  the  French,  difpofed  to  affift  him 
againft  thofe  who  had  unjuftly  robbed  him,  and 
were  the  caufe  of  all  his  misfortunes :  he  con- 
cluded his  letter,  like  Ayder,  by  referring  to  the 
French  officer  for  details,  having,  as  he  affirm- 
ed, the  moft  unbounded  confidence  in  him. 

Thefe  letters  were  fecretly  carried  to  Pon- 
dicherry  by  the  Perfian  writer  of  the  comman- 
dant, a  man  deferving  the  moft  abfolute  confi- 
dence, and  who  had  been  long  attached  to  the 
French  nation,  having  been  employed  by  M. 
Lally  at  Pondicherry,  where  his  refidence  had 
been  for  above  thirty  years,  and  where  his  wife 
and  children  then  were  :  the  letters  were  put 
into  the  ftock  of  a  piftol,  which  this  man  wore 
at  his  girdle,  walking  on  foot,  and  leading  an 
ox  loaded  with  feveral  wares  of  the  country, 
like  a  petty  merchant  or  pedlar. 

To  anfwer  the  truft  thefe  two  princes  rc- 
pofed  in  him,  and  to  fulfil  his  duty  to  his  king 
and  country,  the  commandant  difpatched  a  let- 
ter,* together  with  thofe  of  the  Nabobs. 

After 
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After  confirming  the  refolution  taken  by  the 
two  Subas  to  carry  on  the  war  on  the  coaft  of 
Coromandel,  he  gave  an  exadt  detail  of  the 
forces  of  Ayder,  and  thofe  of  Nizam  ;  and,  to 
fhew  that  he  fpoke  with  a  knowledge  of  the 
bufmefs,  he  likewife  gave  an  account  of  the 
Englifh  forces.  He  demonftrated  that  it  was 
impoffible  for  the  Englifh  to  fecure  themfelves 
from  lofs  in  this  war,  becaufe  their  former  fuc- 
celles  in  India  arofe  from  their  wars  being  car- 
ried on  near  the  fca-coaft,  or  on  the  banks  of 
the  Ganges,  which  gave  them  a  facility  of 
conveying  ftores  and  ammunition  by  fea,  and 
receiving  other  afllllance  from  their  vefTels  j 
whereas,  in  their  conteft  with  Ayder,  they 
would  be  deprived  of  thofe  advantages,  the 
"war  being  to  be  carried  on  in  a  country  re- 
mote from  the  fea,  without  one  navigable  ri- 
ver ;  where  the  fortrefles  are  fpread  at  great 
diliances  from  each  other  j  and  v.'here  every 
advantage  would  depend  upon  cavalry,  of 
which  the  Englifh  were  entirely  deititutc  : 
that  the  army  of  Ayder  was  totally  unlike 
thofe  of  the  other  Indian  powers,  the  duty  be- 
ing performed  with  regularity  :  and  th;it,  if  the 
Englifh  placed  any  dependance  on  night  at- 
tacks, furprizes,  or  treafon  on  the  part  of  his 
Q_3  generals. 
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generals,  they  would  find  themfelves  miftaken  : 
that  he  himfelf,  being  intrulled  with  the  fafety 
and  prefervation  of  the  army,  could  with  the 
moft  abfolute  confidence  promife  to  infiire  it 
from  any  furprize  ;  and  that  the  treafons  fo 
frequent  in  the  other  Indian  armies  could  not 
take  place  in  Ayder's,  becaufe  the  generals  had 
no  property  in  their  troops,  all  the  officers, 
horfemen,  and  foldiers,  having  but  one  mafter: 
and,  concluding  that  Ayder  would  have  the 
advantage,  he  advifed  that  an  exa6l  and  ab- 
folute neutrality  would  not  be  the  moft  pru- 
dent mode  of  action,  becaufe  it  would  of  ne- 
ceffity  difpleafe  both  parties*.  But  the  me- 
dium he  advifed  was,  to  fend  fome  fmall  fuc- 
cours  to  Ayder,  promifing  to  fend  more ;  the 
performance  of  which  promife  might  be  de- 
layed at  pleafure,  by  throwing  the  excufe  on 
contrary  winds,  that  prevented  the  arrival  of 
Ihipping.  As  the  force  at  Pondicherry  was  but 
fmall,  no  great  force  could  be  fent  from  thence, 
but  it  would  be  fuffieient  to  fend  fome  officers 

•  Ayder  and  Raza  Saeb  reqiiefted  fuccours,  as  a  re- 
turn for  their  former  fervices  ;  and  Mehemet  Ali  Khan 
demanded  that  the  French  fhould  fupport  him,  as  Na- 
bob of  Arcot,  acknowledged  by  the  treaty  of  Fontaine- 
bJeaxj. 

and 
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and  good  gunners,  who  might  join  the  army 
as  deferters,  without  embroiling  the  nation, 
whofe  intereft  it  was  to  fee  the  power  of  the 
Eiiglilh  in  India  deprefled.  7'he  officer  add- 
ed, that  as  a  faithful  fubje6l  of  his  king,  and 
from  the  daring  chara6ler  of  Ayder  when  he 
is  attended  with  victory,  he  judged  it  proper 
to  advife  the  governor  to  fortify  Pondicherry 
as  early  as  polfible,  were  it  only  by  clearing 
the  ditches,  raifing  the  ramparts  v/ith  dry 
earth  or  the  ruins  of  the  old  works  *,  and 
mounting  a  few  cannon  on  the  baftions ;  be- 
caufe,  if  Ayder  fhould  approach  Pondicherry, 
and  perceive  it  without  defence,  he  might  lay 
afide  the  refpe6t  due  to  the  French  colours, 
and  take  all  the  artillery,  and  other  matters  he 
might  be  in  need  of,  as  payment  of  his  due 
for  the  fuccours  formerly  granted  the  French  : 
at  the  fame  time  the  officer  aflured  the  gover- 
nor, that  if  any  violence  or  want  of  refpedt 
for  the  king's  flandard  fhould  be  fhewn,  he 
might  depend  upon  the  co-operation  of  about 
eight  hundred  Europeans,  who  were  in  Ay- 

*  The  new  fortificitjons  of  Pondicherry  were  then 
fcarcely  began;  but  the  governor,  immediately  on  the 
receipt  of  this  letter,  gave  the  place  an  appearance  of 
facing  i«  a  Hate  of  defence.

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der's  army.  The  letter  was  concluded,  by 
advifing  the  governor  to  purchafe  rice  and 
provifions  for  Pondicherry,  by  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  abundance  then  in  the  country, 
and  the  fear  the  inhabitants  were  in  of  being 
plundered  by  the  Indian  armies  ;  becaufe  the 
refolution  was  taken  to  lay  the  whole  country 
wafte  by  the  cavalry  and  irregular  troops,  as 
was  really  done  afterwards  —  (the  French  go- 
vernor profited  by  this  advice,  and  was  in  con- 
fequence  able,  during  the  whole  war,  to  keep 
the  price  of  rice  at  Pondicherry  at  lefs  than 
half  its  value  at  Madras) :  and,  laftly,  the  offi- 
cer added,  that  to  forward  the  good  difpofition 
of  Ayder  and  his  allies,  it  would  be  proper  to 
iend  M.  B  . .  .  . ,  or  fonie  other  perfon  efteem- 
ed  by  Ayder,  on  an  embafTy,  to  compliment 
the  two  Subas. 

The  receipt  of  thefe  difpatches  gave  the 
governor  infinite  pleafure,  as  they  difpelled  his 
fears  concerning  Ayder,  whom  he  juftly  con- 
fidered  as  the  natural  ally  of  France.  But, 
from  experience,  having  a  very  low  opinion  ot 
the  bravery  of  Indian  troops  when  they  fight 
againft  Europeans,  he  could  not  adopt  the 
ideas  of  the  French  commandant  of  Ayder's 
ariny  :  befides  which,  the  Company's  inftruc- 

tions. 
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dons,  then  fubfifting,  were  To  precife  in  com- 
manding him  to  avoid  every  fubjeft  of  con- 
tention w^hatfoever,  and  particularly  with  the 
Englifh,  that  he  thought  himfelf  obliged  to 
anfwer  thefe  letters  in  a  manner  very  different 
from  what  had  been  expelled. 

His  letter  to  Ayder  began  by  felicitations  on 
the  glory  he  had  acquired  by  his  conquefts,  and 
the  glorious  peace  he  had  made  with  his  nume- 
rous enemies,  who  were  become  his  allies  :  he 
obferved  that  it  was  with  concern  he  heard  that 
war,  which  is  always  ruinous  to  nations,  was 
about  to  commence  on  the  coaft  of  Coroman- 
del  :  that  he  wifhed  the  Nabob  every  kind  of 
profperity,  and  would  not  fail  to  fend  an  em- 
bafly  to  compliment  him  when  he  came  near 
Pondicherry  j  but  that  he  was  exceedingly  con- 
cerned at  its  being  out  of  his  power  to  dif- 
pofe  of  any  troops  againft  the  Englifti,  becaufe 
the  two  nations  were  at  peace,  which  he  could 
not  infringe  without  new  orders  from  the  king 
his  mafter,  to  whom  he  would  write  without 
delay :  and,  laflly,  he  referred  to  the  French 
commandant,  who  had  forwarded  the  Nabobs 
letters,  and  who,  he  faid,  would  explain  fuch 
matters  as  required  detail. 

The 
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The  letter  to  Raza  Saeb  was  to  the  fame 
purport.  In  anfwer  to  the  officer's  letter,  the 
governor  advifed  him,  that,  by  difpatching  the 
letters  of  the  two  Nabobs,  he  had  fubjeded 
him  to  the  rifque  of  breaking  with  the  Eng- 
lifli ;  that  he  earneftly  begged  he  would  fpare 
him  the  confequences  of  fuch  a  correfpon- 
dence,  as  he  could  not  render  a  greater  fer^ 
vice  to  his  country,  in  the  then  fituation  of  the 
French  in  India,  without  troops,  and  without 
fortifications  :  that  in  tlie  mean  time  he  would 
not  fail  to  reprefent  his  compliance  to  this  re- 
queft  in  its  true  light  to  the  minifter,  and  the 
Eaft  India  company ;  and  he  might  depend  on 
his  informing  them  of  the  fervices  he  had  ren- 
dered them  by  the  important  advices  contained 
in  his  letter  :  that,  from  his  own  unhappy  ex- 
perience of  the  puullanimity  of  the  Indians, 
when  they  combat  with  Europeans,  he  had 
reafon  to  fear  that  the  future  war  would  not 
turn  out  to  the  advantage  of  the  two  Subas  : 
that  he  could  not,  in  any  manner,  afford  al- 
fiftance  either  to  Ayder  or  Raza  Saeb,  his 
orders  being  too  precife  in  directing  to  give 
no  fubjeel:  of  complaint  to  the  Englifh,  or  to 
Mehemet  Ali  Khan  :  that  he  begged  he  would 
explain  thefe  reafons  to  the  two  princes  who 

had 
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had  written  to  him,  foftening  his  refufal  as  he 
judged  heft :  and,  more  efpecially,  he  begged 
him  to  write  no  more  direftly  to  him,  but 
that  he  (hould  be  glad  to  hear  news  of  his 
negociation  by  a  letter  in  cyphers,  which  he 
might  fend  by  way  of  M  .  . . . 

There  is  no  room  to  reproach  this  governor 
for  his  faithful  and  ftri6l  obedience  to  his  or- 
ders. It  is  to  be  wifhed  they  had  been  lefs 
precife,  as  he  might  then  have  profited  by  this 
opportunity,  that  the  miniftry  could  not  pof- 
fibly  forefee  ;  by  a  correfpondence  with  Ay- 
der,  he  might  have  animated  him  to  a  war  a- 
gainft  the  Englifh,  that  would  have  been  ruin- 
ous to  their  Company  ;  and,  by  anfwering  the 
wifhes  of  that  prince  in  a  very  flight  degree, 
might  have  prevented  certain  events  that  im- 
peded his  progrefs,  and  which  obliged  him  to 
make  peace,  and  referve  himfelf  for  another 
opportunity  of  enforcing  his  fon's  juft  preten- 
fions  to  the  Nabobfhip  of  Arcot. 

This  governor  gave  advice  to  the  minifler 
and  the  Company  of  the  approaching  invafion 
of  the  coafl  of  Coromandel  by  the  com.bined 
armies  of  the  two  Subas  :  and  at  the  fame 
time  he  communicated  his  fears  for  the  event 

of 
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of  the  war,  which  he  confidered  as  ncceflarily 
productive  of  the  ruin  of  Ayder ;  who  would,  he 
faid,  have  been  a  very  ufeful  ally,  if  the  French 
officer  (commandant  of  Europeans)  wanting 
experience,  had  not  carried  him  to  this  ex- 
tremity, but  had  referved  him  for  the  time 
of  war  between  England  and  France  j — an 
expreffion  diftated  by  the  European  prejudice, 
which  leads  us  to  imagine  that  the  inhabitants 
of  the  other  parts  of  the  world  have  not  re- 
ceived from  nature  the  fame  portion  of  rea- 
fon  and  judgment  as  ourfelves,  to  determine 
for  themfelves  according  to  their  own  inte- 
reft,  rather  than  to  follow  the  moft  fpecious 
reafoning  that  can  be  offered  to  the  contrary. 
It  is  to  be  prefumed  that,  on  the  fimple  cx- 
pofition  of  the  facSls,  or  from  the  copy  of  the 
French  officer's  letter,  the  miniftry  had  taken 
thofe  refolutions,  upon  receiving  the  news  of 
the  invafion,  which  were  not  determined  on 
till  the  end  of  1769  ; — refolutions  that  would 
have  been  fatal  to  the  Engliih  empire  in  In- 
dia, if  the  differences  relative  to  the  Falkland 
Iflands  had  not  been  made  up. 

Ayder,  after  having  determined  to  make  a 
defceiit  on  the  coaft  of  Coromandel  with  Ni- 
zam 
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zam  Daulla,  took  every  precaution  to  prevent 
interruption  from  other  parts  :  he  was  fen- 
fible  of  the  importance  of  the  war  he  was  en- 
gaged in,  and  which  was  to  be  tranfa6led  with 
enemies  fo  much  the  more  to  be  feared,  as  they 
knew  how  to  fight.  By  the  advice  of  his 
European  commandant,  he  gave  up  the  idea 
of  forming  a  corps  of  European  infantry,  on 
account  of  the  impoflibility  of  making  them 
fufficientiy  numerous  to  face  a  fingle  Englifli 
regiment  :  he  therefore  determined  to  incor- 
porate all  his  European  foldiers  either  among 
his  hufTars  or  dragoons,  or  among  his  artillery, 
except  fuch  as  were  made  officers  of  the  gre- 
nadier Seapoys  or  TopafTes ;  which  was  the 
corps  of  infantry  deflined  to  face  the  Englifli 
troops.  The  artillery  of  his  army  was  like- 
wife  confiderably  augmented ;  and  he  took 
proper  meafures  to  have  always  an  immenfe 
quantity  of  ammunition,  fuch  as  it  was  impof- 
fible  for  any  European  army  to  convey  after 
them,  or  indeed  for  any  other  army  that  was 
not  perfecSlly  afTured  of  its  rear. 

The  Indian  armies  have  great  quantities  of 
baggage,  carried  by  oxen  and  camels,  but 
chiefly  by  oxen,  the  camel  being  fit  for  little 
befides  parade  ;  for  this  animal,  on  account  of 

its 
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its  flefhy  feet,  cannot  be  fliod,  and  is  incapa- 
ble of  travelling  either  on  a  ftony  or  a  muddy 
clay  foil,  being  apt  to  fall ;  it  is  likewife  with 
difficulty  made  to  pafs  a  river ;  and  is,  befides, 
abfolutely  incapable  either  of  afcending  or  de- 
fcending  a  mountain  when  loaded.  Eefides 
the  baggage  of  the  army,  it  is  followed  by  a 
great  number  of  *  merchants  and  workmen 
of  every  kind,  who  have  many  beafts  of  bur- 
then. Ayder  gave  orders  that  all  thefe,  not 
excepting  thofe  of  the  fovereign,  fhould  carry 
a  ball,  from  twelve  to  fix-and-thirty  pounds, 
for  which  the  proprietor  of  the  beaft  fl:iould  be 
anfwerable. 

A  horde,  confifting  of  a  kind  of  Bohemians, 

*  Tliefe  merchants  are  the  purveyors  of  the  army, 
and  render  it  unneceffary  for  the  fovereign  to  provide 
other  commiffaries  :  it  is  fufRcient  for  the  general  to 
keep  the  pafiages  free,  and  to  inftruft  them,  by  the 
Cotual  or  provoft,  of  the  quantity  of  rice  in  the  army. 
Rice,  which  is  the  only  grain  made  ufe  of  either  by 
the  Indian  or  European  troops,  does  not  require  to  be 
made  into  bread  ;  and  conlequently  there  is  no  trouble 
of  con ftrucling  ovens,  which  would  be  neceflary  in  fur- 
nifhing  an  army  with  bread:  however,  the  officers,  and  ail 
who  chufe  to  go  to  the  price,  may  have  excellent  bread 
in  the  Indian  armies,  which  is  baked  in  portable  ovens, 
a  kind  of  utenfil  that  might  be  introduced  with  great 
advantage  into  European  armies. 

5  verv 
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very  numerous  in  India,  of  unknown  origin, 
inhabitants  of  the  woods  (whom  the  preju- 
dices of  India  has  forbidden  to  dwell  in  walled 
towns,  becaufe  it  is  faid  they  eat  every  kind 
of  animal  or  reptile)  was  pennitted  by  Ayder, 
who  is  above  prejudice,  to  follov/  the  army, 
and  fell  milk,  wood,  and  every  thing  their  in- 
duftry  could  procure.  Thefe  men  undertook 
to  convey  a  confiderable  part  of  the  powder, 
by  means  of  their  little  carriages,  drawn  by 
buffaloes  :  to  aflifl  them  in  procuring  a  fub- 
fiftcnce,  part  of  them  were  taken  into  pay  as 
pioneers,  and  were  of  the  greatefl  utility  in 
ficges  and  the  conftru6lion  of  intrenchments, 
or  repairing  of  roads,  as  well  by  carrying  earth 
as  by  making  gabions  and  fafcines. 

The  harnefs  of  all  the  cannon  and  artillery 
was  doubled ;  and,  that  nothing  might  retard 
their  march,  every  piece  of  eighteen  pounds  or 
upwards  was  provided   with    an   elephant  *. 

The 

*  It  can  hardly  be  imagined  how  ufeful  thefe  ele- 
phants are,  nor  with  what  fkill  and  intelligence  they 
do  their  work.  When  a  piece  of  artillery  is  drawn  up 
a  hill,  the  elephant  is  behind  it,  and  iullains  it  with 
his  foot,  while  the  oxen  paufe  to  take  breath  :  if  the 
piece  is  going  down  a  hill,  the  elephant  retains  it  by  a 
rope  fadened  to  his  trunk  :  if  the  tackle  gets  entang- 
led, or  if  the  piece  oveifets,  or  Hicks  fait,  he  affilts 

the 
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The  ammunition  waggons  carried  two  hun- 
dred charges  of  powder,  and  an  immenfe  num- 
ber of  cartridges,  for  the  mufquetry.  Every 
battalion  of  grenadier  Seapoys  had  two  four- 
pounders  in  its  fuite. 

While  thefe  different  preparations  were 
making,  Ayder  arranged  every  affair  relative 
to  his  dominions,  fo  as  to  be  out  of  appre- 
henfion  of  any  unexpeded  event  happening  in 
his  abfence. 

The  truce  with  the  Marattas,  and  his  alli- 
ance with  Nizam,  delivered  him  from  the  fear 
of  any  foreign  enemy,  and  permitted  him  to 
employ  his  whole  force  againft  them,  by  depriv- 
ing them  of  the  means  to  create  difturbances  by 
their  intrigues.  He  reftored  their  dominions 
to  the  different  Nayre  princes,  on  condition  of 
an  annual  tribute,  which  he  propofed  to  de- 
mand, or  to  let  accumulate,  according  to  the 

the  oxen  according  to  the  circuoiftances.  An  offi- 
cer of  reputation,  then  major  of  artillery,  but  row 
(1782)  refident  at  Paris,  affirms,  that  he  has  feen  the 
elephant  of  a  piece  of  cannon  (out  of  patience  to  fee 
that  the  oxen  did  not  draw,  in  fpite  of  the  whips  of  their 
drivers)  cut  a  branch  off  a  tree,  and  beat  thofe  animals 
till  they  a£led  as  he  thought  proper. — When  the  piece 
is  brought  before  the  battery,  the  elephant  himfelf 
places  it  in  the  embiarure,  without  any  affiftance. 

fituation 
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fituatlon  of  his  affairs ;  and  withdrew  all  his 
troops  from  the  coaft  of  Malabar. 

The  French  commandant  at  Mahe,  and  the 
Dutch  at  Cochin,  employed  themfelves  with 
efFe£t,  to  terminate  the  difference  between 
Ayder  and  the  Nayre  princes  j  and  to  their 
efforts  it  is  that  the  coafl  of  Malabar  is  in- 
debted for  peace. 

An  important  difcovery,  totally  unexpefted 
by  Ayder,  and  which  was  made  foon  after  the 
conclufion  of  the  truce  with  the  Marattas, 
cccafioned  an  event  that  has  induced  many 
perfons  in  India  to  fpeak  againft  Ayder. 

It  was  difcovered,  that  Nand  Raja,  ancient 
regent  of  MayfTour,  whom  Ayder  called  his 
father,  had  joined  with  the  Marattas  and  the 
Englifh  in  the  general  confpiracy  againfl  him, 
Nand  Raja  then  refided  at  MayfTour,  a  for- 
trefs  two  leagues  diflant  from  Syringpatnam, 
the  capital  of  the  lands  he  held  en  appatiage. 
Ayder  was  exceedingly  embarraffed,  when  he 
difcovered  this  treachery  :  the  great  age  of  the 
prince  made  it  improper  to  propofe  his  march- 
ing againft  the  Englifh  :  to  leave  him  in  his 
refidcnce,  and  to  give  the  government  of  the 
kingdom  of  Mayffour  to  another,  would  have 
excited  his  complaints,  and  might  have  fur- 
VoL.  I.  R  nifned 
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nifhed  him  with   an  occafion   to  excite  new 
troubles. 

The  pretence  made  ufe  of  by  thofe  who  irri- 
tated Nand  Raja  againft  Ayder  was,  that  this 
laft,  after  having  conquered  the  kingdom  of 
Canara,  and  fixed  his  refidence  at  Nagar,  ought 
not  to  have  given  the  regency  of  Mayflbur  to 
any  one  but  Nand  Raja  :  but,  without  confi- 
dering  the  advanced  age  and  incapacity  of 
Nand  Raja,  which  alone  would  have  prevented 
him  from  taking  that  flep,  he  was  reftrained  by 
his  promife  to  the  old  dowager  Dayva,  who. 
had  always  been  the  mortal  enemy  of  her  bro- 
ther-in-law, and  was  apprehenfive  of  being 
fubje£led  to  his  power.  Ayder,  in  gratitude  for 
the  fervices  rendered  him  by  that  lady,  could 
not  confent  to  difpleafe  her  in  this  refpe6l ;  hut 
as  fhe  was  the  objeft  of  the  pleafantry  of  all  the 
court,  on  account  of  the  irregularity  of  her 
manners,  it  was  v/hifpered  that  Ayder  made 
the  old  lady  believe  that  Nand  Raja  demanded 
the  government  for  the  purpofe  of  punilhing 
her  for  the  little  refpeil  fhe  bore  to  the  laws, 
and  the  manes  of  her  deceafed  hufband  j  by 
which  means  he  obtained  large  fums  of  her, 
either  in  the  way  of  gift  or  loan  ;  giving  her 
hkewife   to  underfland,   that  he  was  diftref- 

fed 
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fed  for  money  to  pay  for  the  Maratta  truce,  and 
his  alliance  with  Nizam  ;  and  it  is  likewife  pro- 
bable that  he  did  not  forget  to  fay,  that  Nand 
Raja  offered  large  fums  for  the  appointment  of 
regent.  Thus  it  was  that  Ayder,  from  motives 
of  intereft  rather  than  policy,  took  a  pleafure  in 
fomenting  the  difcord  between  the  brother  and 
fifter-in-law.     An  opportunity  prefented  itfelf 
of  doing  this  on  the  occafion  of  the  death  of 
the  king  of  A'layflbur.   Nand  Raja  wrote  to 
folicit  the  title  of  king  for  the  younger  fon,  in 
preference  to  the  elder,  who  he  affirmed  was 
weak,  and  incapable  of  the  office  :  but  his  let- 
ter availed  little  with  Ayder,  who  was  folicited 
by  the  widow  Dayva  in  favour  of  the  elder  : 
he  wrote,  in  anfwer  to  both,  that  not  being 
able  at  that  time  to  attend  any  thing  but  the 
war  with  the  revolted  Nayres,  he  had  given 
orders  to  Moclum  Ali  Khan,  to  place  on  the 
throne   that   prince,  of  the  late  king's  fons, 
whom  he  might  think  the  moft  worthy  to  reign : 
he  wrote  fecretly,  by  the  fame  courier,  to  Moc- 
tum,  to  place  the  youngeft  on  the  throne.  This 
proceeding,  which,  as  may  be  readily  imagined, 
excited  the  complaints  of  the  widow  Dayva, 
and  of  moft  part  of  the  nobility  of  the  kingdom, 
gave  Ayder  an  opportunity,  on  his  arrival  at 
R  2  Syringpatnam, 
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Syringpatnam,  to  make  a  parade  of  his  equity, 
by  giving  the  throne  to  the  eldeft.  The  whole 
bufinefs  drew  an  additional  fum  from  the  old 
lady,  and  created  many  enemies  to  Nand  Ra- 
ja, and  perhaps  to  Modtum,  who  readily  aflift- 
ed  in  all  thefe  artifices,  through  his  unbounded 
attachment  to  his  brother-in-law. 

It  not  being  practicable  either  to  give  Nand 
Raja  the  government  of  the  kingdom,  nor  to 
remove  him  out  of  it,  and  ftill  lefs  prudent  to 
leave  him  difcontented  in  the  abfence  of  Ayder, 
a  council  was  held  on  the  bufinefs ;  the  general 
advice  was  to  fecure  his  perfon,  at  leaft  during 
the  abfence  of  the  Nabob,  and  in  the  mean 
time  to  remove  from  him  a  Bramin,  his  bro- 
ther-in-law, who  gave  him  bad  advice  :  but  to 
this  Ayder  oppofed  the  written  promife  he  had 
made  to  the  Raja,  never  to  make  any  attempt  on 
his  Uherty,  property^  or  life,  befides  the  diffi- 
culty of  arrefting  that  prince  in  his  refidence  at 
Mayflbur,  a  place  capable  of  ftanding  a  fiege, 
and  where  Nand  Raja  had  upwards  of  two 
thoufand  troops,  forming,  it  muft  be  confefTed, 
the  whole  of  his  little  army. 

This  affair  being  of  fuch  a  nature  as  to  re- 
quire a  fpeedy  determination,  it  was  agreed, 
that  Ayder  ihould  go  the  following  morning  in 

grand 
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grand  ceremony  to  Mayflbur,  to  make  an  ho- 
nourable vifit  to  Nand  Raja,  and  invite  him  to 
come  and  encamp  with  his  little  army  in  the 
ifland  of  Syringpatnam,  in  order  to  make  his 
public  entry  into  the  capital  in  quality  of  vice- 
roy, as  Ayder  was  defirous  of  invefting  him  with 
that  dignity  before  his  departure  :  the  vifit 
was  accordingly  made,  and  Nand  Raja,  at  the 
height  of  his  wifhes,  arrived  with  his  family 
in  the  ifland,  under  the  power  of  Ayder  j  who 
that  very  day,  under  pretence  of  exercifmg  his 
troops  in  their  evolutions,  inveded  the  little 
camp,  and  inclofed  it  in  the  night  by  detach- 
ments of  infantry,  who  were  ordered  to  fufFer 
no  one  to  pafs  them,  without  firft  conducing 
him  to  the  Nabob,  to  be  queflioned  by  him. 
As  it  had  been  difficult  to  pcrfuade  Ayder  to 
fecure  the  old  man,  it  was  eafy  for  Nand  Raja 
to  perceive  that  he  was  under  guard,  which  put 
him  into  fuch  a  rage  againft  the  Nabob,  that  he 
carried  his  views  to  an  excefs  that  might  have 
been  fatal  to  any  other  prince  but  Ayder. 

The  unfortunate  Raja  fent  a  meflenger  to 
the  Perfian  writer,  named  Mirr  Saeb,  fecretary 
to  the  French  officer,  and  who  had  been  charg- 
ed with  the  letters  to  the  governor  of  Pondi- 
cherry  :  his  pretence  was  to  enquire  whether 
R  3  he 
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he  could  not  procure  from  Pondicherry  fome 
crude  fait  of  tartar  and  other  European  drugs  ; 
the  Raja  being  a  chemift,  or  rather  alchemift, 
who  had  worked  many  years  to  difcover  the 
tranfmutation  of  metals.  The  Perfian  being 
alone  with  Nand  Raja  and  the  Bramin,  the 
former  propofed  to  him  to  acquaint  his  matter, 
that  if  he  would  aflaffinate  Ayder,  he  (Nand 
Raja)  would  depofit  the  value  of  eight  lacs  of 
rupees  in  gold,  fdver,  precious  ftones,  and 
elephants  ;  the  irritated  old  man  being  deter- 
mined to  ftrip  himfelf  of  all  his  property  ra- 
ther than  not  fatisfy  his  vengeance  againft  his 
fuppofed  enemy :  the  project,  he  obferved,  was 
eafy  to  be  put  in  execution,  becaufe  the  Nabob, 
on  his  return  from  the  excurfion  he  made 
every  two  days,  pafled  the  night  by  the  light 
of  flambeaux  before  the  camp  of  the  Euro- 
peans J  and  nothing  could  prevent  their  feizing 
this  inftant,  and  fhooting  him  by  an  aim  taken 
from  the  infide  of  one  of  the  tents.  The 
writtr,  according  to  his  own  account,  not 
daring  to  fhew  the  horror  this  propofition  made 
in  his  mind,  promifed  to  fpeak  on  the  fubje£l 
to  his  mafter,  and  to  give  an  anfwer  the  fol- 
lowing day  to  a  Bramin  who  was  fhewn  to 
him  J  and  who  promifed  to  wait  at  the  gate  of 
n  a  fmall 
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a  fmall  pagoda  indicated  to  him.  The  writer 
made  hafte  to  inform  his  mafter  of  the  in- 
terview he  had  had  with  the  Raja,  and  the 
abominable  commifllon  he  was  charged  with : 
the  officer,  after  recovering  from  the  indigna- 
tion this  bafe  propofition  naturally  produced, 
ordered  him  to  iceep  the  whole  a  profound 
fecret*.  Fortunately  this  officer  had  been  one 
of  the  council,  in  which  the  affair  of  Nand 
Raja  had  been  difcufled  ;  he  knew,  confequent- 
ly,  that  on  that  very  day  the  Nabob  was  to 
decide  whether  Nand  Raja  (hould  be  arretted, 
and  to  direcSl  in  what  manner  it  Ihould  be 
done.  The  ftorm  that  was  ready  to  burft  on 
the  head  of  Ayder  did  not  permit  the  com- 
mandant to  defer  any  longer  the  waiting 
upon  him  ;  he  therefore  went,  with  a  determi- 
nation either  to  conceal  or  relate  what  had 
come  to  his  knowledge,  according  to  the  dif- 
pofition  he  might  find  Ayder  in,  with  regard  to 
arrefling  Nand  Raja  :  when  he  came  into  the 

*  The  writer  was  not  exa£V  in  his  obedience,  for  he 
communicated  the  whole  to  Mirza  All  Naki,  who  had 
been  commandant  of  Seapoys  at  Pondicherry  under 
Meflrs.  Lally  andLeyrit,  a  man  of  great  merit,  eReemed 
Iw  Ayder,  and  much  attached  to  the  French  :  he  did 
not  fail  to  acquaint  the  French  officer  of  the  indilcre- 
tion  of  his  fecretary, 

R  4,  prefence 
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prefence  of  the  Nabob,  that  prince  addrefled 
him  in  private  :  "  That  old  fool,  Nand  Raja," 
faid  he,  "  has  fent  for  your  Perfian  fecre- 
tary  to  give  him  a  commifTion  to  procure 
drugs  from  Pondicherry  ;  Has  the  man  men- 
tioned it  to  you  ?"  "  Certainly,"  replied 
the  French  officer,  "  he  has  given  me  an  ac- 
count of  his  interview,  and  I  cannot  but  ad- 
vife  you,  after  what  I  have  heard,  not  to 
delay  a  moment  in  arrefting  Nand  Raja." 
«  It  is  a  decided  ftep,"  returned  Ayder,  "  every 
thin^  is  arranged  for  that  purpofe  ;  he  is  to 
make  his  public  entry  the  day  after  to-mor- 
row into  Syringpatnam,  at  the  head  of  his 
troops.  The  llreets  he  pafTes  through  will  be 
lined  with  grenadier  TopafTes,  or  Seapoys,  and 
at  the  palace  there  will  be  placed  an  entire  bat- 
talion :  his  troops  will  be  arranged  on  the 
parade  in  readinefs  to  relieve  the  pofts  as  they 
are  quitted  by  the  grenadiers  ;  Mo6lum  has 
undertaken  to  difarm  the  troops  and  all  his 
people  ;  and,  leaving  him  only  his  women  and 
a  few  domeftics,  will  confine  him  in  his  own 
palace  j  and,  fince  the  old  man  is  without  abili- 
ties, and,  no  one  can  rely  on  him,  every  thing 
will  be  performed  without  trouble,  before  the 
cannon  of  the  place  falutc  Modum,  who  will 

quit 
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quit  his  government  to-morrow.  Send  as 
many  Europeans  into  ttie  town  as  you  can, 
as  cannoniers  ;  let  them  enter  by  fmall  par- 
ties, and  through  the  feveral  gates,  and  un"ce, 
as  if  by  curiofity,  about  the  palace  of  Nand 
Raja.  Do  not  go  yourfelf,  but  command  your 
officers  to  obey  pun(3:ually  the  orders  of  Moc- 
tum,  or  his  brother  Ifmael  Saeb." 

The  little  attention  paid  by  Ayder  to  the 
manner  of  the  French  officer  when  he  infifted 
on  arrelting  Nand  Raja,  fhews  how  far  he  is 
from  being  inclined  to  fufpecl  thofe  who  have 
gained  his  confidence. 

This  is  not  the  only  proof  of  the  opennefs 
of  his  chara6ler,  that  Ayder  has  given  the  fame 
officer  :  for  that  very  night,  after  returning 
from  the  Dorbar  *,  being  gone  to  reft,  he 
was  informed  from  the  prince  that  the  chief 
ufher  and  fword-bearer  of  the  Nabob  defired 
to  fpeak  with  him  on  an  affair  of  the  laft  im- 
portance, which  they  could  communicate  to 
him  in  bed,  without  his  getting  up.  Being 
introduced,  they  faid,  "  The  guard  which, 
as    you    know,    is    placed    round   the    camp 

*  The  Dorbar  is,  properly  Tpeaking,  the  council,  or 
place  where  it  is  held  3  but  the  word  is  commonly  ufed 
to  denote  the  court, 

of 
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of  Nand  Raja,  flopped  one  of  your  people, 
a  fhort  time  ago,  coming  from  thence  ; 
and,  though  he  faid  he  belonged  to  you,  it 
was  thought  proper  to  condu6l  him  to  the  Na- 
bob, becaufe  his  orders  on  that  head  are  very 
precife.  The  man,  in  pafling  by  your  guard, 
called  for  help;  and  the  guard,  knowing*  him, 
took  him  out  of  the  hands  of  his  condudlors, 
and  fet  him  free.  The  Nabob  has  therefore 
fent  us  to  beg  you  will  fend  the  man,  that  he 
may  be  known  by  thofe  who  arrefted  him  : 
he  has  alfo  charged  us  to  give  you  his  word, 
that  as  foon  as  it  is  certain  that  he  is  one  of 
your  people,  he  will  fend  him  back,  for  you 
to  do  what  you  think  proper  with  him." 

The  officer,  much  aftonifhed  at  this  news, 
which  he  fuppofed  to  have  fome  relation  to  the 
Perfian  writer,  ordered  enquiry  to  be  made  of 
the  guard,  concerning  the  man  they  had  libe- 
rated :  to  which  his  valet-de-chambre  anfwer- 
ed,  "  He  is  a  black  Peon  f,  whom  I  fent  to 

•  According  to  the  privileges  granted  to  the  Euro- 
peans, all  decifions  relpefting  juftice,  among  them  and 
their  dependents,  are  made  by  themfelves. 

f  A  Peon  is  a  black  fervant,  who  carries  a  banda- 
lier,  with  a  plate  or  tablet  of  the  arms  of  his  mailer, 
and  who  runs  before  his  palanc^uin, 

the 
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the  camp  of  Nand  Raja  before  midnight,  to 
procure  fome  manna,  as  I  was  informed  that 
a  druggift  of  that  camp  had  fome.  This 
Peon,  having  met  an  acquaintance,  amufed 
himfelf  till  after  midnight,  knowing  he  was 
not  wanted  :  on  his  return  he  was  arrefted, 
which  he  fuppofed  improper,  on  account  of  the 
protection  of  your  bandalier  he  carried ;  he 
therefore  called  out  as  he  pafled  your  guard, 
and  was  fet  free."  The  officer  ordered  the 
Peon  to  be  fent  for,  and  put  him  into  the  hands 
of  the  prince's  officers,  by  whom  he  was  con- 
ducted into  the  prefence.  The  guards  imme- 
diately knew  him,  and  Ayder  was  contented 
with  afking  him  this  queftion,  "  Did  you 
come  from  Pondicherry  with  your  mafter  ?  " 
And  on  his  replying  in  the  affirmative,  he  fent 
him  back,  and  the  affair  was  thus  termi- 
nated. 

On  the  day  appointed,  Nand  Raja,  without 
any  miftruft,  made  a  pompous  entrance  into 
Syringpatnam,  at  the  head  of  his  little  army, 
the  cannon  firing,  and  the  troops  beating  to 
arms,  and  faluting  him.  Being  arrived  at  his 
palace,  his  attention  was  taken  up  by  the  com- 
pliments of  the  great  men  of  the  city,  v/ho 
were  admitted  by  few  at  a  time,  on  the  pre- 
tended 
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tended  account  of  not  making  too  great  a 
crowd.  Mo6lum  then  entered  the  city,  fol- 
lowed by  a  number  of  oSicers,  and  made  a 
lign  to  the  troops,  not  to  pay  him  any  ho- 
nours :  he  went  directly  to  the  palace  of  Nand 
Raja,  where  every  one  fuppofed  he  was  going 
to  pay  his  refpecls  ;  and  difmounting,  he  caufed 
the  firft  company  of  the  battalions  of  Seapoys 
who  guarded  the  gate,  to  follow  him.  As 
foon  as  he  came  into  the  prefcnce  of  Nand 
Raja,  who  came  to  meet  him,  he  acquainted 
him,  that  Ayder,  being  informed  that  he  was 
furrounded  by  people  who  gave  him  bad  ad- 
vice, had  fent  him  to  remove  them  from  about 
him  :  at  the  fame  time  he  commanded  all  pre- 
fcnt  to  leave  the  palace,  which  was  done  with- 
out uttering  a  word  ;  the  grenadiers  followed 
them  J  and  Moitum  remaining  with  Nand 
Raja,  his  two  fons,  and  feme  officers,  the 
converfation  was  carried  on  with  the  greateft 
politenefs.  Modum  acquainted  the  two  princes 
that  they  were  to  make  the  campaign  ;  and 
that,  inftead  of  one  father,  they  would  find 
two  in  Ayder  and  himfelf.  During  this  fhort 
converfation,  the  women  and  all  the  family 
of  Mo£tum  were  announced.  Mo6tum  took 
his  leave,  carrying  the  two  princes  with  him, 

to 
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to  whom  he  reprefented,  that  it  became  their 
dignity  to  wait  upon  the  Nabob,  and  give 
him  an  account  of  all  that  had  pafled.  Thefe 
young  noblemen  departed,  accompanied  by 
many  of  Moftum's  officers  ;  neither  they  nor 
Nand  Raja  exprefling  the  leaft  aftonifhment 
or  chagrin.  After  their  departure,  MocStum 
fpoke  a  word  to  Nand  Raja's  general,  who 
ordered  his  troop  to  ground  their  arms,  which 
was  done  with  great  filence.  All  the  gates 
and  windows  of  Nand  Raja's  palace,  that 
looked  towards  the  ftreet,  were  afterwards 
walled  up,  except  the  principal  entrance ; 
which  is  no  great  disfigurement  in  an  Indian 
palace,  whofe  principal  front  lies  towards  the 
gardens.  Then  it  was  that  Nand  Raja,  to 
the  great  fatisfadion  of  the  dowager  Dayva, 
found  himfelf  fhut  up  in  his  own  palace. 
Ayder  paid  the  arrears  due  to  his  troops,  which, 
for  the  moft  part,  enlifted  among  his  own. 
On  the  valuation  of  the  Raja's  income,  it  was 
found  to  be  equal  to  four  lacs  of  rupees  :  two 
of  which  were  allowed  him  for  his  own  main- 
tenance, and  the  other  two  were  given  to  his 
fons,  who  made  the  campaign  with  a  brilliant 
equipage,  under  the  conduct  of  tlieir  father's 
old  general,  who  appears  to  have  been  in  in- 
telligence 
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telligence  with  Ayder  in  the  tranfadlion  jufl 
related. 

All  the  preparations  for  the  campaign  being 
made,  the  two  armies  began  their  march ; 
that  of  Nizam  took  the  road  of  Ofcota,  and 
that  of  Ayder  pafled  by  the  way  of  Bengue- 
lour. 

When  they  had  arrived,  and  encamped  at 
the  gates  of  this  city,  feveral  councils  were 
held,  to  determine  on  the  operations,  and  take 
the  necefiary  meafures  :  Bazaletzing,  Rocum 
Daulla,  and  feveral  other  chiefs,  afnfted  at 
thefe  councils.  It  was  agreed,  that  the  two 
armies  fhould  march  always  feparate,  but  at 
fuch  a  diflance  as  to  aflift  each  other  in  all 
their  operations  :  that  the  army  of  Ayder 
fhould  take  the  avant-garde  till  they  had  pafled 
the  mountains  :  and  that,  when  they  had  en- 
tered the  kingdom  of  Arcot,  it  fhould  again 
be  confidered,  whether  it  was  befi:  to  adl  fepa- 
rately  or  conjointly. 
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
